Eing mooued and requeſted of a friend, that 
8 would take in hand to tranſlate this part of 
Lc hiſtorie of the lewes, to the intent that as 

there. is amongeſt vs alreadie in our natiug 

tongue, the originall beginning of that nation, 

and the continuance allo for along pace, in the 
Eile, and annexed to the ſame: ſo there might be 
lkew:fc an vndei ſtanding & declaration to all men 
in che Engliſli tongue, as well as in other, of the 
deſtruction of lo tamous a common weale: I both 
thougar it honeſt to further ſo good an attempt, yea 
and almoſt diſhoneſt to repulle his tequeſt (oppore 
unitie and leiſure ſetuing me) conbidering alſo how 
manie propheſies there be in the ſcriptures, of the 
dcſtruction not onely of che citie leruſalem̃, but alſo 
of the whole countrey, and no ſpecialtie nor notiſi- 
cation in our tongue of · the fulſlling of the ſame, 
For the performance whereof, after long weighing 
and debating of the matter, it was thought moſt cõ- 
uenient, not to burthen the defirous hereof with the 
proving of ſochargeable a yolume as is the great 
iſtorie of Flauius Ioſephus, that writ the diſcourſe 
of the ſame to che Romanes, togither with manie 
other actes of other nations, nathing at all perrai- 
ning to the hiſtorie of the lewes: but Jos we ſhould 
flenteouſly content mens delires , and ſarisfic our 
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To the Reader, 


prefixed end aboundantly, with a farre more briefe, 
much leſſe coſtly, and as ſufficient a commentatie 
tat our purpoſe, nothing inferiour to the other in 
yeritic,yea written by the ſame loſephus, as the te- 
nour and contents of boththe bookes do import, 
although he name himſelfe in this Ben Gori on (that 
15 )the tonne ot Gorxan, and in the other the ſon of 
Mattathias, which is a thing ſo common in the les 
Genealogies, that men neede not ſceke farre for the 
be, for one man to de duct his diſc ent from diuets 
names, of Father, grandfathet, or great grandfather, 
of the fathers ſide, or of the moriers fide, nowe ta- 
king the name of the next, now of the moſt noble of 
his kindred, But howſocuer the names be vnliłke, the 
hiſtorics do ſo agree, that they may well be thought 
to be written by one man: this vnto his countrey« 
men the lewes or for them that delire no more but 
a iult teheatſall of the rhings concerning that onely 
counttey:the other for the Romans, or for them that 
deſire to vnderſtand uf the feates of the Romans in 
the time of that age, which wee thought not to be 
neceſſary for our putpoſe. We deternuned iheifore 
to take in hand this loſeph, or rather this his owne 
epitome or abridgement of his great bpoke, yet the 
whole hiſtorie of the lewes notwithſtanding. In 
the tranflarion whereof, what paines is taken, not 
onely in reſtoring diuers words that were depraued 
& corrupted in the Latin text, yea and ſome whole 
members of ſentences 4cftour, which were expreſly 
in the Hebrew,bnt alſo thatthe Hebraicallforms of 
{peech ſo diſcrepant-from our phraſe and accu» 
ſtomed maner of ſpeaking; might be framed:vno 
our vulgar and familiar communication, that they 
miꝑlu be the better vnderſtood: I referre it vnto che 
enn

ho if chey liſt ro conferre both the texte, they hall 


: euery where eſpie a great diſsimilitude betweene 
nme words of both, & tomtime find whole members 
ot ſentences tranſpoſed : yet I truit they ſhall like- 
vie confes, both that l haue not ſivarucd any thing, 

from the ſenle and meaning of the authout, which 
tl moſt attentiuely did alvaies ponder and conſider, 
'S Nastlie ching moſt protitable for our purpoſe, & alſo 
e lat it was neceffaric ſo to do, to faſhion it vnto our 
s maner ot ſpeaking, For whereunto jeruerh it if it 
, hhould nat. be vnderſtood: were it not as good to re- 
- maine Rill not vnderſtoode in a ſtrange tongue, as 
of Wl not vndeiſtood in our own, it ſuch tranſlations word 
for word, be to be counted in our tongue, being tur- 
ned into our words onely? This therfore was chic fe- 
ly endeuoured, that it might bee framed and come 
moſt nigh vnto our vulgar tongue, not ta our vulgar 
words onely: and yet it ſhoulde not bee diſframed, 
nor digreſſe fromthe true meaning of the Hiſtorio + 
grapher. 

Seeing then that it may nowe be tead m cur mo- 
ther tongue, and ynderſtoode allo, out hope is, that 
our teauaile (hall not be loſt, but chat thou likewiſe 
for thy part (gentle Reader) wilt diligeatly peruſe 
and reade this hiſtoric, worthie of ſo great paines to 
be beſtowed vpon it, both for the plc aſantneſſe of 
th: matter, and allo for the ineſtimable proſit that 
thon maieſt take thæreby. For pleaſure, who would 
not bee very mach delighted and deſirous to vnder- 
of ſtand the end, and what became at length vpon ſuch 
u- ¶ a people, that hee hath heard ſo much of as euerie 
no man hach read and heard of the lewes in the Bible, 
„ey andotherwiſe > beſides the delectation, in percei · 
he ving chings of fo great antiquityꝰEuerie ma deligh- 
es, {Wecrico behold che pictures of auncientperſons, as 
h Az

df Hercules, Hector, Iulius Cæſar, Arthur, and re- 
nerenced the as though they were halfe Gods: how 
much more pleaſure ſhould it be, to behold the liue« 


h images of their minds, which apeared in their acts 


and deedes, while they were here in this life, where. 
by he ſhould learne to know good from euil, and by 
the applying of their deedes vnto our maners, with 
conſidering the cuent and ſucceſſe they had of then 
actions, wee may take either an example, or ſome 
admonition, or occaſion to amend our liues, whet- 
in beſides pleaſure, is alſo profit. As when thou ſeeſt 
the Iewes here afflicted with diuers kindes of miſe- 
rie, becauſe they fell fram God: then maieſt thou be 
admoniſhed hereby, to ſec the better to thine owne 
wayes, leaſt the like calamities light vpon thee, vn- 
leſſe thou be fo fonde to thinke God will more ſpare 
chee, which art but a wild Oliue, and but graffed in- 
to the ſtocke of faith, if thoubring eythet naughtie 
fruite or no fruite, then he did the natutall branches 
the Iewes, which ſprang naturally of rhe roote it 
ſelfe.Thou ſhalt reade heere of terrible and horrible 
euents of ſedition and rebellion, yea, there was no 
ſuch crueltie exerciſed vpon them by their external 
enemies, as they vſed among themſelues one vpon 
another, ſubiects againſt their Princes,” and ſubiech 
againſt ſubiects: inſomuch, that nothing haſtench 
their diſtruttion ſo greatly, as che ir owne dogged: 
nes and inteſtine hatred. Be thou warned therefore 
by their harmes, and take heede that thou maieſt a. 
woide the like. Conſider moreouer and marke well 
the Iewes were counted Gods people, the Romane. 
contrarie, his enemies: as without al doubt, hauing 
no knowledge of God, and being idolaters as the) 
were at chat time, they could not bee Gods people 
yet fox all this, God would they ſhuuld 9

gainſt the Tewes,and ſubdue them ynder their yoke, 

Whereby we may learne how greatly God is incen- 

ſed againſt * inſomuch that hee will rather 
i 


bring in vpon his owne children a nation more wic- 
ked,then to leaue them vnpuniſhed,to run forward 
in their wicked race. Such profitable enſamples and 
leſſons are in this hiſtorie without number: which 
if L ſhould recite all, l ſhould bring the whole booke 
into the Preface. We will therefore be content with 
tlieſe fewe at this preſent, neither as all, nor as the 
chiefe: deſiring and wiſhing chiefly (good Rea- 
det) that thou maieſt finde out not the chiefe only, 
but all, and not onely ind them out, but note them, 
and imitate them in thy liuing and ordering of thy 
dooings: which if thou doe, then haue wee the ex- 
peed end of our paines and trauaile, and thou 
the profit, wherewith all parties may 
tuitly, or wil gladly be contented 
and ſatisfied. |

certatne veritie, we will dꝛaw fooꝛth and re⸗ 
hearſe lome things fo2 the comloꝛt that may 
tome thereof, eſpeciallp ſeeing all the pꝛo⸗ 
phets haue bent and directed their pꝛophe⸗ 
ties koꝛetellings ot chings to come, ta this 
pꝛicke, that the kingdom of the haule of Da · 
id (hould be reſtoꝛed and floziſh in time to 
come. Therkoꝛcat᷑ there had beene any kings 
of the bouſe of Hauid duriug the time ak the 
ſccond houſe, oꝛ ſecond temple, then ſwoulde 
we haue becne in ſuſpence, yea, tuen nome 
already our hope had beene daſht But there 
was no kingdome of the houſe of Dauid in 
that age,ſaue onely a certaine dominion that 
Zerubabel and Nehemta had. Pes, rather the 
kingdoie remained at that time to the houſe 
of the Machabees, & them that were toward 
them, and their ſeruants. But now to the 
purpoſe, 
When Alexander the ſirſt King of che 
G1eenes

Greekes had foztified & eſfabliſhed his king: 
dome, he died, being yet but ayong man, and 
bis kingdome was diuided among foure of 
bis captaines, as it is wzitten, Wiler he is 
get aliue, his hin gdomeſhalbe broken and deli. 
uered into foure coaſts of the heauent. Oe left 
behind him a ſon of tender peares, caffed Ar. 

chelaus, whole tuto2 82 gouernour pertei⸗ 
uing him to be toward, gaue him impoiſoned 
dzinke, and made him away. Theſe captains 
made warre one vpon another, of whom one 
that was named Prolomee, pꝛocured Moſes 
law to be tranflatedinto Greeke,to the intent 
he might finde ſome occaſion to picke a qua: 
rell againſt Jſrael, Foz by their lawe hee 
ſought meanes to withdꝛam them from their 
religion, accoꝛding to the Plal, Many a time 
laue they afflicted me from my youth. vp may 
Iſrael now ſay There were 70, ancient men 
that tranſlated the Lawe , whom Prolomec 
the king ſeparated one from another,putting 
enerie man apart in a houſe by himſelfe, 
But they all agreed in one ſenſe, albeit they 
chaunged 13. places, which was not done 
without miracle, that they all agreed togi 
ther in the meaning and wziting, as though 
one alone had whitten it. Theſe 13 places be 
theſe, Firſt , God created in the beginning.

red them with pꝛincely apparrell and great 
rewards, bꝛought them home againe, merie 
and glad. Moꝛeouer hee ſent by them oblati⸗ 
tions to our God, At that time there were 
many that condeſcended to follow the lawes 
of the Grectans, but theſe ſeuentie reſuſed. 
Not long alter, captaine Selencus, Ptolo meer 
companion in office died, in whole geede 
Antiechus taigned in e. This 
Antiochus making war vpon Pts/omee , be⸗ 
reft him of all his dominions, and flew him. 
After that hee ſubdued all the land of Jſrael 
then vnder the regiment of Prolomee, wer. 
ud. Oe hated Iſrael alſo, becauſe

woꝛſhip it. But ſome of them chole rather to 
ſuffer death loꝛ the religion of their God, and 
ſome other fel from the ſynagogue their ma: 
ther Church, Betoze this he tooke away al: 
ſo their Saboth their new Moone, c league 
of circumciſion: foʒbidding that in any wile 
they Choulde obſerue cheſe commandements 
in any place thzoughout all his domintons. 
Fo2 the which he put many of the Jſraelites 
ts death, and oppꝛeſſed them moze , then did 
euer any of their enemies oꝛ aduerſaties, 
The ſecond man in honour next himſelfe in 
Jeruſalem, was one Polipus, hee erected an 
Image in the Temple, commaunding the 
pcopie of Tſraelto woplhip it; and wholoe: 
ner was diſobedient, to be fſaine, Therefoze 
he put to death Hanna and her 7. childꝛen, as 
it is mentioned in other places. Wihen As. 
tiochus perteiued this, it increaſed his hatred 
towards Iſraei, inſomuch that he did his in⸗ 
deuour that none of them ſhoulde ſcape oꝛ be 
left aliue, except ſuch as woulde woꝛſhip the 
image. Then fled many ok the J ſtaelſtes to 


the mgunt Modi, ſt to Jericho. betauſe oł the 


lawe bf Polipur and Antiochuf his 1.010; 
bauing to their gouernour the high Pziclt 
Hatrathia: lone f John otherwiſe calle

Caſmonenie , The Pꝛieſt eniopned them to 
faſt, and puniſh themſelues befoze the Loqd | 
nl with weeping, ſackcloth & aſhes. And after 
a:this he ſaith vnto thẽ. If ye wil jeopard pour 
\-Mliues fo: the holy Lozd, why die we like wo⸗ 
ue men? Let vs go & fight with Pol pas, and if 
iſe we die, we ſhal die with honour : peraduen⸗ 
ture the holy & bleſſed God wil help vs, and 
wil not roote out the remnant of J:rael. To 
this counſel euerp man aſſembled, c made a 
couenant with him vpon this thing, Polipus 
hearing this, gathered his foꝛce together, and 
made toward them to deſtroy them, & what 
an Ilraelite ſoeuer he found in his way, he flew 
the bim. Mattathias the pꝛieſt and all tue rem⸗ 
oe: {nant of Iſrael, vnderſtanding that Polipns 
ot came againſt them, they went vp the mount 
,as odiit with their wines and childꝛen. Then 
An- ¶ put he himſelf and his ſons in armoꝛ. Me had 
red 5. ſons, Iadas the eldeſt, the next Ieh nathan, 
the third, Joachan the fourth Schimeon, the 
fift Eleaſar. All theſe were valiant and good 
men of war, E Aben Tol ipus came to them, 
bee craftily. ſpake to Mattathias, ſapings 
Thou art one of the chiefe men in Jſrael, 
anda man of honour and eſtimation. Come 
doawne therefoze, and all that bee with thee, 
onqhip the Image, and Ariue not againls

the king that pe may live, and uot bee de: 
ſtroied, Thou ſhalt be ther zmte alla, if 
thou wilt bee confozmabie . But the pꝛieſt 
und wiſe would be ſeduced by him, but ra» 
ther curſed and rented bum. Martathia; 
had an aulter at the faote ar the hill, wheres 
uppon myet hee had offered {ucrifice to the 
moſt bleſſed God: there came one of the 
wicked Firaelitrs out of Pol pus campe, and 
killed bppon it aſwine. This villame was 
pang and luſtte, but the pzici was olde: per 
when hee lawe what this Jewp fellow had 
done, crying vnto his God to helpe him, 
and ſtrengthen him, hee chalenged a com: 
bate betweene himſelfe and tize fellow, 
Which thing beeing liked both ok thr kel⸗ 
low, and of Po lips, with his whole armit: 
Mattathia, came downc wah his dzawne 
{wo02d in his hand, and the fellow ſtoode a⸗ 
gat him reavie to recciuc him. But the 
pet caſting vppon hun, vy che alliſtance 
of his God, ouertcame him, cutte off his 
head, and caſt his carkaſie vppon the Aul⸗ 
ter: whereat 70/zp45. and his whole hoaſt 
were much aſten: ed, beholding one another. 
The Peſt ſtaade Nill by the aulter, cry⸗ 
ing, which or you will came to mee man fo} 
an Then Polipus picked out a ſtrong 

champion

champion the beſt of all his armie, «4 bꝛought 
him out of the arraies of bis hoaſt, to teache 
him his leſſon, how hee houlde behaue him⸗ 
elfe with the pꝛieſt. The pꝛieſt therfoze dꝛew 
toward the campe with his naked ſwoꝛde in 
his hand, as though hee came to ioyne with 
their champion: but leauing him, hee turned 
his (wozd vpon Polipus, ſtrucke off his head, 
and fled to the hil, Then blowing their 
hoznes, aud making a ſhout together, thep 
ruſhed downe bppsn the Gzecians campe, 
But wh? the Gzecians ſaw that their grand 
captaine was ſlaine, they fled, Chaſmons- 
nie and his ſonnes with ail Jſracl followed 
the chaſe,ouerthzew them, and made a great 
ſlaughter. This done, Mattathias the pꝛieſt 
went to Feruſalem, purifyed the Temple, 
reſtoꝛed the wozſbipping of God, and com⸗ 
manded all that were bozne during the time 
ol Polipus to bee circumciſed, fo2 by the 
meanes of his inhibition, they were vncir: 
cumciſed. Thus being eſtabliſhed, hee ſate 
bppon the thꝛone of the kingdone, and dzoue 
the Gzeekes out of the land of Jſrael, Pis 
kingdome endured one yeare, which was 
the 2 12, peare from the building of the ſe⸗ 
cond houſe, After this he fell ſicke, and like 
Js ve, charged his ſonnes to keepe the obſer⸗

vations of the Lo2d, to walk in his waies: 
alſo to plap the men againſt the Grecians, 
{o2 the religion of the Lozd , Then bzought 
he loꝛth ld a tall men and a hardie, and 
placing him in the lauctuaty, tooke a hozne 
of oyle, aus pomed it vpon his head, wher: 
at the IJraelites clapped their handes , and 
gaue a great Gout, ſaping, God ſaue 5ᷣ king, 
God ſane the king. Soone after, Id ga: 
thered an army of Jſrael , and made an ex: 
pedition againſt the remnant of the Greeks 
that were left in the holdes ok J ſrael, and 
whatſocuer hee tooke in hand. God gane it 
good ſucceſſe. NotwithKFanding, Antiochus 
{ent againſt him a puiſſant armp, under the 
leading of one captaine Pelontus, againlt 
whom Iudas fo warred, that the Grecians 
went to wꝛacke, fot be eſpied his time when 
they were deſtitute of victuals, and ſpeedily 
ſet vpon them, beat them down handſmooth, 
and appꝛoched to captaine Pe/onz«s,flew the 
valianteſt about him, ꝓca, c him aiſo. When 
A ntiochus heatd this. hee was in a great 
rage: wherefoze hee choſe out a moſt valt: 
ant captaine, called Zy#4s, and ſent hima- 
gainſt Ieraſalem, with 1000. hozſemen, 
and footmen without number. Idas hauing 
kuowledge therof, cõmanded a faſt done 
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ont all Ilrael fo2 thzee daies: after, tooke 
muſter of all his armie, aud made oner them 
captaines of thoulaudes , hundzeds, ſifties 
and tens. Theſe ſaid to their ſouldiers / Ho- 
ne ſoeuer is afraid.exc, Mhereupon many of 
che people returnedhome, pet there remai⸗ 
d ned / 500. of ſuch courage all, that one wold 
not haue runne away frem a hundꝛed. Ly/zas 
4: diumed his hoaſt into thzee partes, commit 
ting them bnto three captains, Nicanor, Ba- 
ks er, and Pro/omee, But after the Iſraelites 
bad ance giuen a great ſhaut, the Lom beate 
u downe the Greekes , fo that the Ilraelites 
deſtraied nine thouſand ok their enemies, 
he and (poiled the whote hoaſt, and they that 
alt remained aliue, tooke themlelues to flight, 
us The next date King Judas kept his Sab⸗ 
gen both, togither with all Ilrael in the campe, { 
ly WF to2 the battaile was vpon the firt day. The 
th, nor after. the Fſractites returned to the 
the MW ſpoile of thoſe that were killed, and after tu 
Jen vpurſce other that were not able to reſiſt: 
ea BF but they founde none, koz they were fled 
ut: into ,{farothe Karnaum , During the 
1B timeoftheſe warres, Ant iochus inuaded the 
en, lande of Perſia , for they hadde mooued 
warre againſt him, 2 done him iniu⸗ 
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Wherefoze hee fought againſt them: but 
hauing the ouerthꝛow at their hands, hee re: 
turned ts Antiocbia with great ſhame, 
where alſo he found his armies with another 
diſhonoꝛ and foile, CUherewith he was in 
ſuch a rage, that be gathered together all the 
valianteſt and beſt warriours in all Gzecia, 
peaal that were able to beare weapon, ſwea⸗ 
ring he would bꝛing with him ſuch an armp, 
that all the ground about Jeruſalem ſhould 
not ſuffice them to ſtand vpon, that he would 
haue with him, cuen fo2 his foote-men one: 
ly. And hee let fozward his hoꝛſe - men, with 
hozſes and wagons laden with all manner 
of munition foz the warres : as bowes, 
ſhieldes,targets,{wozds,and ſpeares, bꝛeſt⸗ 
plates, and mooꝛens, bciides a huge num⸗ 
ber of Elephants, and ſuch, that a voſen va- 
liant men might fight vppon one Elephant, 
the Elephants being to them as a foꝛtreſle. 
Wut King Idas taking heart ts him, put 
his truſt in his God, and topned battaile 
with him, At length when he with the pow⸗ 
er of Iſrael appꝛoched to the Elephants, 
they flew them vowne right, ſo that the E⸗ 
lephants roared, the Poꝛſes and all the 
beaftes that dꝛewe the baggage and furni⸗ 
tures, were verie ſoze afraide, Ring *

chus alſo being mounted vpon his mare, and 
not able to ſic her in her flight, was thzowen 
downe. His ſeruants therefoze finding him, 
cooke him vp, and bare him awhile vppon 
their thoulders, and (being a coꝛpulent and 
groſſe man) they were nat able to carrie 
him further, but caſt him downe in the way, 
The Lozde had plagued him alſo and his 
whole hoaſt befozc with a dꝛie (cab, o2 rotten 
matter, and with other moſt ho2rible diſea⸗ 
{es : therefoze as he ſaw all theſe things, he 
confeſſed it to bee the haud of God, Mher⸗ 
upon he made a vow. that if he eſcaped, hee 
would circumciſe himſelfe with all his ſoul⸗ 


diers, and woulde conuert them to the woꝛ⸗ Repentance 
ſhipping ok the God of Ilrael, but GD O — mer - 
heard him not. Mee fled thereloꝛe a koote as 


mel as be might, died by the wap, thꝛough 
his greeuous and loze diſeaſes, and Opiter 
his ſonne raigned in his ſteede. King Lada: 
with all Aſrael, returned with great ioy ta 
the houſe of the Lozd, offered ſacriſice: and 
as they had laied woo? vpon the aulter, and 
the ſacrifice vpon that, they called vnto the 
Lode, louinglp to accept their ſacrifice, 
and in the meane ſpace,fire came forty of the 
aulterby it owne accozd, couſumed the ſa: 
crifice and the wood, the like neuer chan* 
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red vnto them to this day. The mpzacle 
17 was wought the 2 5, day of the moneth s- 
Auguſt. tl. The king made an expedition alſo into 
I; Arabia, to warre vpon the peoplethereof, 

and made of them a great flaughcer,bzoucht 
| them info ſubiection, and mave them tribu⸗ 
| caries, In his returne he leite vpon a great 
0 51 citie of the Greekes, wanne it, and raced it. 


15 After that, he made arcade into Greece ten 
17 dates tourney, whereas came againſt him 
bh with a huge armie , the chiefe man in king 
| ft Opiters realme next his perſon 2: but Ida. 
1 diſcomfited him and all his pcople. rom 
| bf whence he went tothe citie 80, that was 
W1 onder the Romanes, whercas came forth 
F to meete him Godo//as with a ropall preſent, 
| fafo2ming him that they had euer boꝛne the 
T7 Iſraelites good will, were their neighbours 
* and ſhewed them pleatures, The king exa- 
. mined the matter, and found their wozpes 
1 true: fo reteiuing their pꝛelentes, depar: 
17 ted thence, After this Gorgorius, a captain 
17 of the Romanes, mooued war with Tadas, 
| by but Judas firooke a battaile with him, and 
| by, deſtroied his whole armſe, ſo that none eſca⸗ 
. ped. Opzter {on of Antiochus, hearing what 
; ' actes [udas did in al cauntties round about; 


br multered all his people, teuicd a purfſant 
*y arinie, 
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armie, wherewich he came and beſieged Be- 
thar, Then cried lucas and aH Jirael vnto 
their God, with faſting and ſacrifices. The 
night after, Idas diuided his men into cer⸗ 
tame bandes, commaunding them to giue 
the Grecians a camiſado, and to enter their 
Camp whiles it was dark: which they did, 
ad ſle w very manie ofthe beſt of the Gre⸗ 
tiaus, about 4000, pꝛeparing neuerthe⸗ 
leſle foꝛ the field againſt the mozrow, where 
a3 allo the Iſraelites did beate downe manie 
of the Greekes, In that battaile was flaine 
Eleaſar ſonne of Mattathias the kings byo- 
ther, Foꝛ when hee eſpied one with a golden 
[wo2d bpon an Elephant, He thought him to 
be kung Opiter, who had 20. Elephantes in 
his armie. Therefoꝛe he tooke heart to him, 
and beate down the ſouldiers ofthe Greens 
on both ſides him, were they neuer lo ſtrong, 
till he came to the Elephant. And becanſe 
the Elephant was ſo high that he coulde not 
reache them that late vpon him, he ſhoued 
his [woꝛde into the bellie of the beaſt to o⸗ 
nerthowe the king, whereat the Elephant 
{unke togither and fell vppon E“eaſar, 
that hee died there, fo2 whoſe ſake all Jf- 
tiel mourned , and mave great lamenta⸗ 


tion. 
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But Opiter hearing this, ftraightwap 
made ſute to King T«das fo peace, anda 
league to be made betweene them, which af. 
ter Iadat had conſented vnto, hee returned 
home into Ozeece again, and by the wap fell 
into the hands of his enemies that flew him. 
After him ſucceeded Demetrius, his enemie, 
who was the cauſe of hrs death, There were 
at that time, certaine euill diſpoſed perſons 
ofthe Jewes, that ſerued che king of the 
Grecians in his wars, namely, one. A li. 
mus, who went to the king of che Gꝛeekes 
at that time lying at Antiochia, and Ntirred 
bim to moue warre vpon Jſrael, and King 
Iudas. By whoſe ſuggeſtion Demetrius (ent 
againſt Iudas a captaine called Nicanor, 
with a ſtrong armie. Pee now comming to 
Jeruſalem;let Idas vnderftand that he bart 
bim good wil, e was deſirous to make peace, 
aud to enter into a league with him. There: 
foze as Ideas came forth accompanied with 
his bꝛethꝛen the ſonnes of Chaſmonanie, Ni. 
canor met him in the way, imbꝛaced him, 
and kiſted him: after that, led him to his pa: 
uilion, and ſec him vpon his ſeate of hsnout. 
Ring 1«das alſo after hee returned from the 
tamp, made vnto Nicanor a great feaſt, cal 
ling him his noble men with him into Je- 
ruſalem, 
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rulalem, where they ate and dzanke at the 
kings table. King I=das was yet vnmarried, 
wherfoze Nicanor moued him to take a wife, 
that he might haue iſſue, and not looſe his 
ſucceſſion, whole councell 1«des allowed. 
This done, the lewd pickthanke A/kimus de⸗ 


caxor had made with king /adas: whereat 
Demetrius being wꝛoth, wꝛit vnto Nicanor, 
that hee had intelligence of his traiterous 
practiſes, Nicanor was in Jeruſalem when 
this letter was deliuered him. When ludes 
heard ofthe contents of the letter, hee fled 
out of Jeruſalem into Samaria, where her 
ſounded a trumpet and gathered Iſrael to- 
gether. Nicanor bppon theſe letters entred 
the houſe ok the Loꝛd to ſeeke Jadas, but hee 
found him not. Then he examined the pꝛieſts 
who [ware they knew not where hee was w- 
come. Akter he had now ſought him in every 
coꝛner thzoughout Jeruſalem, and could not 
ſind him, in a fume he ſware he would beate 
downe the temple: and gathering together 
all his hoaſt he made ſpeede againſt /-des. 
Chen hee heard of Nzcanors comnung, 
he iſuedout of Samaria to meete him, and 
after they had ſtroke the battell, Iadas flew 
of the Greekes to the number of 18. 1 
and 


clared to king Demetrius the league that N: 
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So hee abid alone with his dzawen ſwoꝛde 
m his hande vnto whome none of his cne: 
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ſand hoꝛſemen, tooke Nicanor alive, & wag 
minded to kill him. But Nacanor beſought 
him at pardon, alleaging that the king knew 
wel enough, that bee began not this vattaile 
with higggood will, but left hee ſhould tranſ⸗ 
greſſe the commaundement of the king his 
maiſter. (Qherefoze (ſaieth hee) J humbly 
beſeech po; maieſtie nat to kill me, and J 
ſweare vnto pou, that J will neuer beare ar 
moꝛ againſt you, no annoy yon in any wiſe, 
Upon this the king made a league with him, 
t dimiſſed him. So he returned to the king 
his malter with ſhame enough. After this 
Demetrius died, and Liſia his ſonne raigned 
m his ſtead. Net the wicked men teaſed not, 
but mooned againe King Ly/z« to make a 
voyage in his owne perſon, with a Puiſſant 
army againlt /d.s :-but hauing the ouer⸗ 
Mow of Bing /udas, bee fledvnto Aſdo- 
tum, till he had Crongly repaired agaiue his 
ermie. Then came he the lecond time vpon 
Tudas , in which conflict the Firaelites were 
put tolligbt. Ring 1:d4s notwithſtanding, 
ſted neither one way noꝛ other, but called to 
his men, and exhozted them ts returne and 
fticke by him, yet they would not obey him.

| of the Gzecians came to war. But Schimeon 
15 met him, and laid firſt an ambulh toentrap 
| the Gzeekes, and then oꝛdered his battaileg 
ie m arry againſt {neochus, After that, het 
| $4 with his whole hoaſt made a face,fapning as 
+ though they fled, and recired, till they percei 
ued. Antiochus, who purſued them , to be 
within their danger, then the ambuſh bake 
fooꝛth vppon the Gꝛeckes, made a verie 
great ſlaughter . After this Sch meon retur: 
ned fo Jeruſalem with great ioy. Then ſent 
Ptolomee Ring of Egppt, an tmbaſlage to 
Schimeon king of Iſrael, offering him his 
daughter in marriage, To this requeſt 
when king Schimeon had conſented, Prolo- 
mee came to Jeruſalem, where was made 
him a great feaſt, and thep were alied toge⸗ 
ther. Mherupon. Antioc hus king of the Gꝛe⸗ 
cians wꝛit to Prolomee king ot Egypt, pꝛiui⸗ 
ly to murther Schimeon king of Ilrael. 
CQhom Pro/omee durſt not but obep, fo? at 
that time the king of Egypt was in ſubiecti⸗ 
on to the Gzeckes, Therkae when Schimeon 
came into Egypt to ſee his father in law P- 
tolomee, he was receiued with great feafting: 
but in the lame hee had.popſon giuen r. 
e f 
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zat he died thereof, Belides this alſo, bis 
onne which came with him, Pro omee caſt in 
2iſon, ' Theſe things iuftly chanced vnto 
Schimeon, foz that hee had tranſgreſſed the 
y02d of the Loꝛd, that fozbad al aliance with 
he Gentiles, The time that he raigned ouer 
Trael,was 18.yeares, Then John his ſon 
aigned in his ſtead, who was called Hirca- © 
us in the Gzeeke tongue. The ſame Pro! o- 
king of Egypt inuaded Jſrael with all 

he power that he could make. But lo4» the 
anne of Schimeon met him, and the Lozd a⸗ 
jercheewe Prolomee with his whole hoaſt, 
hat they were flaine of the Fſraelites, and 
urſued to the Citie D<gom about which 
ime the Jſraelites made trenches, and be⸗ 
ieged it. Nom within the town they had the 
other of king Hircanus, whom Prolomee 
auſed to be ſet vppon the walles, and to bee 
ſcourged with whips in the light of her fon. 
ben Hircanus (aw the great affliction of 

is mother, he would haue raiſed his ſiege, 
and departed from Pro/omee, But his mo⸗ 
er called vnto him, and ſaid, My deare ſon 
John, regard not mp trouble, fan all chaſte- 
ings come from God, Pꝛoceede manfully 


pith thy ſiege againſt this Citie, foꝛ it is in 


rent diſtres, aud revenge mee, thy father, 
and 
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and bꝛother, murthered by Profomee, Thy 
king followed her aduiſe, and mankully ra 
ſed a mount, from the which he bãttered the 
walles with Tagins of iron like charets, til 
thep began to ſhake, Uiheref9ze many d 
the louldiours of the towne tied, and then 
companies began to ſcatter, Pro/omes ſeeing 
this, commanded to afilict his mother pet 
moe, and to increaſe her ſcourgings, vatil 
the entratles of H/rcanus was mooued, that 
be coulde uot abide longer to fee his mother 
ſo cruelly handled, but left che ſiege, andlet 
Ptolomee tſcape: who neuerthelefle kille) 
his mather, q fled into Cgypt. Jn the fourth 
vecre of king Hircanus raigne, Pius king of 
Gyeece came and beſieged Jeruſalem with 
a great power. and ſtrength, whom Hirca. 
nus was nat able to meete and encomnmer 
withall in the ſteld, butt luffered him leite to 
be cloſed vpye in the Citie. The king ofthe 
Gꝛecians theretgze raiſed great tow)es a: 
gainſt the Citie. apart fromthe wall, diggen 
a trench, and caſt vp a mount. Then planted 
they their Engins named Rams againſt 
the gates. ſo that the Citie was hapd beſie⸗ 
Ned : fo2 they beate downe one ofthe turrets 
that foode vpon the wall, whereat al Jſrael 
was atraide, e agreed together to iſſue out, 
and 
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and ſkirmiſh with them, whatſocuer Could 
come thereon, life oꝛ death. TA hich although 
Hircanus liked not, pet they did ſo, and flew 
manie of their enemies, put the alſo to flight, 
that they were conſtrained to encampe them⸗ 
ſelues further off from Jeruſalem, Then 
the Jſraelites came to the towers that the 
Gꝛeekes had builded, and raſed thei co ihe 
ground. Thus thep iſſued out duly, (kir- 
miching with Pius, vntill the feaſt of the ta⸗ 
bernacles. Then ſent Hircanus to Pius, he- 
ſiring bim that he would grant them truce, 
ct let them be in peace while the feaſt laſted. 
His requeſt Prut granted, and ſent a fatte 
Dre to be offeted to the God of Ilrael cone⸗ 
ring his homes with beaten gold, aud dꝛet⸗ 
ling him with fillets ok chziſtall, and ocher. 
pecious ones, clad him alſo in a garment 
of purple, and divers other pꝛecious clothes, 
Lee ſent mozeouer plate, both of fitner and 
gold, full of diners kinds of ſpices, all to bee 
ofrered bnts the Loꝛd. When king Hircanus 
ſaw this, he went out vnto Pius, and after 
hee had made peace with him, he made him 
and his chiefe men of warre a great feaſt. 
c gaue htm a pꝛeſent of iii. C. pound weight 
of golde: Hee went alſs with Peus to apde 
him againft the Ring of Perſia, that at that 

time 
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that time rebelled againſt him. But he tarri: 
cd there not long, bicauſe the time of Pente: 
coſt was ar hand, Uherefoze king Hircenur 
and the hoaſt of J ſrael returned: but Pius 
and his armp of the Gzectans pꝛoceeded. 
CQhom the king of the erſiaͤns met in the 
field, ſlew Pius himſelte, and vanquiſhed the 
reſidue, that almoſt none remained, TUherof 
when tidings came to Hircanus he was verie 
Clad, and returnedto Jeruſalem with peace 
and toy, After this Hercanus made many 
great battailes with the nations about hun, 
and had euer the victoꝛy. De allo came to the 
mount of Cor: im, where he won a fozt of the 
Dectaries and Damaritang, and raſed down 
the temple that the Sectaries han there as 
their houſe of Sanctuarie, which they bull 
ded by the licence of Alexander the firlt king 
of the G2cekes, ee that builded it was 
Manaſſe the dꝛieſt, brother to $chimeon 
the iuſt. But Hircanus the high JInelt pul: 
led it downe two hundzed peares after it 
was huilded, From theyte he went tothe 
Citie of gamaria and beſieged it. This 
was the mother Cittie of the $4maritans, 
and Sectartes, which was bzought to ſuch 
diſtreſſe, by the long ſiege of Hercanus, that 
they within were kaine to cate the n

being at hand NHercanus mabe ſpeede tu Je.

ſonne. aud his ſecend fonne Tntigonus. Ju 
e meane leaſtn, they within the rown wan

His heart chertoꝛe was careful 
cen his ſonnes, and foꝛ Iſtael: notwuhſtan⸗ 
ding he pꝛocreded in bis office atcoꝛdiag as 
he feaſt required:as he entred into che houſe 
bf Saactam ſanctorum, i che moſt hulyeſt 
goffer incenſe, and to cal fo mercie — 
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his childzen & fo: his armie, he heard a voin 
ſpeaking vnto han: Neuer trouble thy min 
witch thy childꝛen, and with the hoaſt of J.ſrx 
el, fo2 yeſterday che Loꝛde of mercie heat 
them, and accozdmy; to the greatneſſe of his 
goodneſle, ſoꝛ thy fathers lakes: Let thy 
heart therefoze be right, and thy hands pure, 
So the king going out of the lauctuar ic, de 
clared it to the people, Zherenpon the nen 
day he lent poſt to Samara, and was afly 
redlp certificd againe that this was true, 
CQberefoze king Hyrcanus was magnifie) 
greatly cf all Jfrael, ſoʒ thep knew that the 
bieNed L o2d accepted his doings, inſpirmg 
bim with the holy ghoſt , and increaſing his 
kingdom and puethosd, After this he took 
tournep to Damaria, beſieged it a wholt 
yeare, and at length wan it, ſiew al allo tha 
bare lite within it. Ve raſed che walles, the 
pallace, and burnt vp the citie. He had wan 
alſo with the Nomaincs, and che Zrabians! 
and G O D pzoſpered all that cuerhe took 
in hand. Shoꝛtly after, God gaue him il 
and quietneſſe from al chat dwelt about him, 
and krom all his encmics, ſo that Iſrael it 
ſted boldly in peace and tranquilitie all hi 
time. On a time the king made a keaſt to al 
the Sages of Jlrael, that they might _— 
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checre with him. And being pleſancly viſpo- 
ſed, be laid, J am pour ſcholer, and what ſoe⸗ 
ucr J doe, that doe J by pour authoꝛitie. 
Clherefoze J pꝛap pou, it pu ſee any fault 
in me, oꝛ if Idee not as becommeth me, tell 
me ok it, that I may te foꝛme mine euil wap, 
Then eucry man greatly extolled & com- 
mended him laping, Tho is like vnto thee, 
dur Loꝛd King, ſo worthie of the kingdome 
and pꝛieſthood, lo notable in good wozkes, 
whole wozkes be bone foꝛ the Cod of hea⸗ 
nen, which haſt a{fa done us ſo much good 
in Tlrael: The Ring was verp wel pleaſed 
with their anſwere, and retoyced greatly, 
Vet was there one amang them, an vndil⸗ 
crecte man, called Eleaſar, who ſpake vaad« 
uiſedly to the king: And it pleaſe your maie⸗ 
fie, it were ſufficient fs2 you. ts baue the 
cr9wwne of the kingdeme, ve might leaue the 
crowne ol the pꝛieſthood to the ſeede of A- 
ron, koꝛ as much as your mother was cap- 
taine in the mount Modiit.

Sages. (Qheretpon the king demanded of 
the ſages, Mhat law (all that man haue, 
chat in deſpight of the king, ſpeaketh things 
in his repzoch* They made anlwere, Yee is 
wozthie to be whipt, The ſaid one of the Da⸗ 
duces, the matter is plaine, that accoꝛding to 
the minds of Sages, and at their bidding, he 


vpbꝛayed fire, aus therefoze they would not 
warde him to die. CAhereat the king held 


his peace, and gave neuer a woꝛd to anſper, 
Do al the ioy was daſht end turned into lad⸗ 
nes. The next day at the commandement of 
the king, pꝛoclamation went tv all the Cit 


ties in the kings denumntous, that they ſpould 


ſtande to the oꝛdinaunce of Sa boch and Bi- 
thus : and whoſocuer oulde refuſe to fol- 
lou their decrees, oꝛ would cbierve the tra⸗ 
vitivns of the Sages, and obap their will, 
wwoulde tiffer death , This was John the 
bigh pꝛieſt, Which had the prieſthood fourtis 
peeres, and inthe ende became a Saducee. 
Votwithſtauding the Iſraelites obeyed not 
the Kings commandement, bfit rather pꝛini⸗ 
iy followed the ozdütances ok the Sages. 
The king hinefeife and all his ſeruants fol- 
lowed the traditions of the Saduces, ma: 
king inquiſition fo2 them that ſtacke inthe 
conſtitatons of the Sages, and 2 
Death 
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death as manp as hee could get Knowledge 
of, By this meanes he dzew much people or 
Ilrael into this opinion, The time that Kir- 
canus raigned ouer Iſrael, was 3 1. peares, 


bulus, Antigonus, and. Alexander. This A- 
lexande was hated of his father, and bant- 
ſhed out of his pꝛeſence. He wont therefore. 
and made warre vpon 7 3re ant Sidon, ſubs 
died them, and commpelled them to bee cir ; 


caraciſed; Ariſtabucus it garbed nat the high 
pueſt good but ſet lig gt by it, wherckoꝛe hes 


waulde not execute the oflice thereof, but 


tootze the kingboine uppon hun, and let the 
krowne vppon his head: and was called the 


great king. Beſides this, hee baruſhed his 


mother, and Alex tuder her lame; hi pon: 


ger bzather, and would not {ter them to 
dwelt in Jeruſalen. But he laued his bꝛa⸗ 
ther Antiganus, aud made Him Licuete⸗ 
nant generall of ali his warres, ſetting him 
foꝛ warde into the warres agaiult his ene⸗ 
mies. Wherem the young man Arti gonus 
had good fozxtune, pꝛaſpered tn all thugs 
that he tooke in hande, aud returyediatc to 
Jeruſalem, where be eutred into the haule 
ofthe Danctuarie to pꝛap foz his wother

and then he died. After bim raigned his ſon 
Ariſtobulus, koꝛ he bad thꝛee ſonnes, Ariſo- 
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the king, which at that time was greeuonſlp 
ficke : and alſo ta acknowledge vefoze the 
L 02d God his gosdnes and mercie towards 
bim, in that hee aided him ag ainſt his ene- 
mies. Then came a certaine wicked perſon 
vnts the king, and infozmed him with this 
tale: Thy bꝛother(ſaith he) returning frem 
the wars, inquired of thy health, and when it 
was told him thou waſt ſicke,he ſaid, J will 
go to him to day E:rid him out of the wozld, 
wben the king heard this, he was wꝛoth to- 
ward the Sages, and con: maunded his bo 
ther to bee appꝛehended, and carried to the 
place of Starten, there to be kept in pꝛilon, 
till he had made further inquiſition ok this 
cauſe, In the meane ſpace the Queene, 
the Kings wife, commaunded him to be put 
to death there, without knowledge of the 
inges minde, But when the king heard 
that his bzother was killed, he cried maine 
Ip out and wept, ſniiting his bꝛeaſt in ſuch 
(ot with his hand. chat he ſowr#d,and much 
bloud iſtued out of his mouth. ie raigned o 
uer Ilrael two peare. After bim his byather 
Alexander raigned, who was alſo called 
Ning lanai, being mought out of pꝛiſon, 
where his bzother bad put him, and made 
king of Ilrael. He was a mighlie man, and 
valiant 
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jaliant in all his warres againſt his enemies 
pꝛeuailing againſt them, Me had watres 
vith the Philiftines, namely Lam and A- 
«lon, whome he put to the woꝛſe, and oner- 
came them. This man rekuled not the pꝛieſt⸗ 
bood, but was high pꝛieck. It chanced on a 
time, when he ſloode at the aul ar to offer {az 
crifice, one of the ſages taſt a Cedar tree bp⸗ 
pon him, whereat be lifte vp his right hand 
vpon the aultar crying, Giue me wy ſwoꝛd. 
Then the Sages knceled down veroze him, 
and {ware thep did it not of any contempt, 
but rather (ſap they) that wee thus ſporting 
„bekoꝛe the Loꝛd wonlde bee merrie bpon the 
| Fbigo ſoicinne day, But the kings feryants 
„aunſwered roughlp againc, ſaping; Al⸗ 
| Wthough pe play and reiopce, yet it is not the 
manner ok the countrep to vie anie ſuch di⸗ 
ppitetul caſiome with the king, Thecenten⸗

tion wared hot agaiaſt them, til at length the 

Bages ſpake euill of the king, calling in bis 

teech, that hee was an vnballo wed and ſu⸗ 
ſpenſed perſon, and that his Grandmother 
on, the, father ſide was a captaine in the 
mount Modiit, whereby her ſeede was ſtey⸗ 
ned. The king was loꝛe mooucd at that, in 
ſomuch that he commandes al the Dages to 
beſiaine. There toe, where loeuer they found

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them, in the ſanctuarie, oꝛ in the ffreeteg« 
Jeruſalem, they killed them foo2thwith, 
Then the king commanded that euerie man 
ſhould obey the Couernanct an? traditions Mc:

Word, lome fied away, and {ome tarried 
ome with viſhone and ſhame, Alter then ſc 
matters, the Ring made an expedition g.

their owne harme , after conſultation had, 
they went to p king of Greece, whole name 
was Demetrius, ſne wed him what H/ rcanut 
and Alexander his ſonne had done vnto the 
Jhariſies, and all the Ilraelites that bare 
them good will, and followed their traditi⸗ 
ons, and how they alſo hated Alexander 
fo) the miſchiefe that he had wꝛought them: 
ſo that if any mau would come and reuenge 
che malice of Alexander, they would be rea: 
dy to atd him. Demetrius followed their ay; 
utſe, and aſſembling togither all his people, 
to the number of 40000 hoꝛſemen, # toote- 
men without number, he cooke his journey, 
and encamped againſt Sichem. Then king 
Alexander waged 6, thouſand hoꝛſemen to 
aide him. But the king of the Greciang 
wait Miuily to the auncientes of the Secta: 
rieg. that they Hould not aid Alexander: to 
the iouldionrs alſo that Alexander had hi: Ne 
red, he ſent rewardes, golde and ſiluer, that w 
they returned home to their countrep, 4 ap: MW! 
ded not Alexander, whereupon he was not Im 
able to withſtand Demetrts. Thexfoꝛe hea: i 
ring that Demetrius was temooued from $i- Ib. 
chem tulnard Jeruſalem, intenving to take Ib. 
him in the citie,be fled by night with a fewe t 
of his men to the mountaine s, and wy i 
| | ere. 
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Gere. hen the men of Iſrael that were in 
ſudea, heard that the king was fledde out of 
Ternſalem, and that the citie was in hazard 
o come into the handes of the Grecians: 
hey gathered themielves togither, and ſtood 
02 their lives , as though all bad beene one 
nan, to the number of 10000, and ſet vpen 
metrius cdp, killed al his beſt men of war, 
and ſpoiled his whole hoſt, that he lled from 
hem. 7 returned home into his councrp with 
me + diſh ono. This done, the king tocke 
hart vnto him, and returned to his kingdom, 
but the Phariſees fled to Berhſ-emes, loꝛtity- 
ng themſelues againſt the king: who having 
in:cllizerce 2vereot, gathered an army, and 
ent againſt them, won the ciitie, aud tooke 
$00, ofthe chiekeſt Dhartiices, bound them 
in chaines, and bꝛought them to xeruſelem, 
Then banqu?icd he all his ſeruants vp: 

on the rooke ok his palace in a very hie place, 
where his learned Pecres did eate c dzinke, 
bntiil they were dꝛunke. And in his merry 
moede, he commanded thale 800.) hari⸗ 
lies pꝛiſoners to hs fetcht fooꝛt h and to be 
hanged euery man of them vpon gallowes 
befoze hi:n, at which fight be dꝛunk laugh · 
ed heartilp , After this, hee fell ſicke in the 
foure and twentieth peare of his raigne, of a 
| greevous 
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greeuous diſeaſe, a quartern ague, that hen 
him three peeres:& fop al this he ſhꝛunk not, 
noꝛ letted to go to the war, to encounter am 
light with his enemies, what Nation ſoeuer Ne 
they were ok round about him as though he 
had been a whole man. In the 27, peare of 
his raigne, which mas the 3. of his E 
be made an expedition inte the land of Moab, 
againſt a certame citie called Raga tu get 
it by koꝛte. At which time he was very licke 
and weake: wherekoꝛe his wife andrea 
the queene went with him, tearing leaſt hee 
ſhould die by the wap, And as he encamped 
þimſcife againſt the titie, andVyned it ſoꝛe 
with aTauktes, his lickne lle encreaſed upon Nut 
him moꝛe and moꝛe. cUherefoze bis wife . 
perteiuing that he was like to die, wept bit- 
terly fo him, and ſaid : To whom ſail J be 
fo bolde as to ſoewe my face when thou art 
once dead, ſceing thou haſt wꝛeught ſuch 
miſchiele agatuſt the Phartſies, whom althe 
land feuouteth, and following their traditt 
ens, obe their inſtructions +. ik they thalbe 
dilpoled to weeakk themſeftes vpon me and. 
thy poung childꝛen, they cult hare aid af all 
that dwell in the land. The king 3 
Meepe not, no2 ſhewe any reſemblance race 


yenſiueneſſe; J wil tell thee what thou ſo 
dae, 
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:c,and if thou wilt follow mp counlel, thon 
alt pzoſper and raigne, thou and thy chil» 
nen as thou wouldeſt deſire, Be it that J 
ie, there is no man in the woꝛld need know 
jercof, Tell thou cuery man therefoze chat 
ae for me, that J am ſicke, and wil not that 
ny man (hail come at mee. In the meane 
vhile annoint and ſeaſon mee with baimes, 
ght with courage againſt this citie, til cho 
43 tt and then returne to Jerulalem with 
: and beware thou put on nomourmng 
Ar 192 weepe, but bzung me vnto $e- 
uſalem, and lap me on a bed like a ſick man 
nd alter rall togither the chicke of the 9a - 
lies, ing them where Jam, and {pcake 
no them gentip in this loꝛt : Alexander 
jath been cuer pour enemie, J know it vert? 
dell: wherefoze take him if pe liſt, and caſt 
m into the fire, oꝛ to tbe dogges, oꝛ burie 
um, it ſhalbe at pour choiß viſe: Fknowe wel 
hep! ire pitifull men, and fo full el mertie, 
hat thep will burie me honourably, & bail 
ppoint iome one of mp ſont:es * they 
ke belt to be king. The queene did therkoꝛe 
s he was inſtructed of the king. and when 
he had wonne Regal, ſhee topfully retur⸗ 
ud to Jeruſalenraſter that gathered togi⸗ 
Fer che elders gf che Phariſies , nd ſpake

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to them as the king had aduiled her. Thy 
Pheriſies hearing that the king was dead 
that his bodie was in their handes to doe 
wichall what they liſt, they aunſwered the 
gueene: God fo2bid we ſwould doe this vntg 
gur Low. the anointed of Ozb, He was the 
king and high Juckt ; what though he were 
a Fnncr, pet His death (:alte an expiation ; 
foꝛ him of all his miquities. Therefoze we & 
wili bewaile him, aud maurne fo2 him:pca, Mya 
me will carry his coftia our ſelues vpon our 
neckes , and burie him as it becommetht 
kinges Burctte: and ſo they did. The tim 
that he had raigne d, was xxvi.peares. After 
hun ratigned his wife Alexandra in Lis 
feed: for the PPharifies atter they had fin 
ſhed tye ſeuenth day of the meurning they 
toemmitted the king dome vnts her. She ha) 
tro lounes hy the king: the elder was calle 
Hircanut, the other Ariſlobulus Hircan 
was a iuſt man end a rightedus, but A riſ 
bulus was the warrioꝛ, c a man of pꝛowelle 
deſides that, of a femiliar and leuing cout; 
tenance. Me fauourcd alſo the learned in 
and followed their iuſtruction. But Hir 
nus his elder bꝛother, loved the harilic 
Dna time therefeꝛe when the queene ſate

She ſent alſo to all the landes that her hul⸗ 
bond & father in law had ſubdued, c deman⸗ 
ded the noble mens ſens koꝛ pledges, which 
ſhe kept in Jerulalẽ. Do the Lozd gaue vn- 
to the queene quiecnes from al that were vn: 
der her lubiection. She gaue alſo the Phart- 
ſies authozitie ouer the learned ſoꝛt, putting 
th? in their hands to oꝛder at their pleaſure. 
Whereupon ſtraightwap they founde 
one Dog rus, a great man amongſt the lear- 
ned lozt. whom they flewe, and much people 
beſides of the auncientes of that ſect, ſo chat 
the ſectaries were in great diſtreſſe. They 
gathered themſelues togither therefoze, 
and came to Ariſtobulus the liefe te nant of 
che warres, and with him they came to the 
queene, ſaping vnto her; Thou knoweſt che 
enmitie that is betweene vs and the Pha« 
tiſies, which hate thy huſband and father in 
lawe, yea,andthp chilvzen alſo , Te on

will take his part, and deluer thee and thy 
childzen ineo his bands, that here ſhall not 
Le loft vuto id ircanus the Kung, and his lonn 
Alexamer thy huſ band, any name 02 rem: 
naut at all, The queeae gane them no wen 
Ta at: Awer, vihereat Ariſtobwlus was angry, 
and letted not to vtter4t ta his mothers face: 
but ſhhe would not beate han. C Ahereloꝛe A. 
/ Hubalis cnunlciled the ſertaries te go then 
Wa'es, and depart one of Jeruſalem, t 
chule chem cities in the land of Juda, when 
they might dweil with their hononr: andudt 
to ſuffer themſelues to bee ſlaine vnder ih 
72harsLes handes. Where foze Departing 
from Jeruſalem, thep dwelt in the Cities ae 
Juda. Mot long after this, it koꝛtuned tilt 
gueene fell ſoxe ſick, that the was like to di 
whereof when Avi//oba/us heard, ber — 2 
caſt chePhariſies would make Vis oha t 
Hircauus king , aud at length appꝛel 2 
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bim, wherefoze he fled away by night ko the 
Cittie ofthe Saduces to be their head, and 
make warre bppon his bꝛother ik he woulde 
pꝛeſume to raigne. Pe came therefoze to the 
pꝛince ofthe Sadutes called Galuſtius, who 
was a good man of war. Und after hee had 
gathered a ſtrong army of the Daduces, bis 
mother the Queene ſent vnto him that hee 
ſhould returne vnto her: which he would noc 
do, but rather went to war with the nations 
that dwelt about him, where he wan xt, Ci⸗ 
ties, aud gat him great renowne thereby, .. 
Nowe as the Qucene his mother waren 
ſicker and ſicker, the chieke Yhariſees, came 
duto her, with her ſonne Hercanus, weeping 
betoze her, and ſaying how they were afraid 
her lonne Ariſtobulus, . who if he ſhoulde 
come into Jeruſalem and take it, hee would 
deluer them vp into the hands ofthe Sadu⸗ 
ces, Unto whom ſhe aunſwered, Jam as 
be vou ſee at the point of veath,not able to talke 
much with vou: there is hecre in my houſe 
great treaſure, that my hulb and and mp fa⸗ 
ther gathered, and their parents, kings of 
the poſteritie of Cheſmonante, take that vn» 
o pon, and make my ſonne H/ rcanut king 
ueryou, If Ariſtobulus will perturbe bim 
aud make warte againſt him, ye may wage 
5 D men 
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men of warre therewith,and ſuccour him n 
as pou thinke good, And even with this the 
famtcd and dyed, and wos buricd amongt 
her people, after ſhe had raigned nine yearesi 

over Jfrael, The Phariſees therefo2e am 
Pzieſts, wich all the inhabitants of Jery: 
ſalem, mabe Hercanus het lonne king in he 
ſteede. 

Ariſtobulus hearing tidings of theſe things 
aſſembled his army, and came towarde Je.W!a 
ruſalem, to fight againſt his bother, But» 
Hircanus met him, and incountred with hin 
nigh vnto Joꝛdane Jerichs. The Saduces 
of Ariſtobulus hoaſt were good men of war, 
and too ſtrong; fo2 the JIhartſees, TUherfox 
H':rcanus and the Phariſees, had the ouer. 
thiow at Ariſtobulus ⁊ the Saduces hands, 
who with this victozie pꝛoceeded fo2th u 
Jeruſalem, beſieged it, and bzounht it to 
great diſtreſſe.c A herefoꝛe the pꝛieſts and the 
ancient of the people conſulted together, and 
came foꝛth to Ariſlolulus, fel pꝛoſtrate u 
che earth befoze him, and beſought him tha 
he would not ſcatter abꝛoade the inbabitants ae 
of the Loꝛd. Pe condeſcended vnto their de⸗ 
ſires, vpon theſe conditions: that hee Gould 
enter into Jeruſalem with them and be king, if 
Ann, 
Pet 
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Viet. Aberupon they agreed. Then as A- 
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iſabulus eatred into Jeruſalem, his bꝛother 
ame out of the Sauctuarie to meete him, 
nd with embꝛacing ye kiſſed him. So A- 
ſobulus was king, and Hercanus execute 
he office of the high pꝛieſt. The Lo2d alla 
rave Track reſt and peace fo2 a while. 

But afterward the Loꝛd ſent an euil ſpirit 
among them, which was the cauſe of tran⸗ 
ating the kingdom from the ſtocke of Chaſ- 
nonan ie, and ok the deſtruction ok his poſte= 
itie, fo2 the ſinne of H ircanus the great, E 
he ſin of Alexander his ſonne, in that they 

ed ſo much innocent blood, & dzew Iſrael 
from the obedience of the pꝛophets, vnto the 
pes and tries of the Saduces. Fo2 thus 
t chanced, The Sadutes beate into Ariſio- 
{15 head, that as long as his bꝛother Hzr- 
anus liued, hee noꝛ his kingdome could ne⸗ 

er be eſtabliſhed. CAhercupan Ariſtebulur 

geuiled Howe to make away Hrircaxrs, 
Abich thing a certaine ma called Ant pater 
vas aware of, a man of moſt power in al Jf= 
del, # thereto alſo a wiſe, expert, '& learned 

nal wiledome, both in the lawes, and in the 
nowledge of the G2eeke, iuſt of his wo2d, 
and pꝛudent in any ſtrange oꝛ newe matters 
yaunced, His ol · ſpꝛing was not out of the 
Da chen 
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childzen of Iſrael, but of thoſe Nomaines 
which chanced to be vanquiſhed, and become 
lubiect vnder the dominion of the Jſraelites, 
being but ſtrangers, c of no noble houſe in 
Iſrael, Pee had foure ſonnes; Joſep/ theel: 
deſt, the nert Paſilus, the third Herode, and 
the fourth Pheror«s, Theſe had allo aſifter 
called Salumith. 

Antipater fauoured Hircanus fo entirely 
fo2 his iuſtice and vpꝛightneſſe ſake, that hee 
opened vnto him his bzother Ariſtobulus and 
the Saduces intent, giuing him councellto 
flee to Hartam king of Arabia: but Antipe- 
ter himſelfe went befoze to bzeake the mats Ml; 
ter to Hartam, of whole comming Hartan t 
was verie glad. Then Ant pater declared Il , 
to him how Hircanus was in minde to flee : 
vnto him, becauſe of riſtobulus his bother. Ill c 
Ik thou wilt helpe him(ſaith he) & lend him IF þ 
ſpeedy aide, thou ſhalt eaſily ſer {riſtobulu W 
beſide the kingdome, fo2 all Jſrael is incli: I ; 
ned to Hircanus,and fauo not Arifobului, It. 
Hartan anſwered, J am afraid ofthe Jewes I 
and their wilines, Alexander his father put 
me th1ile to the koile in battell by his ſubtils 
tie, and tooke my dominions from me. 

Tben Antipater (ware vnto him: Bet 
ſal be (lh fed true am ri hunt 
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to doe what ſoeuer thy heart deſireth. Thus 
Hartam was perſwaded, and they made a 
„league together. Then Ant ipater turned to 
u Jeruſalem, cauſed Hercanus to flee in the 
 W night, and they both went together ts the 
df king of Arabia, who much reiopced at Hir- 
u canus commmg, c receiued him honoꝛably. 
When they came together to intreate of the 
league, Hartam demanded reſtitution of ſuch 
Citties, as Hircanus father had taken from 
hin, to whome H#rcanss conſented in all 
things. UW herefoze Hartam raiſed all the 
people of Arabia, and led them to Feruſalem 
to war vpon it. To Hircanus allo came all 
the men ok Juda, laue onely they that dwelt 
at Jeruſalem : So betwixt them thep beſet 
the citie round about, It foztuned chat inthe 
ſolemnit ie of the Paſſeouer, they could not 
haue their ſernice of the ſolemnitie in the ho⸗ 
ly place, becauſe of the warres, Wiherupon 
a certaine iuſt and perfect man ofthe town? 
catled Honyauriga, bake out pꝛiuily into 
the Campe of Hircanus and Antipater, bis 
touncellour, and beſought them with much 
aper and teares, that they woulde graunt 
a truce vato Jeruſalem, while the feaſt of 
lweete bꝛead taſted, that they might exe- 
cute the ſernice of ſolemnitie in the Poly 
D 3 place 
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place. To whom Hircanus laid, Thou art: cl 
muſt man, and often when thou haſt pꝛayte * 
the Loꝛd hath heard thee : pzapnow therfcy fl 
vnto the Loꝛd God, to deunuer Ari/obuly U 
into our handes, and that Ilrael map haut 1 
reſt, Honyaurige aunſwered, Am Ja C 
oz able ta remoue battelles that be f urcduy " 
fo2 many mens imiquities: Thus when lic} ? 
ſcemed to bee vnwilling to p:ap, Hircanuliff © 
men compelled him, drawing their [words, 
and ſaping, It thou wilt not pꝛay, thou! 
die foʒ it. Thercioze as hee lame his life n 
ieopardie. bee cried vnto the Lozd, O Lon 
cucrlaſting, which haſt choſen thy peopl 
Iſrael out of all people, and had ſetie ily 
name in this houle, may it pleaſe thy Pa 
ieſtie to plaut among the childzen of Ita 
el frienvſoippe and bꝛotherhood, cake awa) 
from among chem this hatred which is n 
{cu of nothing, and let not the one of thelt 
factions pꝛeuaule againſt the other, ſecing 
they all bee thy ſeruaunts, and childzen of 
thy couenant, AAhen the leruants of Hir 
canus heard him ſap fo, they run vppon hin 
with their ſmoꝛds, and killed him. But Cl 
delerred not his vengtance: foꝛ he ſiroke tit 
hoaſt as well of the Arabians as of Hire 
nus with a n peſtilence. At the lant 
time 
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time came krom Rome a famous captaine 
called Pompeius, to warre againſt the coun: Pomfeius. 
treyof Armenia, This Pompeius ſeat one of 
his chiefe men to Damaſco, at whom as Ar#- 
fobulus (thus beſteged) had heard, and that 
an armie of the Nomaiues was come to Da- 
maſco, hee ſent him a pꝛeſent of foure hun⸗ 
ned pound weight of golde, deſiring him to 
remoue the araue of the arabians from him, 
nd to raiſe the ſiege. In thoſe dapes all the 
woꝛlde obeyed the Romaines. That captam 
therefo2g wꝛit vnto Hartam king of Arabia 
u this wiſe: Depart from Jerulalem, ik not, 
thou halt vaderſtand, thau haſt bꝛoken thy 
league, with the Senate of Rome, and the 
whole armi? of the Romans hal ſhoꝛtly in- 
uade thy land. Her:am vyon the light of this 
letter, raiſed his ſiege, e departed from Te- 
rulalem, Hercanus alſo & Antipater depar- 
ted with ſhame and repꝛoch. Ariſtobulus vp» 
onthat gathered a power, and purſued after 
them, gaue the Arablans and Jicaclites that 
tooke Hercanxs part a great auerthꝛow, and 
after returned to Jeruſalem wich much 
ioy. Shoulp after, Pompeius came to Da- 
naſco, where Ariſtobulus pꝛeſented him 
wich a vine of golde, maruailous artiftcial: 
ly mꝛeught. The tootes ofthe vine, leaves, 
4 cluſters, 
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cluſters,and grapes that were vpon it, were 
pure gold. the weight whereof, was fine C. 
pound. Pompe tus was verie glad therof, and 
ſent it to Rome to the conſul. And the whole 
bench ok che Senate, which was of the num: 
ber of 320. Senatours, wondered at the 
cunning and wit of him that made it: c with 
great top thep bare it into the temple of ther 
gods, placing it in the pꝛelence of che grea, 
Idol Iupiter, ſo called after the planet Lops. 
ter. Pompeius wzit his letters to Ariſt. 
bulus, wich great thanks and commendati⸗ 
on fo2 the ſame,aſſuringhim, how both hee 
and the whole ſenate fauoured him, and that 
hee ſhould, haue a friend of hin co ipeake in 
his cauſe as long as he liued, H/rcanus hea: 
Fug of this, was cleane daſhed, + in diſpaire, 

ut Antipater comfoꝛted him ſaying, Let 
nat the friendſhip that is betwixt Pompeius 
and thy bzother diſmay thee : J will goc to 
bim and make him thy friend, Upon that he 
went to Pompeizs, and perlwaded his mind 
to hate Ariſtobulus, c to fauoꝛ H. ircanus, in. 
fozming bim thus. It thou ( laith he) delem 
Hircanns all Iſtael will bee content ta bee 
buder thy pꝛotectian, foy they loue him eue⸗ 
ry man: but ifthou defend Ari/tobulus the 
people will not obey thee, fo2 1 — him. 

Oye tus 
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Pompeius charged him that no man ſhould 
be made pꝛiuie to their communication, Fo2 
7 (quoth hee) will ſend fo2 Ariſtobulus tu 
come to mee to Dæmaſco, and then J will 
cauſe to lay hands ot him, and deliuer him 
bound ta his bzother , reſtoꝛing the king⸗ 
dome to him. Ariſſobulus vpon the ſight of 
Pompeius letters reſoꝛted vnto him. Hirca- 
nus alſo came from the rocke of the wilder- 
neſſe. And as they appeared together befoze 
Pompeius Antipater deſired him that hee 
would doe iuſtice betwixt Hz#rcanus the king 
and Ariſtobulus his bꝛother, that rebelled a- 
gainſt him, tooke his kingdome from him 
withaut cauſe, Thoſe ſapinges a thouſand 
of tze elders of Iſrael ood vp and witneſ- 


ſed to be true. 4rifobrlus anſwered; J ne- 


uer ſtroue with him fo2 the kingdome, vatill 
ſuch time as J ſaw all theſethat made Her- 
canus king, to run in great obloqui, & to ſu⸗ 
ſtain much repꝛoch, becauſe he was ſo feeble 
a perſon, & of no great wit, noꝛ foꝛced much 
of the kingdom: pea, til al nations that were 
about him, whole dominions our pꝛogeni⸗ 
tours conquered, began now to deſpiſe him, 
to paſle little foꝛ offending him, to denie him 
tribute foz his ſimplicitie mopiſbnes, with 
lacke of courage. When — 

aid, 
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{aide, chere ſteode vp a great multitude of 
goodly and beautifull pong men,apparelley 
in cloth of Hzecinth and purple, with migh, 
tie Targets vp them, and other oznaments 
of golv, chziſfall, and pꝛetious ſtones, affir. 
ming with one accozdthat Ariſtobulus ſaid 
the trueth, namely that He rcanus foꝛced nu 
of the kingdome. At whom Tompelut mat, 
uelled, ſaying; Pappp is this people hauing 
ſo many handſome men, true in their wozds, 
and wiſe : Happy alfo were the Senate of 
Rome, il they could bꝛing to paſle, that this 
great nation might bee onder their gouet⸗ 
nance, So hee tooke his tournep to Jerula: 
lem with Hircanut and Ariſiobulus , Bit 
alter Ariſtobulus perceiued that Pompeu 
ſtood not to the pzomile hee made him at thy 
beginning fo2 the vine, hee ſet light by him, 
and fled from him to Alexandria in Egypt, 
whither Pompeius followed with his hoal 
and beſieged Alexandria. From thece Ar. 
ſtobulus fled againe to Jerulalf, and Pon: 
pe: us purſued him alſo thither , wziting to 
Ariſtobulus à letter of truce and parvon.21 
A riſtobulus came foth to him, & Pompein 
did him at that time no harme, but deman- 
ded to bee given vnto him all the veſſels of 
the houſe of che Lozd, which Aro re 

* fuſine 
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fuſing to do, Pompeius in a rage, cauſed ta 
lap hum faſt in heaup pꝛon chaines, & aſſaul- 
ted Jeruſalem , battering the walles verie 
ſoze,till they ofthe towne iſſued out againſt 
him, & ſlue of his hoſt xu. M. men. After this 
had the J ſraelites ciuill warres within Je⸗ 
ruſalem, becauſe p ſiege was grieuous bato 
them, foꝛ they were deuidcd into factions; 
in one part laid, Let vs open the gates to Pom. 
eiu, anxiet him in, that we map ſubmit our 
ea ſeiues vnder his pꝛotection. The other faip, 
ba Let vs fight againſt him vnis the death. But 
er much people nuliked that, ſo that that ſide 
6 pꝛeuaiſed that would pceld. CGherfoze Pom- 
ou eius entred the town, and the houſe of the 
"" #?anctuarte,bil{edmuch people of p ppicits: 
UE ard the people of the land made H/ rcanus 
WH king of Ilrael the ſecend time, and Anizpe- 
VR ter his counſellour. ff £2coucr. he ſet one Se- 
ou cvs a Romane in the countrep, to receiuc 
the tribute, and departed, leading Are ſlobu- 
lus with him bound in pꝛons. And becauſe he 
tooke his iournep toward Arab:a. Hircanus 
and Antipater went with him to conduct 
him. Ariſtobulus thus being pꝛiſoner, and 
his two lons with hun, it foꝛtuned that one 
of theme called Alexander) cſcaped: and ha⸗ 
ung intelligence that Hircanus and his 
councellour 
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touncellour were gone out of Jeruſalem, 
be came thither and rebelled againſt Hzrce- 
nus, made vp the bzeaches of the wall that 
Pompeius had battered : pea the Jſraclites I bi 
reſozted vnto him, and made him king m l 
Hircenus place, UAberupon he gathered an m 
armie, and went fozth to meete with Hirca. t 
nus as hee came home ward from Pompeius I 77 
where he gaue Hircanus the ouerthꝛowe, lo 
Securus the teceiuer of the tribute fled and h. 
eſcaped. Then Alexander returned to Je: Ill t 
ruſalem, from whece ſhoꝛtly after, Gabin/us, te 
a Romane with a ſtrong armie , compelled I 
him toflee to Alexandria. And being in the 9 
ſame place beſieged alſo of Gabinius , his  C 
mother Ariftobulus wife wee forth to Gabi- © 
nius weeping, beſought him that he would I fl 
not deſtroy her ſon:fo2 whoſe ſake he did A- RV 
lexander no harme. Gabininstherefoze has m 
uing gotten all the land of Iudea,made Hir. I *! 
canus king of Jeruſal# now the third time: et 
who ſet Romane captaines and rulers in le- d. 
richo & in Zephori, and though all the land Im 
of Iſrael. It foꝛtuned after this, that Ari. Itch 
ſlobulus gat out of pꝛiſon at Rome, and came t 
into Fſrael : ts whom on euerp ſive reſoꝛted * 
men in ſuch loꝛte, that he had a puiſſant holt th 
of Fra Whereof when he had taken 1 G 
er, 
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ſer, he choſe out 8. M. of the belt, and with 
them went againſt Gabinzus , where was a 
ſoze battaile fought betweene them, till the 
beſt of Ariſtobulus men were ſlaine, and on: 
ly one thouſand left, wherewith he fled to » 
mountaines, But the Romaines followed 
the chaſe,and ſlew them euery man. Yet 4 
; I 1i/tob»lvus woulde not peeld, but fought a- 

lone, although his helmet was bꝛoken, till 
he had diuers ſoꝛe woundes in his head: and 

then fell he to the ground, and the Romans 
„ook bim pet aliue, brought him to Gab#nins, 
who comfoꝛted him, commanding his Sur- 
e geons to heale him, and after ſent him to the 
3 Conſull and Senate of Rome, where hee 
„was put in pꝛiſon pet once again. After this, 
dhe Senate taking pity of 4 itobulus wife, 
which was repoꝛted to bee a very wiſe wa⸗ 
„man, releaſed her two ſonnes out of pꝛiſon, 
nd ſet them at libextie. Alexander the one 
+ Jo thoſe, could not bee content, but rebelled 
once againe againſt Hercanut and the Roz 
d manes gouernours. Foz he gathered togi⸗ 
ther much people of Iſrael, encountred with 
one of the Romanes gouernozs that G41 
nius had appointed, and gaue him the ouer⸗ 
thzow : but pzoceeding further to fight with 
Gabinius, had the wozle, & many of the Il 
raelites 
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raelites were ſlain. yet he eſcaped himlelfe g 
fled, This doue, GCabintus tume to Jetula 
lem, und renewed the kingdomeof Jſrael 
to Hircanus the fourthitime. About this 
time, one of the Senatours wines at Rome 
Concetued a chude, and died in the birth and 
trauaie thereof, They therfoze that were a. 
bout her, ſtraight wap ript her body, and gat iſ 
the childe out aliue, whom they named Ia. 
lius, aud becauſe his mother was cut, they 
called him Ceſar , This childe growing ta 
great towardneſſe , and comming to mans iſh; 
ſtate, the Con ſull and Senate ſent him into , 
the wartes: and what ſoeuer hee did, hee had I | 
good foꝛtune c proſperous ſucceſſe. Dee be: Mt 
pꝛiued the Grectans of the Emppꝛe and do» il t 
minion, trauſlating it to the Romains. Ma-! 
ny pꝛouinces alſo beſides that did he ſubdue, ! 
and returning to Rome with a power, at: Ne 
tempted to get the domigion and ſole regt- Wt 
ment ouer them, But they haude made lo⸗ v 
lemne ſtatutes in the time of their pꝛogeni⸗ In 
toꝛs, neuer to ſufier any king among the, 02 0 
any man to haue perpetuall rule ouer them: ti 
whereloꝛe they would not make Ia ius king, 
Upon this roſe amongſt them great Emoz- 
tal wars, ſo that I Ttus ſlne wonderful ma- 
np of chem ys and without nut nber 9 gow 

om · 
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Pompeius vnderſtood that Ceſar raigned at 


wich all the nobilitie of Rome, he gathered 
togither his whole armie cut of Arabia, and 
made toward him. Iallus having intellt- 
geuce of his comming againſt him, ſent fo2 
Ariſtobulus out of pꝛiſon, ſpake friendly vn- 
to him, gaue him a power, and made him 
grand captaine thereof, bidding him to goe 
| encounter with Pompeius. Indted his ar⸗ 
mie was a ſtrong army, & he himlelfe a king 
of no {mall pzowefle and valiantneſſe. Pom 
pet hearing that Ar iſtobulus came agamff 
him was ſoꝛe afraid of his valiantneſle, & of 
his hoaſt: Theretoze hee ſent to the inbabi⸗ 
tantes of Jeruſalem that were vnder his 8: 
bedience, that they ſhould pꝛeſent Ari ſtob u- 
lus with ſome gift, whereby they might de. 
teiue him, and poiſon him. The inhabi- 
tantes of Jerulalem at his requeſt, ſeri 
buto Ariſſobulus à pꝛeſent, by certaine noble 
men, whereat Ariſtobulus was right iop- 
dus, and did cate and banquet wich them 
till hee was 8uercome with dzinke: then 
hey inpopſoned him, and bee died. The 

time that hee raigned auer Jſrael, was 
boure peares and ſire monethes , Mee was 
ag0od man of warre , hardie infight, and a 
man

man of an amiable countenaunce, 

Pompeius receiuing tidinges of his death, 
the moze gladder pꝛoceeded toward Rome 
to beſiege it. But Iuliut mette him in the 
wap, and deſtroied him and his hoaſt:where, 
by the Empire was eſtabliſhed vnto I/ n, 
He alter this, ſent pꝛelentes to the king ol 
Spꝛia, and into Egppt, by his captaines,to 
allure them to his friendſhip, Ant ipater ad: 
uiſed Hircanut to aid Iulius, it perchaunte 
he might win his fauoz, which Hircanus did. 
and Ani pater was captain of the hoalt,who 
plated the man, and found ſuch fagour with 
Iulius, that hee made him liefetenant of his 
warres, and after he had fought ſundꝛ ie and 
great battailes, bee returned to Jeruſalem 
with great honour , and by the way pꝛolpe⸗ 
red much moꝛe. Hircaums after this, made 
Phaſelus Antipaters ſonne gouernour of 
Jerulalem, and Herode his thud ſonne, pe: 
ſident of Galilee, There was a certain yong 
man at that time in Jeruſalem, called Ha. 
kias,a valiant man of warre:to whom claut 
all ſuch as were in any diſtreſſe, and hee be. 
came theit captaine. Theſe went and rangel 
about in Spꝛia, roving and murdering it 
ſuch ſozte , that the Syzians were weary of 
their les, kp feare of them, n 
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the king of ©p2ia ſent vnto Herodruler of 
Galilee, deſiring him to kill that Hexkies 
and his complices. CAhereupon Herod p2e- 


pared himſelfe,and went to meet with He- 


lia as he returned from the ſpoile of Siria, 

came vpon him vnawares and flew him and 

his men. Whereof wheti the king of Sp2ia 
was certiſted, hee ſent a noble reward vnto 
Herod, of ſiluer, gold, p2ecious ſtones:bp 
which, and by like meanes, he became verie 
famous. The noble men of Ids made their 
complaint unto Hircenus vppon Antipater, 
and his ſannes, fo2 their loꝛe oppꝛeſſing the 
and of Ide, de ſiring chat Herod might be 
ſummoned from Galilee, to appeare in 
dgement, and aunſwere with other foz 
the killing of Het. The king therefoze 
ſent foꝛ him, and hee vpon that came to Je⸗ 
tuſalẽ, appeared befoze the Judges, pjince* 
ly apparrelled, with a gilt ſwozd gyꝛt about 
him, whoſe pꝛide an ancient man (called Sa- 
mat) blamed, and repꝛehended alſo his out 
heart: but hee woulde not giue eate bnts 
him, noꝛ pet regarde the Judges. When 
Hircanus perceiued that the Judges han 
almoſt determined to giue iudgement as 
gainſt the poung man, and to make him as 


wap, hee tooke pittie on him, and laid, Wee 
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The ſtate of 5 Machabees; 

fl not giue ſentenceto day,tomoztow is: 
new day, and by that meanes deliuered hin 
out of their hands, Herode knewe not afoz 
that it was a matter of life and death. That 
night therefoze he fled to the king of Sy, 
declaring all what Had hapned vnto him, 
The king of Spꝛia let him haue a firong ar: 
mie, and came with him himſelfe, purpoſing 
to beſiege Jeruſlalem. But his father Ami 
pater and his eldeſt bother Phaſelus, came 
foꝛch vnto him. and rebuked him, (api 

this the reward that thou rendꝛeſt bnt 
Hircanus, that teoke pitie on thee, c w 

not haue thy blood ſhedꝛ Therfoze they wil: 
led him to depart from Jerulalem : vnto 
wbome hee condiſcended, after hee had once 
let the mhabitants of Jeruſalem know what 
be could doe, and bad ſhewed them his pow: 
er, Iultar Emperour of Rome, about that 
time (as hee was worſhip!'ag in the houſe 
ofhis God) was murtbered by the cenſxi: 
ration of cerraine of them which had ſerued 
_— that was flaine, as is afoze menti⸗ 
oned. The name of one of them that kal 
led him, was 1 of the countrep of 44. 
redonie, who fled thither, being afraive to 
carrie at Rome, This Cſs had great 
dominions in Macedonia. A n 
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f whom wee ſpake, was a great ſcourge to 
he noble men of Jada, a great deale ſozer 
jan then was Hircenus bimſelfe. Mea, 
ircanus could do nothing in compaxiſon of 
in, koz he had no rule himſelke: but Anti- 
pater and his ſonnes bare all the ſwave 
bꝛoughout all the realme, Poꝛeonuer, An- 
tipater was in great eſtimation with all the 
kiags of that tune. And fozaſinuch as hee 
ſo loꝛe opp2efſed the Tewes, they therefoze 
hatco him, end conſpired tokili him. There 
was 4 ms an in great authozitie aboue Hzr- 
caans, numed! Malchias, by whole meanes 
they ;onghe this matter. Pe coꝛrupted the 
Rigs Butler with rewardes, to put poy« 
ſo in Ant ipaters cuppe, which as ſoone as 
bee 2 bad dꝛun ze, he died, Theſe things bis 
lonnes Phaſeſus and Herode dillembled any 
winked at, as though they knewe nothing, 
J2otwti handing they pziuike wzitte vn- 
to Caſsins that raigned in Macedonia, 
certifying him ok this deede. Soone af- 
ter came C ius to Tyre, from whence het 
ſeut meſſengers to Hircanus tu come vnt to 
him, who came, aud with him Melchias, 
Phaſelw and Hered: caßius entertaining 
themall ig his lodging, willed his men, 
chat whatfoeuer Herode bade them, they 
E 2 {Fouls 
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The ſtate of bo Machabees, / 
Could do it. Herod willed them to kill Mal. 
chias, they flew him therefoze ſitting hard by 
Hircanus ſide. Hircanus demanded of the 
ſonnes of Anti pater the tauie heereof ; why 
anſwered, Js it not manifeſt that king Caſ- 
ſiat (eruants ſlewe him, and wee knowe not 
why*% Thereoze Hircanus, ſtood in feare of 
Phaſelus and Herode , being certaine that 
this was their neede. CUAherekoze he laid by: 
to them, This Malchias was worthy of ſuch 
a death, fo2 he was acraftie man, and an by: 
rer. Theſe things done, Octanius Auguſtus 
bzothers ſonne vnto II ius that was murde⸗ 
red tame to Rome:and the people of Rome 
made him their emperour. De had a fellowe 
in office named Marcus. Antonius, his bncie, 
Octauianus therkoze ſeeing to the gonern- 
ment of Rome, ſent Mercur A ntonins to 
warre vpen Caſiu, and to reuenge Iulia. 
death. Unto him Hircanus [ent à pꝛeſent, 
a crowne of gold, in which were ſette ſundyy 
precious Cones, pꝛaping him to ſtrengthen 
bis kingdome in his hands, and to beea 
meanes ofa league to bee made betweene 
Octaulus Anguſius king of kings, and him! 
as there was betweene him & Julius, which 
Antonius granted. About that time Anti- 
genus lonne of ar ſſtobulus dit to * 
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„Jug of the Perſiens, to aide him againſt 


v WH Hircanus,to remooue him, and to reſtoge the 
e kingdome to himſelf, pꝛomi ing to giue bim 
0 W for his trauaile, fiue bundzed pound weight pacoruz. 
„ot gold, and a hund;ed Jſraclitifh virgins. 
No Sc Pagurus gathered an hoaſt againſt Jſ- 
u rael, and. tg onus dzparted out of Jeruſa: 
ien with much people of Jſrael that tooke 
* Whis part, and iopned themſelues to Pau. 
. Theſe came to Jeruſalem, beſieged it, 
WW fought many ſkyzmitbes, and gaue many 
WF creat allaults vato it, till at length they vu⸗ 
' Wdcrmpned the citie : then tooke they Hirca- 
ie * and flew Pheſe/us, And to the intent 
CE Hercanus might be cleane temooued from 
b. che prieſthood, Ant igonut that hay depꝛiucd 
* bim nowe of the kingoome, cut off (beſides 
o that) one of his eares, But Herod eſcaped 
end fled ts Auguſtus Emperour of Rome, 
„ Pagurut theretoze hanizg made {ntigo- 
4 nus king of Jeruſalem, returned home into 


Perſia, carrping Hircauus as pꝛiſoner with 
him. 13 it Augaſtas ayy2inted Herod to be 
king ouer all Ia, giuing to him a verie 
ſtrong armie of the Romanes to obcaine it 
withall, Jn the way thither, Herode mette 
with Alexandre, Hircanus daughter, aud 
Marimt her daughier, that ſhce had by A 
E 3 lexander, 
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lexander (onne of Ariſtobulus, and HMougſt 
them againe into the land of Jſrael, whey 
hetogke Marimi to wife, and ſolemnized the 
marriage with her ia the mount of Galilee, 
fo2 there the chiefe of all Aſrael dwelt, with 
whome hee tooke peace. Marcus Antonin, 
companion in office with Ochauian Augy 
Aus, about that time made a voyage thzough 
all che Meſt countreies, to ſubdue them vy; 
to the Romaines, togecher wich Egypt, 
Damaſco, and Spꝛia. Him Herod atcom- 
panied to the flood of Euphrates, and helped 
him nat a little. Fo2 the Arabians lay m 
waite foꝛ him in the wap, and intercepting al 
that would aid Marcus Antigonus ſlem thi. 
But Herod met with them, and vanq uiſhe 
them. MAherefeze. Antonius was verp gla 
of Herods valiantneſſe, and hꝛongit hims: 
gaine to Fſrae!, together wich Capivs his 
captame & liuetenant ef his warres, hauing 
alſo his letters to al the captaines of Spꝛu 
after this tenoz. Pe ſbal vnderſtand that out 
loꝛd and maſter Offanian Auguſtus, king 
kings, hath appointed Herod the founet 
Antipater, to be king of al the land of Judi 
Therfoze as ſoone as theſe letters (hal cem 
vnt9 pou, pee ſhall with ſpeede ayde bin 
No man ſhall be excuſed; all that can beat 
weapt 
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weapon ſhall go with him ta Jeruſalem, to 
yanquiſh .{nt:igonxs the kings aduer ſarie: 
whoſorefuſethto goe with him, it ſhall be 
lawfull fo2 the warriours to ſlap him fgo2th- 
with. J Marcus Antonius haue ſwoꝛne by 
my lwoꝛde, that J will not alter this that J 
haue ſaide, UAhen the captaines ol H ra had 
read this, they reſoxed. wholly to Herode, ſg 
that his hoaſt was woonderfullp, increaſed, 
Ant:gonus hearing ofthis, ſent one Pompei- 
vs lieuetenant of his warres, againſt them, 
who fought a ſoze battell with them, that 
much people were flaine on both ſides , Ja- 
ſeph king Herodes bꝛother was ſlaine in that 
battell . NNotwichCanding , at the length 
Antigonus hoaſt went to the woꝛſt, # had the 
duerthzow. So Herod and Caius proceeded 
to Jeruſalem, and beſieged it the 3. yeere af- 
ter Herode was made king of Iſrael. And 
when they had battered downe a peece of the 
wall, Cagius with the Romanes entred in- 
tothe towne, and made a great laughter in 
Jeruſalem. They entred alſo into the ſanc- 
tuarie, and attempted to enter into the Sex. 
Qum ſanctorum, but Herod and his men lept 
betweene it and them, and ſtoode with their 
mawne lwoꝛds in the temple dooze,to wu ⸗ 
tand their-enferpziſes .

This done, Herod app 
hended Antigonus, and delivered him bouny 
to Caſsius . Ye rewarded allo Caſsius (oul: 
rs both with gold and ſilner. 

hen C4Fi«s offered a pꝛelẽt vnto the lozh 
a crowne of gold, foz he was ſoze afraide of 
Gods diſpleaſure, becauſe he had fought as 
gainkk the bolp citie. That done, he taoke his 
iournep, and returned into Egypt, + Antipe- 

ius as pꝛiſoner with bim. Thither ſent He- 
rod vnto htm a rbyal reward, to make away 
Antigonut and to murder him, fearing lelt 
be ſbould make claime vnta che kingdome 
againe. Uherunto Cai conſented, & flew 
Antigonus, Thus was 5 kingdome ſurelye: 
ſtabliched to Herod, Then made he wars by: 
on al the nations that were about him, con- 
ſtraining th? to becom tributaries, by which 
meanes he grew to ſuch power, as neuer any 
of his p2edeceſſozs were to be compared vnts 
him, After allthis, P gurus kingof Verla,

refeaſedont ofpyiſon Hircanut, fonne of 4. 
lexander,and promoted him to be head of al 
the Iſraelites that were fled o2 flitted into 
the land of Sennaar, and into the dominion of. 
the Perſians, & he became their king. This 
Hircanus had a feruent defire to ſee the holy 


ul N citie, and the houſe ofthe Sanctuary: allo 
bow Herod (whom hee tooke fo his ſonne) 


and his kungdome did. Herod hearing that 
Hircanus (who had been pꝛiſoner a Baby- 
lon) was now ſet at libertie, and in great ho- 
nour, he was afraide of him, miſtruſting lefk 
the Iſraelites wold reſtoꝛe vnto themſelues 
the kingdome of their fathers. Wherfoze he 
caft in his mind how to doe him a milchiefe. 
Vee then wzit bis letter vnta Pag urus, the 
contentes whereof were ſuch. Thou ſhalt 
vnderftand chat Hircenxs is he that bzought 
me vp, and vſedme euer as his ſonne. Now 
therefoze ſince I came to be king in Jeruſa- 
lem, J haue called tu my remembꝛaunce the 
goodneſſe that be hath done to me, where 
foze mp deſire is to reward him acceꝛ ding 
to his benefites. There foꝛe J require thee 
to ſend him to me:otherwiſe aſſure thy ſelfe 
of warres betweene thee and the Jſraelites, 
with their confederates , Pagurus hauing 
read this letter, ſent to Hircanu:, doing him 
(8 
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to vnderſtand, chat if he would go to Hey, 
hee might: but notwithſtanding Hero, 
chꝛeats, beeceaſednot to giue to Fircany 
all good counſellhe could, aduiſing himt 
take heed of Herod, becauſe he is (ſaithjx 
a bloudſhedder, a bꝛeaker of his league, Ay 
hee hath called thee fo2 no loue hee beat 
thee, but becauſe he leareth thee, As longad 
thou liueſt, ſhall he neuer ſleepe (eundlp le! 
the kihavome thould be deuolted bnto te, 
It is better fo thee to remaine here in ſony 
honour, though it be not of ſuch eſtate, the 
to go thither to die with great deſpight, a 
end thy old age with a bloodie death. Fut 
thermoꝛe thou ſhalt know, ſuch is the a 1 
ſition of meas heart : Ik there be two me 
the one in honour, the other in contempt, 
ter time (hall come that the deſpiſed ſyallk 
had in honour, and the honoured to be net: 
lected, neuer will he that is nowe honour 
and bcfoze was in contempt, be contentt 
ſee him that was befoze honoured, noꝛ ſpeak 
friendly to him. Foꝛ he will chink, ether 
accozving to his accuſtomed maner, he hat 
deſpiſed mee, howe much. moze when h 
dominion is taken from him, and his let 
uant raigneth in his roome : Mozeouer 
Herode knoweth right well, that men 
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heartes are enclined to him that is the true 
king. And it might be fo, if thou wert meet 
fo the pꝛieſthood, that hee would pꝛomote 
thee unto it, and be gouernour of the king⸗ 
dome bimſelfe, But ſeeing thou act diſmem⸗ 
hꝛed, hat one of thy cares cut olf, and thereby 
art vumeet foꝛ the pꝛieſthe od: thou ſhelt re: 
main? in Jeruſalem depziued, both of king- 
dome and paieſthood, which is vncomely fo2 
thee, Buch counſaile gaue Pazerys king of 
the erſiaus, vnto Hircanus : pea, and all 
the Jewes that were ta Babilon, beſaught 
him that he would not go bnto Herad. 
Potwithſtanding, hee woulde not be per⸗ 

ſwaded, and why : Foꝛ it was the Loꝛdes 
will and his deed, that the iniurie done vnto 
the Sages, whom his father and grandfa⸗ 
ther flew, and the iniurie committed to Ha- 
mauriga, might returne vpon his head and 
be reuenged: ſo that no remnant of the houſe 
of Chaſinoneni,ns name, no reſidue, no kinſ⸗ 
man 02 poſteritie, ould be left aliue. Hir- 
canus therfoꝛe took his journey toward Je: 
tulalem, æ Herod came foꝛth to meete him, 
einb)aced him, and killed him:after bꝛought 
bim intohis houſe, q feaſted him dailp⸗ calling 
him his father befoze al mt, albeit in his hart 
he cõſpiredto murther him: and þ knew —_ 

a ndr 
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andra his daughter , and mother in lawe to 
Herod, who opened it vnto Hircanut, but he 
woulde not credite her at the firſt, till on: 
time hee perceiued the matter cleere to bee 
lo:then deuiled he how to fleeto Maloc king 
of Arabia. Oe ſent therefoꝛe to Maloc to ſend 
him hoꝛſes and a Charet to flee withall:but 
the meſſenger dealt vnfaithfully and lewdly 
with bim, foxheebzought EH reanut letters 
pꝛiuily buto Herod, who rewarded him wel 
fo: his labour, and bade him go to Maloc, 
and to let him knowe what anſwere Malo 
gaue. The meſſenger vpon this, went and 
deliuered the letters to Me/oc , wha fulfil. 
led Hircanus requeſt, ſent him horſes and a 
charet, wziting in this ſozt, J haue lent thee 
hozles and hozſemen, come therefoze vnto 
me, and whatſoeuer thy heart deſireth , J 
will doe it foꝛ thy ſake. So the meſſenget 
brought the aunſwere ſecretly to Herod: 
mbereupon hee ſent ſtraight to the place in 
which he vnderſfood Maelocet men to lurke, 
wayting foꝛ Hircanus, and cauſed to appye: 
hend them aliue. Then Herod commanded 
to call togither the Elders, befoze whom he 
willed alſo Hircanus to be bꝛought, and of 


him the king demaunded: Tell me whether 


thou hal? witten any Letters to Maloc 


king 
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ling of Arabia : Ye anuſwered, J wrote 
none. 

Then was R#/{#us the meſſenger bꝛoughe 
in as his accuſer, and the men of warre alſo 
of Arabia that were appꝛehended, which de⸗ 
clared the whole matter befoze the counſell, 
ſo that H ircanus was quite daſhed, Then 
the king commanded him to be put to death, 
and ſo was the kingdome eſtabliſhed vnto 
Herod, The time p H#rcanxs raigned, was 
40.yecres and ö. monethes. After the death 
of his mother he raigned 3. eres, and A ri- 

obulus his bꝛother remooued him, making 
him pꝛieſt. Againe 3. peeres after, be retur⸗ 
ned to his kingdome, and raigned 40. eres. 
Then Antigonut ſonne of Ariſtobulus 
depoſed him, cutting off his eare, and bani⸗ 
hedhim out of the holy Citie. So after 
hen Herod his ſeruaunt came to the king. 
dome, be returned to Jeruſalem, and Herod 
hed bis bloud gulltleſle: pet notwithſtan⸗ 
ding had deliuered Herod from the handes 
of the Elders, who would haue put him ta 
death, fo2 the death of Hz#xki«s , From that 
ime Hircenus wought none euill inthe 
Wight of the Lo2d, noꝛ offended him in anie 
great matter: ſaue only in this, that he bare 
o much wich Herod in heaping 3 
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cent blow, wherfoze his own life went foꝛ þ 
other. Ther (e;e happy is he that neuer fo, 
getreih any part ot his dutie. Mari mi the 
daughter of Alexander the ſonne of Ari. 
ſtobulus, the wife of Herod , had a bother 
whoſe namt was Ari/obulns : him Herod 
would in no wile pꝛomote to the high pꝛieſt. 
hood, becanle he teared the childzen of Chaſ- 
monani, although his wie made carneft (ute 
and lap ioꝛe vpn him foz the matter. But 
the king made higy pꝛie ll one that was no: 
thing of the kinre d of Chaſmonan?, whoſe 
name was Hantel. Not withſtanding, when 
he had once diipatched H/ rcanus his wines 
zugenitour, Father of Alexandra his mo: 
ther inlaw:then he depoſcy Hanel the vigh 
Miieſt, 4 p2eferred his wines brother Av.. 
Fobulns to the dignitie; wha although hee 
were bur a chiide. yet hee was wiſe, and ok 
good underſtanding, and beautifull withall, 
{atyat in all Jirael was not a good{Her w 
handlomer young man then he was; And 
this Haniel mas the fir that euer was de: 
poſed from that office of the high ppiedood; 
foz neuer did king of Jſrael attempt the lig 
afoze Herod, who did this to quiet his wilt, 
and fo fulfill his mother in lawes mind 
Notwithſtanding this, ma 
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lives mother, was not content no? ſatiſſi: 
d, fox the death ok her father was ſuche a 
qriefe ; but alwaies ſpake ſnappiſhly to the 
ing, that be committed her to ward, Then 
he vit to Cleopatra queene of Egypt, wife 
to M. Antontus, à noble man of Rome, 
eclaring vnto her all the miſchiefe that He- 
70d had done to the poſteritie of C õο 
% and deſiring her of aide Tos whom 
leopatra made this an{were:Jk thou canſt 
inde the meanes to come to mee ſecretly, 
hot (halt perceiue what J will doe fo? thee. 
(Ghen Alexander had read the Letter, ſhe 
ent to Ariſtobulus her ſonne the high pꝛieſt, 
bewing him that ſhe would flee to the Sea 
lapbo, and from thence would take ſipping 
ito Egypt , perſwading him allo to flee 
vithher. Wee will (ſaith (bee) make two 
offers, one foꝛ mee, and another fo2 thee: 
end wee will with rewardes allure our ler 
tunes to carry vs out pꝛiuily, whereby we 
lap flee to ſaue our liues , This the ir de⸗ 
lice was perceiued of one of Herodes ſer⸗ 
lants, who foꝛt h with made the king pꝛiuie 
Into it, The king com manded his ſeruaunt 
hat bewꝛaied them, that when they did con 
ex the coffers, they ſhoulde bꝛing them to 
m, which the leruant did. Do when » — 
it 
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fers were bꝛought to the kings pꝛeſence, hy 


cauſed them to be opened, and tooke out. Ith 
lexandra and her ſonne Ar iſtobuluu, towhi 
the king ſpake ſwarply, and rebuked then r. 
ſoze, But Alexander anſwercd him again 

as ſboꝛt: inſomuch that the king mooug 
with anger, flang away from her into his 
chamber, ſaping; zt is better to ſit ſolitaryinWth 
acopner ot the houſe, then with abzawlingſſa: 
and ſcolding woman in an open place. The 
king diſſembled the matter, and ſhewed m 
great diſpleaſure, A peare alter, 28 Arif. Wi) 
bulus the high Pꝛieſt, apparelled in bis pon. tt 
tificall veſtures, ſtood in the temple nigh v th 
to the aulter to offer ſacrifices, the I ſraelites Wy: 
beheld his beauty, bis wiſedome and beh / in 
uiour in the miniſtery , whercat euery ma w 
reioyced, p2apling God that had not takenMyo 
all away, but left one to reuenge the iniuncz{Wto! 
done ts the houle of Chaſmonani, The king 
hearing this, was ſoꝛe afraid, and not a little 
diſpleaſed, thinking to himſelfe the I ſcat 
lices would reſtoze the kingdome of their la 
thers vnto him. Hee perceiued euery mats 
heart to be enclined towardes him: TUher 
foze he deliberated a while and in the feaſt 
the tabernacles he remooued to Iericho wit 
all his houſholp, whereas hee made a gt

feaſt ta all his nobles and ſeruants, placing 
them euery man after his degree befoze him, 
Ariſtobulus the high peſt. he ſet vpon the 
right hand. And as (hep ate dꝛanke, c made 
merp, certain of the kings leruants were di⸗ 
ſpoled to go and lwim in Tordane, To theſe 
he king bad giuen ſecret commandement, 
that they ſhould delire Ariſtobulus to go 
and bathe with them in Iordane, and then to 
downe him, Da when they were going, they 
tame to Ari lobulus & moued him to keepe 
heir compame, which hee would not, vnleſſe 
the king gaue him leaue: wherkoꝛe hee aſkey 
the king leaue, but he denied him at the firſt, 
yet at ength, the yong man intreated him ſo 
inſtantly, that the king bade him do what he 
woulde. Mee went therefoze with the other 
poung men to {wim. The king p2eſently 
tooke his hozſe and returned to erich, with 
all his traine leauing the pong men behinde, 
which continued ſwimming till ſan letting, 
and as it began to bee darke, they dꝛowned 
the peſt Ariſtobulus among them, Theres 
of when tidings came to the king, and it 
was knowen that he was dead, the people 
Wivept + made great lamentation, conſidering 
is bertue, nobilitie, and beauty, every man 
vas full of ſozrow ＋ hee ſhould haue ſo 


thozt 
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Got a life:and they bewailed ſomuch,thaty 
was heard a far off. But Marimi chiefelp, 
Alexandra the yong mans mother, coulj 
in no wiſe be comfoꝛted. Yea, the king allt 
wept & made great mone,fo it repented hin 
that he had done ſo wicked an act. Pet all tle 
people knew wel tnough that the thing was 
pꝛocured by the king: inſomuch that Aller. 
andra his mother in lam, letted not to tell i 
bim to his fase, that he was the murtherer gf 
her hulband, and her kather, and nowe late 
all her ſonne, to whome the king anſwerg 
neither good no2 bad. From that day fa 
wards there was continual hatred between 
Alexandra ànd Marimi, the Kiparimtit 
mother of Herod and Salumith, his ſiſtet, 
that came of baſe & ſcruile bloud. Fo2 M. 
rimi caſt in their teeth to their faces, that 
they were not of the ſeed of Jſrael:but pv 
phane, vnholp, c of baſe birth. Notwithſtan 
ding Herod loued Marini as his life, when a 
foze he would never diſpleaſe her as long all; 
ſhe liued, noꝛ ſap ſo much to her, as why laitj, 
thou ſo: Thele things done, Marcus. An: 
tonius a noble man of Rome next vnto Och 
wian Auguſtus king of kings, being ſent hy 
Auguſtus to war bpon the kings of the wel 
countries, raigned in Egypt, and by the why 
uocatie 
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tication of his wife, rebelled ag ainſt 04+ 
van Auguſtus, made war with him, both by 
{ea and land. And foꝛalmuch as Cgyptis nie 
adioyning vnto the lande of 'Jſrael, Herod 
ioyned with him, and helped him. Foz Mar- 
cus Antonius had aided him befoꝛe in ſuch 
ſozt, that no king durſt meddle with him, koz 
feareof M. Antonius, Mhereupon when 
Marcus conſpired againſt his pꝛince & ma⸗ 
ſter, Herod aided him with an armie, with 
hozſemen # with ſhips alſo againſt Oct au- 
an. In which wars Octaulan got the victo- 
w, flew Antony t al his people comming by 
ſhip to the Ile of Rhodes, and ſo into the land 
of Egypt. Herod hearing that M. Anton ĩus 
was ſlaine, and that Octauian Auguſlus was 
tome into Egypt, be fainted foꝛ teare of the 
diſpleaſure of 0Fa«uian, Met at length hee 
tooke heart vnto him, pꝛepared a royall 
preſent to be carried afoꝛe him, and followed 
afterhimſeife to Ofanian Asguſtus. And 
ſetting fozwards, hee called loſeph the bul⸗ 
band of $4/um1ch his ſiſter, whome he made 

Ichiefe of his houſhold, commaunded him; 
that if Octauian Auguſtus put him to death, 
be ould poyſon Marimihis wife, ſaping, 
It ſboulde not be ſeemelp foꝛ Kings, that a.

a kings widdow, and ſleep with her vpon the 
kings bed. So then he tooke his iourney to.

ded M. Antonius, Therefoze as loone ag 
Herod came to Octauian Auguſtus preſence, 
hauing his crowne vpon his head, he tooke 
it off, & fell down pꝛoſtrate vpon the groum 
at Octauiaxs feete, ſaping, Moſt noble Em: 
perour, J conkteſſe my treſpaſſe againſt your 
maieſtie, that J loued M. Antonius my com. 
pauion in league, who was mp neighbour 
and aided mee: and it is true that pour mate:

vnto mee, but neuer ſuccozed me. This M. 
Antonius did not ſo, J conkeſſe therefor 
that in his -warres againſt your maieſlie, J 
aided him with an armie, with hoꝛſemen and 
(hips : neither went J out with him vpon a: 
ny warres vppon mine owne bozders, but 
whenſoeuer J went with him, J holpe him 
to the vttermoſt of my power. Then hee 
was falling, 3 bolſtered him bp, and when 
hee fumbled, J raiſedhim againe. Among! 
all theſe J pꝛoteſted alſo, that J woulde not

Ml haſt ſaide heretofoze , that thou louedſt mee 
aboue all thine other wiues and concubines: 
Ver thou diddeſt will Joſeph thy ſiſters huſ⸗ 
bd to popſon mee. UUhen Herode heard 
\W this,he was exceedingly abaſhed , that Jo- 
eh had diſcloſed his ſecret, and beganne to 
mictruſt wich himſelfe that which Sa lumit h 
bod tolde him, that hee hadde flept with his 
wite indeede, and vpon that had detected that 
1 ſecret, Therefoze hee departed out of his 
{WJ pallace in a great anger and rage, whereby 
8 54/umith perctiued that he deteſted Marimi, 
and therefoꝛe ſhe accuſed her further, ſubom⸗ 
ing falſe accuſers and foꝛgers of lies, to wit⸗ 
nefle that Marimi would haue poyſoned the 
king, whereof ſhe had diuers pꝛeſumptions 
alſo by her countenaunce , She added maoze⸗ 
duer, if thou (ſaieth ſhe to the king) let her 
ſcape thus, ſhe will ſpeedily deſtroy thee, and 
bereaue thee of thy kingdome. The Lawe 
giueth a man this counſell: It any man goe 
about ta murder thee, pꝛeuent him, and ſlap 
With theſe and ſuch like woꝛdes, (Hee la 
mooued the king, that bee commaunded to 
bing Marimi foxth , and to be beheaded in 
be hie ſtreet ofthe citie. as (be was bꝛought 
orch into the market place of the citie, all 
F 4 the 
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che women of the citie followed her. Alex. 
andra her mother alſo curſed & railed at her, 
ſaying, Come out, thou that haſt abhozrey 
thy huſbaud, & conſpired againſt the Lode, 
Alexandra wept alſo, as though it had been 
foꝛ the wickednes that her daughter had con 
mitted, thinking ſurely to pleale the king hy 
that meanes, and to bleare his eies, if perad: 
uenture he might ſuffer her to liue, tillſhe 

might haue oppoꝛtunitie to psilon him, 
Marimi thus going to execution, held 
her peace, and looked neither to the right 
hand, noꝛ to the left, no pet feared death a 
ny thing, knowing that che was tnyscentin 
deed and thought, and therefoze God would 
render her a good rewarde in the wozlde to 
come, Mherefoꝛe ſhe bared her necke with: 
out feare, and they cut off her head ,-ſhed- 
ding the innocent bloud. But Gad made us 
delay in puniſying the lame: fo2 there fell; 
ſoze plague and peſtilence in the houle of 
Herod , ſo that his chiefe ſeruauntes , his 
Noble women and Concubines died ſox 
thereof, Pea, thꝛoughout all Idea raigned 
the peltilence vehemently ;. which affliction 
all Iſrael knew well enough chaunced vun 
them fo2 che blood of Marmi.

without cauſe: and loue grew ſo in his hart, 
thathe was licke, aud at deaths deze. Then 
Alexandra Marimy mother ſought meanes 
how to poiſon him: which being vttered vn⸗ 
to the king, be commaunded to appꝛehend 
her, and to kill her. Ju this manner dealt 
Herode with all the poſteritie of the Macha- 
beer, leauing none aliue that were called by 
that name, He put to death alſo /oſeph, the 
buſband of Salumith. The king had two 
ſonnes, Alexander and Ariſtobulus by Ma- 
rimi his wife. They were both at Nome 
when their mother ſuffered, foz their father 
the king had ſent them thither to learne the 
Romane tongue. When they heard tidings 
of their mothers death, they wept and mour 
nedfozher , hating their father foz his cru⸗ 
eltie. Boone after, the king their father re- 
touered of his ſickeneſſe , was eſtabliſhed 
in his kingdome , builded ſtrong cities, and 
role togreat pꝛolperitie. In the thirteenth 
peare of his raigne, there fell a great dearth 
in _he land, wherefoze the king tooke as of 
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his treaſure, much golde and ſiluer, and pre: 
tious ſkones, wherwith he ſent into Egypt, 
and pꝛocured plenty ot cozne , and refreſhey 
with bꝛead all that lacked, and was indi: 
ſtreſſe of hunger: pea, be ſpared nat his own 
pꝛoper goodes. And not onelp to the J.. 
raelites (hewed he this liberalitie: but allo, 
to all that came to him out at other ſtraunge 
nations, hearing of his reuowme : Mozea⸗ 
uer, in all his marres hee had good fo2tune, 
Beſides this, he thought it good to renew 
the houle of the ſanctuarie, whereuppon hee 
deliberated with the Ilraelites, to haue their 
aduiſe fo2 the building of it, after the ſame 
quantitie and meaſure, that Salomon king 
of Ilrael huilded it, Foz the Jewes return: 
ing from captiuitie in the time of Coreſch, 
beganne to builde it after the meaſure that 
Coreſch pꝛeſcribed them, and not as it was a. 
foe, The people of Jfrael hearing that the 
King was purpoſedto pull downe the tem- 
ple to the ground, and build it afreſh, they 
made him none anlwere, fearing left when 
bee had pulled it downe, he would not be lo 
haftie to build it vp againe. But the King 
perceiuing what they feared in their minds, 
ſaide hee woulde not ſlacke the matter, noz 
reſt till he hap bꝛought it to paſſe , Pe — 
moze⸗ 
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mozeoner,that he would take out of his trea 
ſure plentie of golde and ſiluer, and giue it 
to grauing: alſo pꝛecious ſtones, ſtones of 
Thaſies and Marble. To the carpenters 
alſo and maſons, he would deliuer timber & 
ſtoneg, golde and ſiluer, bꝛaſſe and yꝛon, to 
make all thinges neceſſary to the wozke. 
Mherefoze if he pulled downe the houſe,he 
was able to build it ſtraitwapes againe. So 
be pulled downe the houſe and repaired it a. 
game, and finiſhed it in length a hundꝛed eu⸗ 
bites, in bzeadth likewiſe a hundzed cubites, 
and in height an hundꝛed cubites, al of white 
marble, ſo that the whole height of the ſtone 
woꝛke was in all a hundzed and twentie cu⸗ 
bites, Fo2 the foundation was twentie cu⸗ 
bites wichin tize ground, & a hundꝛed aboue. 
The bꝛeadth of euery ſtone was twelue cu⸗ 
bites, and the thickeyeſſe thereof eigbt cu⸗ 
bites, euerp ſtane was ol like bigneſſe. The 
gates of the houſe he couered with fine gold, 
and pꝛecious flones finely ſet therein: the 
theolds were of (iluer, # the tops alſo, He 


made allo a vine of gold, a maruellous eun- 
ning peece of wozk; the armes therok oꝛ big⸗ 
„ger bꝛanches, were glittering gold, the lefler 
0 F bjaunches, flippes,02 lateſt ſhootes,of golde 
. ſomewhat red, & al aboue was pelow — 
a cre⸗ 
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whereupon hung cluſters of Chyiſtall, The w 
vine was lo great, that it weied a P. poum Ml ch 
weight of pure golde. In al the woꝛld was or 
not the like to be ſeen. De made alſo a pozch, w 
e befoze the poꝛch, two walles of ſiluer, mar- in 
uellous cunningly Wought , Behmde the v 
houſe toward the L Aeſt, he made a coutt af th 
xl. cubites long, # 100 in bꝛedth, which was WW! 
paued with pure marble. Toward the ſouth in 
and noꝛth the lẽgth of the court was alſo cl. Wu 
cubites,& a c.in bꝛedth. Me erected in it alſoa Wii 
cl. pillers of white marble in 4. rancks. The bis 
length of one ranck was lx. cubites, and eue. cct 
piller was rl. cubites high, and thee cubites War! 
thicke. The pillers were all of like meaſure, Aba 
as the court of the noꝛth ſive & of the ſouth, gr 
was alſo of like meaſure, with all the pillers 
thereof, Toward the eaſt, the court contai: 
ned 720. cubites, euen to the bꝛooke cedron. 
o man euer ſaw the like building in all the 
waz ld. The vine that he made, placed he be: 
foze the poꝛch. In the extreame parts of the 
court, he made alſo walkes and galleries of 
luch height, that they walked therin might 
eaſily ſcrie the waters running in the bzooke 
Cedron, by the ſpace of a cubite, Betweene 
the poꝛche and the houſe alſo (as though it 
were a haile of partition) the king _

wall of ſiluer, ofhalfe a hand full thicke. In 
the which was a dooꝛe of beaten gold, & vp: 
on the gate, a ſwoꝛde of golde ok xii. pound 
weight. There were certaine poſes grauen 
in the ſwozd, as this, What ſtranger ſoeuer 
approcheth nigh her, let him die for it, So 5 
things that Herod made tn the temple, were 
wonderfull ; neither was there euer heard of 
in all the woꝛld, any king was able ts make 
ſuch a building. Then the wozke was fints 
ſhed, the king ſent to Sarons his paſtures, foꝛ 
his cattell, from whence was bzought him 
ct. pong bullockes, and very many theepe, 
accoꝛding to his pꝛincely ſtate. So then they 
had dedicated and hallowed the houſe with 
great toy and gladnes, There was on acer⸗ 
taine day in the peare, when as the king was 
tuer actuſtomed to make a great feaſt to all 
his court, to al his nobles and Sages in Jf- 
racl, Againſt that ſelflame day the king was 
minded to finiſhe his wozkes, which made 
both him moze glad, and all his people. The 
lame alſo commanded he to be done in al the 
ounces of his kingdome, ſending his let⸗ 
ters by his purleuantes to the noble men, 
captaines , and p2eſidentes ok the pꝛouin⸗ 
tes, that they ſhoulde obſerue that day after 
the lame maner euery peare. The *

alſo that were flitted into their ennemieg ! 
countries, their head rulers and captaines Ml | 
came out of euerp countrey far and neere, ut 
ſee the houſe and the king, fo2 they could ne. n 
uer beleeue it, till they had ſeene tt:and whi Ml !: 
they had ſeene it, it exceeded far that they d 
had heard of it. Theſe things done, kings Ml 7 
two ſonnes, Alexander and Arrſtobulu WM 
which he had by Marmi, came home from n 
Rome to Jeruſalem in a gteat heate and f. tt 
ry, with a ſtrong companp, pea their heartes Ml ® 
were very heaup allo: fo2 Alexander the cl. 


der. hadde married the king of Capadocies 
daughter, and Ari fobulus the daughter or #! 
Salumith, the king his fathers ſiſter. Thel: ſo 
comming to Jeruſalem , went not to the de 
court to doe their duetie to the king theirfa WM © 
ther, neither woulde ſee bim: whercby ih 
king gathered; they went about ſome mil 
chiefe againſt hum. Moꝛeouer, all his ma of 
gaue him warning to take heed of them, and 0 
to keepe his power 02 guard about bim. de ng 
had a wife of baſe ſtocke out of the countrey, 
befoze hee came to the kingdome, by whom 
he had a ſonne named Ant pater. And whei 
hee hadde put Marimi his beloued wiſe i 
death, hee called home his wife which bet 
had diſdained befo2e, to his court, —_

foze now ſeeing the two ſonnes of Mar imi 
hated him, he appointed Anti pater his ſon 
to be his heire aparant, and to raiſe his eſti- 
mation, gaue him al his treaſure, made him 
loꝛd and ruler ouer all that he had, affirming 
that he ſhould raigne after him. This Ane-- 
pater had a ſubtitle wit and a craftie, and his 
talke was daily fo his father, Ik it like pour 
maieſtte, whereto ſhoulde pou giue mee all 
theſe thinges, when as theſe two lyons (hal 
be euer in my top, and ready to deftrop me: 
By ſuch ſurmiled meanes he raiſed diſcoꝛd 
and hatred betweene them and their father, 
albeit the king was loath to hurt his two 
ſonnes, Not long after, he tooke his iourny 
to Rome, to Octænian, and his ſonne Alex- 
ander waited bpon him, hoping that Oct a- 
nian would be a meanes foꝛ him to turne his 
fathers hatred from him, g put al malice out 
of his mind, E Ahẽ p king was come thither, 
Octaulan teioyted much of his coming, ſap« 
ing. J haue thought long to ſeethee. Ta 
who haſt thou left the land of Iada? Herod 
anſwered, fo2 the homage 5 J owe vnto my 
Lo the Emperour, J am come to appeate 
befoze him e to declare mp chances with this 
my ſon his leruãt. So he told him the whole 
matter, from the beginning to the end. Then 
Ottanian 
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Octauian Auguſtus blamed the poung man, 
becauſe he hated his father, The pong man 
anſwered, How can J otherwiſe doe: How 
can J foꝛget the moſt chaſte womb that bare 
me, which was of the holy ſtocke% Ik J fox: 
get my mother that was ſlaine giltleſſe and 
without crime, then let mee foꝛget my right 
hand, Thele and ſuch like ſpake the young 
man, not without teares, in the pꝛelente ok 
Octaulan, ſo that his bowels was much mo: 
ued:and the noble men alſo that were about 
Octauian, could not abſtain from weeping, 
but lamented greatly. Octauian, firſt repo: 
ned Herod foꝛ his great tranlgre ſſion and 
crueltie:then laboured he to pacitie the pong 
man with comkoztable wozdes, bidding him 
to honour his father, and to ſubmit himſelke 
vnto him. Then hee had done as he was 
willed (foꝛ hee would not ſtriue againſt the 
Emperoꝛs commandement) Octavian took 
the pong man by the, hand, and put it into 
Herodes boſome. Then his father kiſſed and 
embꝛaced him, ſo that they both wept. After 
that they tooke their leaue and departed 
from Octaxlan, who comfoꝛted them, and 
gaue them a gift , committing it into He. 
rodes hands, Herod pet perceived, that the ith, 
hatred ok the childzen of Marimi would * | 
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e appeaſed:whereupon when he came home 


p Jeruſalem, he called together all the el⸗ 
ers of Iſrael and ſaid vnto them, J had de⸗ 
ermined onte to make one of my ſons, cap⸗ 
une auer the people of the Lozde, but I 
ight not do it without the conſent of Octa- 
ian Auguſtus ; Mo therefoze J haue ap- 
jointed my thꝛee ſonnes, and haue deuided 
p kingdome equally among them. Melpe 
e them ag ainſt their enemies, but in no wiſe 
all pe helpe ene of them againſt another. 
nd ik yee perceiue any bꝛeach of friendship 
etween them, do that ſpeth in you to take ie 
Way. CAhereunto hee made them ſweare 
neſently in Jeruſalem : and the bond made, 
ach man departed home to his houſe, But 
02 all chis, the hatred betweene Ant ipater 
his two bzethzen was nothing dimmiched. 
#02 hee feared them, becauſe they were of 
he houſe of Cheſmonant ,* and alied, with 
ings of great power. Mee ſubozned there⸗ 
ze falſe accuſers to ſay vnto the king, that 
he poung men, ſons of Marimi were deter · 
ined to deſtroy him. Likewiſehe ſet vari⸗ 
ute betweene Salumith and them: fo2 ſbee 
as in greater eſtimation then he, inſomuch 


b Fat the K. did nothing without her councel, 
| The lame wzought he alſo betweene Phe- 
4 G. roras 
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rorat the kings bꝛother & them. But 10 54 {> 
lumith he laid, Doſt thou not conſider hoy! 
the ſons of Mærimi know that their motha 
was put to death by thy councel;Therefqy 
if they may bꝛing to paſſe to make the king 
awap, they will hem thee in peeces. Bu 
when the pong men heard of this, they tam 
befozethe Ring, and ſware they neuer n 
tended to hurt their father, & with weeping 
they perlwaded the king that he belerun de 
them, and they gat his fauour again, her da 
at Antipater was noi a litle diſpleaſed: the: ' 
foze he hired falſe witnefles, to ſap they lau de 
Alexander the kings ſonne vpon a certami or 
nicht, with his (wozve dzawen defoze e . 
Kings Pallace, minding to murder Ani. ' 
ter. Pee ſubozned alſocertaine ofthe kings bi 
ſeruants to witneſſe agauiſt A /exander, 
that he ſhould giue them great rewards to a 
lure them to his pleaſure, to abuſe them u 
vnnatural venerp, which they refkuſed. Pont 
ouer,that he defired them to popſon the king; 
which they would not alle agree to doe, 
Whereupon the K. was ſoꝛe diſpleaſedto- 
wards him, cõmanding not onip him, but al 
that tooke bis part, oꝛ deffded his integrity, 
to be appꝛebended and put in pꝛiſon, chat ex: 
etution might be done vpon chem, Chen. 
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lexander uit vnto Archelaus his father in 
lam, defiriag him ts came to Jerulalem ta 
his father Herod, This Archelaut was a 
wiſe man, # a notable counceilour, {hen he 
was come to Jeruſalem, Herod was verie 
glad of his comnimg, and demanded what 
matters b2ought hun thither at that pꝛelent. 
He aulwered, J haue heard that Alexander 
thy ſon, my ſon in law, bach attempted to 
tebell agamſt thee ; it is not poſſible but my 
daughter his wie, ſhoulde bee acceſſarte of 
this thing, and pet the hath not wewed it vn⸗ 
to tbee: wheretoze J vicerly deteſt her, as 
one eh at hath couſpired agauiſt chee, Yet ne⸗ 
nertheleſſe, J know well, that foꝛ the loue 
thou heareũ vnto me, thou wouldeſt ſpare 
hir: foz this cauſe am J come vute thee, that 
when thau haſt put chy ſonne to death, J alla 
map flea my daughter: foz it is better that 
we chould make them away, than they vs. 
Herod hearing this was very glad, & gaue 
credit to his friendſhip, When 4 rchelaus 
perceiued that NHered had a good opinion of 
him, hee altered his communication, ſaying 
tothe king, Firſt let vs diligently examine 
and wel tric the cauſe,fozaſmuch as there are 
many falſe witneſſes and lping perſons in 
the wozld: and let vs uot ſhen innocent bloud 
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vpon an vncertaintie. Fo Arche laus hay 
great pꝛeſumptions that Herod had giuen 
too light credit, knowing how readie he was 
to heare an euill tale, which was the cauſe 
of the miſchicfe, that betell vpon the people 
of his houſe Tel, Herod thought his coun: 
cel good. One of them that accuſed the kinks 
childzen, was Theroras the kings Mother, 
and to ſap the truth, he was the chiefe of all, 
Herod loued. Archelaus, the king of Capade. 
cia as himſelf, which Archelaus perteiuing, 
turned his talke to rebuke the king, ſaying, 
Thou art now waren olde, and well ſtrcken 
in peares, thou ſuffereſt theſe backbiters to 
rule thee, who ſtirre thee to wozke all theſe 
miſchiefes in thy houſe, Yea Pheroras t 
bother hath falſely pꝛouoked thee agat 

thy ſonncs: when Pheroras heard thele 
woꝛds, he was ſoze afraide, fo2 indeede hee 
had ſeduced the king. Therefoze came Phe- 
rorag to Archelaus & beſought him to ſaue 
his life, Archelaus anſwered him, Il then 
wilt obtaine pardon koꝛ thy wickednes, comt 
& fal befoze his feete and confeſſe that thou 
halt ſpoken falſely againſt his ſons:then wi 
J pꝛomiſe thee, that he ſbalbe mercifulvnto 
thee, to his ſons, Pherores did ſo, confeſſed 


that he had kallely ly accuſed the kings ſons, 
Then 
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Then · Archelaus beſought the king foꝛ par⸗ 
don,# he granted it. After that he entreated 
bim that the yong men might be diſmiſſed x 

deliuered out of pꝛiſon, which the king com: 
manded to be done. The pong men theretoze 
tame to the kings pꝛeſence, and fel down bes 
fore his feete, and the king was louing onto 
them, embꝛacing them, and kiſt them. Yee 
made great top alſo that Archelaus came in 
ſo good an houre vnto bim, to whome hee 
gaue foz a gift, ſeuen hundzeth pound weight 
of gold, with many pzectous ſtones, and cou⸗ 
tubines, and dilmiſled bim. But ntepater

terkeit letters in the name ok the kings ſons, 


woulde conſpire and kill the king: and by 
ſuch meanes hee encreaſed the enmities be⸗ 
kweene them aud their father diuerſe wales, 


in pꝛiſon, and moſt ſtrong irons to bee laide 
vypon them. Belides this, Antipater had 
ſuppꝛiled and wonne the hearts ok the kings 


cured his Barber to beare falſe witnefſe a⸗ 
gainſt. Alexander, how he hired him to kill 
the king at ſuch time as he ſhould ſhaue his 
beard. hen che king heard his Barber 
G 3 ſpeake 
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againe ſuboꝛned falſe accuſerg, c wꝛit coun⸗ 


to one ok the captaines, declaring how they 
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ſpeake, he was wonderfully troubled in bis 
mind, inſomuch that he (aid, J am wearp of 
my like, to heare theſe pickthanks that open 
mine eares to fil my head with tales. I can 
do no way better then to giue charge, that 
whoſocuer bzings me any ſuch acruſations 
bereaftcr of any body, he ſhal ſuffer death fo 
it. Mherekfoꝛe he coinmanded the Barber to 
be llain, c his two ſons to be bꝛought forth, 
and hanged vpon gallowes, wedding their 
innocent bloud. 

Then reiopced Ant ipater, ſuppoſing him 
ſelfe to be as ſure of the kingdom, as though 
he had it in his hands, when hee was not a: 
ware, that although he were neuer ſo high 4 
laft, yet was there one higher then he. who con- 
ſidered his doings. Alexander had two ſons, 
T higarus and Ariſiabulus. Aud Ariſtobulyr 
had thꝛee ſons, Herod, Agrippa, and Alex. 
ander. When the king returned to Jeruſalf 
(fo) hee was tn Samaria by the lake ſide, 
when his ſons were put to execution)he ci 
manded that bis nephews ſhould be bought 
to the tourt, and taking pittie on them, em: 
bꝛaced and kiſſed them, weeping very lor, 
both hee and all his ſernants : fo? it greatl) 
repented him fo2 the haynous deede that het 
had done, But when the time of y * 
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was paſt, he called all the chiefe of I ſrael ta. 


in age, and waren grap- headed, uncrrtaine 
how ſhoꝛtly J all die, J ſee here befoze me 
theſe little faithleſſe chudꝛen, which J ne⸗ 
uer can behold without great anguiſh of my 
mind: fo2 when J looke vpon them, J call 
to remembꝛance what great domage J haue 
done bnto their father in my rage and head 
long furiouſneſle. New therefoze I would 
commit them to the cuition and cuſtody of. 
ſome man that might be a patrone, and as a. 
father vnto them, to ſuctour them continue. 


that he had wel ſpoken, Hee ſpake therefoꝛe 
vnto his brother PHeroras: Thou (halt bee 
their patron, and defender, and alt giue thy, 
daughter to Thigarns Alexanders ſonne. 
He commanded alſo his ſonne Antipater tu. 
ue his daughter to Herod ſan of Ariſfabu- 
de, . And the marriages were knit, and com. 
0: Wp3ſition made in the kings pzeſence. When 
git Ant pater marked the toue that the Ring 
in: Wbare toward the nephewes, he began to bee 
Je, Win great care: fo Thegerus, Alexanders ſon, 
bad a grandfather by the mother ſide,a king 
great power, namely Arehelaus, king of 
Cepadocia, Me fals downe therefoꝛe at the 
G4 Kings 


gether, lam vnto them, J am now gromne 


ally to his power, All the people anſwered. 
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Pings feet, to dillolue and bꝛeake the friend; 
that he bare towards his nephewes, and 
to — ſpeaking in their cauſe as hee hay 

done, but he pꝛeuailed nothing. Therefoze 

feft his father, & went to Pherorarthe kings 
Hother,made a confederacic with him, any 
deſired him to fruſtrate the bond that waz 
betweene himſelfe aud Herode. and alſs be: 
tween himlelfe and Herod, and alſo between 
him and Thigærus the ſon of Alexander that 
was hanged. So Pheroras came to the king 
turned his minde, & dillolued the couenants 
of marriage. This done, Pheroras and An. 
ripater (that ſate vppon the Rings thꝛone) 
were become great friendes, banquettiag 
one the other day & night, and deuiũng ther 
matters. c Ahen this came to the kings eare; 
he was ſeꝛe afraid of their traines, and com: 
maunded that his bzother Pheroras ſhoulde 
fo2 euermoꝛe be baniſhed the court, Antipa. 
ter his ſon was ſent to Octavian Augaſtu, 
to eſtablich the kingdome vnto hum, and to 
enter in league with him. Fo2 Herode was 
ſo olde, that hee coulde not goe. Ati pater 
ioꝛnieng toward Rome, paſſed through C: 
gipt, deſirous to ſee it befozethe death of his 
vncle Pheroras, And as hee trauclled by tht 
hiewaies of Egipt,there came a certain — 
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chant hauing a vial in his hand cloſe couered, 
which cried ſaping, who wil buy a thing of a 
great pꝛice befoze he ſee it, oꝛ knowe what it 
is; Antipater maruelled at his woꝛds, and 
alked him what was in the viall. But the ſel- 
ler tolde him not what it was befoze hee had 
bought it & patd deere foz it, Then whilpered 
he in his eare, telling him that it was a ſtrõg 
poiſon that would kil one out oſ hand. This 
viall Aut ipater ſent to Pheroras, to be kept 
vntil he returned from Rome. In the meane 
ſeaſon Pheror as died, i his wife hid the vial, 
After, when Antipater came home againe 
from Rome, Pheroras wife ꝙ he fell at va: 
riance, inſomuch that he obiected vnto him, 
that he was the cauſe Phergra was baniſhed 
the kings pzelence, the (ozrow whereof was 
his deatlj. On the other ſide, Ant / pater went 
about to accuſe her, ſo wing diſcoꝛd betweene 
hir and the K. to ſtir him againſt hir. He ſub⸗ 
omed alſo a certaine eunuch o2 gelded per⸗ 
ſon. to go vnto the R. and enkoꝛme him, how 
that at what time as hee tooke diſpleaſure 
with PHeroras his hꝛother, and baniſhed him 
his pꝛeſence, Pheroras pꝛocured a ſtrong 
popſon, and gaue it to his wife, command. 
ing her to deſtroy the King therewith, The 
King hearing this, was wzoth with che 
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eunuch, and ſaid, J ſearched fo2 that venome 
long ago, when it was noyſed that thy hoy: 
ſhold ſeruants would giue it me ꝛc dꝛink, but 
I could not find the thing to be true. Yea, J 
haue bin too raſh in ſuch matters: fo J put 
mp wife Marmi to death without a cauſe, g 
Alexandra my mother in law, with my two 
childꝛen. Then Antipater heard that the 
king credited not the eunuch, be made ſute to 
the King to lend him to Oclaun the ſecond 
time:foꝛ he was afraid fo2 the viall that was 
in Pherores wines houſe.{He had wꝛitten al. 
ſo with his hand, how that he ſent it, tnten» 
ding there with to poyſon the Kings ſonnes 
childꝛen. But hee that prepareth a pitte 
for atiother, oft times falleth into it him. 
ſelfe. So deſiring the K. to ſend him, be let 
him go. Akter this, the Ring commanded fo 
make ſearcb, it the eunuchs woꝛds were true 
oz no: he ſent firſt ok all fo2 Pherorachoul: 
hold ſeruants, and examined them whether 
euer they could perteiue that P/erorat was 
in mind to hurt him, They al ſware no. 
Then the King commaunded to ſcourge 
them very ſoꝛe:but they cofefſep nothing al- 
cough ſome died vnder their handes in the 
eramination. Some he oꝛdered with diaers 
kind of toꝛments: ot ſome he cauſed to * 
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ent all their teeth. And as hee bade ſcourge 
a certatne woman ſeruant, which had bin ve - 
ry truſty to Pheroras , at length when ſhee 
could no longer ſtand foꝛ ſtrokes, ſhee cryed 
out and ſaid, The holy and bleſſed God re⸗ 
uenge vs of Roſtios the Bings wife, Ant pa- 
tert mother, which ts caule of all this. The 
King bear ing thele woꝛds, bad let her alone 
ſe wil diſcloſe al. Then ſpake ſhe, Ant ipa- 
ter made feaſles euerp foote fo2 thy byother 
Pheroras and himiclfe , and as they ate and 
danke, they deuiſed how topopſon thee, e- 
ſpecially when as Antipater was going to 
Oclauian. Fo) they ſaid, Except we deſtroy 
bim, he wil deſtrop vs, as he hath done al the 
childꝛen of his houſe, Pozeouer , he loueth 
the childꝛen of his ſonnes that were put to 
death, which grow apace, and it is poſli- 
ble he map alter his minde, and make one of 
them N. Antipater alſo ſaide to thy byo# 
ther, The King makes as though he were 
much my friend, but J truſt him not. Hee 
gate me (ſaith he) a hundꝛed pound weight 
of gold, but all that ſatiſfieth not me. Ahen 
the Ring heard this, hee tolde howe hee had 
giuen Ant pater this golde ſccretely, Ars 
the woman ſaid moꝛeouer, There is pet 8 vi⸗ 
all of ſtrong poplon in Pheroras houſe, that 

thy 
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thy ſonne ſent out of Egypt. @traightwy 
the king ſent to Pheroras wile,that the ſhuly 
bꝛing him the vial of poyſon her owne ſelfe, 
TUbe (he eſpied the kings Eunuches come beca 
to fetch her whether ſhe woulde oz no, (hee Wl cere; 
gat her vp to the toppe of the houſe,and.cat N had 
her ſelfe downe headlong tc kil her ſelfe, be: e 
cauſe ſhe would not ſee the king, no? abide Wl whit 
his toꝛmentes. But ſhee died not thereof, Wl nific 
whereupon the kinges meſſengers brought MW fam 
ber in a hozſe-licter , and ſette her afoze the O4 
king. Then ſhe confeſſed vnto him, how 4. Cos 
tipater his lon had conſpired with Theroras 
to kill bim with a ſtrong poiſon that hee had 
bought in Egypt, and ſent to Pheroras whe 
he went to Octaaian: and how that Phero. 
ras being at the point of death repented him 
thereof, charging that we ſhould neuer giue 
that venome to Ant / pater, but poure it out 
vpon the ground, that the king might not be 
poiloned therewith : and J did as hee bade 
me, caſt it out all, ſaue a little that J kept 
in the glaſſe bottome, fo2 J euer feared that 
which is nowe come to palle . Then at the 
kings commandement the vial was bzought 
foꝛth befoze him, and there was a little of 
the benome left, wherefoze they gaue better 
credite to her woꝛdes: ſo that the king was 
content 
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contft with her, and bade his phiſition heale 
her, and ſhe recouered. This done, the king 
wit to Anti pater to come home with ſpeed, 
becauſe J am old (ſaith he) and weake, vn⸗ 
certaine how ſhoztly I (hall die. The Ring 
had pet alſo two other ſonnes at Rome, Ar- 
chelaus and Polimus, So when Antipater 
mit to anſwere his fathers letters, hee ſig- 
nified vnto him, that his two ſonnes had de: 
famed the king, and ſlaundered him vnto 
Octauian, But the king aunſwered him, 
Come and bꝛing them with thee, and J wil 
oꝛder them as thou thinkeſt good, Notwith- 
ſtanding, Antipater lingred and delaied fo2 
the ſpaceof o. moneths, to ſee if hee migbt 
learne ſomewhat of his fathers doings, but 
he coulde heare nothing. The meſſengers 
his father had ſent, lay vpon him euery dap, 
t bꝛged him to make ſpeed, Therfoze at the 
+ monethes end, hee tooke his tourney to- 
wardes Iudez, and came to Ceſares. There 
jeardhee his father had taken diſpleaſure 
vith his mother, & baniſbed her the court, 
ut he coulde not learne what ſhoulde be the 
auie : therfoze he was ſtroken in ſuch feare, 
vat he would haue gone backe againe e left 
i iourney. But they that waited vpon him, 
ing deſirous to go home gg =" E 
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families, crafted with him, and perſwady 
him, that il he ſwuld now turnt backe oute 
bis way. he ſhuld inſtifie his enemies ſapings 
to be true. But it ½̊ tome once to thy fathers 
p2clcace(ſap thep)who loueth rhee ſo intire 
Iv, thou alt pꝛeuaile againſt chy foes, g ge 
che vpper hand of them that trouble thee, 
Do bee followed their counſell and came ty 
Jerulalt̃. (hen he entred into the cite, m 
man came foꝛth ta meet him, no} once to bn 
him welcome home. Foz al the people hate 
him koꝛ bis lies, flanders, peruerſe c wichn 
couuſell, but chiefly fo2 feare of che king, 
Det went he foxzwardto the court, althour) 
with a fearefull heart. Wihcu be came tothe 
kings pꝛeſence, be fell downe and did his du 
tie: but the king turued away his face, an 
could not abide to leoke vpon him. De we! 
home thercfoze vnto his houſe with abe 
uie heart, hanging downe his head, andhi 
ding his face . There his mother toldehin 
how their counſel concerning the vial ol 
ſon was bewꝛaied, and hawe the king u 
wonderfully incenſed towards him. p incre 
ſed pet his fearemoze and moꝛe. The 
day, by the kings commandement hee wi 
bought foꝛth, and befoze all the chiefe ol 
rac aſſembled toguher, ths king ſate 
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judge Antipaters cauſe, There rehearſey 
the king vnto them, his ſonnes lewdnes and 
les, bowe he had ſeduced hum, and incited 
him to kil his childzea that were of the kings 
bloud, far better and moze bertuous then he: 
inſomuch that with a loud voice p king burſt 
out, and bewailed his wife Martmi, whom 
he put to death without a cauſe, and his two 
ſoxnes, that they that were farte off, might 
heare htm, Then Anti pater lift vp his head, 
and began to ſpeake crafcily and ſubtilly. 
Firſt he fozgot nat to give gentle woꝛdes to 
pactfie his fathers wath, (but that be could 
not doe) after he fel co intreatie, in ſuch loꝛt. 
that all the nobles were maoued to pitie, and 
bewatled his euill foztune, not without 
teares, ſaue onely Niraleus the kinges De- 
ttetaty, who laued the kings childꝛen þ were 
put to death. Pe rebuked them all that were 
lozie fo2 the calamitie of Autipater, crymg 
with al his might, Where are pe. Alex ander 
and Ariſtobulus that were ſiain giltles : L ic 
bp your heades & bchold this bloudy & wic⸗ 
bed man kal into þ pit that he himlſelf made. 
ce home his foote is catched in the net, that 
r laid bimſelfe foꝛ other. Parke you not 
ow your Maker reuengeth pour death, and 
Fqueery pour bloud ac his hand in the 
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time of his deſtruction; For the wicked man 
ts ſpared vntill the time of his death, Do the 
king himſelfe very muche incenſed, ſent to 
fetch a condemned per ſon out of p2iſon, who 
being bꝛought befoꝛe them, and taſting a lit⸗ 
tle ot the poiſon in the vial, fell downe ſtarke 
dead foꝛthwith. Then the king commanded 
Antipater to be carried to pꝛilon, and to bee 
laide in ſtrong pꝛons. The x1, peare of his 
raigne, which was the 70. ycare of his age, 
king Herod fell ſick, and tio remedie, no phi: 
ſicke could be found tohelpe him, neither his 
ſeruauntes noꝛ pbiſitions could pzoeure him 
any reſt, fo greeuouſiy came bis diſeaſe 
vpon him, with ſhoꝛtneſſe of his byrath, ad 
though the auguiſhe of the manifold ens 
that had happened vnto him by his owhe 
folk. Wherupon he cried out, faying,;JWoe 
map he be, that hath none left to ſucceed hint 
in his kingdome, noꝛ none to go befoꝛe his 
coffin and mourn oh him at his death. Then 
called be to his remembzance his wife N44. 
rimi, and his two ſonnes , rehearſing them 
by name, howling and weeping ſtill conti⸗ 
nually. Upon acertaine day when his ſicke- 
neſſe came ſoꝛe vpon him, hee called to his 
ſeruantes to fetch him ſome pleaſant apple; 
to ſee il he might comio!t his heart, & 92 
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they had bzought it, hee a.tked fo2 a knife (9 
tut it, and one was bzo!zmht him. Then hee 
gathered his ſtrength onto him, and reared 
humſelfe vp vpon big left arme, g perceiuing 
his like co be full of ſoztom and lamentation, 
he tooke the knife, with his right hand, and 
teeched his {wap ts thzuſt it into his belly, 
But his leruants ſtept to him and caugbe 
his arme, holding his handes, and woulde 
not ſuffer him co do it. Then wept he ſoze, 
and al his ſetuants, that the voice was heard 
out of the Court, and ſhoztlp all the citie 
mas in a Cur, ſaping, The king is dead, the 
king is dead. Antigonus being in the pꝛiſon 
heard the nog ſe, and aſked, CU hat buſineſle 
is this: Thep anſwered him, The King 
is dead. Then was hee glad, and reiopced 
wonderkully, ſaying unto the Jaylours, 
Strike off mineirons, and let me out, that 
J map goe to the jIallace, and J will re⸗ 
member thee with a goed turne. The Ree- 
per anſwered, z keare leſt the king be pet a- 
live, J wil go therfoze and know the truth, e 
tome againe by and by. Ant ipater ſaw hee 
tould not get looſe, and wept foz anger af 
the keeper. So the keeper came to the court: 
which being tolde to cbe King, commande d 
him to bebzought to his pꝛeſence. T hen the 
9 Bing 
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Ring aſked him, TUhat did Ant ipater g 
pꝛay thee) when he heard this mourning n 
that J was dead: The keeper anſwered, he 
was very glad thereot, and when J would 
not ſmite off his irons and let him out, he 
wept foꝛ anger. The king cried out vnto his 
Lo2ds. See how he hateth me, being pern 
wilon, if he were here, he would do whathe 
tould to kill me. Me would not do as my ſer: 
uants did, make haſte to wꝛeſt the knife out 
of mine hand. As true as God liuech, he ſhal 
neuer haue chat he gapeth foz. So the king 
commanded he ſhould be put to death. And 
there was not one that would entreate fo 
bim, oꝛ deſire the King to the contrarie, but 
euerie man was glad of his deſtruction. 
The king commanded the keeper to bying 
him foꝛth co p market place: which done, ha 
head was {mitten off, and ſo he lept beſides 
his purpoſe. The king cam manded mo2es- 
uet his body to be taken, & caried to the citie 
of Anbalia, there to be buried, and not in the 
citie. That done, and the people being retur 
ned from the burial, the K. ſent to cal al the 
nobles of Iſrael together, and enfoꝛced his 
firength, be late vp in his bed, c cemmiadea 
to cal his ſon Archelaus, vpon whom he lad 
his hands, and made him king * 
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Then ſhouted euery mã, god ſaue the king, 
god ſane the king. The K.liued 5. dates af- 
ter the exetutton of Anti pater, then fainted # 
died. The time Þ he raigned ouer Iſrael was 
40. peares. Ye was a woꝛthy warrier,a wile 
| pꝛudent man, a goodly man of perſon, ha: 
uing God on his fide. Be loued euer the Sa⸗ 
ges, Hillel & Sama: with their cõpanions. 
He enriched the 2. houſe, moe then al other 
kmngs,* was moꝛe liberal then al the kings 
that were befo2e him. His gifts and rewards 
cre rich, fo2 he counted gold and liluer, as 
chaff? + ſtones. He kept Firael in quiet and 
peace rom al his enemies. Me builded alio a 
moꝛe royall Temple then did king Salomon. 
But hee made p poke of tribute and exaction 
in Tſrae! moze heauie, and gaue open eare 
fo euil tongues. He was a cruel blood-ſbed⸗ 
der of pooꝛe and tunoceut perſons, x Ar- 
chelaus his ſonne raigned in his roome, Pe 
willed befoze his death, that they choulde 
burp him in the city Erodion, two daies tour: 
ney & a halfe from Jeruſalem. Do they put 
him in a coffin couered with golde, ſet heere 
and there with pꝛecious ſtones, The bed 
under bim was wꝛought with golde, and 
full of pꝛecions ſtones, Likewiſe vppon his 
head was a cloth ol rapnes, powdzed with 
, 0 2 mpecious 
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pꝛecious ſtones, and vppon that a royal 
crowne, made faſt to the left ſide of the cof: 
fin, and vpon the right ſive was a regall ſey- 0 
ter. Uppon the Beere was alſo a cloth of 5 
raynes, very thicke powdꝛed with precious 


ſtones,Ciziftall, Aimethiſtes, and very ma. — 
xp Sapbirs. Then all the chiete men of wat W - 


went about bim in their coates of fence and 4 
damen ſwoꝛds in their hands, with helmets Gi 
on their heads as in the time of war, After 
them came A rchelaus his ſonne that was 
made king. Then followed him all the peo. Ar 
ple, There were fiftie of his ſeruants that . 
went about the Beere with euerie one a cha- 
kingdich of gold in his hand, wherein they wh 
burnt ſweete woodes andperfumes , euery Lo 
foote caſting vppon the hearſe pure myꝛthe, wif 
as many as went about him, He was boꝛne 
by certaine great Loꝛds and noble men of win 
Iſrael, vpon their (houlders, going leiſura⸗ pf 
bly, and with a maieſtie, till they tame to E- I tho. 
rodton, where they buried him with great ho- 900 
nour, that like was neuer done to aup king, 
Theſe things done, there reſoxted together 
ſuch as hated Herod and were wearie of 
their owne liues whiles bee lined, reiopcing 
that they bad ſcaped his hands, ſaying, We 
haue looked till our eyes bleared, word 
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fo: the death of Herod, that tyꝛant 4 blood. 
ſhedder, that oppꝛeſſed vs with ſuch heaute 
pokes, that left. vs nothing to liue on, fo2 the 
tributes and taxes that he laid vpon vs, pet 
now Archelau; his lonne is woꝛſe then hee. 
Mherefoze they conſulted together, and 
caſt their mindes and good willes towarde 
Aatipaterthe ſonne of Salumith the Rings 
ſiler, one of the blood of C/aſmonanie, and 
went with him to Octauian A nguſins, re: 
queſting him to tranſlate the kingdom from 
Archelaus to Antipater: but bee would not 
grant them their ſute. Mea, he rather confir- 
med e aſſured the kingdome to Archelaus, 
who wꝛought wickednes in the light of the 
Lond. Fozhe maried his bzother Tlexandert 
wife, that. had childzen by Alexander, and 
committed other many great offences, The 


ninth peare of Archelaus raigne, it.chanced 


vppon a night, hee dzeamed a dzeame. He 
thought he law nine eares ofcozne, verie 
good & ful growne vpd one ſtalke, then came 
agreat Dre and ſloyt them vp all at once at 
one bit: by & by he awaked, and percetued it 
was a dꝛeame. Therefoze calling one of the 
Bages of Jſraelvatohim, bee ſhewed him 
vis dzeame, The wile man ſaid, This is the 
terpꝛetation of it, The g.eares freſh g = 
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be the nine which thou Faſt raigned. The 
great Dre is the great king Octaulan. Au 
guſtus. This yeare thou thalt be.remong 
from thy kingdom, becauſe thou haſt negles 
ted the woꝛd of God, & haſt maried thy by; 
chers wife, To this Archelaus anſwert 
him neither good no2 bad. Uithin ftue dates 
after, Octaulan came towards Jeruſalem:s 
when Archelaus went to meet him, hee pu 
him in pꝛiſon, depoſed him from the king: 
dome of Iſrael, c made Anrip4s his bother 
king in his ſteede, De turned his name allo, 
c called him Herod, That done, he returnc 
to Rome. Mhiles Ant / pater was king, 
died the emperoꝛ Octauilan Auguſtus, the 56, 
peare of his raigne, and Tiberius Cæſar ſu; 
ceeded him. This Ant ipas alſo wzought 
wickednes# ſundzy abhominattons moꝛe thi 
any that was befoze him, fo2 hee tooke his 
bzother Ph:/l;ps wife from him, which had 
already childꝛẽ by Philip. F o2 this ſhameful 
deed, R 4647 Iohn p high pꝛieſt rebuked him; 
whecefoze Antipas put him to death, Ther! 
was at that time, one I/. a wile man (ifi 
be lawful to cal hum a man, koꝛ he was a wo 
ker of wonderful and ſtrange wozkes, and1 
teacher of ſuch men as gladly did heate the 
truth, and had many dilciples, both 1 — 
a E 
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Lewes and alſo of the Gentiles.) This man 
vas Chꝛiſt, whome after he was accuſed of 
de chieke rulers of our nation, and condem⸗ 
ed by Pilate to be cruciſiet, they neuerthe⸗ 
leſſe ceaſed not to loue, which loued him 
euern from the beginning. To thele hee ap⸗ 
peared the third day alive , according as the 
© p29phecs by diuine taſpiratton had tolde be- 
be. alwel of this, as alſo of many other wie 
derfull things, which chuld be done by him. 
Aud euen to this dap the chꝛiſtian ſect, which 
took their name ok him, continueth. Againſt 
ches man Antipas befoze named, came Tibe- 
rius emperoꝛ of Rome, to whom when An- 
tipas rt ſoꝛted, he appꝛehended him, laide him 
in yꝛons, and {ent him into Spainc. where he 
died. Archelaus alſo y was deyoled befoze, 
died in the time of this T/berius reigue. The 
Tiberius made Agrippa (the (on of Ariſto- 
bulus whome Herod put to death) Antipas 
bꝛother K. in his ſtead. The time Antipas 
raigned ouer Jſrael,was 11, peeres. In A- 
grippaes time died Tiberius Ceſar, & Cains 
ſucceeded him. This Cazxs called himſelfe a 
god, # woulde ſuffer no man ta wozſhip anie 
thing in his empire, but himſelke. Be conti⸗ 
nued not long in this dignitie, but decaped 
and died. After him lacceeded Claudius. 

HN + C lau- 
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Claudius being dead, Nero Cæſar was ent, 
perour, 4 gripps raigued oucr Jlrael 23, 
peeres , Jn his time Nero. foe oppꝛeſſen 
$iracl,by ſetting cruel pꝛeſiotis ouer them, 
which left them nothing to 1tue vpn 2 and 
beſides that, puniſhed them wich diners toy 
ments, bntil at length they were contirain 
to rebel againſt the Romane Empire, and 
Nero Cæſar, to ridde themſelues tom vader 
his ſubiection. And aboue all other, one Fa. 
rus pꝛeſident and captaine of the Raman ar: 
mp, woſt greenouſly oppꝛeſſed the Jewes, 
and had doone many things very wickedly, 
Fo2notf onely had he ſhed1jtinocent-blood, ra: 
uiſhv:g at his pleaſure wines , c deflouring 
maides in the citie of Juda, but alſo robbe 
with great cruelty, every man of his goods, 
He mhyabited che cemple, & vyon the beames 


he hung thole that he took diſpleaſure with, 


It chaunced that Feronze K. of A prippar 
fiſter,came at that time ta J — of de, 
uotion, to viſite the holy place, Shee ſeeing 
Florus biolently to oppzeſſe the people, & fo! 
paiment of exactions and tallage to flay ma. 
ny of them, euen at the entrance of the tem 
ple:ſbe came foꝛth weeping vnto Florus, bt: 
ſeeching bim to ſpare the people, foʒ ſhe pitti 
ed them very greatly. Yet Florus relenttb 


nothing, 
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nothing, but whT ſhe was departed frö him, 
he lle ted & mockt her, though ſhe were the 
Bings liſter, + that in the temple of the loꝛd. 
There was pꝛeſent at that time a valiant 
pong man, Eleaſar the ſon of Anni the higb 
pꝛieſt. De while his father was executing his 
office, could not abide to ſee the Iſraelites fo 
miſoꝛdered at Florus hands, but being kind- 
led with a feruent 3eale, ſounded atrumpet, 
wherby there aflembled about him foꝛthwith 
divers companies and bands of pong men, 
goodly warriers, by whoſe ayde he raiſed a 
great commotion, c encountred with Florus 
tthe Roman ſouldiers, of whom he made a 
great laughter, pꝛeuapling much, e getting 
at length the vpper hand of Florus, ouer: 
thew all his hoaſt, ſo that Florus was con- 
ſrainedto flee alone out of Jeruſalem vnto 
Egypt. In the way as he fled, he chanced ta 
meet with R. Agrippa coming from Rome 
from Nero C ſar, & going home into Iudea, 
to whome Florus declared what had hapned 
him thzough the youth of the Jewes at Je⸗ 
rulalem , And as Agrippa had paſſed E- 
gypt, and dꝛew toward Jeruſalem, his ſiſter 
Peronicedirected her letters vnto him, moo⸗ 
ting him to iopne with the Jewes, and to 
aide them. The people alſo came wholp the 

pace 
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ſpace of xl. miles out of the citie of Jeruſg 
lem to meet him, # fal down flat befoꝛe him, 
crying, God ſaue our King. Agrippa. But 
the R. ſtudied al he might, to pꝛocure quiet: 
nes F peace to the citie people. So he en 
tred into Jeruſalem, accompanied with two 
noblemen of Nome, woꝛthy captains, whom 
he bꝛought with him in his traine. And when 
he came into the nnodeſt of the city, the peo: M c- 
ple cried mainely out vpon him, ſaying, De. ;; 
liver vs, O Bing, and let thy hand and helpe MW { 
be on our ſide, to ſuccoꝭ vs,fo2 we will neut . 
moꝛe be under the Romane ſubiection. The MW «| 
King hearing this, pittied the people veric MW + 
much: notwithſfanding,he was not content MW 5 
that they were minded to rebell againſt the MW « 
Romane Empire. Aherekoꝛe he called to: 
gether the people , at the entraunce of the 
Court of the Temple, where were pꝛe⸗ 
ſent the Elders of Iſrael, and all the chiefe 
men, with the high pꝛieſt Anani, and ve: 
clared vato them the power of the Ro- 
manes, the ſtrength of their Kingvoime, 
and what Nations rounde about them they 
had ſubdued, in ſuch ſozt, as no remaine of 
them was left, 4Uherefoze bee beſought 
them not to pzouske the Romanes , noꝛ to 
deſiroy the people remaining in __ 
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He woded mozeouer, Tf ye wil cine earefo 
mine adutle(ſaith he) J know it well, deere 
hꝛethꝛen, that there reſteth in your heartes a 
great griefe , and I mp lelfe am {il oc {ops 
row and anecutth, that wee are not of power 
able to withitand the Romanes: Albeu, if 
you wil be ruied by my counſel, pe (hal find 
a rcdzeſſe fo2 this matter. For whereas 
counſel is, and good deliberation, there 
is lafetie, and thinges come to proſperous 
ſucceſſe. Dee hall ſuſtaive fo a while the 
yoke of the Romairre captatnes , till J map 
certifie Nero of the matter by my letters, 
and intreate him to ridde vs of theſe Nulers. 
J beſeech pou be not haſſ ie of libertie: Many 
ſeeking libertie, haue fallen into further 
capt:uitie and greater bondage, There be 
aàmongſt our people many euil diſpsſed per⸗ 
ſons, whole delight is in warres, faz it is 
their whole ludie: amongſt whom manic 
goon men doe alſo periſh, Wherefoze heare 
my woꝛdes, as fo? them that be wiſe , may 
perceine the matter themlelues: they that 
lacke experience, let them learne wiledome 
at my ſayinges , Reepe therefoze ſilence, 
which ſhall bee aſwell to mine, as to pour 
owne commoditie, fs2 J ſhall not neede to 
iraine my ſelfe, but ſpeake the ſoftlier —

ſhall pee not thinke pour ſelues in bondage, 
but in libertie, and woꝛthilp, koz then only is 
ſcruitude greeuous, when as the ruler is an 
vniuſt man and wicked, Now therefoze ſtap 
pour ſelues, quarrell not wich them: foꝛ al: 
thaugh they be wicked, yet wil they be alha⸗ 
med to doe wꝛong openly: as that they do, 
they doe it ſecretly, But if pee ſhould accule 
them too much, they would rubbe their foze: 
beades. and doe it openly without all ſhame, 
fo ſhould you make of pour Judges and ru: 
lers. pour open enemies, But it were farre 
better to (uffer an vniuſt gouernor then a iuſt 
encie, 02 the one robbeth men pꝛiuilp, the 
other is an open deſtroter : p2ouoke them 
not therefoꝛe. Conſiver the wilde beaſtes 
that bz vader mens power, and bee kept in 


chaines, as lyong, beares , and * 
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if a man let them alone, they are quiet and 
harme no man. Fut if a man go to their 
dennes and anger them, they will flee vpon 
him, and weary him and other too that bee 
pe lent. The ſame ye map perceiue ina Fe. 
uer and an ague, which ik a man will go a⸗ 
bout to cure at the beginning, he (hal make 
it moꝛe greeuous: but it hee will remedie it 
by leiſure, the feruencie of it will eallly bee 
queched. Now therfoze refrain pour ſelues, 
take heede p pou ſet not Cæſar in pour tops, 
and the whole Romaine Empire. Ce/ar co- 
ueteth not your harme, neither ſent he vuto 
you tyeſe rulers to hurt you, His eies can- 
not lee frõ Caft to Weſt, noꝛ his hand reach 
from Rome hither, fo it is fleſh and hloud. 
But if pe will abide til I may ſend Embal⸗ 
ſadoꝛs to Cæſar, I doubt but J ſhal remoue 
theſe ruters, and rid you of them peaceably, 
vithout any war oꝛ blondſhed, Jf pee be vt: 
terlp determined to reſiſt the Romaine Em⸗ 
pire, pou ſhall vndexftand pou be in no wiſe 
able to doe it: fo2 God is euerie where on 
their ſide, ſo that they be Loꝛdes tbꝛougb⸗ 
ut all the wozlde, and all people lerue 
hem, and ſhal, till their end alſo come. But 
if ye will not do this fo2 your own ſakes:pet 
oe it fox pour owne Countries ſake , your 
” childzen 
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childꝛen and wiues, the ſanctuarie & pꝛieſg, Ml 
whom pee ate bound to loue and ſpare, left g 
ye taſt away, and vndoe al them at once, 11 
beicech you take my woꝛdes in good part, l 
fo2 J have ſpoken nothing but that is n M'* 
pour wealth, and that map further our peace . 
with the Komans, which J moſt with, if (l 
you wil be ruled and chule peace, J wil take MY” 
pour part, and dae the beſt J can foꝛ you; 
but if ye will needes haue watres, pee (hall Q 
haue it alone fo2 me, J wil not meddle with 
vou. (Tit this Agrippas fell on weeping, 
and la dd alſe ali ige Clders with hin, and 
the men ot moſt wiledome, ihe chtefe in al 
Firaet, pea Ananz the high Jeſt allo could 
not refraine from cares. j20twithſtanding, 
Eleaſur his out ſonne , with his routes a 
warlike young men about him, they weyt 
not at alt , no2 woulde hearken oꝛ giue ani 
eare to wholſome counſell ; but all at once 
with their dꝛawne ſwoꝛdes, violently m. 
ſhed vpon the Romane Captains that came 
with. Aęrippas, fiewe them, their men, and 
all the multitude that was with him in Jt- 
ruſatem and Judea, The Elders in Judta, 
with the wiſeſt & godlieſt Ilraelites, ſeeint 
what was done, departed from Jeruſalem, 
fearing Nero and the crueltie of che Rv 
manes, 
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manes, therefoze they tooke the Towne of 
Sion, and remained there. Foz they woulde 
not be taken of the Romaines, to bee of the 
ſame confederacie with the other. The ſedi⸗ 
tious ſeeing that, tooke the temple of the 
Lond. So ſedition and ciuill warres fell be- 
tweene the ſeditious and the auncients. Foꝛ 
when Eleaſar heard, that the Elders and the 
heads of the people were fled to the Mount 
Sion, hee and his company let vpon them, 
pꝛeuailed againſt them, and flew a great ma⸗ 
ny ol them. Agrippas perceiuing the power 
of the ſeditious grew apace, hee ſent out of 
his campe where hee lap without the towne, 
two valtant captaines, one named Darius, 
he other Philippus, with OOO. men to ſuc⸗ 
cout thoſe Elders and Sages that were de⸗ 
ſirous of peace, Theſe p2enatied againſt E- 
eaſar and the ſeditious that tooke his part, 
ade a great ſlaughter of them, ſkirmifhing 
02 the ſpace of ſeuen daies togither, and at 
e length put them to flight, and purſued 
em to the Temple, From chat time foꝛth 
je wars increaſed moꝛe and moꝛe between 
Eleaſar and his complices , and Agrippe 
vith his hoaſt and the Sages, Elder s, 
t Pjinces that took their part. Upda tine 
phe the captains of Agrippes entred the 155 
Pies 
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ple, certaine cut-thzoate murderers, wagn 
by the {editions , mixt themſe lues amongt 
che kings bands, anz getting behinde thei 
backes, wounded them with (ſhozt daggers 
that they had vnder their iuckes, ſo that the 
kinges louldiers hating L aunces and great 
arming-\wo2ds in their hands, ſuch as the 
vie in the wartes, coulde not weeld them n 
the pꝛeaſe. By this meanes many of them 
were flame, andthe ſeditious gat the vic, 
toꝛie. Thus Darius and Philippus with the 
Romance armp were pat to flight, and the 
Elders with the Sage that were deſirous 
of peace,departed ou: of the towne.andfle 
foking A grippes, Then had Eteaſar the 
ſeditious the while rule of the ottic, and tha 

to all their great damage. #o the fury ofj 
ſeditious in creaſed to ſuch outragiouſueſſ 
that they ſet a fire king Agrzppas houſe tha 
he had in Jeruſal?, ſpoyled all his treaſutt 
ant al that was any thing waꝛch, they diu 
den amongſt thenf, They burnt the bookeMi 
of accomptes and billes of debts euery ont 
that were in his pallace. Beronices houleal 

ſo the kinges ſiſter they ſet on fire, and tt 
flewe all the cunning artificers that weng chi 
SHaiſters of the kinges woꝛkes. So tha che 
Yule and power in the Citte gtewe tum 
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ay moꝛe and moze greeuaus then other. 
[2 thoſe dayes dwelt the JeWes and Ard: 
# mites together in all the aties ot Syria, a. 
nongſt whom lſo was war mourd, foz the 
relarians bought the Nomanes into the 
owne againli the Jewes, and ſiew them as 
nany as they ruuld find in the cowne. The 
Damaſcians alſo conſpiren together to de⸗ 

trop al the Jews that dwelt amongſt them, 

phich thing they kept ſecret kr their wines, 
etauſe ta the moſt part they fauoured the 
Atwes religton,. Therefoze the Aramites 
pon a certaiut night armed loꝛ the puryoſs, 
jeſet all uhe waies and entrantes into the 

on, and houſes alla, ſlew about 10000. 
the Jewes, tomming vßon them at vna⸗ 
wares, whF they were in their bens, nothing 
müllruſting any ſuch matter. Then the 
Jewes of Jeruſalt heard how the. amiter 

tied dealt wich the — in cheir cauntrex, 
-W{odainely thep put themſelues in armeß, 
— — ethos whelpes, thep 

nd beares 

110. Dammefco, burnttheirholas, put the 
Damaſciaui totheſwiydy men; women and 
Fciuld2en; enen the very fucking babes : yea, 
IM” oxen, and ſheepe, camels, a affes, with 
WW Miue. And _

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chey dealt with many cities di the Syrizn, 
lleying e lalung them, not ſparmg either op Auen 
oz vong . malt, oꝛ female, but defiroped al 
maſtrruettwiſe, euen the verie infants am 
Fircklings they haled from their mothen 
Heaſts, æ murthered them, inſomuch that 

the whole land was full of inch of the den 
bodies that wert lain, fo: there was no mu 

left to hurie the carkaſſes. So the Jewen nen 
waſted ali the land of che. ram ixes, and h 
de ſtruycd it, had not Cæſtiar a tcaptaine i , 
the Nomaiues deliuered Syrzz c the coun M; 
trey of Zofa. The people therefoze departet 
wholy fr Am, to returne into Iudea, Fit 

the wap they came to Scithopolis a cititit 
Syria, intending to be ſiege it, fo2 it was yu. 
left vntouched; and was verie ſtrong. M 
that time al lo Jewes and. Aramites duet gti 
together in it. The Jewes cherefoze thun 
wert wit haut, offered peace tuthe Jewes . 
thatdwelt in che tome, but thep refuſedit, 

and deen them rayling at thema & foꝝ the 
friendly offer, arquited them with oppotn. 
ous womma and wich iniuries atſe Nop thele Y; 
Jewes that dwelt in the aloꝛeſaid city, with 

the Aramites, loud together like ethꝛen, ret 
and fo2 the moſt part, they were af the Leni — 
ticall tribe, ſont mes and hardy,/Thehot Þ nd 
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of the Jewes without the citie ſaid vnto 
em. Me come friendly vnto vou. would 
aide you. The brher Jewes within anſwe⸗ 
ted. Mee will neither pour friendſhip no2 
aide. The armie ol the Jewes heating that; 
conſented ct agreed ta raiſe their ſiege, to go 
Jeruſalem and there to remaine: I oꝛ they 
had a huge booty of gold and ſiluer that they 
had gotten together ol the (pofles of $yria. 
after this, the Hrian that dwelt in 8c / ho- 
oli (aid to one another, Nut caſe the Jews 1 
retarne again and make war vpon vs, ſure- How al things 
yl they ſhoulde ſo dor, theſe Fewes that r "F 
dwell amongſt vs, woulde topne with them, gion. 
and deltuer vppe the citie into their handes, - 
nd then would they be revengeBvppon vs, 
ind deſtroy vs as they haue done the other 
Cities of Dyna, Therefoze they agreed to 
ſay vnto the Jewes and inhabitants of the 
Citie with them, e vnderſtand pour toun⸗ 

riemen will inuade vs againe, und make 
varre vpon vs: wherefoze depart pee kooꝛth 
Wot the Citie wich pour wiues and childꝛen, 
Ind lodge in the wood nie vnts the citte till 
rhetr armie be gone againe, and then du ſhal 
Freturne vnto vs. The Jewes were content 
Ee fulfill their mindes, went out of the cttie; 
15 placed themſelues in the wood! There. 
I2 wo 


ok the Jewes that dweit in Seithopoli, 
remainen altogether bolvly in the woot, 
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was amongſt them a certaine yong man na 
med Schimeon a good man of war, fierceghig 
made, and verie ſtrong; withal he in the faug 
of the Gentiles had ſlaine many Tewes, am 
deſtroied much of the people of God. F 
during the time that the Jewes belege 
Scithopoliz,,. he iſſued out continually, and 
ſkirmiſhed with the hoaſt of the Jewes, mg 
ny time putting them to flight, and neuer 
would ſuffer them to waſte the towne, ozto 
doe any harme to the inhabitants 
Now as this Schimeon with his fathers, 
an honeſt old man, and the reſt of the people 


without miſtruſting any harme, the Ne 
mans ioyned with the Syzians in great ni 
ber, entred the wood, and flew the Jewes, 
chat euer they could finde, to the number of 
13, thouſand. Schimeos himſelfe with hi 
father and their fanulies, had pitched ther 
cents me vnto a tame fountaine that was u 
the wood, to whome when thrir enemies 
came to ſley them, and to deftroy their whoit 
families, Schimeon ranne-vppou them uu 
his dꝛawen ſwoꝛd, made a great flaughterol 
them, and conſtrained them ta retire, Bu 
when a huge multitude enuironed Me”

and haue kept inuiolated che love of ſtran⸗ 


fozyourpleaſures,J haue flame oft both the

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- take bengeante of my tife, not without 
and furic;moft ſeuerelp, becauſe J haue 
my fellowes and friendes. Iwill therefoy 

flap my ſelle, to be auenged of my ſelfe, in 
my bzathers blood that J haue ſhed, and 
Hall J be reuenged of their blood. Andy 
ſhall well perteiue me to be of that havdingg 
and courage, that rather then ye ſhall fp 
me, and after boaſt and bꝛag how pc haue k 
led Schimeon, J will bereaue mp ſelfe of 
ufe, and punilb the wedding of my bꝛolhen 
bloud none otherwiſe, then the Lawe puni⸗ 
ſheth amurderer and manqueller. CUhenhe 
bad ſpoken. this, his cies were filled with 
blood and his face with rage, and ſo fnflame@ 
with furie, laping apart all pittie, ran and 
caught holde o his father, baled him oute 
the wood and ſlew him. Then flew he his 
mother, leſt ſbe ſhould entreate him foz the 
childzen,. aud be loꝛp foꝛ their ſakes. Thu 
dane, his wife came running of her own ac 
coꝛd, ct held her necke down to che ſwoꝛd, lel 
we ſhauld be conſtrained to ſee her childen 
die. Dea, Schimeons childzen came t offered 
themſelues ta be ſla ine, leſt they ſboulde ſe 
the death of their father, oꝛ remaine after him 
to be deltuered to the enemies. After this, he 
2 all his whole familie, that not 1 1 

hou 
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ſhauld come inta the hands ol their enemies» 
Finally, hee gathered their hodies together 
into one plate, like a valtant ſtout warriour, 
t then boldly goared himſelfe vpon his own 
{wozd, leſt any man els ſhould unygire bis 
frength,o2 boaſt that he had killed him. 

Althis Schimeon did with a great courage, 
tp take puniſbment of himlelfe, becauſe he, 
hay beſtowed his loue rather pponſtrapgers, 
then vppon his owne people, and to declare 
bis foꝛce and manhood, - 

So hee died an abhominable and deteſte⸗ 
ble death, laue onely it was an argument of 
his hautie mind and great couzage, as it is 
ſaid befozg, 1 

Nowwhen the Tewes had thus rebelley 
againſt the Romaus, and ſlaine their ſouldi⸗ 
Us and captaines, king 4 .g7/py4s went to 
Rome and reraunted vnto NeroCeſer the 
yupero2 of Rome, alt that wag happened.

Aherupon Nero ſent captaine Caſtius (that 


was at that time in Spꝛia , c had made war 
aon the king of Perſia, had vanquiſhed him 
t al his power, and ſubdued his dommions 
to the Romans) and with him a puiſſant ar 
mie of the Romanes, commanding him to 
go into Judea, to ofer peace vnto the peo · 
ple, to comfoze them, and to bzing them 
I 4 acaine 
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Kaine into league with the Romanen ifig 
wight be. Ca ſtuus therfoze tookehis ioꝛnp to: 
wards 1-dea,why A grippas met inthe way; 
E infozmed-him what had hapned vnto bim 
of the Jews, bom he had offrevthem peace, 
and they would none of it, how allo they had 
burnt bis palate # ſacked it, Caſous hearing 
that, was very glad that be had gotten ſach 
an occaſion, to teuenge the blood of the Ro: 
manes and Syztans which the Jewes hay 
Ned. CAherefoze he leuied a mighty arme, 
and came to Ceſarea, And-whereſocyerhy 
might eſpie the goodlieſt butlomgs, thoſt 
rauſed he tobe hurnt. Fromthente went he 
to the cittie /apho, which be beſieged boch by 
land and water, and at length wan tt, where 
be ſlew in the treets-8000; and 400. meu 
After that he came to Jades, where he firlt 
burnt al the countrey about it, and whom 
ſoeuer hee caught without the To ne het 
ſteu them. But the Cittizens of Jippoxit 
went out to meete cſtius and beſought hit 
of peace; whome he ſpared, came not die 
their Towne, u62 flew any that dweltin 
their countrey, The ſedicious Jewes that 
were in the Cittie-of Zippozte , hearing of 
Caſteus comming, fled vnto the mountaines. 

But in the way they lighted vppon parte of 


Cofti- 
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calim armp, whereof they ſlew 100. men, 
Fwounded theit captaine G/aphire. Det at 
length the ledittaus were put to flight, ma 
nyofrhem Glapbira with his hoꝛlemen pur⸗ 
ſued, auerthꝛew and deſtroyed: the reſt fled 
to che mountaines, Then Glaphira captaine BY 
of Caſtius armp , went to Ceſarea that was 1 
ſubdued to the Romanes , there to cure his |; 
woundes that the Tewes hadde ginen him. 

Thence went hee to Antipire , which as he „ 
would haue aſſatilted ,- he perceined ic to be 

furniſhed with a great power of the Jews & 

ſedicious, Thele hearing Caſtius allo was 

comming, tbey went Due to fight with 

him : but perceiuing that Caſtins power was 

very great, thep determined to encounter 

wich him in the platine of Gibeon, 50. miles 

from Jeraſalem-; Mhereupon the Jewes 

dich their companies, kained themſelues to 

lee, to thintent they might ſtale the Romans 

after them. And within ſixe dayes they came 

0 Gibeon, and there reſted, Caſtius purſued 

after with all hishoaft, till he came to Gibe⸗ 

an, which he beſieged and aſſaulted alſo. It 

chaunced then vppon one bf the Sabbaoths 

in the moꝛning watch, the Jewes (armed at 

all points) illuev out of the towne to giue 

en enemies a camilado. So after they hay 

giuen 
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ginen a token of war, they marthed towing

the hoaſt of Ca/?tus, whereofthey flew 5 15, re 
hozſemen,and footemen 27. thouland;/ with I ar 
cit 

of 


the tofle of only 22. of their owng company, 
In that battell did well appeare the valiant: ot 
nelle of 24::2545 a captaine of the Jeweg ar: MW 1R 
mie, One Baudius aiſo plaied the man, at the MW m 
{ame time: foꝛ at the tommaundement of x: po 
leaſar the pꝛieſt, chiefe of the ſeditious, he lu Ml fo) 
the firſt foote within the Romanes campe, Ill th! 
Then beganne the Jewiſh warriours co bee MW we 
famous, after they hay once ſo mankully en- thi 
countred with the Romans. This dane, Ca. R 
ſtiusand A grippes [ent their embaſſadours F. 
pet once againe to Jerufalem to Eleaſar the I bo 
fonne of. Au ant the pꝛieſt, chieft of the rebels Ml (1 
that were in dea and Jexuſalem, requiring Wl it 
peace, and to tame in league with E/afer, WW on 
teſt the people ofthe Jewes ſhauld be verer- Wl 
ty veftroyed by the Romans incurſions and 
muaſians on euerp ſide. But Eleaſar refu: 
fed to heare the Legates, and ſlew one al 
them becauls he made too many woꝛdes, i 
perſuading the peate and league. Upon this 
Eleaſar aſſembled the pʒieſts and people to⸗ 
gether, to go out and ſight with chu. Ca. 
tins perceiving howe Eeaſar, and the 
people were affected, aud what mon 

epcy 
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thep were of, how they had vtterly conſpi · 
redto dellrox che Romanes that were there, 
and to conſume them cleane, having a ſuffi⸗ 
cient triall alſo ot the foꝛce and haltantneſſe 
ofthe rebels: he determined full to goe to 
Rome, fo2 be perceiued he was not able tu 
match with the ſedicious , neither his awne 
power to be campared with theirs, UWAhere- 
ſoꝛe he would go ſee what end ſhuld come of 
this wars, and what counſel Ceſars mateſtte 
would giue. Taking his ioꝛny there foꝛe to 
the citte /apbo, hee found there letters of the 
Komanes, foz thither was their army come. 
From thence went he with them &his ow:;e 
hoaſt to Rome, and made relation unto Ce- 
ar of ſuch things as had chanced bim: wher⸗ 
at Nero was wondertully. abaſhed, and not 
onely hee, but al the people of Rome were 
1c. aſtonted to heare of the great puiſſance 
and valiauntneſſe of the Jewes , Foz the 
which cauſe*the warres ceaſſed foz that 
Feere., ſo that the land of Tudea was at 
great reft and quietnefle that peare, thaough 
Eleaſars meancs the head rebell, eſpecially 
from the handes of wicked C ai; that bad 
{wozne to reuenge the Komancs, & to quite 
the zewes, and that he would deſtroy all the 
m_ as none ſhuld be left — 

thele 
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theſe are they that deliuered Jſrael in the 
time of the ſecond temple, out of the handes 
of their enemies , what time as wars were 
moued againſt the Jewes and their country; 
what time alſo commotions and tumulteg 
beganne in Fſrael, The firſt bulineſſe was 
made bp Antiochus the wicked King of a. 
cedonia:who had determined not toleaue one 
man in Iſrael. Dis miſchieuouſnes p2ocee: 
ded ſo far, that he ſlew of the people of God, 
the ages and wile men, Pꝛinces, Elders 
and pong men, childꝛen great and mall, 3. 
raelites, Leuites allo; and ]911eſtes , vntll 


all the chie fe men of Judea caſt their heades 


togither, and went to Mathathias ſonne of 
Tochanan the high peſt in the Motintol 
Modiit, where he hid himſelfe fo2 the inigui: 
tie of Ant ioc hut and his rulers, crying vþon 
him, and faping, Deliuer at this feaſonthe 
people of the Loꝛd, and neuer thinke toe 
ſcape thy ſelle, whiles the moft wicked eng: 
mie raungeththus, and runneth vpon thy 
people, æ ſheddeth thy bloud. Fo2 the blouy 
of all Iſrael, what is ic but thy bloud : and 
the eies of every man are fixed vpon thee: 
ping þ thou ſhouldſt aſliſt + aid them in this 
tcalamitie, that they may finde deliueraunce 
by thy meanes . Mattathias —_ 
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wept bitterly, and ſaid vnto them, Feare pe 
not, no2 let theſe PMacedonians dilmap vou, 
the L 02d ſhal fight fo2 you, be pe only quiet. 
do then was Mattathias ſtirred, t deliue⸗ 
red Ilrael out ot the handes of Ant iochut, + 
after be had ouercommed him, hee was high 


mieſt fo2 one peare, and then died. In whole 


rootne ſucceeded ladas his ſon, who execu⸗ 
ted the office in the temple ſixe peares, and 
was ſlaine m battaile. Then his bzother Io- 
chauan was chiefe in the temple 8. peares, & 
died likewiſe in battaile. atterward his bꝛo⸗ 
ther Schtmeon was ruler 18. pearts, whom 
Pro/omec his wines father poiſoned at a da« 
quet, Then lochanan his ſon ſucceeded his 
father in the office,that is, bee that was na · 
med Hircanus, firſt of that name lo calleo, 
becauſe he vanquifheda King ok that name 
falled Hircanus, he raigned 21. yeares, aus 
died, Afterwards raigned ¶Ariſtobulus one 
pere, hee was called the great king, becauſe 
he firſt put the royal crowne vpon his head, 
and turned the dignity of the vigh pꝛieſthood 
into a kingdome, vnhallowing and tapning 
the holineſſe thereof 480. peares, and thee 
monethes after the returning of Jirael 
from Babilon. Mee being dead his brother 
Alexander raigned 27, peares , After 

whole 
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whole death Alexandra his wife held the 


kingdome 9. peares. and died. In whoſe 
ſteed, ſucreeved her ſonnet A iſobalar, ald 
raigned 3. ꝓerrs. In his time Pompey a Ro. 
mane captain came agamſt Jeruſalem, wan 
it, and appꝛehended Ar ſtobalut, bound him 
in pꝛons, & caried him taptiue to Rome i 
whole plate hee ozdatned He rcanu his bis; 
ther to lucteede, who ralgned foꝛty peares, 
During bis raigne, rebelled Aug onut, fon 
of Ay iſſobului, Hircanas bꝛother, and with 
the aide ol an army of the erſlans encoun⸗ 
treu with Hircanus, tooke him pꝛiſoner, and 
ſent him to Babplon, cutting off his cares; 
that he Hould neuer after be meet either fon 
the prefthbod, oꝛ fo2 the kingdome ; Au. 
gonus raigued tinee peres. In his daies He. 
rod fled and ioyned him ſelfe with the Ro: 
manes, by whole helpe hee ſlew: £.n:zgouut 
che third pere of his raigne, x raigned after 
him 37. yeres, then died. after Herod, ſug 
ceeded inthe knigdom Archelaus his ſonnet 
who was taken dy the Nomanes, the ninth 
deare ot his raigne, laide in bandes, ended 
his life at Rome. Next to him raigned 
Antipater his bother, who chaimged 
bis name, and called himſelfe Herod, het 
rained fully ten peares, overcame and = 
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fied fopaine, becauſe the king of Spain hay 
zauihed and taken away his zothers wife, 
um chere died. Alter him followed <4grip - 
par ſhane of #riſtoba/us, that was his b)o- 
thertzon, de raignedz 3.yeres, after whoſe 
death, his ſon A grippas raigned20,ycres, 
This is that Agrippas of whom wee nawe 
ſprake of, and of the calamitie that befell in 
his time vpon Iſrael. Fo all the while thac 
he raigned, the warues betweene the Ro: 
manes and Ilrael neuer ceaſed, g vntill the 
people of Andea ure led captine into che 


pouinceofche Romanes,what time alſo the 


Temple was deſolage : I meane the deſola« 
tion ol che ſecond temple , which wee lawe 

with our eies bilde g and deliroied - 
The 20. veate of the raigne of king A - 
gripper, tbe g. dap pbche 5. monethg that is 
called.

deteſſours in time paſt. 3 haue heard what 
Caſtius the captain of mine armie hath done 
vnto pou, which diſpleaſeth mee out ol mea 
ſure. Mherefdꝛe J aſſure vnto you a faith 
full league, by the conſent and counſell of 
Senate of Rome, that hereafcer there ſill 
neuer Komane captame ftit hand noꝛ foota 
gainſt pau : but rather your heades,Rulerz 
# Judges, ſhall be all Jewes, and ot Jery: 
ſalem. Yea, Agrippat pour king, ſbatbeloz 
of al yourRulers, and what he romandeth, MW ; 
he ſhal do itꝛthe Romanes ſhal only be called Wl < 
pour Loꝛds, and haue u moꝛe ts doe nh 7 
you. Ha when theſe Tegates came to /Jeru IM |: 
lalem, they went and ſpake with A nani ie W | 
ꝛteſt, infoꝛming him of Neroe minde, en I u 
ſhewed him his eng afoze him, MW | 
The pieſent was this, a Bul foz aburatel- n 
fering, with a crown of gold vpon his head, en 
his hoznes alſo were couered with gold vp. || 
on him was a tloth df purple powdjed with I 
pꝛetidus ſtones , there went rerteme alen 
him that carried tenne talentes of guldt be 
binde followed verie manie che epe foꝛ peace 
offeringes. When Eleaſar, nodes (ont 
heard thereof, hee came and caff out of the 
teniple ofthe Lon Nero Cæſari gy: 
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faying, e &e will not pzophane and vnhalow 
the ſanctuarie of our Loꝛd, with the offrings 


okſtrangers. Fo2 our Lozd God wil accept 


neither their burnt offerings, noꝛ their peace 
offrings, When he had ſo lald, he ſounded a 
trumpet, ſet his men in aray againſt the hoatf 
of the Romanes that kept watch and warde 
in the citie of Jeruſalem, & flew many of thẽ 
that dap, with one eftherr Captaines alſo, 
and another they tooke aliite. Me being a va- 
liant man, and ſeeing the touts ofthe Jewes 
to bzge him greeuoullp, ſaide vnto them, 
Saue mp like, and J wil peeld. Unto whom 
Ele ſar the rebell ware, that he would not 
ley him, but ſpare him koꝛ his manhood; (foꝛ 
he had llaine verie many ofthe Tewes afo2e ) 
whereappon he peelded himſelfe. Then E- 
leaſar {ard vnto him; like as thy woꝛd hath 
made many women childleſfe, ſo ſhalt thy 
mother be made chilvlefſe of thee aboue als - 
tber, and therewith contt arie to his oath, hee 
commanded bis ſeruants to kill him. King 
Azrippaeeing this, was wonderkult fo2ie, 
Lherefoze as he ſtood in one ok the ltreetes,

| vs together. That Agrippa, percetwing, 
he gat him thence wich al the (peed he might, 
and the rebels purſued hun, but in vatne, fox 
they could not ouertake bun. Sohe gat to 


lapho,a towne vader the Romans where he 


was in lakegarde. From thence he fled ta 
Rome, and declared to the Emperour Vero, 
the milch:efz chat befell at Jeruſalem, t all 
that {evittous Eleaſar had doone to his oſſe⸗ 
ung: alia hawe h bis commandement tooke 
no place. Aherekoꝛe Nero jopned vnto him 
againe Ca/Zivs with a huge armie, where⸗ 
wich they both entted Iadea, and wanne ma⸗ 
ry walled townes, amonglt which they ra⸗ 
ccd Japan, £22 the Romaues perceiuing 
the power of the rebels to encreaſe, were 
alratne let they ſhoulde gette it into their 
handes, whereby it might bee anopance in 
time lo come ts the Romaties : chielelp fe c⸗ 
ing it was a notable auc: i fo2 their Tips 
toarrivein Judea. After this, both 2 
zrippas and Coſtins led their armie towards 
Jerulalem, to warre vpon che rebels, and 
biterly to deſtroy them, 84 /r and other 
1 wich much people, hearing that they 
Ji 2 ilſuer 
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iſſue out againſt them, & found them encam⸗ 
ped in the wap, betweene Ternlalem & Ja: 
pho. But after !hep hadopned their battel, 
many of the Jewes were flame by the Ra 
mans: the reſidew, Caſtius and Agrippa 
put to flight, and purſued the chaſe vnto the 
gates of {cruſalem, beſieged alſo the cite 
to the ſpace of 3.daics, The 4.dap p pꝛieſis 
& the people 1ſtued out ſodainely, vnawartz 
to the Romanes, ſet vpon their:campeand 
ſiew 5000.footemen, and 1000, hodſemex; 
Caſtius lceing that neither he noꝛ his coulde: 
ſcape, he choſe sut 40000. ok his beſt ſoul: 
diers, and placed them betwirt his camp and 
the pꝛieſts, commanding them to ſtand all 
the night founding their trumpets, and ma 
king of fires, that he and Agrzppas might e 
ſcape, & that they ſhould not remooue out o 
their place til the moꝛrow. Tye {ewes heats 
kening to the ſound of the trumpets, & nit 
ſing what thep ſhould meane, purſued net 
the Romaines ; but perceiuing in the mo} 
ning, that they were departed toward Ceſ# 
rea, z. daies iourny off, Eleaſar with the pes. 
ple followed, & in the wap found their bag: 
gage ſtrawed, chat the Romans had caft fri 
them, to run the lighter, and eſcape the tall 
lier, which they let lie, and purſued them . 
( 
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the gates of Ceſaria. But Caſtiu: and.4grip- 
pas got faſt within the town, & from thence 
went both together to Rome, where they 
declared vnto Nero th? emperour, how they 
ſped at Jeruſalem, & as thep were making 
relation of this vato the Emperour, there 
tame alſo a poſt out of Perſia, with tidings 
that the king of Berſia was reuolted from 
the Romane entpire, Theſe things troublcy 
the Emperour ſoze, to ſee almoſt all fall 
from hun, that heeretofoze had obeyedthe 
empire of the Romaincs, 
At the ſame time returned 7 8 2 nut 
Z aptaine of the hoaft that Nero hed ſent tnto 
Wl the Wieſt partes as Germanie, Britaine, and 
Sp4ine, which lads he hap ſubdned, & bꝛoghe 
bnder the ſubtection of Nero. To bim Nero 
{ MW declared, what miſchiete the Pꝛieſts had 
WM wought to the Romane hoaſt in Idea, hom 
bey had flaine the Romans, and ſo foozch, 
alche tale as he had heard of Agrzppe 4 Ca; 
Laus, which diſpleaſed v] very gregt⸗ 
h. after this Nero leut Vaſpa/ian cataine, 
„end his ſoune T7, to reneng? the Nowians 
bppon the Perſians and Jewes, giuiug in 
commanndement to race their walled cities, 
to beate downe whatſoeucr they founde, 
without ſparing ever. man, woman, oz 
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child,infants, ſucking babes, oz olde folkes, 
but to flep all, So Yaſpaſren and Tens [et 
fo2warde with a choſen and pickt armie of 
the Romanes, paſſed the ſeas, and came to 
Antiochia. The Jewes hauing wtelligence 
of this, choſe out all their captaines, thce ot 
the pꝛincipall and moſt expert warriers, of 
whome J Joſeyh prieſt that wiote this hiſto⸗ 
ry was ene, who hy the diuine fayour am 
not ignoꝛ ant in feates of armes, no} daſtard 
in chiuairp, and Aran the high pꝛieſt, and 
Sleaſaꝶ his ſonue. To theſe 3. thep commit: 
ted che whole land of Jdc, diutding it to 
them by lot, gauc chem a furniture of war. 
One 3, parte therefoze (whith was whole 
Galilee, from the land of Ncprhali and be. 
vond ) fell co Joſeph the ꝛieſt, Sonne of Co- 
rioꝝ to his honour and glo2te, who for his 
woꝛthieneſſe, they named alſo To/tphon, be! 
cauſehe was then annointed, appointed, and 
conſecrated to the warres. The ſecondlot 
rame koꝛth: by the which fell vnto en 
the pꝛieſt, the citie of Jeruſalem; c rhe coun: 
trie Aout it, with a charge to repaire the 
wals of the citie, to ſuſtaine the bunt of /a. 
ſpaſian if he ſuuld tome fo far. The third let 
{ei to Eleaſar the lon of A nan? the pꝛitſt, to 
whorie was ioyned captaing Iebaſcua, ant 
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other Jewilb captaines , By the ivertice of 
this lot,fell to him the whole land of Edam, 
from Elat to the red ſea, The reſt of the land 
from Jericho to CEuphꝛates, with that alſo 
that is beyond the riuer, e al the land of Me⸗ 
ſopotamia, kel to captaine Menaſches lot. To 
other pꝛinces alſo of Judea, and to the moꝛ⸗ 
thieſt pꝛieſts, they committed the fenced cit- 
ties from the limites and bounds of Jeruſa- 
lem vnto Egypt. Van taking his tours 

ny with his hoaſt from Antiochia, came and. 
yitched his tents in Aramc;ofa. Fo: he had 
deuiſed and determined thus with his coun- 

ſel : ürſt to inuade Galilce, and after to trie 
what chey could do in Lade. Joſeph Cor ion 
hating intelligence of this his purpoſe, de⸗ 
parted from Jerulalem to Galilee.” batlt vp 

thetownes that were deſtroped, and repats 
red their walles, gates, barres and pallates, 
damed alſo captames auer che people, to 
leade and gouerne them, lame of thoulands, 
lome of hundzeds,tribuncs, & decuriaus. He 
inſtructed the people alſo in feates of wars, 
what the ſounds ok trumpets ſigntged, what 
{ound ſerued to fall in arap, what to gather 
the ſouldiers tagether, and what to dinide 
them, After hee had inſtructed them in the 
knowledge and feates ok warre, he laid vnts 
B 4 them 
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chem thus: Pe hal vnderſtand(deere Jfrae- 
lites ) that ye go to fight at this pꝛeſent a, 
gainſt peur enimics: wherfoze let no effemi; 
nate feare ouercome pour hearts, noꝛ diſmay 
you at p ſight of pour enimies: but plap the 
men, & take a good courage toyou, to fight 
fo2 pour cities, foꝛ your country, @ foꝛ your 
ſelues, Be not afratd of death, but rather be 
Cowt in defence of your country, that pee be 
not led away from it, & to fight foꝛ the lant. 
tuary ofthe Loꝛd, that it be not ſtained am 
polluted with the vncleaneneſſe of the Cen 
tiles. Conſider , that it is better to die in 


batteſ, thẽ to live in captiuity & bondage. 


, Therefoze when as ye (hal come to topne 
with your enimies, and (hall ſee any of them 
beatextddwne, and attempt to riſe againe, 
whoſoeuer of pou is by & ſeeth him, remem⸗ 
ber the zeale of pour God, wherewtth it be⸗ 
commeth pou to reuenge his quarrell, and 


being mooued therewith, ſtrike him that he 


neuer riſe againe. But if you ſhall ſee anie 


of pour fellowes downe, being enclined with 


the zeale of pour God, reſcue him from the 
handes of your enimies: and ik he be not yet 
flaine, cure him. If hee be dead, ye ſhall doe 
what pee can to barie him in the Jlraelites 
burtall, And ſo it we ſhall chuſe rather to — 

then 
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then to liue, we foal pꝛoſper in our wars, we 
ſhall die foz the couenant of our God, and 
deliver our ſouls, bꝛinging them to be light 
of life in heauen. After he had ſaide this, hee 
choſe out ok the Jewes 60, thou land foote- 
men, and but few hoꝛſemen. Aud out of theſe 
he choſe 00. o the belt, ſuch as one ok them 
would not thzink from tenne, tenne from an 
hundzed,a hundꝛed from a thouſand, a thou⸗ 
ſand from ten thouſand. Tlich them Joſeph 
went to the cities of Agrippas that were in 
Judea,to win them. Foz Agtippas ſlucke to 
the Romans were it right oꝛ wong, with al 
the power be could make. Mee weut firſt to 
Tiarua, a great citie that belonged to 4 
grip, "whereas both his treaſure and mu⸗ 
mtton of warre lap, When he appꝛoched the 
citie, he ſpake to the people vpon the wals, 
and offred them peace, on condition that they 
ſhould open the gates, and deliuer vnto him 
all the treaſure of A grippas, and all his 
lewelles : This if they would doe, hee then 
woulde ſpare them, and ſlap none ok them. 
Were it not better fo2 peu (ſaith he) to take 
part with them that defeud che Sanctuarie 
of God and his inheritaunce, then to topne 
pour aide with Agrippas » which is confe- 
derate with your enemies, and aſlaileth vs, 
aͤug⸗ 
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augmenting the power of them that hate 
vs, fo that hee refuſeth not to fight a- 
gainſt the Sanctuary of the Loꝛd, and the 
people of his inheritance , The men of the 
towne condeſcending to Toſep/, opened the 
gates, & he entering the towne, made peace 
with them, and thep deliuered him all the 
kinges trealures, fo they liked Toſephs 
woꝛdes, and conſented to take lachpart as 
he tooke, 

At that time came newes vnto Toſeph that 
troubled him ſoꝛe: namely, that Tria 
had rebelled and had reuolted from the peo. 
pie that dwelt in Jerulalem, and were chan; 
ged from his lot, to become Veſoaſians (ub: 
iectes, who had let a Romane captaine ouer 
them, Fo? refozmation whereof, he left his 
army at Tiarua, and tooke ſix hund2ed vong 
men with him to Tiberias, comming vponit 
lodainly and at vnwares. And as hee ſtoode 
vpon the banks of Ceneſar, he eſpied the nas 
ute of the Romanes that lay there at road, to 
aid Veſpaſian, which Ie yh tcomanded to be 
bꝛoken in pecces, and to be ſcattered abꝛoad 
in the ſea, The men of Tiber iæs therfo2e let 
ing the chipbosꝛds diſperſed in that faſhion, 
they coniectured it was done by ſame of lo- 

ſephs hoaſt, wherefoꝛe y bands of 5 * 
ed 
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fed to the towne, got in, and fhut the gates. 
Joſeph notwithſtanding came to one gate of 
the cit ie, and cried that the people might 
beare, laping. What meaneth this conſpi⸗ 
racte of pours againſt me: yea, not againſt 
me, but rather againft the Lozd God, whole 
couenant pe haue tranſgreſſed,and bꝛoken Þ 
bond that we made wich him: pee haue allo 
violated pour othe that vou lware by the 
god of Jſrael, that we ſhuld altogither fight 
againſt our ennemies to abate their p2ide, 
The people anſwered krom the walle 8, Tdle 
belecch thee our Lopd , heare thy ternantes 
ſpeake. Gop fo2btdwe ſhould abide the Ro⸗ 
mans, and not rather the people. of the Lozd 
God of Ffrael and his ſanttnatie, with the 
people of his mherttance: owbeu there be 
amongſt vs certainc pꝛud men, ungodly 
perſons, that haue made a league with Ve- 
jp lan, and haue bzought wats the town one 
bis chiete captaines ; Aherekoꝛe and it 
ca e thee gur IL oꝛd to enter the Citie mith 
thy ſoukdiers, come vnto vs, that wee may 
lite with thee, rather then to peruhe in the 
handes of them that hate vs. Do they ope⸗ 
ned the gates, that /oſey went in, and took 
th town. The he cauled ts appꝛehend thoſe 
bugodly perlons that were there about ſtre 
bund}cd 
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$und2ed men, and laid thẽ in pꝛons, ſending 
them to Tiarua mhich hee had afoze taken; 
the other wicked men that had aided / aſp. 
ſtan he put to the lwozd , But the chieke go⸗ 
uernour ofthe towne he appꝛehended aliue, 
taried him out of the citte, and commeunded 
one of his Souldiours to cut off his handes 
forthwith. Then the captaine beſought lo. 
ſeph, ſaying, J beſeech thee my Lord, let one 
of my handes be cut aft, andthe other to be 
left me. This lute Joſeph and his ſouldicrs 
laught toſcozne, iudging him to be no Valli: 


ant man, noꝛ of anp hauty courage: Joſeph 


bade bis ſouldier gie him the lwoꝛd in his 
ob hand, © let him cut off whether hand he 
lift, and leaue him which hee will. So the 
Romaine captaine tooke the {wo2d, and cut 
off bis left hand himſelfe, leauing him the 
right, and ſo he was let go. Ye came there: 
foꝛe vnto Vaſpæſians campe, to ſhewe what 
ſhame was done him. After this, the Citt- 
zens of Zipporie rebelled alſo, making a 
league with Vaſpaſtan gnd the Rowanes 
boaſt, /oſeph being certificd of this made 
thither with his whole hoaſt to beſige it, but 
the towne abid the bꝛunt of the aſſault, that 
Toſeph coulde pꝛeuaile nothing againſt it. 
A berekoꝛe he beſieged it a long ſeaſon, 
About 
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About that time, it was ſigmifted alſo ts 
them of Jeruſalem,that the Ack /onires had 
entred in friendſhip with the Romanes, 
They ſent therefoze Neger the Edomite, and 
gehiloch the Babylonian, ! le hochanan with 
a power of the comm people, theſe came to 
Asbalon,s beſieged it a creat ſpate.C & ithin 
the tomne was a Romane captaine called 
Antonius, à valiant man, and a 099d war⸗ 
nour, hee vpon a cerfatne night, in the moꝛ⸗ 
ning watch, iffucd out of the Towne with 
his companie, to giue a Camiſado to the 
Jewes that beſieged the rowne, entred thrtr 
campe , and made a great laughter , cauti- 
nuing the lame till it was dap light, ſo that 
about 10000. of the Jewes were flame, the 
reſt neuer mooued out of theit place, ſaping: 
It is better koz vs to die in this battell, then 
to flee from our enemies. Therekoꝛe they 
tecke a good heart vnto thẽ, aud ſtood man 
fully in their ſtations and places, truſting in 
the Lozd God of Iſrael. And when it was 
day they alſo ſet themſelues in arap againſt 
Antonie, ſſem manp of his men, not without 
lofle alſo of their owne part, foꝛ Si oh the 
Babylonian's [rhochanan of Tevuſ le, were 
both flaine by $ Romanes, with other alfa of 
te Jewes;to the number of $000, fighting 
men, 
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men, that were vnder S/ lh and Tehochs- 
nn, And: neuer a one of the Jewilh captains 
elcaped that contlict, laue only Neger the E- 
domate, which hid himſetfe in a cercame Se⸗ 
pulchze that was there in che plaine » whom 
the Romanes in their purſuice lought, but 
found hun not (Aherekoꝛe they let afire the 
Mood, that it burnt round about the De- 
pulchꝛe wherein he lay hid, and canſumed al 
the trees, ꝛubbes and buſhes, but came not 
nie the (eyulchpe. F082 Negerhad called vnta 
che 2 029 with his whole veart, to deliuer 
hum this once kram his ennemies , [call hee 
ſhuld be 0: amefully handled of thein, pꝛouu⸗ 
ſing at ar other time to be readie ta die vali: 
ant ly in his quartell. So Neger eſcaped the 
Komanes by the help of the God of Jlrael, 
in whom he put his truſt. Shozcly after ſen 
the leroſolimites much people to Asbalons, 
to the number of 1 8000, good mien of war, 
to bury the bodies of che Jewes that were 
latne tu the conflictes by Antonſe. They 
ſought alſo the body of Neger! the Edoaite, 
but they foundit not, till at length hee cried 
vnto them out ol the Sepulfche, ſaying, J 
am here: Fo2 God hath dellüered mee out 
of the handes of mine cuemies, o the intent 
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ofthe Lozd. Ho Neger declared vnto them 
at large, all thinges how they chaunced vn⸗ 
to him: wherkoꝛe che Jewes reiopced won⸗ 
derfully, that they had found him aliues that 
he was laued by luch a myꝛacle, and 5 L oꝛd 
had deliueted him. Therefoze they put their 
confidence jn the Lozd, beleeuing that Ood 
would bee pꝛelſeut with them to aide them, 
whereof this deliuerance.of Neger they took 
fo a ſure ſigne and taken. The Romanes 
kept them within” the towne kz feare of the 
multitude of the Lewes that were come to 
bury the bodies. So the Jewes buried al the 
bodies of their owne part that were ſlaine in 
both battailes, koꝛ the Romanes were not a⸗ 
ble to phibite and let them, but held them 
in the towne. And when the buriall was ſt⸗ 
uiſhed, they tooke Neger with them ta Je⸗ 
tulalem, to giue God thankes there koꝛ his 
delucrance at that pꝛeſent.

their houſes he burnt, This voone, 10e / 
returned again to Z ie, fdught with the, 
and got the vpper hand, there ſhed he much 
blood of the people that had conſpired with 
the Romans, vtterly deſtroped them, burnt 
alſo their cities ans vilages, led their wiues 
and chilozru' pziſoners away to Jeruſalem, 
and what Romans ſoenerhe found there, he 
put them to death” When Vaſpaſian and 
7 itus had heard of all that /oſepb@ had dont 
againſt the Romans, both how he ſlew then 
garriſons. as manie as hee coulde finde i 
Galilee, and *alſo all the Jewes that hi 
made any league with, hem and his ſonnes, 
they were 'wonverfull wꝛoth and in a great 
rage, They todke therefozetheir tourney, and 
came to Apitelma otherwiſe called Ache, 
whereas at that pꝛeſent, Agrippes king of 
IA dea was abpding, end 40000. men with 
him, all good men of warte, and archers!⸗ 
uery oue:theſe ioyned themſelues with! 
ſpaſians armie, by which meanes theR6 
mans campe became very huge. Poren

out of other natiõs round about Judea, good 
men of warre without number, ioyned with 
Vaſpaſian. Os had aid alle of al p beſt men of 
war out of Mæſopotamia Aram ofa, Afſurs 
Sinear,Perſua,Chaldea, Macedonia, and out 
ofthe pꝛaumces of the. people ofthe Caſt} 
pea,the people of Mizraim, Lad, Denny 
Seba with all pꝛouinces farre and neere, that 
were under the {iibtection of the Tewes, caſt 
off the pake from their necks; & rebelled az 
gainſt che drminion of cut rulglem 5 :lopning 
their power with the Remane armie, to aide 
Vaſpaſidaſt Titus, Foz thele were afoze ſub⸗ 
[ects vnto the Jews, that ſoʒe had lnirdened 

them : wherefoze they came to help the Ro⸗ 
mans x to inuade Jetuſklem and the peoplt 
of the Jewes. Baut the Fdanick had not pet 
aſſociated themſelues unto vnn & Ti. 
zuc,fo2 they mere in lune ttion to the Zewes 
aud ſerued them, la that not one of them ai⸗ 
ded the Romans. dz lang beloꝛe they hat 
mooued. war againſt Jerprlatem, and coulde 
not get the victoue :: but the Jr mes pꝛeuai⸗ 
led againſt them and ſubdued them. H/yca- 
nur alſo the firſt R. of che ems circumciʒed 
them. They dweit allo in Jeruſalem, kept 
watch and ward about the honſe ofthe Lo2d, 


am mhis cquenant;'wichyut'all rebelliap-a- 
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gainſt che Jews aun Nera ſolimites. And it 
that pzefent was ahtttie thouſand-of the bel 
of the Edomſtes in Ferulalem which kept the 
wals, and the houſe ofthe LO. 
After this; V/ paſian Titus with al their 
boalt, tooke their iournep from Ach, any 
tame to Ga/z/ee, q in the mount they pitched 
their tents. Mihereok when tiomgs was 
Hought to loſeph, how the hoaſt of the Ko: 
mans lay vpon the mount of GæAlee, æ how 
Vaſpaſian had ſent befoze him a great power 
to repaire the bzoken wares, to fit the holes, 
& calt downe the hils, ta truel the way, that 
bis peoplemight paſſe the better, foꝛ he was 
ſoze moued agamftthe Jews: 7o/eph iſſued 
out of Zepporie with ail his power, ſet vpon 
them e ſlew ehem wirhthe moꝛd, taking ſuch 
vengeance of them, as neuer was the like a: 
foze, foꝛ bis Gad mas with him. / aſpaſian t 
Titus heating t this, deterunned te tet vpon 
Loſeph at vnwars, and ta beſet al the waits, 
that he ſhauld ticape of uo fave,” But Toſeph 
had intelligence of their comming:wherfoze 
he left Zippo, d went to Ter. whit her 
Vaſpaſiantolowed with his hot; Tofeph pet. 
reiuing tbem coming, fled from chenceof 
Jorpata, Þ biggelt city inatG«/#{cgloſed vp 
che gates, he a

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Then ſent 4 5727 an certaine noble men 
in emballage vnto loſeph, to debate the mat- 
ter with hem in this wile, Y/paſian gene⸗ 

tall ofthe Romanus armie, delireth to know 
wha it fhoulo auaile thee to be thus pend vp 
vim a walled town, he wils thee rather to 
come foo?!h to entreate of peace with him, 
nd to enter tuto a league together,fo2 it (hal 
Lee to thy auaite co ſerue Ceſar emperour of 
WY the Komanies; that thou maiſt liue, and nog 
be deſtroped, noꝛ pet arp of thy people with 
thee, Then !o/ep leut Emballadours agaur 
tu Vaſpuſſan, bemanduig truce foꝛ a fewe 
dayes, that he might commune of the matter 
with the people, and let them vnderſtand his 
woꝛdes: peraduenture (ſaich hee) they will 
de pertmaded to make peace wich thee, and 
then will wee enter in league wich the Ro» 
mans empire. ©0 Veſpaſian ceaſed from 
lighting aganiſt loſeph , permitting bim ta 
deliberate of the thing, Upon that, Toſep/ 
ſent Cmbaſſavours to all the people ac Je* 
tulalem, to the pyieſts, chieke men, rulers, 


wit Vaſpaſia :4ns minde. De al hal vnderſtand 
beth!en and ktiends, char da ſpaſian general 
of the Romanes, fent his embaſſayours vn⸗ 
wut enquiring 'whit it would auailevs 
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to be Kiffe againſt them, and not rather u eor 
come fozth, and to entreate of peace, andy n 
topRe in league together, that, bat. we map lerue cor 
the emperour ofthe Romans, ſo tofaue our die 
tives, and not to be deſtroped. And 4 pap MN of 
pe why will you loſe pour liues, pour wives, W ry, 
pour ſonnes and daughters: Why wil per ſoa 
all fall together vppon the ſmo2d' chat both I wi 
they that ſhal be left aliue among you, ſhall © - 
be led captiue out of pour countrep to apes: 
ple that pe neuer knew, whole language ye 
vnderſtand not, and pour country to be made 
deſolate,your ſanctuary laid waſt, that ther 
ſhal not be ſo much as one man left £0 enter

and bold to fight, tul ſuch time as thou alt 
conſume them, oꝛ til thou and all the people 
die in battel, & fo ſhalt thon i ght the fights 
of the Loꝛd, foꝛ his people and his ſanctua⸗ 
w, with the cities of our Sep, in the meant 
ſeaſon , be as be may, to che power be not 
with hem en 55067 5 ; 
Ahen Ioſeph heard the determination ol 
the people of Jeruſalem, how all ſoztes with 
one conſent willed by the embaſſadours the 
continuance of the warres, he was wonder: 
fullwzoth, and in a great furie he illued out 
with all his people, and let them in array a« 
gamſt Ualpaſian and the Roman boaſt, in 
which conflict were ſlaine very many of the 
Jewes, And from that dap fozward, Uaſpa⸗ 
lan began earneſtly and ftercelp to war vp⸗ 
onthe Jewes, He departed thence ts the ci⸗ 
tie Gerarrs;@ great city in the higher Ga/i/e, 
belieged it, and wan it, raced it, and flew all 
the people, man, woman, and childe, oxen, 
hep, camels, æ alles, leauing nothing aliue. 
And chen he ſaid, Now begin J to be reuen⸗ 
ged ko the Romans which the Lewes mur 
dered in the land of Juda. From thence hee 
depaͤrted, aud bꝛoughbt his armie to Joꝛpa⸗ 
ta, where Jolephj remained · The firlt day 
L 3 that 
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that be incamped about T,ozpara;herelecncy 
bis ſouldioꝛs with meateiand diinkeplentie, 
and made them good cheere, then fume 
he euery man with weapons 
So on the next mozrow carly, the Roman 
army gaue a great ſhout, and. beſet the cite 
round about on euer ſide. In this buſineſſe 
Toſeph ſtoode vpon a certaine tower, + from 
whence he beheld the huge camp ok the Ro: 
manes : wherefoze he ſounded foꝛth a trum 
pet, gaue a ſigne to battell, iſſaed out with 
rbe whole power of the Jevy es that hee had 
with him, and ſet vpon the Romans campe 
at the foote of the hill , continuing the fight 
from mozning vntillnight. And when it be: 
game to be darke they ceaſed fighting, a de. 
parted the one ſoꝛt from the other, the ewe 
into the towne, the Romanes to their tents, 
In thts battel were very many ſlaine on both 
patties, as well Tewes as Romane. The 
Romwanes abuauncing themſclues, p2oud: 
iy ard ſtoutly faide, Me will quickelp ban» 
quit chis little nation, as we haue ſubdued 
all other nations that wee haue conquered, 
that they will aunoy vs no moze : and after: 
warde we ſhall be at reſt. The Jewes allo 
on the other ſide encauraged themſelues a* 
Gn the . ſaying : At, that cope 
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tre will all die together fo} the zeale of the 
ſanctitarp of our Gon, and neuer ſuffer theſe 
vncleane perſons to pollute it : and hating 
once deſtroyed them, we ſhall be quiet. So 
what the pꝛide of the Romans on 5 oue ſide; 
and the ſtif· necked ſtubberne s of the Jewes 
on the other, much people was flaine in that 
ſigbt, fo it continued til the ſecond, third, ond 
fourth day. In this while al the Jewes that 
dwelt about Jozpata, fled to vai cap, 
and ioyned c<emſelues to the Koinanes, to 
aide them. And euer as Joſeph ſkirmiſhey 
with apa ſtan without the cittte, /”a/paſian 
ſent a power to aſſault the citie. Do Joſeph 
and his men fought with ian without 
the towue, and the Jewes that were within 
the towne defended the walles againſt the 
routes of the Roman?s. , that was a leſſer 
hoaſt made out of the maine army. But the 
lewes that were within the towne, beganne 
to diminiſh euerp day, vntill verie fewe 
were left. The hardieſt alfo of Joſephes 
ſouldiours, and the woꝛthieſt poung menne 
that fought without, were all ſlaine, a very 
few except, with whom Joſeph fled, @ reco= 
uered himſelfe into the towne, rampering vp 
the gates after him. But as vpn with 
all his army beſieged Jozpata a long while, 
L 4 be 
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be efpied at length a conduit withbul ; the 
ran into the eitie; wherof the citizens dunk, 
bicauſe the, water was good and ſweet; that 
he cut off, and deriued the waters thereof be. 
ſides the citp, whereby the inhabitants of the 
citie, were delticute of beuerage, hauing ng: 
thing left chem but well- waters. Joſeph 
therefoze porceiuing that the conduit warer 
whereof then were accuſtomed. to diinke, 
was taken away, concetued with himlelfe, 
Now wil the Romanes bꝛagge and boaſt a, 
gainſt vs; and thinke ta take vs at their plea: 
{ure, whiles we baue no water, but all be 
conſtrained to die koꝛ thirſt. Me took therfoze 
garments & dipped them in the well- waters 
that were in the Towne, and hanged them 
here and there ouer the wall, to declare vnto 
the Romanes , that they had water plentie 
in the towne, leſt they ould conceiue anie 
hope of ſoone winning the towne , thinking 


they had no waters. Then commaunded 
Uaſpaſian a mount to beratled nigh tothe 


towne ſide, to plant an yzon ramme vpon, to 
batter the walls with, to beate them downt, 
The manner of the making of an yꝛon tam, 
is thus : Firſt they take a great lang thiche 
beame, vpon the foze part whereof they put 
: * ſtrong head, made like a * 

avs 
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head, with Yoznes , all of pxincipall ſtrong 
pon, the weight thereof is as much as halfe 
the beame, and couereth the beame alſo to 
the midſt. Then faſten they into the ground, 
ouer-againſt the place that chey intend ta 
batter, two great trees, like two maſtes of 
ſhips, betweene which, they hang the beame 
that is caled the ram, with very ſtrong ropes 
made of hemp, the beſt that may be gotten, 
and yꝛon wyꝛe twiſted together. At the hin⸗ 
der pare of the beame from che wall-ward, 
are tings of pꝛon ſurely faſtned, with ropes 
made ok hemp and wp2e, tied'fothem : that 
when the aſſaulters will batter the walles, 
they puſh fozward the beame as though it 
were a ſpeare,' and faſten his firong hoznes 
among the ones, Then hang they weights 
at the rings of the hinder part, and much 
people a farre off take hold of the ropes that 
come thꝛough the rings behind, and hale that 
part of the beame vpon the ground, and by 
luch meanes they ſhake the wall, that they 
make it quake againe. 

Thus in many places they wꝛeaſt and 
mench out the ſtones of the building, ſo that 
afterward the wall fallech vowne.' There 
bealſo other manner of engines, as an pzon 
tam vpon foure-wheeles, bound with pꝛon, 

ns any 
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Ind faſfened witl yꝛen nales. To tbis they 
make 4 feet aa hath a ram, oz moe, as þ big, 
nes ol the bcams requireth. The, biggel fo 
che moſt part is of 30. cubites lng, and iht 
leaſt of x. And looke bow many feet the ran 
hath, ſo many wheels hath it alſo, -fo; cueri 
wheele bath his foot by him: and when they 
wil hatter the wall, certatne men appointg 
thereunto, dꝛaw it firſt a good wap off, then 
a great multitude of men take hold of p hin, 
der part thcrof, by faurt poꝛters 02 levers of 
wood that are put therein, and with all thei 
ſway (hone foꝛward p ram to ſtrike the wall 
they wil batter, The head ofthis yꝛon raw 
that goeth vpon wheels hath no hoꝛnes but 
is blunt, made of the ſtrongeſt kind of pzon, 
with a wonderful thicke neck. They haue al. 
ſo vpon both ſides of the engine, a pentaſe of 
wood , fo2 the lafegarde of them that ſhoue 
foozth the ramme behinde, from the arrowes 
oꝛ ſtones of them that are vyp3n the walles, 
Therammes that Titus vſed at Jeruſalem, 
fo: the moſt part ranne all vppon wheeles, 
Of the other ſoꝛt he bad onely a couple as ue 
Thal declare in this place. The beame of this 
rat we euen now deſcribed , was as thicke 
as teune men could fadome , and the length 
2 was 50 cubites. It was allo _ 
within 
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within, and filled with Ore-hires, folded & 
ſowed aguber The wood ſerued foz none 
other purpoſe, then that rhe-fafhron of Þ lea» 
ther might be let as vpon a mold. The hin⸗ 
der part of the beam was cauered over with 
iron plates. The leather was put within, 
the bea me ſhuld not hꝛeake with the poiſe of 
the waightes that were hanged hy the rings 
behind, whereas men appointed fon the pur» 
poſe, baled at the ropes to dꝛawe backe the 
beame. The wood therfoze that ment about 
the leather, lerued to keepe the leather m ka⸗ 
ion. They couered it wich an iran plate, 
leaſt they that kept the walles ſhuld ſet it on 
fire, The hoꝛnes that were vpon the head of 
the ram, were as many as they liked, but 


neuer fewer then ten, e then the beame was 


20. cubites long. noꝛ alſo mo then ſiftie, and 
then the beame was a hundzed cubites in 
length. Betwixt euerp hozne was the ſpace 
ofa cubite, and euery hozne was as thick as 
a man could fadome,the length was one cq- 
bite and a halfe at the leaſt, The wodden 
wall oꝛ pentaſe was long as the leather that 
was put mithin the beame. and it was ſec on 
both the ſides toward the hinder part of the 
beame, te defend the men that laboured to 


batter the walles, leaſt they ſoulde be hurt 
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with arrowes oꝛ dartes. Uhs eanunethd 
Vaſpaſian vſed at Jorpata which hee beſie, 
ev, c me in it, was made in this fot, The 
length theresf was 50. cubites, it had 25 
bozues in the head, which was thick as ten 
men, euerp hoꝛne allo was as thicke as an 
man, and betwixt euery hoꝛne the ſpate c 
one cubite. Thewaight that was hanged at 
the binder part, was a thouland and 500. 
talentes, every talent i about a hunden 
Trop waight. The men that laboured in 
the executing of tus engine, were fifteene 
hundzed, Toremooue it from wr pr 
another, oz from one citie ta another, 
appointed an hundzed and fifty poke — | 
oꝛ els thee hundꝛed couple of-Hozſes and 
Mules, Mhen as they ſhoulve aſſault anie 
fozts 02 cities chat food vpon hils, then mitt, ſc 
they diuide it in part, and bꝛing it vp to the 
ſiege by peece- meale, and there is let togi⸗ e 
ther agame. Now when the Romanes had 
batcered the walles af Iorpata, and Toſep 
perceiued them to ſhake, he cook: great ſacks, I 
filled them full of chaffe, and hanged. them e 
downe by the walles, that thehoznes ofthe un 
ramme could not come nigh the ſtanes of che MÞ 
Mall, but light vpon the lackes, which by Wi 
the rcaſon of the ſoltnelſe of the chaffe, — 8 
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Ned and bꝛake the ixoke, that the wall was 
Iefle h Fd ſuch is dhe nuture of ſofte 
thinges to giue backe to the hard, and to 
weaken their fozce, | F 
But Vaſpeſian ſeeing the ſubtiltic of To- 
{zph, uſd allo policre fox policie:fo2 hee ſent 
nto the towne ſecretly, Jewes, ſpies, which 
when the batteties ſhoulde be, might cut a 
ſunder che coꝛdes that the ſackes were tied 
to, and with them ſlip downe the Calles, 
ubere the Nomanes. were neadie to receiue 
them, that they ſhoulde not hurt them in the 
falt ; and immediatly they ſtrobke the wall 
wich the ram. There was at that pꝛelent in 
F aitie, a certaine valiant man, named Elea- 
«r,of the houſe-of I nam the bigh pꝛieſt þ 
theadwelt at Jeruſalem, This Eleaſar per⸗ 
ceining the Rozwanestg.go:;about to batter 
down the walles as they did befoꝛe, plucked 
gut of the walk g migbtie ſtane , ſa cat hes 
made a great; hole o gap, whereat heflwve 
downethe wall and ligt Ertnlngvpon the 
ugines, made: kaſt an yxon chaine to the 
jones thereof, and got ag ine dp quickly c 
ymbly , from the beame into the Towne, 
with the chaine in his hand foꝛ the wall was 
ut very high aboue his head; as hee ſtoode 
onthe ramme, ä 
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tooke holy vun the chaine;andfaſteneditty 
pillersandUMſeCin-chdea wht, Nö Ro. 
maaes nicht rather be conſtramed to breake 
their ram, then take it away from thente . 
The pꝛielt £46/4x pet ontt again bold 
wBeict dme and tate vpon the bene, fliy 
fiftie men that laboure d about the ram, wh 
the reſt hee put to flight: then tetuvifed bn 
the towne, being d2awh vp again ſtom th 
beame to them that were within the town; 
greatly reioycing in his manboode . tt 
that, went hee vp vppon a high tote, from 
wherce he tumbled dowiſe with e mighti 
loꝛte a great ſtone and à hard, vhon the head 
of the ramme, hake it, that both a gien 
part of the head and the bones kell vponche 
ground. Fox the won! that it was teuer i 
withall, was olde and ruſtte; ſs that it was 
much waſted and raten tlorewith, the ropes 
alſo wera old. N fter that EÆ i went bow 
aganir, taoke part af the heavithar was b10: 
ken, and hur led it into the town, the Ro-WV 
manes that te mained either hee lle oz put 
to flight. The urchers ſhotte at him, an 
wounded him witlxſue arrowes, wherefun i 
by the help of bis fellowes vpon the wales r 
be climbed vp, otherwiſe hee hav not been e; 
ble foz che * 
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„J eople them gave a ſhout, fo: jop of the vic« 
Jon of the 'wbythy prieſt ? leger, that hats 
lane the Romanes, and bꝛoken their ram, 
wherein - they put their confidence, and 
bought part of it into the cowne, and faſte- 
ned it with an pꝛon chaine, that the Ro« 
manes coulde not pull it becke againe to 
thi, noꝛ haue the ble of it afterwatd. Mher⸗ 
faze diuers of the belt citizens ol Lor pars are 
med themlelues that day, being ſtirred with 
a great coꝛage that they had ſeen in Eleaſar, 
nd went daune, hewed the beame into pee- 
ces, bzought the popſes with the Ringes, 
Jens two maſtes with them into the Towne: 
nd the ſame day died Eleaſar with great

Then loſeph held vp his hands to heauen, 
ſaying 2 Thou Lozd almightie art our fa; 
ther, thou haſt ſhapened vs, and by thy great 
mercie taken vs out of the cley: tyou art he 
that leadeſt vs in thy faith, and the multitude 
of thy mercies and benignitie towardes vg 
hath not ceaſed. And although our ſinncs 
haue ſeperated vs from thee, pet neuerthe⸗ MW !! 
{efie, we are thy handi-wozke euery one of Wl 


vs, and of long haue we beene called thy peo. 


ple. Thou art Lozd ouer al creatures am .

Unto 
dee therefoꝛe do J life mine cies, thou that 
e diweclleſt in heauen, to deale mercitully with 
thy feruants, c with me, to turne our hearts 
that we cõſent not vnto this, to murther our 
ſelues:if thou know any amongſt them, that 
utend ſo wicked an act, J beleech thee, O

would giue uo eare ta his perſwaſtons, fo 
he could by no reaſons dꝛaw them to his o⸗ 
pinion, he went ſubtilly to work with them, 
on this wiſe: Seeing it will be none — 
wiſe bꝛethꝛen (quoth hee) J will ſhewe pou 
my deuice. Pe are determined to dit pee (ay, 
and that vpon pour owne [woꝛds, thercfo 
there is no bettet way, then to doe it by lot, 
in this wife, Let vs caſt lots amongſt our 
t lues, that we map be topned together hy 
couples, then wil we caſt lots whirh couple 
ſwal die firſt, After, they two (hall caſt lots 
betweene them, whether (al kil his fellow, 
be that remaincth, ſhal chuſe him one of tle 
{ſecond couple to kil him. Lite wiſe the ſecond 
couple (hall caſt lots betwecne themlelutg, 
who ſhal die firſt, & he that is left, Wal chule 
him one of the third couple, whom he hatha 
faucy to be killed of, Then they ſhal trie h 
lot who thal die firſt, who bring Ane, the 0: 
cher may chuſe himſelfe on of the fourth col 
ple to kil bim: and ſo euen till all be ane, 
that we ſee not the captiuitie ok our people, 
The lat couple that re meine, ſhal do this: 
run one vppon the others ſwoꝛd, 62 elle la 
them taſt lots betweene themſelues, and vy 
on whom it falleth, let him die firſt, * 4 
ali 
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aſmuch as we are foꝛty and one, ſo that wee 
cannot bee iuſtly iopned in couples: let vs 


caſt lots firſt of all, ans (ee which of vs hall 


firſt be llaine, and when he is once out of the 
wap, then let vs divide the couples, He that 
is to be lain firſt, let him chule out one of þ 
fr couple to be ſlain of, & when he 1s dead, 
the firſt couple tall caſt lots, and doe as J 
haue deuiled. Then euery man liked his de⸗ 
uile ( which was Godg doing. who heard lo- 
ſephs pꝛaier) laid al with one mouth, e 
will doe as thou haſt deuiſed, and to thee it 
appertaineth to diuide the men, @ co call the 
lats, loſeph auſwered, But let vs [weare 
by the name of che Loꝛd, that this deuiſe (hal 
ſtand, be ratified and pertozmev, CU herunto 
they accozded, and ſware all ky the name of 
the Loꝛd, that they would have that deuiie 
to be ratified and kept, which loſeyh had ins 
nented by caſting of lots. Then ioſ2p5.beggan 
to make lots, who ſhould be the ove man, 
and it lighted vppon 12hoe4d-c, the ſonne of 
Eliabim a Galilean, which was a valiant 
man, and chiefeſt in euerie counſell next to 
Toſeph, and the pꝛincipall perſwader of this 
wicked fact to kill themſelues. Akter thac, 
did hee craktily diuide them into couples, 
lo that the lotce of his owne couple came 
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foꝛth laſt of all, who looked to be ſaued, am 
truſted in God, beleeuing that he would de: 
liuer him from this abhominable peeve, 

Then Tehotada chole him one of the firf 
couple, who flew him. That doone, the fir 
couple caſt lots between them, lo the one ki 
Jed his fellow, & choſe him one of the ſecond 
couple to kill him. Then they of the ſecoun 
couple, caſt lots betweene themſelues in the 
pꝛeſence ok Joſeph, and the one killed the 0: 

ther, then he that remained, choſe him one ol 
the third couple to flay him. Ind in this ma- 
ner did they al, til they were al ſlatne, 3 none 
left aliue but Joſeph and his fellow, wha 
ſaide vnto Joſeph, Go to, led vs caſt lottes, 
that we may go to our bꝛethꝛen. 

Joſeph anſwered. e wil do fo, if thon be 
ſo diſpoled: but firſt heare mee J p2ay thee 
ſpcake a few things in thine cares, Tellme, 
haue not theſe ſinners rebelled againſt God, 
in this murthering of themſelues lo ame: 
fully : neither could J by any meanes dif 
ſwade them, noꝛ hale them from this opini: 
on. CU herekoze ſhould we two ſinne agaiyll 
God ſo crieuvoufly, and againſt our owne 
ſoules: it the lot ſhould ſo fall that J ſhoulde 
kil thee, 4 (ould be counted a manſlayer,t 
that woꝛthily: and it may ſo chance J ſhil 
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eſcape after thee, # ſaue my life: but if the lot 
{huld ſo fall, that thou ſhouldft flay me, thou 
ſhould! be taken allo foꝛ a murderer, ⁊ per: 
aduenture thou ſhouldſt not eſcape after me, 
pea,although thou thinkeſt yes. But affure 
thy ſcife of this, we looſe our hope in God, 
inaſmach as we [in againſt our ſoules. F o2 
al thele men that thou leeſt here dead, lo they 
haue ſinned againſt their owne ſoules, dying 
without discipline and al good oꝛder. If thou 
wilt lay, How ſhall we do foz our othe that 
we haue ſwoꝛne: Doſt thou not know, that 
he that hrealceth a wicked othe, doth po- 
thing wickedly himſelfe? Fo? a man is 
not conſtrained to perfourme an oath vnto 
God, but to the keeping of his lawes: and 
hereupon it is that Dauid ſaith, I haue [worn 
and wil per forme. Io; neither vow ns? oth 
that is made againſt che commandements*of 
God, can be ratified befoze God. And that 
moe is, befoze we (ware, our fathers ſware 
firſt a great whils agoe at the mount of St- 
nat, that they and their childꝛen would keepe 
the law ok the Loꝛd. Moſes alſo made a caue⸗ 
nant with them vpon the ſame, and not only 
with them that thẽ were there, but allo with 
bs. Bow then dare we be fo bold toſweare, 
to bzeake the law of God, and become _ 

| quite 
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quellers : ſeeing it is one of the tene com. 
maundements expꝛeſly, Tho el not hit 
Aherekoze, my bꝛother, thou ſhalt vnder, 
ſtand, that we we neede uot be folicitous ng) 
careful foꝛ the othe that we haue made, but 
rather to bꝛeake ic, fo2 God will neuer be dif. 
pleaſed with vs for that, Foꝛ J being afray 
of theſe wicked perſons , thatlie now heere 
dead, inuented this ſubtile meanes and way 
to ſweare, that I might ſaue my life, Thon 
therefoze mp bꝛother, if thou wilt be ruled by 
mine aduiſe, chou ſhalt ſaue thy life 4 mme, 
and J will caſt no lots, noꝛ perfoꝛme che oth 
that we made: Which is not good in the law. 
Ik thou wilt nat, J wil withſtand thee, and 
fight with thee, to kill thee and ſcape mp 
ſelfe. And with this Joſep/ leapt backe, 
and dzewe out his ſwoꝛde, ſtanding ouer-q; 
gainſt him at his defence, to ſee what his fel- 
low would anſwer, Dis companion hearing 
this, ſtirred neither hand noz fooce agatnll 
him, but ſat, Loe, J am content, do what 
thou thinkeſt good, bicauſe thou art a man ol 
- God. And bleſſed be p Lord God ok Jſrael, 
that hath not withdzawn his mercy frõ mee, 
bit made mee to be in thy lot, whereby my 
loule is [aged from going to hel:thp lot is4 
tut} lot: For tlie Lorde will not leaue the 

ſcourge 
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ſcourge of ſinners, vpõ the lot of the iuſt. 

Puch els beſides this ſpake Ioſephs compa: 

nion tnto him, koꝛ he was ſoze afraid of him, 

(caſt he (hould haue killed him, if they had 

encountred togither: foꝛ /oſeph was the bet⸗ 

ter man of his handes, and therefeze Toſeph 
choſe him into his lot, that hee might be able 

to make his partie good with him. In this 
point 7oſeph plated the wiſe mans part, fox 
hee eſcaped bp this meanes , both frem the 
bands of thoſe wicked fooles, and allo from 

his fellow. Therfoze loſeyh called out ofthe 
Caue to captain Neceze7»and ſaid to him in 
this wife : Milt thou pzomile mee, that nei⸗ 
ther thou, noz any of thy men that be heete 
with thee, oz in the Romans camp. ſhall kill 
vs,befoze thau haſt bought vs vnto /p 
an and let him doe with vs as he thinketh 
good. Nicænor anſwered So & ſo deale gos 
with me, ik J fulfill not thy requeſt, if ſo be it 
wilt come koꝛth vnto me togither with the 
men 5 thou haſt with thee. Joſeph anſwered 
hun. J wil come fo2th to thee, & ſo many mo 
of vs as be aliue: fo2 ſo is it come to paſle, 
that ſome ol vs be dead hete in p caue, wher- 
toe how can they come fozth*The ſaid Ni- 
canor, neuer thinke (friend Ioſeph) that J am 
come to deceiue thee, came fozth and truſt 
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in thy Loꝛd God, fo2 thou needeſt not tn 
feare. Ioſeph ſaid, Sweare vnto mee this, iy 
the God of Fſrael, although he be unknown 
vnto thee. Nicanor anſwered, J [weare vn; 
to thee by that God v made the wozld by his 
wiſedome , that thou needeſt not to feate 
me, but boldly maiſt come fo2th viito me. So 
Nzcanor made a couenant with Ioſeph + his 
fellow , confirming and ratifping it in wi: 
ting, after the mauer of the Ron: anes, and 
xeaching it into the caue vpon a ſpeare, hol⸗ 
ding the point of the ſpeare in his own hand, 
'Jo/e>h,tooke the wziting, read it, and belte. 
ued Nicanor: then came he foꝛth to Nicanor, 
and his fellowe with him. UAhen N icanor 
fitting vpon his ſeate- of eſtate that was 
made him there in the wood nigh to Þ caue, 
ſaw loſeph come towardes him, he role vp, 
£mbraring him, kiſſed him, let him on his 
right hand, e wept with him aboundantlp, 
he honoured his fellow alſo, placing him be; 
tween Polirinus and Callicanus, ' whom he 
had that pꝛeſent with him. Then Nicanor 
aſked him ko) che reſt of: the men that were 
with him, willing that they ſhuld come forth, 
aud he would hauaur them alſo, and do them 
np harme. l/eph declared the whole matter 
vnto him, what was become of them. Nice- 
* 
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nor hearing of the pertinatious ſtubberneſſe 
ofthe Jewes heartes, and their wicked in: 
tentes, was wondertully.mooued, So then 
he roſe and weut from thence, with loſeph 
and his companion vnto Vaſpaſian, hen 
the Romane armie ſawe Ioſeph, they were 
greatly aſtamed, and gaue a mightie owt. 
Some reioyced that Toſeph was taken, ſay⸗ 
ug, Thts is good luck, that our eies (hall 
ſec our long expected delire, Other lamented 
and let teares fall from their eies with ven - 
ſiue heartes, ſaping, Js not this that woꝛchy 
man who made all the Komanes hoaſt to 
quake fo2 ſeare, and whole tame and renown 
was knowne thzoughout ali landes: owe 
is it come to palie that fo miniztie a man is 


taken in his 6wne countrep, and amongſt his 


owne people: If this chaunceth vnto ſuch a 
man, to bee taken in his owne land in the 
midſt ok his families and kriends: how Wall 
we eſcape in a ſtraunge land: Cercawe euil 
diſpoſed perſons of p Romane ſauldiours, 
went to Vaſpaſian, and laid, Dir, you thall 
doe well to commaund this man to be ſlaine 
without mercy, that hath been the deſtructts 
on of ſo many ok the people oftheRomanes, 
This is the lelke lame that (bot the arrowe, 
and ſirooke you inthe legge , put him 4 
day, 
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death, and then ſhal ye be ſure he Call neuer 
moue war moze amongſt you. If pe do not, 
pe ſhall ſee him one day againe raiſe an ar. 
mie againſt vs, and deſtroy vs. But Toſeph 
found triendſhip at Titus Vuſpaſians (ones 
handes, which came of the Loꝛd. 
Therefoze when hee heard thoſe wicked 
mens wozdcs, that deſired vaſpaſian to put 
Je/eph to death, he impꝛooued their aduice, 
and partly in mockage hee taunted them, 
ſaying, Mul pou tell my father what hee 
bath to doe: will pou giue him ſo wicked 
counſell to ſicy that man that peeldeth him. 
ſelfe to vs, vpon the truſt of our league and 
band of friendſhip, which you. now go about 
to bꝛeake and fruſtrate : Did not captaine 
Nicanor in mp fathers name and Cæſars, 
with all the Romanes hoaft, make a cone: 
naunt with him: Take heede what you lay. 
Is it not treaſon that you go about to beak 
the Ceſareall fidelitie * Moꝛeouer, who can 
tell whether it may ſo happen, that ſome of 
bs be taken by the Jewes, like as loſeph is 
pꝛiſoner at this pꝛeſent with vs : When 
Vaſpaſian heard his ſonnes woꝛdes, it plea: 
ſed him, and hee ſpared Toſeph , not ſuffe⸗ 
ring him to be llaine: but committed him to 
a certaine captaine of his, and carried bin - 
ou 
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bout with him though the cities, togither 
withkimg Agrippa. After this, Vaſpaſian 
rtmooued his campe to 7he/mide, which al: 
ſo is cafled Acho, and from thence he went 
to Ceſare4,a great citie. 

Ahen they of the citie ſawe Toſeph , they 
cried vnto Vaſpaſean,kill him, kil him, oꝛ els 
he will one day be an occalton to irre great 
watres againſt thee , But Vaſp«ſtan gaue 
no eare to them, MAhiles he was at Ceſares, 
tdinges came to bim, that che Citizens of 
Papho inuaded and ſpoiled the Jſlis that 
were ſubiect under his domintons with a 
Nauie. Vaſpa/ran hearing therof,comman- 
ded to lap waite foꝛ them, that they might 
be met withall. So there was an ambulhe 
laid without the town, and it came to pale, 
that when the Pyꝛates were gone out a roa⸗ 
ung, Vaſpaſian entred the towne, and tooke 
it withonc great reſiſtance, becaule their 
ſouldiours were abſent. When the Rouers 
therefoze returned with their nauie, and ſaw 
the Romanes in the Citie, they labourev ta 
arriue and ſet a land: but {odatnly a huge 
tempeſt and a mightie ſtoꝛme, dꝛoue all their 
ſhips againſt the rocks that were in the Sea 
ſhoze, (foz there was no hauen ko; ſhippes, 
and there they were loſt many of them — 
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ſach as ſwam to land, the Romanes flew, 
They þ were downed in the Sea, and ſlain 
by the Romanes, were in number 4. thou- 
ſand, good men of war: beſides them, were 
lane in the towne 40000 all Jewes. 
This done, apa ſian ſet fozth Valericis 
and Taribut, twa Romane captatncs, with 
bis ſon Titus, who went, beſiged, and wan 
the townes of defence that were in Galilee, 
And thus did Titus vie them. They that 
yeelded vnto hun, he {aurd their ues: aud 
whoſocucr withdoed him, he ſlewe. © o2e: 
Cucr,al che citics that belonged to 42 rippes 
in Galilee, he reſtoꝛed them vnto hun again, 
only Tiarua except, which he vrtetly raled, 
and llem all the meukinde, elpecially ſuch as 
were apt to the warrcs, ſold al lo cheir wines 
and childzen. And this was the only citie in 
ail Galilee, that 7"/as ſhewed {ich arigout 
and extremitie viito, 

Vuſpaſian departing thence, task his touts 
ney to Gamala, which is a titic vp8n the toy 
of a mountame. The name thereof is calicd 
Gama la, of an Hebꝛew woꝛd G<mal,that lg: 
niſteth to quite 62 to doe a good turue, be⸗ 
cauſe it is the beſt citie that belongeth to A. 
grippas, and the inhabitantes thereof were 
all very rich. The citie allo called Seleacis 
was 
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was not karre viſkant from it, a countrep res 
pleniſhed with good towns, gardẽs, bzooks; 
and al kind of fruitful trees, grippas be 5 
ſought Vaſpaſian that he would not deſtroy 
this citie,let me go firſt (Caith he,) and offer 
them peace, peraduenture they will take it, 
that they may laue their lines from deſtruc⸗ 
tion, N aſpaſian was entreated, ſaying vnts 
him, Go and do as thou wilt kor thine honoꝛs 
ſake J wil do ſo much fs2 thee, Do Agrip - 
pas went to them, and ſpake friendly and 
peaceably vnto them, and they receiued him 
in like maner, but they meant deceit, ſaying: 
Thou art our Lojd and King : to whomg 
therefoze Both al that is of any pꝛice, oz to be 
delired in all Jſrael belong but bntö thee? 
therekoꝛe come neere vnto bs, and debate the 
matter with thy ſeruants. Agrippas cres 
diting thele woꝛds, came hard to the citte; 
and as hee liſtened to them that talked with 
hun, one caſt a great tone from the wall; 
which lighted iuſt betweene bis Goutders, 
with ſuch a violence, that it ſtroke him pꝛo⸗ 
ſtrate to the ground, and bzake bis backe, 
with one of his armes alſo. But his ſer⸗ 
uants ſtept to him, tooke him vp, and carried 
bim to Vaſpaſian, who ſeeing him ſo ſoꝛe 
hurt, ware he would 9 go from "_ 
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till he had taken the cittie, and oꝛdered them 
in like matmer as he did Tliarua, to leaue ne. 
her a man therciu. The Romane Phiſiti: 
ans did beffoin luch duligence about 4 
grippes, that they cured him. Vaſpaſian in 
vis cage againſt the geleucians, becaule they 

had wounded their king, beſieged and il. 
laulted them. The Jcwes within the 
towne encouraged one another, laying, Let 
vs ſticùe to it now, and play themen,fo2 we 
haue none other hope to ſane our lines, ſee: 


ing we haue thus ozdered the mg. Cextaine 


Rout men of them therefore iſſued, and en: 
countring with che Komanes, mace a great 
flanghter amongſt chem. Akter chat, the 
Romanes addꝛeſſed their Eugirs, planted 
their iron rams that they bought with them 
ugaiuſt the walles , and by that time night 
tame, battered s great part thereof powne to 
the earth, that Y aſpaſian and much people 
with him might enter at their pleacure, 
But Vaſpaſian gaue commandemeut to 
his armie, that they ſhoulde not enter that 
night tato the Towne, but ffand and com: 
palle the walles vntill mozrow, that they 
might ſer how co win it. Notwithſtanding, 
they would not be ruled by him, but entred, 


Then the Zewes came vppon them, 9 
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thellreetes with chaines, a cloſed the wales 
ofthe city, intrappung them in ſuch ſoꝛt, that 
they coulde goe neither one wap noꝛ other. 


After that, let vppon them, and beate tbem 


p2wn euen there, ſo that they were al ſſatne, 
laue tenne men that fled with Vaſpaſian, 
and a captaine named Huy tus, one of the beſt 
men of warre in all the Romane armie, him 
the jews purlued ans flew, But Vaſpaſian 
and his fled to the mountaines, that hee 
hight be there in ſafegard:and from thence 
be kert to 7 itus his lonne that was in Sy- 
a, fox the Romane armie that hte had ſent 
with him into Ernte which Titus led nta 
Inte. 
hortly after , Veſpaſian gathered ſouldi⸗ 
eise Lepaired bis army. iomed with Agripo 
das tumpanp, and returned to $e/excia, wan 
it, aud ſlew euerie man, leauing none alive; 
and afterward went to the cities of Galilee, 
dad togke them , ſeruing them in like l at. 
Iſter that, ve came to the citie called Næſce- 
lauthich was a walled towne, aud of al the 
Townes of defence thꝛaughaut all Gee, 
none left but it. This he beſieged, becauſe 
thither reloꝛted mavy cutthzoates and wic⸗ 
ked perſons without the feare of God, ſuch 
as were robbers and rouers of che tand of 
D 2  Judca, 
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Judea, Amonalt whom was a certaine man 
named 1:hochanan, learned, wiſe, and py: 
dent, eſpeciallp to do milchieke, witty coun: 
ſellour, and of ſuch eloquence, that he could 
perlwade cunningly, & dillwade men from 
chat thep had purpoſed, Beſides this, hee 
was a murtherer,readp to (hed blood, and to 
do any miſchiefe, a great robber, and one that 
euer gaped foꝛ other mens goods, by which 
meanes he was become very rich, Where, 
foze there reſozted vnto him all vaine per: 
ſans,manllapers, rebels, and ruffians like 
himſelf, gming hun large rewards, that they 
might be of his fraternitie, his bcthzen, any 
adherents, and he to be their head. T /t:s was 
ſent to this citie by his father, to offer them 
conditions of peack, Whither when he was 
come, bee ſent his embaſſadours to the citt: 
ʒens to entreate the peace with them, UWlher- 
unto the citizens accoꝛded, and were ready to 
cuter in league with T When as this 
wicked Ie hocha nan perteiued the auncient 
men of the Towne aud the heads woulde re- 
teiue peace, he commanded his companions 
to keepe the walles, to let them from ſpea- 
king with the Romans, & that they would

and to ſpoile them of their goades: and this 
was ther manner. Then thep efpie ante 
ustable rich man ofthe citie, thep vioulve 
alter this ſoꝛt quarreil wich him: Arte nat 
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thou hee that haſt ſent letters to the Ra- 
mans, and to Vaſpaſian, to betray the cittie 
vnto them: Thus would they examine him 
befoze the people: and when bee would an: 
ſwere, God fozbib J ould do ſo, then wouln 
tbey bzing in godlefle perſons, limbes of the 
deuill. of their owne companie, to beare falſe 
wunes againſt him, that hee might be con: 
demned to death hy che law fo2 e rebel, Thus 
dealt they wity Anti pas and Zohie, both ug: 
ble men, and of the chiefe ofthe cittie: and 
their goods with all their Jewels, the ſediti⸗ 
ous ſeaſed faꝛ themſelues, they pickt guar: 
rels allo to the high pꝛieſts, thuſt them from 
their thairs, that they could not execute their 
ſeruice.Moꝛeouer, they caſt lots who ſhould 


baue the pꝛieſts office, aud who ſzontd be no 
pꝛieſt. Foz they beld the pzicſthopd and ſer⸗ 


urce of God, foꝛ toyes, gauds, and trifles, 
So the lot fell vppon one that was called 
Pant the ſon of Penie/, a tarterly huſhand: 
man, ignoꝛant what belonged to the pꝛieſts 
office, ſo that he was vtterly vnwoꝛthie of 
the pꝛieſthood: yet they made him high 
pꝛieſt fs2 all that: ſo light a matter made 
they of the pꝛieſthocd. The good and the 
godly men of Jeruſalem ſeeing the power 
of thele ruftians, and wicked perſons egy 
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uch ſwindge, they ſtacke together & deter- 
mined to withſtand them by foꝛce. The peo⸗ 
ple therekoze earneſtly mooued with anger, 
ſet vpon them, and encountred with them in 
uch ſozt, that the fight was great on both 
ſides : in the ſtreetes, in the market place, in 
the temple, and in the entrance of the tem- 
ple, till all the titie was filled full of dead bo- 
dies aud fla;ne men. Fo? there was not ſo 
much as one ſtreete, but there was ſome 
ſkirmiſhes in it. The people at length got 
the vpper hand of the rulſians, foꝛ they were 
eagerly let, and earneſtlp bent againſt them. 
The ſeditious therekoꝛe ſeeing themſelues 
not able to make their party good with the 
people, fled euerie man into the temple of 
the Lo, ſhut it after them, and there re⸗ 
mained. But Anæni the high Pꝛieſt, ſeeing 
the wicked to be fled to the temple, willed 
the people to ceaſe their fighting with them 
inthe holy temple of the Loꝛd, leſt they ſhuld 
pollute it with the bloud and dead carkaſes 
of theſe wicked perſons. The people there⸗ 
feze left off the fight..Then Anani beſet the 
temple round about, with 6000, of the beit 
pickedq men of the people, well armed all 
of them with tacks and ſallets, and as well 
weaponed with euerie man a\wo2d,a target, 
any

deth: fo2 thus we come accoꝛding to aur acz 
cuſſomed maner as euer heretofoꝛe {nant 
anſwered. You are diſſemblers, and not as 
pour wozdes doe wew, neither come pee ts 
ſetke God and his lanctuarp, no? pet to 
ad his people, but rather to the ſuppoꝛting 
of lehochanan, graund captame of theeues. 
dete it not better foꝛ you to aſſiſt the ſanc⸗ 
tuary ok God, then theſe ſinkull ſeditious 
petſons, that couet nothing els then te lay 
wate te houſeof God, and to deſtrop his 
people $ They in the mol! holy citie of god, 
doe ſhed the bjoud of iuſt, godly, and inno⸗ 
tent men: thꝛough whole wicke dueſſe the 
Romances haue the Vpper band vpon vs, be⸗ 
cauſe wee haue ciuill warres at home wich 
the leditiaug, and externall with the Ro- 
manes. Dea, the wickedneſſe of the ſediti⸗ 
dus is growne ſo karre, that the moſt part of 
bs had rather be flaine of the Romanes,then 
of our bꝛethꝛen the Jewes, If io be u pe oe 
tomets maintain them, ye Hal vnderſtand þ 
pe offend our Loꝛd God gꝛeeuouſio, to help 
ſinners and murderers, that tread th "_ : 
1 
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of God vnder their feete, like as men freq 
grapes in a winepꝛeſſe, and make the cemyle 
of the Lozd a dwelling place of manquel⸗ 
lers, and wicked perſons, D De ſap ye come ta 
ſeeke the Loꝛd: howe is it then that pee arg 
thus in armes, after the maner of war: Dee 
ſhall vnderſtand, we ſhut not the gates ofthe 
towne becauſe ok you, leſt pee ſhould come 
in, after pour accuſtomed manner: but be⸗ 
cauſe of pour armour and weapons that yo 
haue with pou, which are inſtrumentes of 
deſtruction, a bery bnmecte faſhion to come 
and viſite the Loꝛd with. You ſhould rather 
hane come with offcringes, ſacrifices, con: 
feſſion and pzaile, Notwithſtanding, ifyee 
will enter into the towne fox deuotion ſake, 
ye are welcome: but ye muſt lap away your 
weapons, and ſo enter in peactably. 

The Cdomites an{wered, ee martall 
not a little at thee which. art the high 
pꝛieſt, our Loꝛd and mediatour , and at the 

reſt of the pꝛieſtes of the Loꝛd, with the Cl: 
ders and Judges of the people that be pie: 
ſent with thee, and pour woꝛds ſeem ftrange 
in our eares, Foz wee vnderſtand pou take 
vs fo2 pour enemies, and thereupon pou ſtop 
vs of our entrance into the citie, to vilite the 
RL 02d God after our accuſtomed manner. — 
{ 
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that we be armed as ye obiect vnto vs: doe 
ye not know that Y aſpaſian dzaweth nigh to 


come ta this holy cities This we hearing of, 


was the caufe that wee cooke our weapons 
with vs, to come to aide pou, and keepe the 
Towne, as we haue been woont theſe ma⸗ 
up peares. But how ſhould pee gather this, 
that wee come to ſuppoꝛt the wicked and ſe⸗ 
ditious that be with you: when as from the 
firſt dap that euer wee and our fathers were 
>Fcumciſed, we neuer lwarued from the law 
and commandementes of the Loꝛd: Tell vs 
ik there be any commaundement in the lawe, 
that biddeth a man to ſtrengthen and man- 
taine the power of the wicked, to the which 
we are bound to hearken, and to aide theſe% 
God fozbid wee ſhould doe this: fo2 we all, 
both that be heere, and the other Edomites 
alſo, be ſeruauntes of the Loꝛd and his peu 
ple, to maintaine and defend the lawe, the 
people. and the houſe of the Lozd . Uhiles 
they were thus talking togither, there aroſe 
bp a great cloud, and lightnings were ſcene 
with fire, and darkneſle with mighty thun⸗ 
derclaps, and ſhewers of haile, that all that 
ſawe it were woonderfully afraid. E Abere⸗ 
foze the people fled wholly, left not onelp 
the walles, but A uani alſo ; foꝝ they could 
noc 
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not abide totarie any langer. But. T nan 
cooke heart Vito him, and abid it, tomarke 
thoſe hoꝛrible ſignesof heauen which did ap 
peare, that hee might iudge what they bets: 
Kened, And hee gaue his iudgement indeede 
(but not accozding ta the ttuech) that the 
thunder aud haile with the darknes, ſignified 
G8ds helpe, by the hope wh tot, they ſwuld 
defend the ſanctuarp of the Loꝛd. Os like: 
Vie zunged all the Elders that were with 
hin, wi'h-:t perceiuing that all theſe ſigns 
betokencd the euiis that ſhould came vpyen 
Jeruia!em and ail Iſtacl. hen thep that 
were ſhut in the temple, perceized that they 
that kept tHe watch before the gate of the 
Temple. mere ſleb allo lo frare cf the tem 
pclt, they u ent and opened tie dooꝛes of the 
tem ple, and in that darknes, which although 
it was lu great, that ont toulde not ſee ans; 
ther fo2 the thickne ſle thereof, neither durt 
any of the towne once laoke out of his ozes, 
chey were ſo afraid of thoſe terrible ſignes of 
the element: yctcame thoſe deſpdrate fel. 
ſowes, the leditiaus out of che temple, den 
toward the walles without all feare , with 
ſawes and other inſtrumentes, to cut alm 
der the-barres of che gates. And whey the 
ctalhivg ofthe thunder and haile was r 
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eff; then laboured they hardeſt, byeſting 
under che lockes and boltes of the gates, 
{| they ſhould be perceiued. And euer when 
he thunder clap was paſt, then ſtaied they, 
nd loft off till it came againe, Thus plaied 
ep till they had bꝛoken e opened 5 gates, 
nd let in the Edamites into the Citie: who 
eing oute come in, wandꝛed here and there 
n that night, deuiſing how they might ſec 
pon the Citizens of the cowne, and vtterly 
eſfroy them, They called out ſtrſt their con 
ederates , that remained in the Tem⸗ 
le, bought them. thence, and ioyned to⸗ 
nither with the Edomires,, ſwearing one ta 
mother, and that they choulde be one peo⸗ 
ple and one armie , And foꝛthwith, be⸗ 
ug ſo confederate togither, they ſlewe the 
une night 8 500. ofthe people of God, al 
200d men ok God, all good men ok warre, 
beſides mnumerable other, that they killed 
of the common people. Jn the moꝛning 
they laid hands on the rich men, haled them 
efoze Judges, and xx. Elders, which oz 
therwiſe is called San hedrin, whem they 
called togither, and there wicked Jehocha- 
aan the Galilean, ſpake vnto them in this 
vile, Why coudemne pee not theſe rich 
robes, that haue made a con{piracie = 
the 
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the Romans, and determine to betray thi 
holy cittie into ther hands ꝛ namely, one 5. 
chariahu à iuſt man, perfect, godly, and vit. 
tuous, one that feared the Toꝛd, andloug 
both God and man: but foz his riches only, 
which were very great, this !chochenan;cap. 
taine of the ſeditious) appꝛehended him, wi, 
ling the Clders to condemne him to death, 
fo2 that he had ioyned with their enemies(a; 
he ſaid) to betray the cittie to them. Thy 
Peſts, Clders, and Judges, hearing his 
woꝛds, and perceining that both he and ti 
reſt ot his bloudy band, delired nothing ell 
then to make this man away, al. hough they 
knew him to bee molt innocent: they wept 
and ſighed greatly, /chochanen ſeeing then 
weepe faz Sechariah4,and that they woulde 
not condemne him,reſpecting his iuſtice and 
tntegritie: Chat quoch he, do pou begime 
to mourne befoze there be any coꝛſe pꝛeſent: 
I would J ſhoulde never come where God 
bach to doe, but if vou oꝛder vs thus in pout 
indgements, ye ſhall be the firſt that we wil 
lay holde of, and we will fit in iudgemen 
our ſelues, to diſcerne the matter fo2 the pes. 
ple of God accozding as wee thinke good, 
Then laying apart all (hame, with an obſti 
nate minde, the wicked ſozte hoyſed vp 5* 
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chariahu, cartied him out of the place of 
iudgement, & bꝛought him vp to the top of 
abigh Towye at the Eaſt end of the towne, 
from whence thep thꝛuſt him downe head- 
long, and hee died at the wals ſide in the vale 
of ehoſchaphat. The pꝛieſts therefoze were 
ſore afraide of their owne partes, and the 
Judges alſo with the Eiders, ſeeing the 
wickedneſſe of le ochanan and the ret of 
the leditious. Foz lehochanan had giuen 
them warning and laide, Except pee giue 
ſentence vpon euerie man that we ſhal bꝛing 
vnto ye, accoꝛding to our minds, be pe aſſu- 
red all ye ſhall go the ſame way that Se- 
ebariabs is gone befoꝛe pou, after that. 
they appꝛehended a iuſt man, and a rich, that 
was beloued of all the towne, whoſe name 
was Gorinien, ſurnamed UAaliant, and hee 
was a valiant man indeede, maſt expert in 
warres thereto wiſe and wittie, and a man 
of a pure and perfect life, one that was euer 
the fozemoſt in battaile, mhenſoeuer they had 
up conflict againft che Gentiles that beſie⸗ 
ged Jeruſalem. And this was his accuſto- 
med maner : Aheu the enemies marched to 
lopne battaile with the Jewes, hee woulde 
tunne vppon them with his fozce, any make 
laughter of them, that wn, ok their mw 
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he would dziue them to retyꝛe, and by tr 
meanes bis body was ful of ſkars, his lag 
and head wonderfully mangled with the 
wounds that he had receiued in the battailes 
that he had bin in fo2 the people of the Loy Ml i: 
Pet now becauſe hee would not follow the b 
molt cruel villains mind le ocha nan, x tate In 
his part, /chochanan commanded bin to be b 
1 appꝛehended, and bzought beioze him, an c 
whẽ he was come, ſaid thus vnca him, Make f 
thy wil, let thy houſe in a lav, and confeſeM t 
BYE thp ſelfe vnto the Lozd, fox there is no way 
1 "4 with thee but death. And ſo they led him cut 
N of the towne to kill him there, , leſt there 
. fl. ould be angbulineſle about his death, if he 
1 had bin put to death within che Towne; 
1 Fo? all che Citizens of Jeruſalem lourd 
With bim, aud he like wile loued them. 2Ahen 


* they were come to the place of execution, Ga. 
1 rinion fell ds wne befoze them, and beſought 
Fav them with teares in this wile, Seeing je

Thep 
made him anſwere, Tf thou hadſt not ſpoken 
vnto vs therof, we had thought to haue done 
it, foꝛ we were determined with our ſelues: 
but now, ſeeing thou art ſs bolde as to de⸗ 
maunde this of vs, wee will flap thee, but 
puriall getteſt thou none, thy body all be 
caſt fooꝛth vnto the beaſts of the earth, and 
foules ok the aire, Gortnton pet beſought 
them to the contrarie, until the moſt cruel] 
lehochan«n ftroke him, and ſlew him. # after 
thew out his bodie to the beaſts of che ſteld. 
This done they returned into the citie. 
Vaſpaſian in the me aue ſeaſon dem nigh 
Jeruſalem, foz hee had pit:hed his tents at 
Ceſarea, where he releeued his armie, and 
paied his ſouldiers great wages: wherefoze 
they tarried in the citie many dapes. Foz 
when Va/paſcan vnderſtood of the cruel wacs 
in Jeruſalem, he ſaid vnto his people. Let 
bs make no haſte to beſiege Jeruſalem, till 
ſuch time as they haue flame one another as 
mongſt themſelues,&ſo at length their pꝛide 
will be pulled downe, when as chey ſee thẽ 
ſelues waſte awap with crueil warre, hun⸗ 
ger, + thick, Foz Vaſpaſt ian WAS à Wonder * 
full politike man in all feates of warres,

and his wiſedome neuer turne him to mon 
tommoditie, then in this deuice onelp, $q 
he ſoiozned at Ceſarea, with his men many 
dayes. In the meane ſeaſon, the people gf 
FTerulalem made war vpon /ehochana: and 
his compliccs, vntill innumerable of them 
were deſtroyed, fome of them were ſlame 
with ſwoꝛds, ſome the ſeditious ſtickt wih 
ſhoꝛt daggers. Foz cert ame of the ſe: 1ttjous 
carried ſhoꝛt daggers ſecretiy under then 
garments, wherewzth they would come fo: 
dainely vpon an honeſt and tuft man, & tnul 
him to the heart that bee thoulb fall downe 
dead in the place without knowledge who 
ftrooke hun. So by this meanes, what with 
ſwoꝛds in open frates, # what with bangers 
ſecretly, very many of the people were ſlain, 
t far moe that way then by the Romans,in: 
ſomuch that now very few cittizens wereleft 
aliue. Thus when 7ehochanan had gotten 
the vpyer hand of che citie, he made an arme 
out of Jeruſalf, to go & take the citties that 
had made peace with Yeſpaſran, which they 
ſacked and raſed to the ground:& whatſoo- 
uet they found in them, Romans 02 Tewes, 
they ſlew them. Pea, Ichochanan went with 
them himſelfe to ad them, ſpoiling carty: 
ing away all the riches that they found in 
them, 
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them. They tooke alſo the cifie Gerare, that 
food beyond Joꝛdane, whereas they remat« 
ned. The mhabitants of Jeruſalem, both 
pieſts, Elders, and the reft of the people, 
ſent Embaſladours to Van, to deſite 
peace with hum, and ſuccozs ag ainſt Ie och. 
nan, and his wicked rable, which daily in the 
towne ſlew verie many of the people of god, 
The cutzens alſo of Gerar« ſent Embaſla- 
daꝛs vato Vaſpaſean, ſaping, Jt thou wilt be 
Lord ouer all the land of Judea and the city 
of Jeruſalem, and deſireſt to aſſare the rule 
thereof, c eſtabliſh it vnto thee:then hearken 
bnto our counſaile, and come vnto vs with⸗ 
en: delap, to deliuer vs from the hands of 
!ebochanan,ft the wicked leditious perſons, 
that with all their might endeuour to lpople 
all our goods, and to get the dominion ouer 
vs, our wiues and childꝛen, to none other 
purpoſe, then by that meanes to deſfrop vs 
brterlv, that no remnant of vs ſhould be left. 
Tf ſo be thou wilt come, and valiantly with⸗ 
ſand them with thy power, we wil allo fight 
acataſt them in the Towne, till they bee 
all ſtaine, and then thou ſhalt be our Love, 
And th it done, thou maiſt go to Jerulalem 
without any impedimeut oz hindꝛance of auy 
mia,fo2 they alſo of that citty deſire the ſame, 
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and would gladly become fubtects vnto the 

Romans, 
Chen as therefoze 7 «ſpaſren heard the 
pititions of the citizens of Gerars, he tooke 
his tournep thither to ſuccour them, & defer: 
red to goe to Jeruſalem, Wut /ehochenay 
heardok his repaire, wherfoꝛe he llew p chicfe 
gouernour of Gerzre, & ga: him out ol the 
towne with his compantons, and took them 
to their feete, determining to flee into a cer: 
taine wood. Vaſpaſian hauing knowledge 
therok, made out after them, ſending out Po. 
ligorus, who ouertooke them # made a great 
flaughtcr of them. And in his returne toward 
Serars, vpon Joꝛdane fide, hee light vym 
much people gomg to Feruſalem, that they 
might eſcape tegether with the ſeditious, 
Them Po/:gorus dzoue back vnto the riner, 
where he flew 13. thouland of them, tereſt 
leaped into Jozdane, and were dꝛowncs, to 
the number of 91. chouſand men, women. f 
childzf, with much cattel that were al dꝛow⸗ 
ned together in theriuer, inſomuch that the 
channel of Joꝛdane was ſo ſtuffed and ſtop 
with dead bodies, that the waters role and 
ran, jouerthe bankes here and there into the 
fteldes & plaines, Yet at the length the was 
ters increaſed, aud barethe carkaſes * 
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ce riuer, as far as the ſea of Sodom, which 
is the ſea of Nitch, otherwiſe called che ſac 
E Oea, and all che bankes of Jozdane lap full 
e Moſdeavbodies. After this, V4/pa/zan take 
his ioꝛny from thence,and went into the land 
or Edom, where he wan two ſtrong citics, 
he one calles Lagarith, the other Cephar 
e Coco, and flew ten M. of the people therof, 
nm leading the reſt away in bondage. Thence he 
„ Mdiflodged, and came to a towne called Cha-. 
it mah Gedi, which he ſubdued. In this cittie 
MW were wel-ſp2ings of hot watfrs,fro whence 
at the hot baths of Tibertah haue their oꝛigi⸗ 
Drall. The naturall philoſophers and aſtro» 
1 © nomers of chat countty, held an opinion that 
y theſe are the beades of al the hot wel ſpyings 
„ MW inthat whole countrep. Departing from 
r, thence, hee came to Samaria aud wanne it. 
tt W Chen repaired he againe all the townes that 
ute had ſubdued, and made vp their walles, 
placing garrilans therein, to aid him, what 
time hee ſwouide beſiege Jeruſalem , That 
t done. he returned to Ceſarea, to take muſter 
dehis whole armie, ct pꝛepared to goe to be. 
ſiege Jeruſalem, But in the meane ſeaſon, 
tame purſeuants from Nome, and bzought 
him woꝛde that Nero the Einperour was 
dead; andþowe that as * 8 panting 
4 0 
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m the countrep, the fire of the Loꝛde came 
downe from heauen, and tell vpon him, that 
he died of it. After whom raigned Galba, not 
one whole peare : ic} afoze it was fullpen: 
ded he was flain by the noble men af Rome, 
aud / zrel{ius treated in his ftead, a foole, 
pet a io2e cruell man, much ginen to dun; 
kenneſſe, ſs that he was in all points vnwon. 
thie of the Romane empire. The noble nun 
of Nome that were with v paſian, heating 
this, greatly diſdamed at that matter, and 
ſaid, Was there neuer a noble man at 
Rome left, to be placed in the Empire, but 
pe muſt chuſe a dꝛunken wine ſouffers Why 
did pee not rather elect the migbtie }9jince 
Vaſpaſian that is heere with vs, a ſage and 
a wiſe man, thereto alſo moſt valtant, one 
that conquered many cities, and vanquiched 
manp natious, and thoſe moſt fierce What 
puillant kings hath hee ſubdued vuder the 
Romane Empires how farre and wide hath 
he enlarged the Empire of the Romans: 
And nowe when as the Empire ought to 
baue bin beſtowed vpon Vaſpaſran, oz ſome 
one like vnto him, and none ſuch could bee 
found amongſt pou, pee beſtowed it vppona 
foole, c a blowbole dzunkard, wherin ye haut 
done very vndiſcreetely. Well, the caps 
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of Rome ſhall haue a better Cmperour one 
day, and God ſap Amen, TUhereupon the 
p}inces that were there,laide their heads to⸗ 
gether,and decreed to make Yaſpaſizn Ems 
perour. Therefoze with one conſent they 
went vnto V4ſpaſian , and ſaide vato him, 
Thou (halt be our head, fo2 the Empire be⸗ 
longeth to ſuch a one: and thou (halt haue 
the dominton ouer vs, But Yaſpaſian refu- 
ſed to take it vpon him, and would in no wiſe 
conſent vato them. Notwithſtanding they 
compelled him, e placed him vpd the thzone 
of maieſtie, ſetting an imperiall crowne vp⸗ 
on his head: which he would haue put awap, 
and pulled off with his hand, becanſe bee 
would not be Emperour, Mherekoꝛe the 
Romane captaines dzew out their ſwoꝛdes 
and ade, Thou ſhale be Emperour and 
taigne ouer vs. therfoze refuſe it not: if thou 
do, thou ſhalt die vpon our Iwoꝛds. 4 ſi- 
an therefoꝛe ſeeing himſelle conſtrained, be⸗ 
ing afraide ok his life, be was content to ſuf- 
fer himſelfe to bee pꝛoclaimed Emperour. 
Then all the armie was ſwoꝛne vnto him, 
and he (ate vpon the royall ſeate, as Empe⸗ 
rour and king ofkings, 
The ciuill warres at Jeruſalem en- 
creaſed moze and moze, and much blood 
was 
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was ſhed thꝛough the wickednes of Ie och 
nan. captaine of the theeues, a limbe of the 
diucli, and though the cut-thꝛoate murthe, 
rers that were wth bim, who had all euen 
ſwoꝛue the vtter deflruction of che city of the 
Lord, and the deaths of his people. 

There was alio an other cut- thꝛoate ruf, 
fran, of a noble houſe of Judea and Jeruſali 
about the ſame tune, called Sch:meon , who 
began allo to follow Jehochanant maners in 
Hlaying umocents, and robbing and reauing 
in Jeruſalem. Foꝛ Anani the high pꝛieſt hay 
once appuinted him pꝛince and chiefe captain 
al Jerulalem: and afterwardes finding him 
an enen ge, bauiſhed bim the citie. There: 
fo; SE n went and gate him a rowt of 
vuthiitts, murtherers and tyceucs, calling 
in his mind, and laying, Except J iayne mp 
ſelfe with inch good feilowes, J hall neuer 
be able ta be reuenged of Anant and his al. 
ſiſtants, that haue thus baniſhed mer out ol 
Jeruſaiem into exile wꝛongfully, vatomy 
great diſhonoꝛ. Shall J that baue bin in ſuch 
eſtate, nowe be caſt out of my dignitie, and 
be conſtrained to wander here and there as a 
baniſhed man : Yee went therefoze tbꝛongb 
all the cities of Tudea and Galilee, cauſing 
to be pzoclaimed in the ſtreetes and mobs t 

pla⸗ 
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plates, and ſent his letters where hee coulde 
not come himſelke, in this maner and foꝛme: 
Uholoeuer liſteth to be ridde from the bon⸗ 
page of his maiſter, o2 hath had any iniurie 
in his tountrey, oꝛ what ſeruaunt ſoeucr de⸗ 
ſireth to be let at libertie, oꝛ whoſo can not 
abide the rule of his father o2 his maiſter, all 
that be tn debate, and ſtand in feare of their 
creditoꝛs, oꝛ feare the Jewes fo2 ſhedding a⸗ 
uy innocent bloud, and therefoꝛe lurketh ſo⸗ 
ktarily in woods 02 mountaines, tf there be 
any man that is accuſed of any notoꝛious 
crime, and in any daunger therefoꝛe: to bee 
ſhozt, whoſsener is diſpoſed to rob c reauc, 
to doe iniurie and wong. to haunt whozes, 
to ſteale, to murther, to eate and dꝛinke at 
other mens coſt, without laboꝛ ofhrs hands: 
let him reſoꝛt to me, J wil deliuer bim from 
the poke and danger of the lawes, and will 
find him his fill of booties and ſpoiles. 
There allembled vnto him about twenty 
tbouland men, all murtherers, theeues, re⸗ 
bels , lawleſle perſons, wicked and ſe⸗ 
ditious men. Then beganne Scimeon al- 
ſo to vere the Flraclices, to turne all vp⸗ 
fide downe whereſoener hee came, WMhen 
the Citizens of Jeruſalem, the Pꝛieſtes, El⸗ 
ders, and A uni heard tidinges of Schime- 
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ons deſpightfull wickednefſe, how he held on 
ſtill oppꝛe ſling che people of God, they were 
very penſiue ſaying, Nom will this fellow 
moꝛe trouble vs then le hochanan, be he ne: 
uer ſo cruell. They conlulte d therefoze and 
agreed, ſecretly to ſend a power againſt him, 

that might ſodain{y fall vpon hin, and ouer: 

runne him, Peraduenture (lap they) they 
map ſley him, oꝛ take him aline, befozehig 
wickedneſſe groiv to further inconuenience, 
and topne himſelfe with our foes : then hall 
they aſſaile vs both wichin the tawne and 
without. They made out there foꝛe agamſt 
bim a great armie of Jlraclites and Jewes, 
with charrets and hoꝛſemen, and footmen in 
great number, which came where the campe 
lay, and found him in the coꝛne fiel es de⸗ 
ſtroping of the grame, pulling dowre of 
baͤrnes, and burning all both coꝛne and D- 
live tree, Then the leroſolimitet beuided 
their armie , and ſet vpon Fchimeons tentes 
ſodainly, ſmote downe his tentes and made 
a great ſlaughter vpon the ſedicious . But 
ſhoꝛtly after Schimeon gat the bpper hand 
of the temple of God, fo2 hee came vpon 
them in the night ſeaſon, and made a ſoze 
ſlaughter amongſtthem. Then they that re- 
mained , tsoke themlelues to flight tos 
wards 


A 
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n  wardes Jeruſalem, and Schimeon purſued 
e them killing them vnto the hard gates of 
» @ Jeruſalem,ſo that many of them were ſlaive 
„un the way, and verie few efcaped. after this 
d Shmeon went and mootied warre vpon the 
„ © Ceomiies , to ſubdue them vnto himlelfe, 
„which betoze were vnder che dominion of the 
leroſolrmites. And firſt hee came ro the citie 
A ſa, otherwiſe called Gax a, fo2 it was the 
firſt cittic within the bozdures of Cdome, 
as wen came from Jeruſalem, But the E⸗ 
damites met him in the field in great num⸗ 
ber, and iopned with bim, but neither part 
had the victoꝛ y: wherefoze at length they re: 
tyꝛed both. Then was $c/4meon in ſo great 
a rage when as he could not ouercome theſe 
Cdomites,that he wiſht him out of his life. 
Do hre ceaſed fighting a while, and encam. 
ped hunſclfe in che boꝛders of the land of E⸗ 
done, right againſt it, and there abode, 

thinking to ſet vpon them at another time. 
And as hee was deuiſing howe to order 
all thinges, there came vnto him an Evo: 
mite calied Iacob. one of che chiefeſt men a⸗ 
mong them, and a warriour. He hearing of 
Schimeons pꝛoclamation, was maoued to 
come and enter in league with him, and 
thercupon ſaide vnto him: Neuer let it dil⸗ 
comfox 
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tomfoꝛt thee , that thou couldeſt not ou 
come the Edomites at the firſt battaile. J. 
thou wilt bee ruled by my counſaile, thoy 
ſhalt win all the cities in the whole land. am 
I will deliuer them into thy handes , Schi 
meon deſired to knowe howe : therefoze lan 
he let vs heare thy counſell , and ſhewe vs 
how it may be bzought about, and when it 
is come to paſſe, then wil wee honour thee, 
and rewatd thee accoꝛdingly. Iacob ſaide, 
Giue me the one halke of thine armie, which 
A will leade with me into an ambuſhe: then 
ſhalt thou in the moꝛning betimes ſet thy mi 
in arap againſt the Edomites fo} a ſtale, and 
when thou ſhalt perceiue them to comea- 
gainſt thee, then make as though thou fled: 
vet, vntill thou haſt ſtaled them out ofthe 

towne, into the fields to purſue thee, 
Then will J with my men come out of 
dur ambuſh, and make ſpeede to the gates, 
where we (hall kill the warders, and ſodat- 
lp enter the cowne, likewiſe kill all that we 
finde there, and ſet vp a flagge vppon the 
to wꝛe of che towne . Then when the Edo⸗ 
mites ſhall ſee that, their heartes will bee 
dead foꝛ ſorow : then maieſt thou turne a 
gaine vpon them, and beate them downe at 
thy pleaſure, ©! if thou like not this 
| eare 
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heare pet another way. J haue been a cap⸗ 
taine amongſt them a long while, therefoze 
J will returne in the night ſeaſon into the 
towne:ifthe watch examine me from whẽ ce 
J come, J will tel them J come from Schi- 
meons Campe , whither J went as a ſpie, 
Then will J go to the Elders of the towne, 
and will them to let mc haue a companie 
of the beſt Souldiers, and J will bring 
Schimeon into their handes, ik he ſet vpon vs 
afraine, Foz J haue viewed his campe, and 
his power, and bnderſtand that hee intendes 
to mo;rowe to mtermeddle with vs, which 
thou (halt doe indeed. And when thou leeſt 
me to iſſue out againſt thee, thou fhalt ſee 
thy ſtaffe in the reſt, and come towards me, 
then will I take me to flight, and calf a feare 
in the Edomites hearts, that they hall flee 
alſo: which done, thou maieſt purſue to ſlep 
them at thy pleaſure , ouercome them, — 
enter the towne, then that towne great A/ 
oace taken, thou (alt quickly winne all the 
teſt. (hen Schimeon had heard thts, he wee 
and del:herated with his owne connſaile, c 
they liked thelaſt deuiſe beſt: wherckoꝛe that 
they concluded vpon. So lacob the Edemite 
returned by night to Aſa, and declared to the 
auncientes ofthe towne, bowe hee had been 
m

in Schimeons campe, and had viewed his ar; 
my, whereby he had conceiued good hope, 
that hee ſhoulde deliuer Schimeon into then 
handes ſhoꝛtly. The elders therefoꝛe made 
him grand captaine, & chiefe of all their men 
of warre , charging euerp man in this wiſe, 
Fozalmuch as none of pot are ſo expert in 
the knowledge of warfare as is Jacob, there: 
foꝛe behooueth it you to followe him in all 
things, if hee ſet fozward, ſet pee fo2ward, 
whereas he pitcheth his tent, pitch pee allo, 
ik he ſtay, ſtay pe, when he fleeth, flee pe, to be 
ſhoꝛt, when hee returneth, then returne pe, f 
goe not one haire bꝛeadth from that that her 
ſhall commaund pou, neither one wap no} 
other. Upon the next moꝛrow Schimeon iſly- 
ed out of his camp with al his army, and vp: 
on that aſſembled Jacob his men, and went 
out to meete him. But when they came at 
the point ready to iopne, and Schimeon with 
his copany had charged their ſtaues again 
them, by and by Jacob left the field, turned 
his backe and fled, and the chiefe ſouldiers 
that were about him, fled with him. The rel 
ok the people ſeeing their captaine flee , they 
tooke themlelues likewiſe to flight euetie 


man: then Schimeon purſuing, made a great 
aughtersf them, and wan the town, bung 
| ing 
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ag them vnder his ſubiection, And when be 
had ſacked the houſes of them that were ſlain 
ofthe Evomites- and ſpoiled their goods, 
which was verie much, the reſt that he tooke 
pziſoners.& kept aliue, he made peace withs 
e, all, and iopned them vnto his owne campe. 
After that, he departed from thence, accom- 
panied with 40000. good fighting men, part 
Edomites, and part Tewes, and came to 
chebron, which he wan, and deſtroted al theit 
grame and coꝛne fieldes , Det aiter he re- 
pared their walles, and ſuch ofthem ag 
were left aliue, made peace with Schimeon, 
who recetued them into league with him, 
and they became his men, and followed him 
n his warres, So he diſlodged krom thence 
with all his armte, which by the acceſſion of 
the Chebꝛonites was nowe wonderkully en⸗ 
at Wereaſed, and determined to inuade Jeruſa⸗ 
ith lem. And when hee came nigh vnto the Ci⸗ 
of tie, hee raunge d heere and there, deſtroping 
ied the fruites that were vpon the ground, and 
ers allo their coꝛne. Captaine le ochanan has 
eſt ung intelligence of Sch imeons comming to 
hey beliege the Towne, and howe hee had de⸗ 
cit ¶ firoped the ftelds, thought to haue gone out 
eat Not Jeruſalem, and to fight with him, but be 
ng durſt not, fox his ſpies had tolde him that hee 
| 2 ſhouly 


him to ſende him his wife , in ſuch ſeꝛt that 
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Gould not be able to ouerrome him, hee hn 
ſo puiſſant an armie, and lo well appointed. 
Pet neuertheleſſe he iſſuedout, and lay i 
an ambulh foꝛ Schimeon. In 5 meane (pace, 
by chance Schimeoxs wife(that was fled out 
of Jeruſalem with her men and women ſer, 

uants towards her huſband , fox feare left 
the (bould be ſlaine foꝛ her bulbands lake, if 
ſhe ſhould haue tarried at Ferulalem:)paſ: 
ſed bp were he lay in his ambuſh, Oer hee 
tooke, and b2ought agame to Jerulalem, not 
a little pꝛoude · ot ſuch a pꝛay, thinking nowe 
we ſpal baue Schimeon at our pleaſure, ſee: 
ing we haue his wife our priſoner: he loueth 
her lo entirely, that he wil doe foz her ſake 
whatſoeuer we will haue hun. This came tu 
Schimeons eate, who had taken at that tim 
many of le hoc ha nan men, and cut ofliheit 
right hands, ſending them with ſuch ſhamt 
to Jeruſalem to their mailler. Me ſent moye: 
ouer EmbaſTadours to Iehochanan, willing 


ſhee might come to him with all that was 
hers: oꝛ if he refuſed to do it, he ſhoulde be 

extreamely handled, fo2 hee would take the 
fowne ere ft were long, and to [ehochanent 
ſhame, cut off the hands & legs of all them» 
did inhabite it, Ichochenen hearing — 
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was ſoze afrnide, & all they that werewich 
him, therfoze they ſent him his wife, wber⸗ 
upon Schimeon kept him within the towne. 
And as Schemeon plaied the tyꝛant without, 
ſo likewiſe did !ehochanen within. Foz leho- 
chenans, ſouldiers raniſhed the Jraclites 
wines, (hcd innocent blood, Shoztlp after 
Schimeon left the towne foꝛ a ſpace, & returs 
ned into Evotnea, foꝛ he had woꝛd that the 
men of moſt pawer, x the richeſt ſoꝛt of that 
countrey rebelled. TUherupon he lacked and 
ſpoiled all the townes of Edamea, and lefe 
them nothing: ino much that he was become 
verie tich, then returned to Jerliſalẽ, bꝛin⸗ 
ging the Cdomites wholly with him, that 
were meete koz the war: many ol the Jews 
rc{ozted vnto him alſo, and with his power 
hee belieged Jeruſalem, even at the haro 
nates, Det the ty2anme of Tehochanan and 
hiscomplices ceaſed not, but increaſed noze 
and moꝛe daily in Teruſalem, inſomuch that 
they taught che titrzẽs of Jeruſalem to mur⸗ 
der their neighbours, and to commit adul⸗ 
terie with their wiues:by which meanes fo? · 
tation was rike and common in the citie. 
Yea, many of the people and paͤuth ſhaued 
theit beards, letting their haire ok their heads 
ow, and accompanied themlelue s with 
QA 2 wen - 
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women, that therby they might exertile their 
adultetie the ſafer, and not be eſpied, which 
ſin did wonderfully defile che city of Jeruſa: 
lem, and without doubt furthered the deſg: 
lation thereon The gates alſo of the towne 
were cloſed vp, that no man might go in nz 
out. And whoſo went out, fell into the hands 
of Schimeon and was Haine: they that tarri: 
ed within, were cõſtrained to ſee befoze theit 
faces, their ſhame in euerie ſtrecte and cop, 
ner. And il anie fottnd fault, hee was ſlaine 
ſtrait by le hochanan, that moſt cruel Cap: 
taine of the leditious rebels, The citizens 
therefoze ſeeing the ty2annie of Tehochanan, 
to be without meaſure, they aſſembled al to- 
gether, and encountred with lehochanan,and 
were flaine a wonderfull ſozt of them in that 
conflict, And except the Edomites that were 
fled to Jeruſalem from the tyzannie of Schi. 
meon, had ſuccoured the citizens, the whole 
people of Jeruſalem had bene vtterly de⸗ 
ſtroped, and flame euerie mothers ſonhe by 
Jehochanan, his power was lo great. 
Then. Anani the hie pꝛieſt, aud the othet 
Pꝛieſts, with the ancient, faithfull, and Sa 
ges, and the reſt of the people of Jeruſalem, 


ſeeing the wickedneſſe of I-hochanzn, and. 


that they could not ſuffer it any longer, con. 
AR ſulte 
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r Wl fulted together to deliuer vppe the towne ta 
hb Wl Schimeon, and bꝛing him in, and make him 
their king, to help them againft Jehochanan, 
: W whom thep tooke tobe far wozle then Schi- 
e neon. hoping that it might come to paſle, that 
2 Wl Schimeon ſhould flap Iehochanan at length. 
They ſent therfoze. 4mizeai the high pꝛieſt to 
i: WI Schimeon to bziug him into the towne. But 
it WW Schimean craftily denied it, ſaping, That 
2: MW QuldJcome into the towne to you that hate 
eme, and ok late baniſhed me your towne* pet 
b. they ceaſed not, but ſent the lame Amzzrat 
sto him againe, to entreate him in the name 
„ Wot all the people, to come into the citie, and 
0 W by this meanes vppon a certaine night ap⸗ 

id pointed, he centred into Jeruſalem with his 
at whole armie. Motwithſtanding, he was no 


looner within the towne, but he bꝛake his 
p2omile and league that hee had made with 


le che citizens, and whereas he had pꝛomiſed to 


r. fuccour them and aide them, now he was al⸗ 
by tered, and became their ene mie, iopning him⸗ 
ſelfe with Iehochanan. Andtheptwo rebels 
raigned in the citie of Jeruſalem by courſe, 
one one moneth, another another. So where 
m, I befoze Schimeons comming, they thought 
u much to beare the poke and oppbeſſlon of 
one leditious perſon, nowe were thep con- 
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ſtrained to holddowne their Goulvers, an 
beare the poke of two. 

Pet within few dates after,there fel a va, 
riance and diſcoꝛd betweene lehochanan and 
Schimeon,about Eleaſar the prieſt. the ſon of 
Anan the high pꝛieſt. This S /caſur was the 
beginner and firſt lower ok {edition amongf 
the Iſraelites, whom Sch meon would uwe 
haue put to death, to be wꝛoken of his father 
that baniſhed him out of Jeruſalem : but le. 
hochanan teoke Eleaſars part, and defended 
Im. Foz Eleaſar was al waie s Iehochanan; 
friend, and aided him. Dis facher was g 
pꝛieſt, and bare a great rule in Jeruſalem, 
wberefoze Eleaſar was of great efltmation 
and authoꝛitie with the Elders, ſo that they 
durſt not appꝛehend him, and his father alſo 
looked negligeutly vuto him, and let him ds 
what Le lift, becauſe hee had no moe ſonnes 
but him. So he was the firſt that aſſembled 
naucchtie perſons together, and held euet on 
Iehoc hanans (ive, from his firſt comming to 
Jerulalem. And fo? bis ſake fel diuiſion and 
diſſention betweene Ieh achanan and Schi- 
meon, ſo that they became enemies, and war⸗ 
red the one vpon the other euer after. as wet 
{all declare bereaſter. 

In this white, Va/p«ſi«n had ſent Ano: 


nie 
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ue and Mankiminns, (two noble men „ and 
ofhis counſell ) to Rome againſt Verelixs, 
that tbey might make hun out of the way, 
and tben would he came ca Rome to receiue 
the imperiall crowne there; Theſe two cap⸗ 
taines went therefoze aud raiſed an armp, by 
whole aide they ſec vpon Vitellius, and ſlew 
him, not without much adee: fo2 there were 
lame that day at Rome 80. thouſand good 
meu of war. hen Vaſpaſian had woꝛd that 
he was diſpatched, he made ſpeed to Rome 
to his coꝛonation, diuiding firſt his army in 
two parts, wyereof he taok the one with hun 
to Rome, as a ſafegard foꝛ himſelfe whatſo- 
ever ſhould happen, and the other bee left 
with Titus his ſoune, to beltege, Jeruſalem, 

withall. Do teparting,be left his-ſonne 7 #- 
tus at. Alexandria, commanding vim to re⸗ 
maine there, til ſuch time as he would ſigni: 
fie vnto him otherwiſe by his letters, x nem 
him what he ſhould do and that in no wile be 
woulde attempt che ſiege of Jeruſalem i in 
the meane ſpace. 7'irus aunſmerev, I ſhall 


. doe ( deare father) accozding vnto your 


tommaundement, koꝛ to pou it belongeth to 

commannd, and ts me to obep. Vaſpaſian 
= with bim king Agrippa and Mund- 
bu his ſonne 2 hee feared left they woulde 
D 4 rebel, 
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rebel, and me Joſeph pꝛieſt alſo © pjiſanex, 
faſt bound in chaines, fo2 ſo had his counſel 
moued him, ſaying, e cannot tay the con, 
trary, but that we haue found no ligne ofre; 
bellion in JoſephHitherto, neither thinke we 
that he hath gone about any + but who can 
tell when we are gone hence, whether he wil 
fice to Jeruſalem, and help to let them at v. 
nitie and conco2d , then they make him their 
king, and after hee bee the ſoꝛer enemie vntg 
vs: Beſides this, vou ſhall haue need of him 
in this ioꝛney, he being a man of ſuch great 
pꝛudence and wiſedome, that who ſoeuer fol 
loweth his counſel, ſhal bꝛing his matters to 
good and foztunate ſucceſſe, Yaſpaſian liked 
well their aduiſe,and tooke me pꝛiſoner with 
bim, tagether with king -4g7ippas and his 
ſonne, albeit they had na pꝛon vppon them, 
neither of hand noꝛ foote, but only had ther: 
keepers appointed them, that they houldy 
not ſtep aſide, And as Vaſpaſian dꝛem high 
Rome, all che citizens came foozth to meete 
bim, and receiued him with great joy and 
mightie Hewes, Then commaunded heme 
to be put in pꝛiſon, but Agrippes and his ſon 
be let go at liberty, The next day aſſembled 
all the ſenate of Rome, to create Y apa 
emperoz, after the maner of Wn 
wit 
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with whom was A grippas and his ſon, A 
allo intreated the Jailoꝛ to let me haue kee- 
pers with me, & foto bꝛing mee to the place 
where he ſwuld be crowned & created Ceſar: 

which the Jailour granted me, & went with 
mehimlelfe to the place, and bzought mee 
where J might lee al hat was done, Uith⸗ 
in few dapes after, Va/paſtan tooke diſpleas 
ſure with Agrippas vppan the infomation 
of certaine euill diſpoſed perſons that had 
ſlaundered him, and perſwaded Vaſpaſtan 
that hee went abaut to rehelf, and howe hce 
had ſent Letters vnto Jeruſalem , » Cconcer- 
ning the ſame matters, Therfoze Vaſpaſien 
put both him and his ſon Manabas to death. 
This befel thꝛee peres and a halfe befoze the 
deſtruction of Jeruſalem. Moꝛeouer, befoze 
this deede, the continuall ſacrifice ceaſed, fo2 
athouſand , twohundzed and ninetie dapes, 
as it is wꝛitten iu Dan.chap.2 2.4 nd from 
the time that the continuel ſacrifice ſhalbe ta- 
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te en away, and abhominat ion ſpall be put into 
1 deſolatian, a thouſand, two hundred and nine- 
e ie dayer. The ſame peere & moneth that 4 
n 27ippas was put to death, God mooued the 
ed} minde of Vaſpaſian to remember mee with 
bis mercie, wherefoze he commanded that J 
: ſhculdbe fetched out of pziſon, and bzoughe

to his pꝛelence. And as J ſtood in pꝛons be. 
foꝛe him, Cæſar bade me welcome, and ſpake 
comfoztablp vnto me, ſaping, Thou know. 
eſt verp well chat I haue euer loved thee fro 
the dap J firſt ſaw thee, and though J baue 
kept thee continualip in durance, doe not 
thinke J did it of any euill will oz malice to: 
wards thee, but rather thou maieſt periwade 
thy ſelfe, J vid it leſt the Romane pꝛinces 
ſhoulde dildame oꝛ enuie thee, and ſap: See, 
here is the fellow, that in our wars hath en. 
domaged vs ſo greatly, nom goeth he check: 
mate unth vs, in as great fauour as we, let 
vs kill him and put him out of the wap, But 
my friend Joſeph, be thou of good cheere, J 
wil deſiuer thee from theſe pꝛon bands, and 
thou ſhalt be with me in no woꝛſe cale, then 
as one of mp chiefe pꝛinces. J wil fendthee 
inta Jewzie to mp ſonne 7"/:#-, to-whome 
thou ſhalt be as a father and a counſellour. 
Thou knoweſt, Titus was hee that tooke 
pittie on thee, and woulde not ſuffer thee to 
be put to death. Yea hee hath ſundzie times 
mooued me to releale thee of thy bonds, and 
to honour thee, which J haue deferred to do, 
onelp foz this cauſe that J ſhewed thee, 1 
made him aunſwere, But howe can J bee 
quiet oz in ſurety of my life as long as I

an in thy companie and thy ſonnes , ſeeing 
Agrippas and his ſonne were incontinentiy 
put to de ach by you + Ceſar anſwered; Hold 
thy peace loſeph, J neuer looked fo2 anie 
goodne ſle of Ag rippas and his ſonne. Thou 
knoweſt not what they had wought againſt 
np mateſtie, and how they went about to re⸗ 
bell. Thou haſt bozne their bones with thy 
bandes. Ooeſt thou not khowe howe I hs- 
noured him and his ſonne in Jewne,how I 
coulde not ſuffer mp armie ts annoy any sf 
his cities: J aunſwered. Pes: J knowe it 
was ſo as pour maieſltie ſaith. Then ſaid he, 
but foꝛ all this hath Agriphas requited me 
awaine with evil, Foꝛ what time as the no- 
bles of Rome in Jewzy went about to make 
me Emperoꝛ, thinking me ſomewhat moze 
meec to rule the Empire then Vire/lins. A- 
erippas perſwaded with them that they 
ſhould nat make mee Empcrour, affirming 
that there was nothing in me woꝛthy where⸗ 
foꝛe they ſhould pꝛomote me to that dignity. 
And after when he came to Rome, be went 
from one bilhop to another, and cauſed them 
to go to the bihop, to accuſe mee ot ſuch 
crimes,as in my conſcience J knew nothing 
at all. By tbis J perteiued p Arina hart 
was ful ot rancout & rebellion, and therefoze 
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The warres of the ewes; 
A fudcedhimto death, For where as wic⸗ 
kednelle is, there it is meet that condigne 
puniſhment ſhould not be lacking. And 
I put his ſonne to death likewiſe . For the 
ſonne of a traitour ought not to hue vpon 
the earth, becauſe that in his heart remai- 
neth the worke of his father, being con- 
ceiued and borne ot a rebellious ſeed, But 
J baue found thee alwaies faithfull & true, 
and therefoze J commend mp {onne to thy 
wiledome, CQith this, hee commanded my 
pꝛons to be taken away from me: and being 
releaſed & at libertie, he ſer me honoꝛably a: 
mong the Pzinces and Senatozs , Then 
ſaid J bnto him, Js not this a great diſho: 
nour vnto me, that J Qoulde bee deliuered 


from my bondes, and neuertheleſſe my coſt: 


treymen that be with me to be kept in pꝛi⸗ 
ſon ſtill; Nowe therefoze if J found fauour 
in thy ſight, and if thou wilt doe any thing at 
my ſute, looſe the bondes likewiſe of all the 
reſt of the Jſraelices that be with mee: ſet 
them at libertie alſo, and thou ſhalt be aſſu- 
red that J wil be thy faichfull counſellour 
while my life laſteth, and an ennemie to thy 
foes, to make war vpon them p aſfaile thee, 
V 4ſpaftan granted loſeph his requeſt, and 
willed them to be let at libertie, as many as 
| were 
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mere pꝛiſoners with Toſeph , Shoꝛtly after 
ſent he Ioſeph to his ſonne Titus, that abode 
at that pꝛeſent at Alexandria in Egypt, to 
whom hee wzit concerning /oſeph in this 


wiſe, J ſend vnto thee heere (my beloued 


ſonne) Toſeph, a pꝛinte of the Jewes,a man 
of erperience, trained in warre, in whom is 
great wiledome: he ſhall be thy father and 
faithfull counſello2,thou ſhalt not da againſt 
his counſaile, neither one way no! other, foꝛ 
he is a wiſe man. UWherefoze thou (halt re- 
uerence and honour him accozding as hee is 
woꝛthy, foz the Loꝛd his God is with him, 
and beleeue not raſhly any man that ſhall de⸗ 
fame Toſeph vnto thee , Yea, rather put him 
to death ſtraightway , that will accuſe him: 
for 10ſeph is a faithful man and a good coun⸗ 
ſellour, and who ſo is ruled by bis counſel, 


Hall haue a pꝛoſperaus lucceſſe in that hee 


goeth about, Therefoze when Toſeph (hall 
tome vnta thee , after he hath rekreſbed him⸗ 
ſelfe a fewe dapes of his labours and tra: 
uailes of the Sea: then ſhalt thou pꝛepare 
thine expedition againſt Jeruſalem, to be« 
ſiege it. And ik the Jewes receiue thee 
peaceably, and will ſubmit themſelues vn. 
der the Romaine Empire: then beware 
thou endamage them in nothing, bit rather 

repaire 
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repaire their cities, and let them be free from 
all tribute faz the (pace of 2. ꝓtares, pet on 
this condition, that thꝛile kuery peare they 
let a flagge with the armes of the Nomanes 
bpon their walles, that is to ſap, at their z. 
ſalemne feaſtes, when as all their Jſraelites 
were woouttoreſozt ta Jeruſalem , to ap- 
peare befoze che Loꝛd their God. Poꝛeouer, 
they (hall otler fo2 vs euery feaſt, a ſacrifice 
vpon the molt holy aulter that is in Jeruſa« 
lem. Andik thep refuſe to make peace with 
tice , thou ſhalt viterly rale their townes; 
and who ſocuer is left aliue, and eſcape the 
ſwoꝛd, thoie (halt thou itad? away capciue, 
Ik fo be they deſite to haut Jcfeph to bee 
their king, we ore content therewith; In any 
- wife remember to be ruled by /oſeþh5 coun- 
ſell, re f albe thy father, and thou his ſonne. 
iter this, loſeph departed ftom Rome, 
and tame to A /exand: ia to Titas, who hea⸗ 
ring of loſcphs arrtuall , was wodnberous 
glad, and ail the auncient wiſe men with 
bim. Fo2 Ioſeph was full of the ſpiriteof 
wiſedome, vnderſtanding, counſaile, bal: 


antneſſe, knowledge, and feare of Gov; 


Wherefoze he went foꝛth to meete hin, ac- 
compauied with the captains ofthe Romans 
armp, and reteiuen him with great ** 
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Eben 7oſeph deliuered to Tir«s his fathers 
letters: Which Titus hauing read, ſaid vnta 
Joſeph, ( Ahatſoeuer my father hath wzitten 
in theſe letters, I woulde haue done no leſſe 
by mine owne accozd : but ſith my father 
admonitheth mee of the ſame, 4 ought to do 
it the moꝛe. CUherefoze remame heere with 
me, and I will be thy lonne, and thou ſþalc 
be my father, to rule and gouerne me with 
thy counſaile . Do Toſeph abode with Tirss 
at Alexandria a whole moneth after hee 
came from Rome. Then conſulted they to« 
gither to go to Jeruſalem and beſiege it, fo2 
loſeph vnderſtoode well enough , chat this 
came of the Lord, and thar his worde 
coulde net be lerted nor hindered. Titus 
therefoze and Ieſeph with him, departed frs 
Alexandria with all their armie, and pit« 
hed their tentes at Nicopolis, from thence 
they came by water to Tantſa, ſo forth ta 
Iraclea, and leauing that, came to Pelzſes, 
From theee they trauelled though the De⸗ 
art to Baale Iauim, after that, to Dicron, 
ſo to Sa, next to Asks/on, then to Jabuam 
iter to lap ho, and ſo to Ceſarea. In thele 
iournies, he wan eAſ«m, Asbalon, t Iapho, 
with all their townes and Caſtles lying a« 
bout them, 

The 
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The lirſt peare of the raigne of Vſþaſian; 
the 10,month and 7. day of the ſame, came 
Titus with /oſcph and his armie to ceſarea, 
a famous citie built by king Herod. In this 
citie he ſotourned vntil his whole hoaſt were 
come togither, as well of Romanes, ag of 
other nations that were vnder the dominion 
of the Romanes , and came to aide them in 
the ſiege of Jeruſalem , Therefoze Tu. 
armie was wonderfull huge and puillant, 
wherewithhe abode at Ceſarea, t ill the colp 
of winter was paſt, and the moneth of 4, 
dꝛew nigh, The ſame pere the ciuill warres 
grew and increaſed in Jeruſalem, fo? the ci 
tizens ſlue one another without any truce, 
reſt, 02 quietneſſe, no not in winter, when 
as wars were woontto ceaſe , but fommet 
and winter both, the warres neuer ſtinted 
between Schimeon, Iehochanan, and Eleaſar, 
Fo2 the Loꝛd y ſame pere had ſent amongſt 
them of Jeruſalem, a turnſick ſpirite of giv 
dineſſe, that the people were diuided into z. 
partes: whereof the firſt and beſt, followed 
Anani the Jeſt, who at that time had ſtai⸗ 
ned, bnhallowed, and ſuſpended his office of 
p2iefthsod, Another part followed ſeditious 
Tehochanan: the third, moſt cruell Schimeon; 
* that in the midſt of Jeruſalem was ciuil 
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wars, and withoutthe ſame, the Romanes 
atmie made roads vpon ceſ area euen to Je- 
tulalem: by the meanes whereof no man 
dur ſt go fozth,fo2 feare left he ſhould kal in⸗ 
to the enemies hads, noꝛ enter into the town 
tobzing ante nete flaries thither. Anani be. 
ing a perfect godly man, & feeing the com: 
mon weale of Jeruſalem gauerned by the 
pleaſures of Þ ſeditious, gaue ouer his third 
part that ſtacke to hun, to E/eaſar his ſonne, 
which was the firſt authour of ſedition, and 
he that gaue the firſt occaſton, that was caule 
Alo of all the miſchtete that befel in Jeru⸗ 
ſalem and in the whole land ok Tudea, Foz 
hee be ganne a conſpiracte againſt the Roz 
— Garriſons, and pꝛouoked Jſrael to rex 
bell agatnt the Romanes, and to lay handes 
ppen them. © herefaze there aſſembled vn⸗ 
to ſeditiaus Eleaſar · Jehudab, Chex ron, Schi- 
neon, x Chisleahu, yong men, ok the nobles 
of Teruſalem. Eleaſar with his companie 
tooke the Temple, and the courts about it, 
eppoiuting of his men, ſome to bee ſvies, 
lome to keepe watch and warde about the 
Temple of the Loꝛd. But! ehochanan, who 
becauſe of p great reſoꝛt of people vnto bim, 
Ladet the Eleaſar, he tooke the mar⸗ 
ket place and kreetes, the lower part of the 
R Citie, 
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citie, Then $c-imeon the Ieroſolimite, takt 
the higheſt part of the towne, wherefoze hig 
men annoped Tehochanans part ſoze with 
ſlings aud croſſebowes. Betweene thele 
thꝛee there was allo moft cruell battailes in 
Jerulalem, fo! the ſpace of foure days, with: 
out cealing 02 anp bꝛeathing, and euerie dap 
were verie many flaine, ſo that the blood 
the Jewes that were flaine, ranne euerie 
where aboundantly , thꝛough the market 
place and ſtreetes, yea euen to the temple of 
the Loꝛd, like vnto a flood that had come of 
great thow2es 2: and vnto the thꝛeſholds of 
the gates of the temple, the dead bedies o⸗ 
uerwhelmed ene another by heapes, fo2 ng 
man buried them. le/ochanan hauing the 
middle part ofthe towne, had Schimon on 
the one ſide him, and Eleaſar on the other, 
But Schimeon had the beſt place, from whice 
he might annop both Jehochanan and Elea- 
ſar, Eleaſar did alſo what he could to endo: 
mage Schimeon. Lund lehochanan that was 
in the middeſt, encombꝛed them bath, not⸗ 
withſtanding to little purpoſe, F 02 Schime- 
ont companie flang ſtones, and ſhot at them 
ſoe : but when as Tehochaners. part ang 
likewiſe at them, the ſtones rebounded again 
bpon themlelues, Thus mathe 
the 
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the battaile was ſoze, and encreaſed euery 
pap, that al men were in great tetroꝛ & feare 
thereof, Then allembled to the temple much 
people of the pꝛieſts and elders, beſceching 
theſe inteſtine and, domneſtical{ enemies, not 
to pollute and delle the Temple with their 
ſaughters, aud were almoſt al flain foz their 
labour, The ſame day was ſlaine the pꝛieſt 
Anant, and 10/4 a pꝛieſt, both of the chifeſt 
pes, Techa riabu, t the moſt faichfull 20+ 
phet of the Low.. Thea had the continuall 
Boceilice ceaſed 36. daies 2 fo2 ever until 
that tune, was there ſome good men 02 other 
at Jeruſalem, that offered alway ſacrifice to 
the L 02d, 

But now when, thep would haue continued 
it, and the pzicfs laid the ſacrifice vpon the 
aulter, rhe-ſeditious would run bpon him & 
kill him, that the pꝛieſts bodies and tbeir cat: 
* that they wouls haue ſacrificed, thould al 
all dead ta the ground togeth 5 Tbep chat 
teloꝛted alla out ofthe, ounce f Feruſale 
for denotiaus lake, rhe (eaitiolig flew, an 
vtterly dellroyed them, that alnfoſt ub one 
of them was left alive; . .. 

Mozeoner, the dead bodies of men lap 
caſt in the temple, and that without number 
itods dnver the feece 3 1 the bead b6die 55 
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the pꝛieſt that was offering ſacrifice, lap vy: 
on the earch together with his offering. And 
when anie man woulde offer ante ſacrifice, 
ltraitwap due oꝛ other of the ſeditious would 
ſtep to him and kill him, that the blood of 
the. lacritice and ſacriſicer ſhould be mingled 
together. Inlomuch that the pauement of 
the temple, being all of marble, was made 
ſa flipperte wich the blood and far ok them 
that were ſlaine, that no man could gee vþ, 
on it without falling. And the pꝛieſt ſhould 
no ſooner lap hands on the ſacrifice, but hee 
was ſlaine, and ftraite another dead bodie 
ſhould fall vpon him, ſiranger oz other, they 
ſpared none. So thus the dead bodies of the 
good and bad, cleane and vncleane, wicked 
and vertuous, rheefe and true men, lay one 
vppon another, and their blood mitt toge⸗ 
ther i che midſt o the Temple, without re 
fpect of any may, what decree 02 condition ſo 
euer he were f,-, Wherefsje the fight and 
flaugbter waxt great, both in the towne, and 
in the temple, Foz whomloeger the ſediti⸗ 
dus ouercame, they ſet fire on their houſes 
alſo : Whereby the fire tooke into the great 
mens houles that were nigh the temple, and 
into the ſtoze-houſes,wheras againſt times 
of neceſlitie, and beſiegings of the Towne, 

were 
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were laide vp in ſtoze, cone, wine, and ople, 
tothe number of a thouſand and. foure hun- 
dꝛed ſtoze houſes, all filled full of victuals. 
Foz the Elders and other godly men, what 
time as /4ſpaſea was in Galilee,they made 
vp che doozes of thoſe Garner houſes, and 
{ad in victuals into them, ſufficient fo2 two 
hundꝛed thouſand men twentie pcares, and 
now in this one battaile of the ſeditious, they 


were burnt cuerie one, ſticke and lte, which | 


was a ſpeedy cauſe of kanne and hunger in 
Jeruſalem. 


At the ſame time allo, the ſeditious pulled 


downe and raced al the faire houſes, c good- 
a buildings, that there ſhould bee no monn? 
ment ok ante noble houſe left to anie of the 
cities of Jeruſalem. So this pou ſee at that 
time, the L 02d viſited the citizens of Jeru⸗ 
ſalem with foure kind o* plagues, ſwoꝛd, pe⸗ 
lulence, hunger, ad ſice : beſides this, a iet 


was added, the rune and decap ok all beau⸗ | 
tiful and E220ious5 buildings. And whereſo- | 


ever a man turned him, there was nothing 
but deſalation.,polluſion'namecly of the tem - 
ple aud all holy things)v3zaares, without al 
teſt and refuge, no helpe, na ſaccour, but e⸗ 
uerie coꝛner ak J etulalem was ful of how⸗ 
liag aud pelling, wailing c weeping, fobbtug 
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and lighing ol women and childzen. Heert 
tyaulde yceheate the roating and groating 
of wounded men, not yet thzough dead: there 
the mourning and lamentation fo2 the C1, 
ders that then were flame by the ſeditious: 
pofider, childzen crying out f2 hunger ito be 
ſhozt, molt ſoꝛrowfullonpꝛeſlid of them that 
liued, doone by the ſedittous. Such voices 
were made euery where, that happy and faz 

tunate was he that befoze this day died: and 
vnhappte and in a wofull tale were all ſuch 
as remained aliue to ſee this day. Allthik 
things when J loſeph heard tidings of, J 
fare my beard with mp hands, and caſt aſhes 
bpon my head, ſitting in great ſozrow vpon 
the ground, bewatlingthe milerie and cala 
mitie of Jeruſalem, 

And this lamentation made Toſep/ vpon 
Terulalem : Howe is the holp cittle (quoth 
he) laide waſte , that was wont fo be moze 
happy and moze renowned, than all the pꝛo⸗ 
uinces vppon the carth% Yow ts the citti 
that was heretofoze in ſuch highnoſſe an) 
dignitie, nowe bzought onder the foote, 
thozow the lonnes of the citizens thereof? 
whereas ſometime was the dwelling place 
of the faithtull, nowe beare rule there ſuch 
men as prouoke and ſtirre Gods wyath l. 
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ganſt it, and turne it away from their God, 
waſting it as theeues. In 5 which, ſometime 
temained the bꝛighines of the gadhead, it is 
now become a bywoꝛd, and mocking-Nocke 
to the enemies, repleniſhed with blood of 
wounded and ſtaine men. In ſteede of mirth, 
xladneſſe, reiopcing, harps and plalterics.ts 
ſozrow, ſighing, heart-bzeakes, mourning, 
and penſtuencs come in place. Euen as heres 
tofoze the prieſts executed the ſeruice of the 
1 02d in offering ſacrifices : ſo !ikewife now 
ſcoittous perſons , murthered godly and 
faithful men, 

Ahere was wont to be the dwelling place 
of moſt wiſe + pꝛudent men, now is it made 
a common hoſtry of wicked murtherers and 
theeues. O Loꝛd GovofJſrael haue not 
Augels in time paſt come downe from hea⸗ 
nen to earth to ght thy battailes : Waue not 
the floods ok the Deas perſecuted them that 
perlecuted thee$hath not the earth ſwallow - 
d vp them that deſpiſed thee*and the winds 
ſcattered them aſunder thar made inſurrecti- 
ons againſt thee: and thunder from heauen 
deſtroped thine enemies: and ſtarres haue 
fought. againſt thy foes: TAhat mcanes 
this therefoze, and how commeth it to pafle, 
that thou hideſt thy face from vs: to whom 
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haft thou betaken the ſi erpe of thy paſture; 
Laoke vpon vs our God, 4 behold thy pegs 
ple and inheritance.that thou bzoughteſſ out 
of Egipt with a nitghty-power,and a ſtrong 
hand: with wonders g ligues, leading them 
vncill this dap in thy faith, take pittie vppen 
them in thy mercp, and extend not thy wah 
againſt thy ſeruants. 

Where art thou Moles the ſonne of Am 
ram* ſtand vp, and lee thy people and flocke 
of ſbeepe, which thou feddeſt al thy ile with 
thy wiledome z ſee howe wolues and lions 
teaxe them: {ee how the Jſraelites are be- 
tome foes of their owne liues and loules: 
yea waſters aud deſtropers are ſpꝛung vp of 
thate owne ſelues. Bchotde the people of 
God, fo2 whoſe fake thou likteuſt vppe thy 
ſtaikec ouer the ſea, where with thou firuckeſt 
 diuidid{t it, that it was made dꝛie ground, 
ſo that the Iſraelites paſſed thꝛougb, and cl: 
caped heir enemies. Remember thy pꝛaper 
when as in tune of famine aud lacke of food, 
thou obtamedſt fa2 them meat from heauen, 
and at the ſame time when they were wea- 
rig of their liues fo2 thirſt, thou bzoughtelt 
mater out of the molf hard rocke, 

Come foo2th Aaron moſt holp pꝛieſt of 
God, that didſt put thy ſelfe betweene the li- 
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ung and the dead, to turne away the plane 
from Mrael, & ſtrokeſt the dellroyer that he 
ſhould not come nigh the liuing. Ariſe out of 
thy graue thou Ph:nees , that mooucd with 
ſuch terucncie, didſt reuenge the glozte and 
maieſty of the Loꝛd Sod of Jiracl, Come & 
run thꝛogh theſe levitious in thy furp, which 
murcher che people of God and his pzicftes. 
gwake thou loſua, that diddeſt thzow down 
the walles of Jericho, with the ſaund end 
ſhoute of thy trumpets that the holy pꝛieues 
helu in their hands. Come nom and {Te thy 
people that thou madeſt £o inßerite manie 
Nations, # to conquer mot puiſſant kings, 
go they kill one another, how they further 
and helpe foward the idolater to rule ard

life fo2 theirs, ſaping, Let thy hand O Lord. 
be turned againſt mee, and againſt the houſe 
of my father, and doe not fall vpon thy peopl: 
to deſtroy them. 

Uhere arte thou ELiſeus? come and ſee 
what thou canſt doe, if thou canſt reſcue the 
renmant of J ſrael, and find them ante gappe 
to ſcape at. Diddeſt nat thon by thy pꝛayer 
bzing the power of the Spꝛians to a towne 
of defence, and pꝛeuatledſt againſt them 
without dint of ſwoꝛd oz battell, and bꝛough⸗ 
tedſt them downe, ſmiting them with blind: 
nes, that thep turned their ennutie towardcgs 
Ilrael into loue: Indeede, thou walt he that 
vanquiſhed the Spꝛians by thy pꝛaper, that 
they fled koꝛ fearc of the ſame. Now there: 
fore ye heardmen of Jlracl, allemble toge⸗ 
ther, and liſten with pour cares, and heare 
my woꝛdes that J will ſpeake in pour cares 
this day. Tell mee, what is become of pour 
p2aper that pee haue made koꝛ the people of 
I ſrael, to defend and turne awap from them 
all wath, indignation, tribulation, furic, 
and immiſlions of euill ſpirites $ How is it 
that now ye ſee not the ſanctuary turned in: 
ta aà bile ſinck ok bloud * fo2 the dead bodies 
ol pꝛieſtes lie in the middeſt of it. The holie 
Cittie Jeruſalem is become a range = 
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as though the name of the Loꝛd had neuer 

been in it: and the ſanctuary of the Loꝛo is in 

that caſe at this pꝛeſent, as though divine 

godbend had neuer dwelt therein : fo2 the 

temple is turned into a denne of theeues, a 

ladging ok ſeditious perſons, a tabernacle ot 

ctuell murtherers And whoſo fleeth thither 

fo: refuge, there they be ſlaine: as the ſcdt- 

ti2us haue murchered in the middeſt thereof 
Anani the high peſt , and loſwa a JPieft 

elſo, that were Pyince and chieke JIpieltes, 

the moſt reuerene amongſt the people of 
God, whom ere this, kinges and natians 
had beſgught and deſired their fauour, but 
reuer caſt their ſlaine bodies in the middeſt 
ot the temple, Tye nobilttic alſo of Teruſa⸗ 

lem, the Elders of Ids, the Danes of Jl⸗ 

racl, whoſe friendſhip kinges and nations 
haue ſought and deſired to make peace with: 
hey lie now ſlaine here and there in p midſt 
of Jeruſalem, are meate vnto the faules of 
the aire, and beaſtes of the field, to dogs and 
rauens, becauſe there is no man to burp the, 
Theſe died not foꝛ their offences , but be⸗ 
caufe they found fault with the Tſraclites 
when they ſinned. Mowe are they ſlaine in 
thee (O Jernulalethon holp citte, renowned 
thoughout the whole earth) all iuſt —_ 
bo 
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The warres ef the Iewes. 
holy men, whom the ſeditious haue our; 
come, thoſe belhoundes and bloudſuckers, 


that haue bꝛought all chele euils vpon thee: 
bowe are the pꝛieſtes of the Loꝛd, and his 


Pꝛophets ſlame, amongſt thoſe haly men! 


Fo? befoze the holy temple , was the 70. 
phet Sechariahu that iuſt and holy man, but. 
chered and murthered, vea, without all buri⸗ 
all, neither was his bloud coduered with 
earth, but pet (till wandꝛeth about and mut⸗ 
tereth in thee, The bloud of Anant allo and 


Ioſua the chiefe pꝛieſtes, was pet neuer co- 
uered, which were both flaine in thy temple, 


as men be woont to kill thecues : yea, he 
bloud of the godly young men, and valiannt 
men that would haue reuenged them , was 
fred alſo by the ſeditiaus, like flouds of wa: 
ter, Howe are the heartes of the people tur: 
ned ſo aukwardlp, that they will heare no 


adunſſion of iuſt men? but are like vnte 
vluckiſh Images, that neither ſee no heate, 
no2 pct vederitand any thing, All beaſtes be 


they neuer lo b2utitÞ, all plantes, and things 
that growe vpon the earth, withſtand them 
that tzauade them to doe them iniurie, & en- 
deudur to auaid the foꝛce of their enemie:but 
thy childze that thou keepeſt within thee, ate 
changed into enemies, and one bꝛother mur⸗ 

thereth 
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thereth another with the lwoꝛde. There is 
now thy valiantneſſe,thourhat neuer wouls 
deſt bowe to beare the poke of the Gentiles 
vpon thy ſhoulders, bu: beſt caſt away the 
bondage of the Cgyptians, Philiſtnes, A- 
ramtes, Aſlonans, Chaldies Perſians, and 
Medes: UWihere is the ſtrength that God 
fave to the Chalſmonanites, that with a ve⸗ 
ty ſmall company defended thee, and pꝛeuai⸗ 
led againſt the huge and pu:ſlant armie of 
the Greckes,; deſtrated the ſtoute ſouldiers 
Babylon, vanquiſhed the mightie armie 
of the Berſians, flue Kamitia rut uud. Antio- 
thus; and purfaed their armies, making 
great Naughcers of them, filing all places 
fultof dead arkaſes of che Gentiles : They 
would not be ruled by ſlaners, but ventured 
theniſelues to die, offering their liucs, not 
fo) their ſonnes and daughters, but fo) the 
Sanctuary of the Loꝛd and his temple, leſt 
houſde be polluted with the Idols of the 
Gentiles. There remaineth nde the rod 
of God, chat holy rod that budded and blol⸗ 
bmed inthe dars of gladneſſe: Nowe is 
boch the ſpꝛings withered, and the rod it ſelfe 
alſo. The rodof faith i is withered,the'rod of 
the kingdome , the rob | alſo of thy people, 
whence the holy lawe is taken away , — 
£r 
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ther is there auy man that can tell where tg 
dꝛau ame waters of thy beauenly mercie, 
Alas, the mercikull men that haue been in 
tunes paſt to their bzethzen , both aliue and 
dead: howe are they nowe turned into moſt 
cruell tpꝛautts, aud haae mercie of no may; 
CUlhere is che multitude of their mercies, 
wherewith they were woont honourablp ts 
bury their dend: Nowe the cozſes of theit 
dead bodics touer p face of the whole earth, 
and there is no body will v>uchafe to burie 
them: yea, they that would cannot be ſufle, 
red, but ſtraight waies commeth other to 
them, and killes them befoze they can doe tt, 
ſo that they alſo die and lie vnburied, aud are 
Lrowed about heere aud there in the fields, 
Such is the ginie in thee now adayes, ney: 
ther the father tp burp the ſonr;e, no? the fon 
the father, the ſeditious watch fo diligently 
thoſe that be dead, leſt any man Gold? bu: 
tie them: which ik they doe, they are allo 
llaine bp them, and lie vnburich them- 
ſelues... The temple of the Loꝛd that is u 
thee and was woont to ſmt ij ſweetly of ſyi 
tes, annointmentes and perkumes: how is it 
now chaked with carrion dung. and moſt pe: 
ſtileng ſtinch of dead badies, and bloud of the 
wounded ? Thy lircetes are ſtrowed falls 
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dead men, ſome run thzough with glaues 
and jauelins , and other dead fo2 hunger: 
yea, thep that remaine pet aliue in the citie 
are as good as dead allo, and may be taken 
fo2 no lelſe. Foz they are wearie of their 
liges, becaule of the peſtilent dampe of the 
dead bodies, the outragiouſneſſe whereof, 
bath caſt many into moſt paungerous diſea- 
es, and hath been the death of numbers al⸗ 
ready, This map wozthilp ſeeme to bee it 
that Da uid, the annointed of the God ot I4- 
col, the pleaſant and lweet muſicall Poet of 
A(rael, ſpeaketh of, Lord thy Gentiles are 
come into thine inheritance, they baue pollu- 
ted the remple of thy holineſſe. And would ta 
God it bad been Gentiles that thou haddeſt 
bzaught , nouriſhed and exalted to doe this 
deed, to rebell and ſinne againſt. chee, and to 
pollute thus the holy temple that is inthee. 
For in the maltciouſneſie of an enemie, a man 
finderh the halfe of his comfort: but in the 
malice of a friend, there is no comfort at all, 
Yea, the very,childzen that thou haſt bzed, 
bzoucht vp and pzamoted., the ſelfe ſame 
haue ſtuffed the temple of the Voꝛd that is 
inthee, with vuburiev carkaſes , euery man 
killing his n + the leditious ſuffe- 
ting no man to bury tht: but fleping al p ats 
tempt 
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tempt to beFowe anie ſuch woꝛke of mercie 
bpon che dead, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that they fal dead 
vpon the corſes which they would haue bu⸗ 
ried : and by that meanes, both the coꝛſes lie 
caſt out into the field, no better then the car: 
kaſes of brute beaſts that be found i in deſart 
places. 

Pea, the iniquitie and ctueltie ok thy titi⸗ 
3ens (D Jetulalem) is growne ſo far, that 
they were not content only tokit their neigh: 
baurs, but they mult alfs hew their miſers⸗ 
ble lymbes in preces , koꝛ elſe they thought 
they were nat ſufliciently reufged: although 
that in ſo doing. many tunes the ſtiuch of the 
d. ad, tooke woꝛthie ventteance againe ofthe 
hung bo caſting him into incurable diſeaſes; 
Ali cheſe euils are come vpon thy childden, 
becaule hey haue fozſaken the lawe of the 
I. 02d. e haue trauſgreſled the covenant that 
he made with their bꝛethꝛẽ̃, becauſe alfothey 
hiue {taned afccainft the Lord God oftheit. 
fathers, in ſuedding the blood of jſt men 
innocents that were in thee, enen in the tem. 
ple of the Lord. And therfojcare our ſo)ow- 
full ſighings nultplied, and our weepiugs 
daily increafed.fo2 that we haue bin the tal 
of all theſe euils that are befallen vs, and ark 
not yet endeb. O Lozd our God, our ſins are 
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gane outer our heads, & the wicked acts that 
we haue committed in thy ſight are innume⸗ 


table. The Loꝛd our God is righteous, it is 
we that haue rebelled againſt his will, wee 
haue pꝛophaned and vnhallowed his law, we 
have bꝛoken his couenant. And euer the moze 
þ his wꝛath enkindled againſt vs, the moze 
have we tranſgrellcd againſt him. TWhers 
foze to him belongeth iuſtice and iudgement, 
he hach woꝛt biely poured the furie of his dil. 
pleaſure vpõ vs:to vs only belongeth ſhame, 
25 we haue aboundantly at this day. But he 
will once turne againe and haue mercie vp⸗ 
on vs, vanquiſh al our ins, and caſt them all 

into the deepe bottome of the ſea. So be it. 
Alter thele things the third day ok the firſt 
moneth,in the firſt ycare of the raigne of V. 
ſpaſian, Titus his ſonne tooke muſter of his 
wen in the plaine of Ceſarea , to knowe the 
tectaine number of them, which he had not 
done akoꝛe, ſince his fathers departure: and 
he kound them verie manie, inſomuch, that 
they ſeemed almoſt to couer the earth, This 
done, he tooke his journep from Ceſarea 
vith his power, and came to Samaria, 
where the Citizens received him with great 
lo and much honoured him. Uherefoze he 
ſpared them, and did them uo harme. From 
= hence 
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thence he came to Alelona, thirtie furlongg 
from Jeruſalem, there he pitched his tents, 
and leauing them there, tocke ſixe hundꝛeth 
hoꝛſemen with him, and came to Jeruſalem 
to view the towne, to know what height the 
wals were, what flrength there was in the 
towne, ſpecially of the ſeditious, of whom e. 
uerie where great rumoꝛ was: finally tore: 
ceiue peaceabiy all ſuch as were deſirous of 
peace, So, as he came to the wall he ſaw ng 
man, neither goe out no} in: fot the gates 
were ſhut vp, andthe ſeditious had laid an 
ambuſh without the town to trap Titas, who 
went ſomewhat befoze accompanied with; 
few, the reſt following a pꝛetie way behinde, 
Uhiles therefoze hee was in viewing the 
walles, the ſeditious iſſued out of their am: 
buſh, that they had laid nigh vnto Afelona, 
and ſetce vppon the backe of Teas men be: 
hinde. Then iſſued an other ſogt out of the 
Towne, ſo that they had Titus between 
them, and running vpon him, ſeparated hin 
from his men, and enutroned him on euerie 
ſive, where they flew 60. of his men, and 
might haue flaine him alſo, ſaue that they 
roueted to take him aliue. Tu ſeeing 
himſelle beſet, and fozſaken of his owne 
men, thatuhougbt it was 20 

un 
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gs bim to eſcape , perceiuing alſo , that ther 
ts, MW went not about to kill him, but to take him 
aline ; mozeouer, that he could in no wiſe e⸗ 
ſcape , except hee would make an irruption 
and runne tbꝛougb their handes: he tooke a 
good heart vnto bim, and valtantly baake 
though, flaying whomloeuer came in his 
way ts lay hands on him, and ſo he eſcaped, 
I they had intended to haue flaine him, they 
might haue done it: but being defiroas to 
take him aliue (as he ſaid) they abſtainey 
from ſtriking him, and ſo they loſt bim. And 
God would not deliuer him mto their hands, 
that by him he might ſcourge z lrael. But 
the Jewes ſeeing him to be thus eſcaped, 
repeated loꝛe that they had not killed him, 
laing one to another, That meant we, that 
we killed him not while wee migbt: it is ill 
handled of vs. Therefoꝛe they purſued hint, 
hurling and ſhooting after him with En⸗ 
gins of warre, but they could not overtake 
him: foꝛ God pꝛeſerued him, that he might 
afterwarde deliuer Jernſalem into his 
bandes. Do hee returned to Atelons, ann 
perceiued the hearts ol Kings to bee in the 
bandes ol God; The next mozrow bzought 
Titus all his armie to Jeruſalem, determi» 
ning to entampe himſelke vppon the mount 
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oliuet: wherfoze he firſt ſpake vnto his ſoul, 
diours in this wife, This dap pe go to light 
againſt a moſt mightie nation, whoſe war 
riours be ſtrong as lions, valiant as liberds, 
and nimble as fawnes that run in the moun; 
taines to ouerturne chariots, and ſuch as ſit 
vpon them. Now therfoze take good hearts 
vnto pou, and be couragious, foz it ſo ſtands 
vou in hand, Do not thinke them to be like 
the nations that heeretofoze pee haue had ta 
doe withall: J my ſelfe haue erpertence 6 
therwile of their valiantneſſe and ſleights of 
warre, This faid,he marched in aray moſt 
ſtrongly, that they ſhould not be ſcattered a: 
ſunder, and gaue them charge, ſpecially to 
the vawarde, to take heede of ſtumbling vp⸗ 
on Welles and Ceſternes, wherebythey 


might bee hindzed, fo2 as pet the Bay was 


ſcarce bꝛoken: and beſides this, Titus had 
knowledge howe the Jewes fearing of his 
comming had digged ſecret trenches and pit- 
falles,CUherefoze to auoid them, he led his 
yoaſt tothe mount Oliuet, in which place i 
neuer came in ther minds to dig. 
Therefoze when hee came to the mount 
Oliuet, hee encamped there againſt Jerula⸗ 
lem, right oner againſt the bzooke Cedron, 
that ranne betweene the citie 2 
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and many times ranne verie allow. 777. 
tampe was about rlongs from the 
towne, The next mozrow they of the towne 
ſeeing Titus to be encamped vpon the mount 
Oliuet, the captaines of the ſeditious with 
their companies aſſembled together, and fell 
at argument, euerie man with another, in⸗ 
tending to turne their crueltie vppon the 
Komanes , confirming and ratifping the 
ſame attonement and purpoſe, by ſwearing 
one to another, and ſo became peace amongſt 
them, herefoze, iopning together, that 
befoze were thꝛee ſeuerall parts, they ſet s⸗ 
yen the gates, and all the beſt of them iſſued. 
out with an hoꝛrible noyſe and e, that 
they made the Romanes akraide withall, in 
ſuch wile that they fled- befoze the ſeditious, 
which ſodainelp did ſet vppon them at vn- 
wares, But Titus ſeeing his men flee, 
rebuked them, laping, Are pe not afhamep 
ofthis timerous cowardues, when ye are ſa. 
many, and a hundzeth fo2 one of them? 
What ignomie is it. ſo manie to be repulſed 
of ſo few: Aherewithal Titus ſtaied them, 
and bzought them mankully co withſtanve 
the Jewes, ſo that verie many were ſlaine 
on both lives, But the Romanes were not 
alle long to abide the fozce of the Jewes, 
S 3 albeit 
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albeit that Tus with his picked and mol 
valiant ſouldiourg pid mankully keepe their 
ground, and neuer reculed. T 2s allo labg: 
red and encouraged the reſt to fight, but they 
were ſo diſmated that they wilt nat what to 
do. Foz to fozlake ILItus they were aſha: 
med, and ta reſiſt the violence of the Jewes 
they were not able, Motwithſtanding T 77 
and his companie made his partie good a: 
gainſt che Tewes, who at length left the 
field, and withdzew themſelues toward the 
towne. Then Titus being wꝛoth with his 
ſouldiers, that they hav fled from the Jews, 
ſaide buto them, Shall J not be auenged of 
theſe J $ Shall ſo few ofthemput vs 
to flight, not able to ſtand in their hands tand 
will pe flee oꝛ recule, ſeeing me abide by it: 
The next day Titus tooke al his armie,ſaue 
a fewe that he left in his campe to keepe the 
baggage, and went downe the mount Ol: 
uet, ſetting bis men in battaile ray, tuen a- 
gainſt the gates of the cittie. Then exhoz⸗ 
ted he them to play the men, and although 
they were come downe the hill, vet they 
ſbould' not feare the Jewes foꝛ their campe 
chat they bad left behinde them, koz the 
Bꝛzooke Cedron (ſaith hee) is between out 
camp and the Iſraelites. With theſe _ 
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chey were encouraged, & determined fo en⸗ 
counter with the Jewes onder the walles 
hard at the gates ef the citie, truſting to the 
ſafegarde and defence of the bꝛooke Cedron. 
The captaines of the ſeditious likewiſe vſed 
policie:foꝛ they diuiding their men, feac one 
company to paſſe ſodainly the bꝛooke Cedron 
to inuade and ſpoile the Romane campe that 
were left in the mount Oliuet. Thele there- 
foze went and fought with the Romans vp- 
on the mount, and dꝛoue them out of their 
campe, Titus looking behinde him, and per⸗ 
teiuing that the Jewes had igotten ouer the 
hꝛooke, and were in hand with his men, hee 
was wonverfully afraide, ſeeing himſelle in⸗ 
uironed with battailes on euery five. They 
within the towne, when they lawe their kel⸗ 
lowes once at the mount Dliuet, thep ope⸗ 
ned the gates, iſſued with all their power 
that was left in the towne, and encountred 
with Titus, where he had ſet his men in arap 
ouer againſt the gate, where they made a 
great ſlaughter ofthe Komanes, which (de⸗ 
ſirous to auenge the ſhame gotten the day 
befoze)fled not, but ſtoutly withſtoode their 
foꝛce. Allo the Jews took hart to thẽ, foght 
mankully, and beat downe the Romanes, 
that at length they tooke them to flight to⸗ 
— 4 ward 
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ward mount Oliuet, ſo that in their flight 
many of them were ſlaine by the Jewes that 
purſuep the chaſe, Upon this, diuers of r.. 
tut louldiers (ſeeing themſelues beſet both 
befoꝛe and behinde) counſelled Tic to flee 
with them to the mountaines to laue his life, 
leſt he ſhoulde be llaine by the Zewes , and 
they all together with him. Fo2 thou (ſay 
they) art a great LozÞ of many kingdomes, 
and Gov ſhall one day bꝛing thee to the im 
periall crowne of our loꝛd thy father. Howe 
therefoze if thou ſhouldeſt bee llaine ofthe 

Zewes, we are al but dead: and what good 

chould thy death doe eicher to thy ſelfe 02 to 
other, to be ſlain like one of vs: Tieus would 

'F not be ruled by them, no} recetue their coun⸗ 

\ | ſell, but kept his ground boldely, without 

' 
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once turning his face, ſaping, I wz/l chuſe 
rather to die with honour, than to liue with 
ſhame. And with that hee ruſhed vppon the 
Jewes that were nigh him, and compelled 
them to recule. Mhen the Jewes that had 
Wa enuironed the Romane campe , ſawe that, 
14 they left the Romanes and came flocking a: 

14 bout Titus by routes, aſſailing bim on eue⸗ 
ry ſide, indeuouring alſo with al their might 
to ouercharge him. Wherethzongh in that 
place was a ſoze and vehement fight, ar 
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put the Romanes to flight thyiſe v 
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nuch people flaine on both parties: yea, 77. 
tus eſcaped narrowely from beeing ſlaine in 
that fight, and had died indeede, i certaine 
of his valtant Houldiours had not returned 
vnto him, and relcued him out ofthe Jewes 
handes. That day were the chiefe of Ti:us 
ſeuldiaurs flaine. Then the Jewes retired 
lo their place at the walles ſide, They alla 
went to the maunt Oliuet, returned home⸗ 
ward by the bꝛooke Cedron. The Romanes 
ſeeing that purſued them: whereuppon the 
Tewes turned againe vpon the Romanes, 
who fledde by and by. Thus the Jewes

It came to paſſe then, that the externall 
warres pauſed, and inteſfine ciuili warres 
returned moſt terribly amongſt the ſeditions 
at Jeruſalem, Foz vpon the firſt dap of the 
high ſolemne feaſt of JIaſſeouer , caytaine 
Tchochanan and his men came into the tem⸗ 
ple ofthe Loꝛd, where hee was honourably 
receiued of the Pꝛieſts and Elders with che 
relt of the communaltie . And when they 
were within, they caſt off their vpper gar- 
ments, under which they were armed with 
coats of fence, ſwoꝛds tied to their thighs, 
Atter that, they beſet the doozes, & laid * 
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of the pꝛielts ſlue them and the people allo, 
their harts was ſo cruelly bent againſt their 
bꝛethꝛen, neither regarding the reuerent coii: 
tenances ot old mT, noꝛ iuclining to the pꝛai⸗ 
ers of them that belaught them, without 
{paring women oꝛ childꝛen, no not the ſuck; 
ing babes. This done, le hocha nan ſtood vp 
and ovenly pꝛoteſted, that neither $Schimesn 
no2 Eleaſar, no2 any of the reſt of the Cap, 
caines of the ſeditious , no2 any man elle, 
ſhould haue che ſoueraigntie in that citie, but 
he. The other hearing that Ie ochanan had 


9 5 ſuch dilpleaſure to the people of 


A p of Iehochænaus part , but in the 
meane ſealon, what of the one part, c what 
of the other, the"Jſraelites went to wzacke, 
and were ſlaine in great number. Tivings 
came to Titus, how the Jewes conſpired a: 
gainſt themſelues and ſlue one an other dat: 
Iy, whereat he reiopced greatly, and came 


with his whole hoaſt tothe cowne, where he 
found certatae Jewes withsut that had fled 
becauſe of the rage of the ciuil wars, When 
they ſaw Titus, they came c beſought him to 
enter the town, & deliuer them from the cru⸗ 
eltie of the ſeditious, and they would be his 
ſeruants: fo2 theſe wars had made them 
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moſt wearie of their lines , Yet Titus cate 
little credite to their tale, although they 
made manie woꝛdes to perlwade him that it 
was true. Foꝛ hee remembꝛed that within 
thee dates afoze, he ſaw the Jewes fight a⸗ 
gainſt him early, al with one acco2d, ſo ear- 
neſtly one reſcuing and defending another, 
that no dilcoꝛd appeared to be amongſt the, 
(Aherfoze he would not belcue their woꝛds, 
in that they reguired luccour and offered to 
peeld. And as they were thus debating the 
matter, ſodainly they heard an vpꝛoꝛe in the 
town, & wonderful hurly burly, fome crying 
open the gates, and let T come in, other 
tried, ſhut the gates, and let not the No⸗ 
manes come in. Then certaine vpon the 
walles called vnto the Romans, ſpeedily to 
come vnto the towne, and they woulde then 
open the gates, that they might enter in, 
requeſting the Romanes to deliuer the from 
the tyzanuy of the ſeditioug, left (ſay they) 
we ſhould be all ſtaine by the hands of theſe 
rauinous and cruell ſeduious perſons, The 
Romanes therefo1e ran to the gates, and 
when they appꝛoched ntgh the wallcs , and 
were come within daunger, Þ.Jewes hurled 
ſtones fromithe walles, and lot arrowes at 
the,flepingvery many of the 8 
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other Jewes alſs that were without thy 
towne, and haddebeſought Tus to deliver 
them from the hands of the ſeditious, began 
to aſſaile the Romanes that were gone to the 
walles, with ſuch fozce, that many of them 
theyſlue, the reſidue they put ta flight, and 
the Jewes followed the chaſe almoſt to ie. 
lona, The the Jewes mockt and flouted the 
Romanes, ealling them freſh water ſoul, 
diours, men of no experience, and innocent 
fooles,that neuer {awe the traines of warre 
befoze, clapping alſo their targets, and ſha: 
king their lwoꝛds againſt them in mockage, 
The Komane captaines ſeeing theſe things, 
they tooke great diſdaine at the matter, and 


' 
in a great y2e would haue turned backe vpon | 
the Jewes againe, had not T7tus cauled the 
retraite to be blowen, Upon this, Titus al. 


ſembled all his counſellours, captaines, and 
ſon!diours togither, and ſaide vnto them in 
this wiſe. J haue a ſufficient triall, and bn: 
derſtand well enough pour valiantneſſe and 
courage (moſt worthy men and ſouldiours) 
which farre palleth the ſtrength and man⸗ 
hood of all other nations, and not onelp in 
this moſt excellent vertue doe pe excell: but 
alſo in knowledge and ſleightes of war, in 

wiledome and fozecaſt ye haue been chiele - 

a 
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all other. Now therfoꝛe bꝛethꝛen @ friends, 
1 maruaile not ſo greatly at the Jewes ſub⸗ 
ultie and craft in their [wearing to pou, fo2 
the perſwading of a thing, and after keep not 
their oth: but this ſeemeth wonderfull vnto 
me, that ye ſuffer your ſelues till to be decei⸗ 
ned of them, and to be ſlaine by their wiles. 
Fo? all the wit pe haue, coulde not deliver 
you out of their ares, but now pet againe 
the third tune ye haue appꝛoched the walles, 
and this is the third time pe haue been put to 
the fople foꝛ pour labours. And all this com⸗ 
meth becaule pe will not be ruled by me, but 
tranſgreſle pour Generall and Koꝛdes com⸗ 
maunde ment. But now mp bzethzen, take 
heed what pe doe heercafter, it becommeth 
you not to diſobey mp woꝛdes, which pee 
haue done oftentimes, Doe pee not remem- 
ber a certaine noble man of our countrep, in 
the warres of Auguſtus Ceſar againſt the 
Perſians, how he put his own ſon to death, 
becauſe that contrary to his fathers coms 
maundement (who was graund captaine of 
the armie vnder Ju guſtus) hee had foughe 
with his enemies, yea, although be killed 3, 
Perſians. But what ſpeake J of once: pee 
haue oftentimes ſet ligbt by my commaun⸗ 
ments, kirmiching dailp with the Jewes, 
and 
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and that without all diſcretion, raſhly ꝶ ont 
of oꝛder: wherby you map gather, your en: 


terpꝛiſes haue no good ſucceſſe. If pou con. 


tinue theſe maners, it ſhall redound vneg 
your owne diſhonours. C Aherefoze it were 
better fo2 you to leaue off theſe partes, a [ap 
awap pour pꝛide, contumacie, and ſtubbur⸗ 
neſſe: which ik ye doe, things falbe in bet: 
ter ſakegard. Puch moꝛe ſpake T zeus to his 
men, rebuking them ſharply, not mentioned 
heere, but declared at large in the volume; 
we wzit vnto the Romancs, MA hen hee had 
ſaid, his Pꝛinces and Captames fell euere 
one pꝛoſtrate to the earth, and belought him 
of par don foy their raſhneſſe, in that they had 
fo vnaduiſedly and without oꝛder againſt his 
minde, eucountred with the Tewes. Then 
Titus taking pity of them, pardoned them, 
requeſting them to beware hecreafter, that 
they commit nothing againſt his commaun⸗ 
dement, neither in woꝛd no2 deed, and ſo do⸗ 
ing. they Mould haue his fauour, and auoid 
his diſpleaſure and daunger to death foz the 
coutrary,2But if they refuſe to doe it, he wold 
not ſpare any man, whatſoeuer he were that 
ould tranſgrefſe his commandement, but 
put him to death, and giue his body to be ea- 
tenof the foules ofthe aire, They w—_ 
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all with one voice, Mee are content with 
theſe conditions, and will doe whatſocuer 
thou ſhalt commaund vs. After this, Ter 
conſidering how earneſtly the Ieroſo/rmites 
were ſet one againſt another, how they were 
become ſuch cruell enemies, that ech of them 
conſpired others death: hee cauled the pits, 
ceſternes, and trenches that were about Te: 
ruſalem to be damd vp and ſtopt with earth, 
that the waies might be leuelled foꝛ his ar⸗ 
mie. This done, he encampt himlelfe neerer 
the walles, Againſt which attempt, ö Jewes 
iſſued not out of the citie after their accuſto⸗ 
med maner, to put them back from the wals. 
Foꝛ Schimeon was otherwiſe buſted, he had 
entertained ten M. men ofthe beſt of the ſe - 
ditious Jewes, and ioyned himlelfeto Jacob 
the Edomite, captaine of nine thouſand Edo- 
mites: with whom he had made a conſpiracie, 
btterly to deſfrop captaine Iehochanan, And 
letting vpon him, they compelled hin: to flee 
into the court of the temple, where he remai⸗ 
ned in the gate ofthe entrance ofthe temple, 
with 8000,and 400. good men of warre, al 
well appointed in iackes. 

Eleaſar alſs was againſt him, and iopned 
with $chimeon , becomming an enzemie ca 
him that. befoze had ſauedhis life , wy ſa 
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they both togither aſſailed le ochanan, neg. 
lecting the defence of the Towne. pthis 
meanes the Romans encamped themlelues 
about the walles at their pleaſure, rayſing 
towers, and caſting trenches to plant their 
pꝛon rams vpon, to batter the walles, The 
commo:. people of the Jewes, that were vn; 
der the rule and gouernement ok the 3, ſedi; 
tious captaines,namely, Schimeon,E leaſar, 
and lehochanan: ( which although they were 
ill enough all, pet the tyꝛannie of le. 
nan far paſſed Schimeon, and Schimeon wag 
farre wozſe then Eleaſar, though Eleaſar 
was the head authour and firſt beginner of 
ſedition in all Jſrael,) were amongſt them 
as ſhecpe ready to be killed. Fo? the foꝛeſan 
ſeditious captaines, ſ{ue the pedple at their 
pleaſures, and dituded them into bandes, 
cafting lots vppon them who {Hould haut 
which, lo that one had anothers men, and 
another man his. And this did they not only 
with their owne men, but alſo with all the 
reſt of p people, in ſuch wiſe, that when iht 
Romans made any aſſault, then ioyned the} 
togither as one man to reſiſt the Romans. 
and when they had ginen him a repulle; 
then woulde they returne to their ciuilt 
wars, and fall togither by the eares po 

ein 
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emſelues. Extreame and dzeadfull was 
aul conflict at that ſeaſon, betweeae the 
nee foꝛelaid captaines, and (o ſoꝛe, that the 
blood ſtreamed downe the chanell out of the 
rates of Jeruſalem, like as a bzooke that 
runneth out of a fountain # welſpzing, The 
Romans ſeeing it, were mooued wi“ much 
pittie, ſo that they wept bitterly, But loſeph 
that was among them, was ſtriken with ſo 
e great heautnefle, that he burlt out into a ſo24 
. Mrowfull lamencatton,lifcing vppe bis woſull 
$ W boice in this wile, 

alas, alas Jeruſalem,the city of the gteat 
of W Ring, hom hal Þ now call thee at this day: 
1 [5 what name ſhall-4 giue thre Sometime 
d W thou waſt called Ichs, of [ebuſexs that buil⸗ 
it W dedthee firft in all this land. After that, thy

Skarler in reſpect of the 
heauens that be abaue the Urmamenc, Tio⸗ 
let æ biſſe culoꝛs (which be mazc of flaxe) be- 
cauſe of the earth ol which they came, finally 
do purple, in relpect of che fea where purple is 
of gorten.Thertoꝛe when as the puelt came in 
iche cemple to minilter, apparclled in theſe 
or A. collaurs, hee ſaide befoze che almighztie 
„n: 7 am come to pꝛeſent my lelfe here in 
ok thy fight(© loꝛd of the world) in kaure kinds 
al of colours, that repꝛeſent the partes ok thy 
is MW wozld, and in ſuch wile doe J appeare befoze 
he W th:e, as though I would bring allthe whole 
i woꝛlde into thy ſigbt. Moꝛeouer, the atoze: 
s ſatde apparrell was garmſhed with pure 
ut gold and pꝛecious ſtones, after the likeneſle 
or che tribes of the lonnes of /acob, who was 
ce celled Iſrael:that ta that garment, he might 
i haue the ſoueraigutie befoze the angels that 
t be aboue, and by them pꝛeuaile to bꝛing the 
e vertue of the holy ghoſt : by the which they, 
could obtame wiſedome that dwell in thee, 
„and pꝛoſper in their ſtudie and fayth, they 
might baue wiſedome and vnderſtanding 
together , His om alſo were gp2det 
: 2 
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with linnen flops, wherewith he couered his 
ſecret parts: fo2 it becommeth pꝛieſtg moſt 
of al other perſons tobe ſhamekaſt and bag: 
full, ſpecially when he (ould miniſter in the 
two ſanctuaries. oꝛ there are two ſanctus: 
ries the bitter, and the inner, which is the 
Sanctum ſanctorum, 02 holieſt of all. Jn the 
ytter, the pꝛieſis minifter as the high Priel 
tommmandeth them: but in the inner, that 
is, the Sanctum ſanctorum, entreth no man, 
ſaue the high Pꝛieſt onely, and that but once 
a peare, Foꝛ in it was the Arke of the cone: 
nant of the Lozd, in which were laid vp the 
two tables of the couenant that Godmade 
with the people of Jſrael in che mount 5i- 
na i. There is alſo the rod of 4 arox, that 
flouriſhed and bꝛought fozth leaues. Althele 
were in the Temple, whiles it was pet ſtan: 
ding. Duer againſt the ſanctuarie, were 14. 
ſtaires o2 ſteps, vpon the which appeared the 
miracle to king Cheskiahu, And thou Jerula: 
lem at that time waſt ſtronger then other a⸗ 
ties, Ladie of all pꝛouinces: foz great kings 
and Pꝛinces builded thee. Ring Herod 
much exalted thee, rapſing thy walles on 
height, and beſides that alſo, defended thee 
with another wall, that he named Antochua, 
of Antochias a Romane, who liberally — 
m 
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much money toward the repairing of the ry: 
ines and decayes that were in thee. 

how commeth it to paile therefoze that 
thou art bought thus low? and Gentiles 
haue the rule ouer thee nowe, and beſtege 
thee, raling thee , and caſting thee downe: 
yea, they are nom inthe midſt of thee. Uo 
be to vs fo2 our ſinnes, foꝛ the heaumeſſe of 
thy ſtrength is da Hed, thy ſanctuarie is tro- 
den vnder the foote, and made a ſinke ofthe 
blaod of llaine perſons, Dꝛinke now of thy 
cup (O Jerulalem) with thy daughter Si⸗

qriefe together with her: foz pet the time ſhal 
come, that viſions ſhal be reuca'ed, and re- 
demption alſo it ſelfe, that thy childꝛen (al 
returne to their coaſtes, with the health of 


their redeemer. Then ſhall bee the time of 


friendſhippe, and then ſhalt thou drimhbe the 
cup of hea th and conſolation , After thay, 
Titus went to view what way he might beſt 
alſaultthe citie, and as he deuiſed with him - 
ſelfe,be eſpied a plane on that ſide where the 
ſepulchꝛe of Tochanan the high Vꝛieſt was, 
whereas he ſtaied a while, and ſent one of his 
ſaptaines that were there wich him, called 
Nicanor, to commune with the Jewes that 
were vpsu the wals, to moue them to peace, 
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anſwere, but held their peace: wherfozeNz 


guns of warre, to bee bzounht co aſlaulttly 


The Jews ſleeing that, were ſoꝛe afraide 
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willing him to ſap thus vnto them, Friends 
my loꝛd Titus is defirous to ſpare you, an 
to make a league with you, that you migh 
be at quiet, and out of this danger of deln 
ction. And if you bee ſo diſpoſed to conſent 
thereunto, Titus ſhall make a league wi 
you pet befoze night. N icanor went q ſpake 
with the people in ſuch- wiſe, as Titus ha 
willed him. The Jews gaue him no wordt

canor ſpake vnto them agam, and as he was 
taiking to them, one from the walles Crooks 
him with an arrow, and killed him. T Uhere 
at Tetus was exccediug wꝛoth, that the 
ſhould ſhoote at his captaine offering them 
peace and his death grieucd him marual 
louſly, TAheretozc hee commanded ladders 
bꝛakes, ſliugs, iron Rammes, and other en 


towne. So the ſouldiers brought an in 
Kam to batter the walles, and planted if 
pen a mount acco2dingly, 


wheretaze the tizee ſeditious 'Captalne! 
iopned fhemſetues in kriendſhippe, an! 
fooꝛthwith opened the gates, iſſued out, an 
beat the Romatines from their peeces am 
engins that were nowe readie addzeſſed, (et 
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ting fire on the ram, flings, and all the other 
emgins, a few excepted, which Tus and his 
men ſaued from the fire, In this conflict, the 
men of Alexandria that ſerued 7 itus, beha: 
ved themſelues like tall fellowes, in the re⸗ 
ſcuing of the ſlings from the Jewes:yec the 
Jewes pzeuatled , and gote the vpper hano 
of them, till Titus came witha ſtrong power 
t picked men to ſuccour the A lexandrians 
whereas twelue of the ſtouteſt Jewes were 
llaine. 
In the ſame ſkirmiſh Ie h ochanan a Cap⸗ 
taine of the Edomites, that came to apd the 
Jewes, was \laine by an Arabian, that 
ml came behind him, and ſtroke him with an ar⸗ 
ua rowe , whiles he was talking with the Ro- 
mans that had intreated hum to come to the, 
en Fa whom the Edomites mourned * lame- 
thall ted ſoꝛe, foꝛ he was a good man ol war. The 
rofl nert night certain of the ſedicious, chietiy of 
i lehochanans & Schimeons company, iſſued 
out, + came to the thꝛee wooden towꝛes that 
Titus had erected befoꝛe the walles, to view 
out ot them the towne , and to ſes what the 
Jewes did, where he had alſo ſet both with: 
in and without them, foz their delence, a 
great garriſon of valiant ſouldiours. CQho- 
ſoeuer were nie the towers, thole the Jewes 
T 4 flue 
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llue the other fled to Titus campe. 
: The Romanes that were in the tower, 
knowing nothing of the matter, x truſting 
them that were ſet about the towers fo) then 
ſafegard, ſlept all che night. After the Jews 
had thus flame the Romanes watch, 4 put 
them to flight,thep came to the towers with 
ſawes, and cut the feete aſundcr, ſo that they 
fell ſovamly togither with them that wert 
within, which were verie many, & ſlue then 
euerp one. Titut hearing the alarme, # tly 
craſhing of the falling ofthe towers, was 
{oze afraid, and all his whole arnue, and not 
knowing what the matter was, they durſ 
not ſtirre coward it: ſo the Tewes returned 
cleare into the towne. On the mo2row 7 
bought his whole power to the wailes, and 
while the Jews were at their contentiens u 
the towne, he addꝛeſled an other yꝛon tam, 
wlerewith he ſodainly ſtroke the veter wall, 
and battered it thzough . UWherenppon the 
people that warded that wall, were faineto 


withdꝛaw themſelucs within the ſalegard el 


the lecond wall. Then Titus commanded 
bis ſouldiers to raſe to the ground that wall 
that he had pearſed, and to carry away the 
ſtones thereof, that they ſhould bee no lette 
no} hinderaunce to his men. This was the 
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moſt ſubſtantiall and ſtrongeſt wall of all, 
thicker then both the other, and was builded 
by Herod, The Romans labauring earneſt⸗ 
pin the defacing of the vtter wall, were ſlain 
ta great number by the Jews from the mid: 
dle wall, befoze they could finiſh their pur⸗ 
pole. The chiefe ol the Jewes, percetuing 
that Titus had not only taken, but alſo quite 
pulled downe the vtter wall, and how there 
was nowe but twoo walles left about the 
towne, it went to their hearts, made them 
looke about them. Therefoꝛe began the ſe⸗ 
ditious now earneſtly to thinke of vnitie and 
concoꝛd among themlelues , ſo that they di⸗ 
utded the towne amongeſt them into thꝛee 
wards, Tehochanan was appointed to that 
ward that is on the noꝛth part of the temple, 
beſidethe Autochia. That part of the town 
that was toward the toombe of I-hockanan 
the high pꝛieſt, was attributed to Schimeon. 
To Eleaſar was committed the keeping of 
the wall. Theſe exhozting one au other to 
play the men, did valiantly reſiſt the Ko⸗ 
manes: ſo that the conſlicis chen beganne to 
be ſoze and hard. The Remanes fo) their 
reno wne and kame, laide on loade, and the 
Jewes againe ſtucke ſtilly to their defence, 
leeing their ende at hand ik they were ſtacks. 
Titus 
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Titus now and then erhozted his ſouldionry 
to play the men, pꝛomiſing them that wou 
valiauntly make any enterpꝛiſe vppon the 
Fewes, aboundance of golde and ſiluer, an 
much honour withall. Then Kept foon 
one of his ſouldiours named Longinus, an 
put him ſelfe amongeſt the routes of the 
Jewes that were iſſued out of the towne, 
where hec ſlue a couple of the chicfe of them, 
and ſtrait recouered himſelfe againe with 
the aray of the Romanes. But the Jewes 
Hzunke not from the Komanes, foz they 
were in a feruent rage and woondberfull dil, 
daine: and to further their courage, Schume. 
on came to his men, and cried vppon them 
with aloude voice, ſapiug: Fo the reverence 
of Gad (friendes) flee not this day, whole: 
tuer doth flee , let him be (are hee (hail du 
fo2 it, and his houſe deſtroped. Tec allo 
avimontlbed his ta keep their array, and no! 
to giue backe to Schimean , Then went hee 
himſelfe to that part of the towne, where 
Tehochanans warde was, there hee cauley 
an pꝛon ramme to bee plantes and bent a. 
gaiuſt the wall, (foꝛ there was a very large 
plaine.) There was at chat time in Jeru- 
ſalem, one called Kantor, who gote to him 
acompanic of the ſedictous , and Hot = 
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the walles into the Romanes une, ge 

he flue very many,compelling the reſt to re⸗ 

tire, This Kantor with H other tall fellaws, 

whercof he was the Decurian, defendeb one 

part of the Towne, Now as the Komares 

beaded the ramme to batter the wall, Kantor 

cried bnto I zews , J beleech thee my Loꝛd 

Titus, bemercifull to this moſt famous ct- 

tie that is almoſt beaten downe alreadp, doe 
not deface it vtterly, but take pitie of the 
lanctuary that is in it, and deſi roy not the ha⸗ 
bitation of the Lo2d God. Ius at his te⸗ 

queſt commaunded his men to tay, and to 
leaue off battering the wall, Then ſaid he to 
Kantor, Come foꝛth hither to me. and thau 

ſhalt laue thy life, J will pardon chee, thou 

ſhalt not be deſtroied. Kantor aunſwered, J 

will ſee if J can perſwade theſe my fellows 

to come with me. But he did it vpon colcur, 
foꝛ none other cauſe, then craftily to triſie 
out time, whereby hee might cauſe T to 
leaue off the aſſault foꝛ a while . So hee 
ſpake vnto his fellowes which knewe his 
minde, that the Romancs might heare. Let 
bs go downe and tice to the Romane ar⸗ 
mie. Then thep dꝛewe out their lwoꝛdes as 
though they woulde kill him, and ſtriking 
vppon his — hee fell downe to the 
ground 
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ground in the ſight of the Romanes , which 
were ignoꝛant of his deceite. Then one of 
the Romanes let flee an arrow, that woun: 
ded Kantor vpon the face, and glauncing Wt 
from him, ſlewe another that ſtoode by him, 
Then Kantor cried out, That doe pe$ wil 
pe ſhoot at vs that deſire to be at peace with 
von, which yee graunted pour ſelues, am 
now will bꝛeake pour pꝛomiſe that pe made 
vnto vs? Is this the reward, my Loꝛd 77. 
tus that thou rendereſt me, fo2 going about 
to flee vnto thee : that thy ſouldiours ſhuld 
ſboote at me, hearing me to require conditi: 
ons of peace: Now therefoꝛe my Loꝛd, may 
it pleaſe thee to (end hither ſome man of ho, 
nour, to whom J may come downe andre: 
ceiue aſſurance ofthy pꝛomiſe, to be as one 
of thine owne men. Titus thinking he meant 
good faith, ſpakevnto loſeph, willing him 
fo go and make peace with the Jewes in his 
name, then to bꝛing him vnto bim, that hee 
might finde ſafegard of his life, from the 
common deſtruction Ioſeph anſwered, Why 
wilt thou ſend mee $ what haue J offended 
thee : haue J not euer done thee true and 
faichfull ſeruice: Therefoꝛe if thou beare me 
any good will oꝛ fauour , ſend mee not vnto 
him whom J cannot truſt. Fog Toſeph * 
trulled 
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«uſted ſome ſubtiltie, knowing Keztor a: 
foze, So Titus ſent one captain 1:ar»s, who 
ſaid vnto Kantor, Come downe and let vs go 
togither to Coſars lonne, 

Kantor deſired him to holde ab2oad his 
cloake lap, that hee might hurle him downe 
his monep that he had there, (leſt the Tewes 
perteiuing it, would take it from him) and 
then he would come domne. And as liarat 
held vp his lap to receine the monep that 
Kantor ſpake of, Kantor with all his might 
caſt downe a great ſtene, which 1:ar«s e\pp- 
ing, leapt aſide and auoided: but it light vp⸗ 
on one of his fellowes, and flew him. Tis 
was wonderfull wzoth at this, and kozth⸗ 
with planted pet another pzon ram acgarſk 
the wail, and at length laid it flat Vpen the 
ground. Then commanded Titus to make 
fires about the Mall, whereas the Jewes 
ould eſcape by. Kantor ſeeing that, would 
haue fled, and as he made haſte to eſcape the 
fires, the weight of his armour bare hin 
downe into the fire, and there he died, moꝛe 
deſirous of death then life. Then entred the 
Komanes within the ſecond wall, againſt 
whom the ſeditious iſſued, and fought with 
ſuch vehement fozce , that they pꝛeuailed as 
gainſt their enemies, flue manp of the Ro- 

manes, 
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manes, and fo2ced the reſt to retire vntothe 
fir ſt wall that they had beaten downe alone. 
In this ſku miſh 7:rzs himſelte took a bow, 

and thot at the {ewes in ſuch wile, chat nat 
one of his arrowes were ſpent in vane, but 
that it did ſame annopance vate the Jewes, 
The zewes notwithllanding gaue thei the 
repulle from the towne, and they were nat 
able to make their partie good with them, 
Tithin foure daics after, came vnto Tita 
anew ſupply of ſouldiers out of al quatters, 
fo2 aid to the Romanes, by whole help they 
p2etiet led agarnſt the Jewes, at ſuch time 
as they illue d out of the towne, and conſttai⸗ 
ned them to wicthd2aw themlelues within 
che walles. Yet 7 ers putyuig the miſera- 
ble ſtate of the citie, temple, and people ok 
the Loꝛd, at that time tommaunded his pes: 
pie ts withdꝛawm themſelues from che wals, 
and to le aue off the a{lault ſoꝛ a while, that 
he might offer peace vato che Jewes to {ee 
tf they would now be content to ſubmit thi 
ſelues vnto the Romanes , to haue quict- 
neſle and reſt without daunger of deſtructi; 
on. CUherefoze hee gave them truce foz five 
daies. Ind vpon the fift dap hee came tothe 
gate of the Citie, whereas bee ſtraitway 
eſpied Schiveon ; and lehochanan togither, 
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preparing; fire to deftrop the Romanes Cns 


gies of warte: foz all the Jewes had a⸗ 
greed tog'ther with one accozde and one 
minde , {ii1! to wirhſtand the Roma es. 
Gherefoze Titus Pereewutn the Jewes to 
bee fo deſperately let, chat they hadde tuen 
bowed their liues to death: he began to offer 
and pꝛopole vnto them cond:tions of peace, 
and warply ta tepꝛooue and blame their ab⸗ 
ſtinate ltubburnelle, lapiug, J have nuwe 
wonne two of pour walles, and pe haue but 
one left. Theretoꝛe, it pe will continue ſtill 
in this lelte- willed frowardneiſe, what will 
ye doe (moſt milerable creatures) when as 
J thal atchieue alſo the third wall, and quite 
deflrop pour Citie, pulliag downe pour 
temple and all : hy doe ye not rather fa⸗ 
uour and ſpare pour owne liues, your wiues 
and childꝛen : But the Jewes ſet vppen a 
lullen ouſtmacte, woulde in na wiſe heare 
1 :us ſpeake. Therefoze Titus ſent Toſeph 
ta declare his minde vato them in Hebꝛewe. 
that they might ſafely credite his pꝛomi⸗ 
ſes, and the peace that was offered. Ioſeph 
therekoꝛe went, and ſtoode ouer againſt the 
gate, keeping himſelk aloofe off, foꝛ he was 
Afraid tu come nigh the wall, knowing that 
the people hated him, becaule hee had peels 
| ded 
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ded himſelfe to the Romanes, Pee call 
therefoze vnto them aloude : hearken all pee 
Pebꝛewes and Jewes, J will declare unt 
you that (all be to your commoditie. Then 
the people gaue eare vnto loſep /, who ſpake 
vnto them in this wile,

of leruſalem, 


Y Du ſhould ere this (good prople of Je: 
ruſalem)hane fought ſo carneſiip, whiles 
your Cities were pet ſtanding, and pour 
land replemſhed with people, cre cuer this 
miſchit fe had lighted vpon pon. Now. that 
with wmurders and flaughtcrs amongſt pour 
ſelues pou deſtroied one another, x polluted 
the temple ok the ſanctuar:e wich the blood 
of the murdered, haue not ſpared vout owie 
liues, vou are become few in number, a ſmal 
fort of pou left: what hope haue pou to pie: 
uaile':: Againe, you haue fiirred hecre, and 
pꝛouoked a valiant nation, which is ruler 0- 
uer all people, and hath ſubdued all other 
lands, which alſo hath thoſe Nations i 
ſubiection vnder him, which ſometime raig: 
ned ouer pou 2 beſides this, you wage bat» 
taile with the Komanes without alldiſcre: 
tion 
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tion and wiſedome, without anie remoꝛſe of 
this moſt famous citie, without any ruth of 
the lanctuarie ofthe Loꝛd, without any com» 
paſſion of your owne liues. Neither yet do 
pee fozſake pour purpoſe , fo2 I perceme 
you to continue in this ſelle wil to withſtand 
the Romanes ſtill, which is nothing els then 
to lpꝛead abꝛoad this calamitie further both 
vpon the people of God, and vpon his holy 
temple, Albert, J am not afratide onelp fo2 
this holy temple and moſt renowned Citie, 
let it (ould be raſed and beſtroyed: but for 
ur Wl the ſacrifices and burnt ofterings, leſt they 
is Ml oulde ceaſe as the daily ſacrifice is ceaſed; 
at MW And why?: becauſe we haue ſinned againſt 
ur our Lozd God. CAherefoze is his ſhadowe 
departed from vs? becauſe that in this ſame 
temple we haue kept warres , making it an 
habitation foz the wicked, a tabernacle of ſe- 
dicious perſons : pea, euen the miniſters and 
holy men ol God haue pee murthered , and 
within the walles of the temple haue ye ſbed 
innocent blood without meaſure, See nowe 
(deere bzeth2en ) marke what ozditaunce, 
what engins, what inſtruments of deſtructt- 
on, are addyefled to beate downe the temple; 
the fire is alreadie kindled to ſet afire. the 
lanctuarie. And loe, euen pour very enemies 
Ul are 
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are fo pitiful of pour temple, anvihep wou 
not haue it defaced. But pou(dtare bꝛethen 
and friends) why axe pou led with no remoꝛie 
ef pour ſelues, that pour enemies may once 
remoone from pou theſe engins of warres; 
Mhat haue pe now left to truſt vnto, when 
as two of pour walles are alreadie hatterey 
dowre,and ont onely remainech: You will 
ſap peraduentute, wee put not our (ruſt in 
our wals, but in dur God. Are pe not aware 
that your Ged hath long agone giuen por 
oucr, and hath turned kim to pour enemies, 
becauſe they haue with greater honour and 
reuerence wozſhipped his name, then wee 
which rebelliouſlp are fallen awap from 
bim: Wherefoze God aiſtethnot vs, but 
- cur enemies: inſomuch, that except it bein 
inch Countrepes, whereas either fo} et 
treame colde of the one (ide, oz cxceeding 
heate on the other, noman is able to abide, 
all Lands, all nattons are under their dom. 
nien. Tell nit, J pꝛap you, what erpct⸗ 
tation haue pou, ſeeing God hath made 
them a terrour vnto all Nations vppon the 
earth who ſerueth then : hp will not 
pou obey them, that pou may liue and not 
perich? Doe pee not conſider it is romets 
their turne to rule ouer all, chat Godhath 
committed 
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committed dominion vnto them, and aidey 
them with bis alliſtance? Remember pou 
not how God in times paſt-aided the Egyp⸗ 
tiins, inlomuch that theo obtained the vow 
minion ouer all the whole wozld* but alter · 
ward departed from them, and afliſted peu 
tu get the ſoueraginety ouer other nations: 
Alter that fozſooke pou againe, and gaue cht 
Empire to the Chaldets, Aſiyztans,+ Per⸗ 
Gans, which ratgned far and wide ouer many 
countrics% Mow alto hath he giuen them o⸗ 
ner, and helpech the Romancs theſe many 
yeares, ſo that they beare rule oner all: It 
you will obiect and ſay, To what intent 
ſhould Spd giue the dominion bnto the Ra* 
mans, oꝛ other untions ouer the woꝛld, ant 
duer his mheritance and people alſa, which 
is an holy people, a peculiar and ſpeciall na- 
tion of ali the earth? ſhoulde pee not be as 
ſhamed to ſap this: Muh what dilcretion 
can pou wander at this, knowing that all 
mankind one and other, are the handi-wozke 
of God, who exalteth whom he liſt, and whã 
he liſt he thzuſterch downe*$ Pe ſap ye be the 
childꝛen of God, and his pꝛoper poſleſſion, 
and pee aſpire to the ſoneraigntie: chere⸗ 
foe it cannot be that God ſhould determine 
am thing vppon pou by * _

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oz fodaine anger and diſpleaſure, J grant, 
But wot pe what: The ſhadow oz pyotecti- 
on of the Lo2dhath foꝛſaken you, becauſe of 
your ſinnes and tranſgreſſions againſt the 
temple ⁊ his haly miniſters, Pow then can 
you ſtay vppon his helpe, when as he hath 
withdzawne his louing countenance.from 
you, and pour ſinnes haue made a diudce be: 
tweene you and him: Oh mp deare childzen 
and bzethzen, let neuer this imagination en 
ter into pour hearts, fo2 it Hall nothing a- 
uaile you, hy will pon, mp veere bye: 
thꝛen and friends , make warre vppon the 
Nomames, when as they are Lozdes ouer 
nations, and haue pearced the ſtreetes of 
India, and all the Jles ofthe ſea, euenta 
the great Ocean ſea, and from thenre to al 
the partes of the Eaſt , whoſe dominion ex- 
tendeth to the ertreame parts of the earth: 
Mea, euen to Bꝛitame, c ouer al Scotland, 
which is enuironed on everie ſide with ſeas, 
whole people are huge like Giants, of a big 
ſtature, c of a mighcie courage, moſt expert 
archers , and valiant ſouldiers in battaile, 
To whom when the captain sf che Romans 
tame, they gaue him the repulſe,and would 
not be ſubdued : but when the pꝛinces of the 
Romans came, they bzought them into —

di- peu ſap (my bꝛethꝛen and friends) you will 
of MW rather all die, then lerue the ꝛince of the 
the MY Gentiles, and that death is better foꝛ you 
can then like, to be dꝛiuen to ſee with vour eies, 
ath the calamit ies of the ſanctuarie of the yeople 
om of God.

might haue killed him m his rage. Fozhe 
was a verie bold man and a hudte, andoia 
noble courage, which ſurely had not foꝛtede 
rut to haue ame the Cgyptian, & moe to 
ok his kellowes. Motu ithuanding he did no; 
ſo, but contratie, ſubmitt ing hiniſelfe vndg 
the poke of ee, called him his L oꝛd am 
good maſter, {uppoling him to be ſome C 
gyptian, humbled himſelfe befoꝛe him. te ol; 
rain his pecttion, and to get cope, leſi is fp 
ther, bis bꝛetbꝛeu, and the family ſhruld die 
{02 hunger. hat ſhould J {ap or loſeph, fy 
beaurifull, fo wiſe and wittte a man {was 
not he faine to ſerue in Pharaos houſe, whey 
in although his vnedoemewes wel kaowur, 
inſomuch that P/aræo ſet moꝛe by him, then 
by all the noble men that were then ale, 
was alſo called Loꝛde great maiſter, an 
Pharao father: neuertheleſſe, he humbly 
beſought Pharao, that he might ſuſtaine his 
father and bzethꝛen with bread, knowing 
that at that tune the dommion belonged bm 
Pier 
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Phirao and his people, being ginen them ol 
god. And alchough Io /e y h had liſt to returne 
to the land of Canaan, with all his kathers 
bhvle houſhold without Paaraos leant;ng 
ran coulde haue lettes him to do it, toy hee 
hare the greateſt rule at chat time in E- 
gypt, pet did hee not lo. Beniamen allo was 
lkenedco arauening woalte for his ſierce⸗ 
nelle, when hee was fetched againe by farce 
of loſeph; ſteward, fapning a lie vppou bim, 
bow chanced be did not kilt him: o els when 
hee alone purſued B2n/am#n and his other 
biechie, could not he if he had iN haue ſlain 
the fellow, and buried him, fo that the mat⸗ 
ter thoulde neuer haue come to light: Not⸗ 
vithſtanding., they did nothing lo uz lo: 
bat 1:45 wiſely. weping the exaltations 
and driections, the pzomotious and dilgra« 
ting, with the common courſes of che wozlp, 
returned agame with his. 35zethzen tata 
the Citie, went to Ioſeyh ond beſought hun, 
Until his boweis were modued to putte, 
and hee was.knowne of his bꝛetlpen. All 
theſe things dath the mo haly Lawe of che 
Loꝛde rchearlſe vnto vs, aud putteth vs in 
minde ok, fox this intent, that wee may. 
learne to beare foꝛ neceſſities lake, the poke 
ef him that hath che pꝛehenunence and 
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rule foz his time. Neither let any fudge 

thinke, that Ioſeph offended God, in that her 
ſubmitted himſelfe vnder Þ poke of Pharao: 
fo2 it is no ſhame foz a wiſe man to croutch 
vnto him, whole help he ſtandeth in need of, 
whasſoeuer he be, much moꝛe ik he be a king 
01 a lou Rnow pe not that our fathers were 
in bondage to king Pharao in Egypt': But 
efter the Loꝛd remembꝛed the couenant that 
be made with our fathers, and had determi⸗ 
ned to leade them out of Egypt: he ſent 
Moiſes our maiſter, of famous memoꝛie, his 
angel, his choſen, who knew the Loꝛd to be 
wich him, whereby hee was able to deſtray 
whoſoeuer did riſe againſt hum Meuertheles 
when he came to Pharaos pꝛeſente, who th 
bare rule in Egypt, be ſhewed not himſelf 
in armes, but rather with thunder and haile, 
that Pharao might well perceine and know 
God was the Loꝛde. But at what time as 
Pharao oppꝛeſſed the Jlraelites too Core, 
our maſter Moſes by (by Gods help) bzoght 
them out of Egypt, with a trong hand am 
ſtretched foozth arme, againſt the Egypti- 
aus, whome hee puniſhed with continuall 
plagues, by that meanes deliuering the J. 
raelites out ot the handes of their lozves and 
maiſters, and bzinging them to omont 
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af God , made them heires full of all good⸗ 
tes, that is ts ſay , ofthe moſt holy lawe of 
God, And after /oſus had ſubdued the holie 
landto the Jſraelites, and that they inhabi- 
ted it, there chanced vnto our fachers, times 
of aduerlicies, as is mentioned in the books 
of the Pꝛopbets, ſo that they were conſtrai⸗ 
ned to ſerue the king of I ſchur a long ſea⸗ 
ſon, and the Kings of Perſia : to the Chal⸗ 
dees allo were we in bondage, although not 
very greeuous, but tollerable. Moꝛeouer, 
with other kings of the Gentiles wee hadde 
warres, & ſometimes we were put to foiles, 
ſometuues me had the vpper hand. Mowe 
therefoze, my bꝛethꝛen, tell me, what ſhame 
were it to pou, if you were ſubiect vnto the 
Romanes* Oz what are pou tobe compa- 
ted to other nations that be vnder their da⸗ 
minion:? Do pou not ſee chat the Romanes 
raigne ouer pour ennemies, and beare rule 
duer them that ſomtimes were pour maſters 
and haters : Mere it not reaſon that port 
houldloue them, which haue bꝛought down 
your enemies, and reuenged you of them: 
Which notwithſtanding you hauc nothing 
at all done, but rather haue hated them, as 
men voide of al perceiuing, without weping 
and conlidering , that ſince the time you 
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The * the Iewes. 
time pou were bnder them, ye haue alwaies 
lived in moſt quietnes and peace. I mp ſelle 
when J withſtood ths Remans in Oalilee, 
Knew verp wel that J ſhould be oucrcome a; 
length, but J could doe nothing fo? the ſebi⸗ 
tions perſons that were with mes, which 
would in no wiſe follow my counſell: pea, jc 
food me in hand to take heede of mine owne 
perſon, that J were not killed of them, after 
A had once counlelled and mooued them ta“ 
giue bp the towne. CUheretoze ſeeing the 
matter ſtoode ſo, and God knew my heart, 
I thought beſt to fight againſt the Romans 
as J mought, & when occaſGon-fetuedto el. 
tape to the Romanes, ta take if, Further, 
when J was in the caue with my foztp-com- 
panious, J had his loſt and vndone, had not 
Gad giuen me counſell, making me a wap 
to eſcape atv ſave my like. Fo2 they had al⸗ 
mol? ſtaine me, becaule F gaue them cou 
ſell to peelde themlelues to the Romanes, 
and to obep them. Foꝛ I ſaw this was the 
time fo2 the Romanes to beare rale, and 
that God had appointed them ta be Lozves 
ouer all nations. Foꝛ this is his manner, 
like as aboue he hath made ſome to be rulers 
ner otherſame:euen fo beneath allo he hath 
ſot rulers ouer the kings of the earth, (Ahe 
| (a 
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cancontroll him chat is ſtronger then hee 
The Romanes at this pꝛeſent, haue the da« 
minion auer al lands and people, ouer the E⸗ 
gpptians, Allpꝛians, Berſiens & Chaldees, 
to euerp one ot theſe pou haue bin in hon⸗ 
dage) | ouer other nations alſo, which ne- 
veithclefle, till their ground, ſowe, mowe, 
plant, æ gather in ther kruus: and who hath 
the pꝛolit of theſe goodes and labour but the 
Romanes * who whiles the scher teile and 
trauell, liue in peace and reſt themlelues. 

here foꝛe marke this alſo my bꝛethien, 
The Kings of Macedonia once had the rule 
of ihe whole wozld, ſpcctalip in the time ol 
Alexander of Maæcedonta, but at this day 
their empire is taken krom them, and they 
ace become ſubiects to the Romanes, They 
when the Nomanes firſt ſet vppon them, 
were very hautie and cov, determining to re⸗ 
uſt the Romanes: not withſtanding they 
were ouerrome of the Komanes, and are 
under their {abtectian at this day. LUhat 
woulde J ſpeake ef the people of the 
Philiſtines, which heeretof92e alwapes haue 
bered and annoped poi : Both not the 
meaneſt amongſt all the Pꝛinces of the 
Romaines beare rule over them: hat 
hope then haue pou to eſcape, when pee 
know 
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know the Philiſtines were euer, f#ongy 
then pou, and you were oftentimes ouer; 
come ot them: as fo2 example, Saule pau 
king was ſlaine by them. But por will ſap, 
Daaid the aunointed of the Lo2d of Fſrael, 
pulled them downe, and bzought them into 
{abiection, Wote pe what: then God loo 
ked vppon pott with a fautoarable counte⸗ 
nance, and fought your battatles himlelfe; 
but at this day hee is in no wile pꝛeſent with 
vou, foꝛ he hath turned away his coũtenante 
of ſaluation from pou, becauſe pou haue ſin; 
ned againſt him. And which of pou can ſap 
he hath intelligence of the ſecret of the Lon, 
oꝛ hath receiued any ſuch watch-wozd, as 
God gaue at that time vnto Danid? When 
thou ſhalt heare a ſound of mourningin 
the tops ot the Mulberie trees, then ſhalt 
thou ſet forward, for then ihall the Lord 
go before thy face, to ſmite the tentes and 
campes of the Philiftines , TUhoſoeue 
(J ſap) hath knowledge of any ſuch token, 
let him reueale it to his neighbour , and; 
could well conſent to follow it. But ſeeing 
there is no ſuch thing, hearken vnto me mp 
deere bꝛethꝛen, come 4 lerue the Romanse: 
in peace ano tranquilitie. It ſhalbe no dil 
boneſtie foꝛ pou, with the kings of Perſia 2

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be lubiect to the Romanes : they that ſome⸗ 
time were pour mailters, ſhalbe nowe pour 
fellowes and companions , But if you will 
jerſeuere and ſtand in pour opinion ſtill, F 
acl, MW will enter into this diſcourſe with vou: Tell 
into MW me, 3 p2ay vou, when were euer pour aun: 
l00-M eſters free, and when were they not entan- 
nte- I gled with the warres of the Gentiles, and 
lie: Wthe dominion of other nations? Had pou not 
with euer the victozie from the tune pou came out 
ance Wof Egypt, vntill the raigne of Saule the ſon 
fin: Hof Cin: So long as the Lozd was pour king, 
{ay Wyou were in bondage to no man, you ſerued 
ad, God as pour only king. But after that pour 
, as Meuill and coꝛrupt deſire Cirred you to be pzke 
hen Wofthe Lo2d, and leſt he ſhould raigne alone, 
gin to chule a man to haue the dominion over 
Wor, accozding as the cuſtome was in ocher 
nations (J meane Saul the ſonne of Cis, and 
bee other kings euerp one) then ſerued por 
him, you and pour fonnes,and the chiefeft of 
pou became his miniſters , your goodlieſt 
danghters were made his confectionaries, 
his cookes,and his bakers, After Saul raig⸗ 
ned David, of moꝛthy memozie, who ru⸗ 
led ouer many nations. But euen bee alſo 
ought pou into bondage, and put diners 
if you to death, to ſatiſfie his pleaſure 
ny withall. 
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withall. e being dead, pou ſerued Salomon 
bis ſonne, who neuer a whit leſle then theo: 
ther, euen as he liſted, exerciſed dominion o. 
uer pou : hee alſo tooke vp pour ſorines and 
daughters and made them his flaues, 

After this, came other molt wicked kings: 
ſo that from thax time pour countrep began 
to go to wzacac, and hc that was the bifl a. 
mongſt them was Rehoboam which ſaid vn; 
to you, My father cozrccted pou with whips; 
but J will lcourge peu with lcoꝛpions. And 
lo did the reſt of the kinges, which raigned 
after him: vecie fewe of them pleaſed God, 
Althe other wzought abhomination. not one 
of them did any good, oꝛ raigned in che feare 
of the Lozd, | 

And 1a this maner remained the Cmpite 
long time with pou , vntill the kinges of 
Chaldeg came and led pou captiie into Va: 
bylon, whereas pou were kept vntill Choreſ+ 
ches time, King ok Pei ſta, who ſent you n: 
gaine into your tounttt y with a woonderful 
deale of gold and ſiluer, with great honour; 
which was counted vnto him foꝛ righteoul: 
neſſe. After Choreſches death, roſe againlt 

pou the molt wicked kinges of Greece, who 
warring vppon pou, gaue pou great ouet- 
thzowes , vntill God Kirred vp the yon 
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ct tertaine ſage pꝛieſts ok the ſtock of Che/- 
„ nonani, that reuenged pour iniuries.Atthat 
„ume peu were bꝛethꝛen and frends with the 
»  Komanes,and friendſhip grew betwirt pour 

many peares, Afrer that, pou fell from the

ly. Him you ſerued as other nations did, and 
it was to pour p2aile, becauſe pee were vn 
der a good Gouernour. Therefoꝛe nom my 
bꝛethꝛen and chudzen of my people, what 
meane pou at this pꝛelent, that pou haue de⸗ 
termined to die, and doe not rather ſpare 
your ſelues and pour childꝛen : Confiver J 
deſeech pou, the thinges that growe vppon 
the earth, and all taing creatures, beaſtes, 
wozmes that creepe vppon the ground, 
foules of the aire, and fiſhes ofthe ſea: doe 
pou not ſee howe euer the ſtronger bath the 
dominion auer the weaker : neither is it 
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any rebuke oz ſhame foz the weaker, to gigy 
place and obey that which is ſtronger, Fo 
the Ore and Goate are in awe of.the Lyon, 
the Nam and the Ewe of the Uoolfe, che 
Cow and the Lambe feare the Beare, the 
Goate, the Lybarde, the Pauke is afraide of 
the Eagle, the Doue of the Wauke. Wey 
the maner of beaſts and birds among their 
owne kind, you (hall ſee euer the bigger and 
ſtronger,tobe maſter ouer the leſle and wen 
ker, And ſo in all other things, the ſtronger 
ſet themlelues befoze the weaker alwaus, 
Wherefoze pe moꝛtal men learne pe hereat; 
did not one God make al things, and he him: 
ſefe hath dominion ouer them all:? Notwith⸗ 
ſtanding, all things are lo knit together a- 
mongſt themlelues, that no one thing can 
ſtand without another, But hee that holds 
vp al things, is the bleſſed God, who ik hee 
liſt, can bing them all into duſt againe, his 
name be extolled fo} euer. Take example, 
J pꝛap you, fo2 the parts of the whole wozld, 
pou ſhall ſee one part to be in ſubiection, an 
other to beare rule. Be not then too ſtiffe⸗ 
necked to peruert the naturall conrſes ok the 
wozld, hut rather let your election follow 
the cauſes and euents of the ſame : which l 
pou doe, ou ſhall be eſteemed foꝛ wile pow 
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ow mp deere countriemen, neuer thinke if 
ſhame fo pou to ſerue Þ Romans: it is time 
fq2 pou nowe to turne to the Loꝛd with pour 
0 whole hart, and then even pou alſo thal haue 
f the dominion ouer other nations, accozding

to pour de lire. This (hal then come to paſle, 
when pou follow pour Lozd God with all 
pour ſtrength. Therefoze neuer thinke that 
the Romanes, which haue rule ouer you at 
this day, are of le ſſe power then other people 
that heeretofoze haue had the dammion over 
vou. Foꝛ they are a mightie nation, theix em⸗ 
pire and rule ener other people they haue 
1 fcom aboue, as J haue pꝛoued to pou by the

ps vuhſtanding, in mankinde it ll. ould neuer 
nue come to paſſe, that the bigger ſhould ſo 
baue dominion auer the lelle,vuleſſe fo; their 
e us, fon the which they are ſo puniſhed, that 
b, dne is compelled to bow his necke vnder an- 
n: overs poke. Now thetfoze my deere people; 
take humilitie and meekenes buto you, ne- 

ner couet to alter the law of nature, but ra. 
ther reteiue my woꝛds & folow mp counſel, 
bey the Romanes , pꝛeſt  readie to make 
kague with you, acttoꝛding to their bounti- 
zz that ye may liue & do full wel. hen 
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Toſep/ had ſpoken theſe things in the hes 
ring of the citizens ok Jeruſalem, they burt 
ont and wept, gnaſbed with their teeth, and 
railed at loſeph ouet the walles, hurling 
ſtones and darts at him, to haue killed him, 
Therfoze when Joſeph ſaw that they wol 
not follow his counſarie, but were lo ftiffe, 
necked,he began to rebuke chem moſt ſharp.

De are 
moſt guilty, ſoꝛ pe haue fought in the temple 
and lanctuarie of the Loyd, pe haue defiled it 
with dead bodies of them whs pe haue flaine 
in the midſt thereof, Bel des that, yee haue 
ſulpenſed c vnhallswed the name of the lan 
with your fightings, making wars vpon the 
ſabboth day, vpon pour lolemne and kelliuall 
Dayes, | 
Tell me now ye froward rebelg:whether 
did euer pour fozefathers peuaile 350

Furthermoꝛe, the 
king of Juda, and king of Jlrael, aud king 
of Edom, topning their powers together, 
inuaded the Moabites, and in a wildernelle 
and vnoccupted and batren dzie land, they 
were in great peril and thirſt : what p2ofited 
them their artillerie and furniture of warre: 
Ow there not iſſue out fo2 them at the in:

by the pꝛayer of the ſame El eus, that won-

Firſt, the 
L.02d is not amongeſt pou, inſomuch that 
tlaough the warres which you haue made a: 
mongſt your ſelues, almoſt the waters of 
Schiloach are died vp, which heretofoꝛe whi 
the nauous made warte againſt pou, flawey 
in great abundance, and ran ouer the bankes 
on both ſides. But vou are ouerthwart re- 
belles, that euer pꝛouoked the Lozd God 
vnto w2ath, pau haue made flaughters one 
vpon another in the middeſt ofthe tem ple of 
the Loꝛd: how can then the gloꝛy ol the Lo 
dwell amongſt you $ -Rnow yee not becauſe 
af Korath and his congregation, the Loꝛd 
ſaid vnto 31s/es and to his people: Se perate 
your le jues we among this Congrega- 
tion , and I ſhall c conſuine them 1n the 
tuinckling of an eie. But pou are farte 
wozle than they. Foz without all remoꝛſe o 
pitie, pee puil downe the temyle of the Lozd 
with your owne hands, and pour ſelues 
ſet fire on the Danctuarie, which moſt noble 
kings and moſt holp Bꝛophets builded ; and 
beſides all this, ye neither ſpare pour ſonnes 
no2 daughters. And although J bee in the 
Romanes campe, yet J am not abſent from 
ou, fo2 my moſt deerelp beloued wife is 
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| preſent with vou, the wife of mpyouth, 

| whom J cannot ſet {ightly by at tvis pꝛe⸗ 
ſent, although J never had childꝛen by her: 
but rather loue her moll intirely, becauſe ſhe 
tame of a moſt honeſt and godly heuſe. My 

deere father and mother are alſo with pou, 

very aged perſons: foꝛ m father is at this 
day a hund2eth and thꝛer peres old, aud my 
mother foure ſcoze and ſiue: but the peares 
of mp life are verie fewe , euill, and full of 
tribulation and loꝛrow, about thꝛeelcoꝛe and 
leuen, neither haue J liued pet lo long that 
accoꝛding to nature J (oulde deſire to die. 
Now therefo2e,if ſo be you truſt not me, but 
ſuppoſe I haue pꝛopoſed theſe things to pou 
deceitfully, and that there is no truſt of 7. 
tus couenant and bond, oz that his league 
ould be to your hinderance and diſcommo« 
ditte : go ta, if it come ſs to paſſe, it ſbalbe 
lawfull foꝛ you to kill my father andmo-z 
ther and mp wife, Pea, J \wcare vnto you 
by the Loꝛd our God, that I ſhal deliuer my 
life alſo into peur handes, that you may doe 
with me what pee {iſt ; and by that meanes 
ſhal the bloud ol my parents, my wives, and 
mine be in pledge. Therfozelet the aucientes 
of the citie come fo2th,& J wil make a league 
_—_ them e our Lozv Tiz«c, And doubt 
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ye not, but as hitherto the Loꝛd Gov would 
pou ſhoulde be aChicted and puniſhed by the 
gouernment of the Romanes : ſo hereafter, Y* 
be ſyall benefice you thereby, and doe pon 
good, if io be it you will once acknowledge 
and confe ſle that al dominion is changed and 
altcred at his commandement,and that god 
humbleth whom hee liſt, and agame whem 
helift hee ſctteth aloft . But perſwade pour 
ſelues of this, that as long as yercfule to be 
ſubiect veto the Komancs , ſo long you 
ſticre againſt pour ſelues, Sods wꝛath aud 
bigh diſpleaſure:and beſides that, deferre the 
longer, and pꝛolong your redemption deli: 
uereice, not only to pour ſelues, but alſo to 
pour poſieritie. J2owe therefoze mp bye: 
thzen, J thought it mp part to declare all 
theſe thinges to you, ⁊ it is in your power to 
chuſe whether pe liſtzfo2 who fo wil, let him 
giue eare vnto me, c who not, iet him abſtaiti 
fro my counſaile. The people hearing theſe 
wo2ds & ſayings of Ioſeph the Pꝛieſt, wept 
wonderfully, foꝛ thep coulde haue been con: 
tent to haue followed his counſaile . At this 
time Titus gaue commaundement to all the 
Romaines , to ſendagaine the Jewes that 
were pꝛiloners, and the ſlaues into the titie. 
Vy what meanes he ſhilted from inde 
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hloudof the ſeruants, and laid it bypon the 
uucks of their maiſters: foz T ics3 tooke pit: 
i ul them though /ofephs ozation, aud his 
pod counſaile. The connnon people of thi 
zewes deſſted nothing m92e then to haue 
come fooꝛth, and ta fall at agreement, to 
makepeace-with Titus: but Schimron, Elea. 
ſir, and Iehochanancapt aines of the ſeditt⸗ 
dus, {es ftrong watch d ward at euety gate, 
charging chem to kil al that would go fozth, 
Thus were many killed whith would haue 
fled toozth (a LN, and the citie of Zeruſals 
vas cloſed vppe; and no man could get out 
no m. In the meane ſeaſon fell. a: great 
deareh and fanune in Jeruſalem, inlomuch, 
that che ieditiods./ fearched euerie mans 
boils and Seller fax foods; Aud . becauſe a 
ctaine- hInetydlder- withffoovechim, they 
killed hum. Thus they dealt with all them 
that dwelled at Jeruſalem, till the victuals 
inthe Towne was all ſpent ,. that ien be» 
came to lecke dung and verie maps excre⸗ 
menta to eate by which. meaues much of the 
pequle died ic hunger. M holoener at that 
time could get any htarbes 02 ragtes, mice, 
iapents, other crexping wonmes -(what» 
heuer they were) to gate, hee was counted 
happie, betauſe ne e meate —— ſu⸗ 
5 aint 
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Raine and ſaue his life withall, in chat ban 1 
famme aud tercihle hunger. Pozeoner, e 
ſo had any cozne in ſtoe that no man know 
of, be was afraide to ſenditcothe mill, ; 
bake it, becauſe of the wickednefle of — 
ditious.leſt they ſhuld take ama from them 
their ſuſtenance : wherefoze many di eate 
the y coꝛne vngroundan their ſellers pꝛiui. 
ly. At that time allo were exceeding rich mi 
in Jeruſalem,which flole meate one from an. 
ther, ſo that the father catcht meate from 
the ſou, the ſonne from chefather,the mother 
ſnatcht from bir childꝛen, the child likewile 
from their mother: and luch as fled aut a 
the gates, a otherwiſe let themſelues down 
duet the wals ta the night feaſon, vnwares 
to the leditious perſons; the Ramans killed 
them withont . This euill theref22e and ti; 
Ktroſleencreaſed lo long, that the people hay 
deuoured al that cuer crept on the earth from 
the mouſe to the ſpier, from the newt to'the 
weezel: wherbp a moſt greeuous peſtilence 
followed, that innumerable of che people of 
the L02d died, Ethere was no man to ani 
them. Mhen they chancen to find any dead 
hoꝛſe oꝛ other beaft in the tou, a man (ul 
{ee many Jfraeltices fixiue e fg fa it. in a 
points like to 2 
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I an dead tarkaſe, ſa that in ſach contentions 
verie many were Raine. Therefoze when di: 
uets men with their wiues and childzen gac 
out of the city to gather heatbes co tate, ann 

chanced among the Romais, the Remaug 
ino hold of the little child en, 4 killed chem, 
| {aping, Wee will piſpatch theſe, leſt when 
| fbey growe ouce to mans tate, they make 
war vpon vs as their fathers do at this day, 
Da manp as came out of the gates of the 
F city now aud then, che Romanes killed, and 
banged them vpon gallows, auer againft the 
i gates ot Feruſalein, ta the number of 500. 
after the ſame maner Schrmeon, lehochanan 
aud Elesſar delt with thoſe Romans whom 
they could by aup traine catch, euen banged 
dhe vp vpon the wals.TAhoſnever alſo thep 
could percciue would flee vnta the Romans, 
they hanged them likewtſe ouer the wals ta 
te number of 500. But T zt#s gaue com- 
mandement to all his ſouldiets, that no mau 
bpon paine of death, Gaulo kill anie of them

de went yet ouce again to the wals, & ſpaks 

vnts the Zews in this ſont. rare I beſesch 

n connſel of 45 2 tame _ 
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that fled out of Teruſalt᷑. Foz he tanke pittx 
of the. Iſraetites, and ceuſed notro-ſprake 
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The warres ot the Tewes, 1 
that you may liue, and not periſh vtrerly,g# 
Spare your pecple: wby will you oppꝛelle f lack 
them vered with hunger, thirſt, peſtilence, 
and beſieging: But the ſedi:ious hearing 
Titus ſpeake were wonderfully incenſed, am 
intended to adde miſchiefke vppon miſchieſe, 
handling pet moze cruelly the people of god. I ®! 
Moꝛeouer, they railed at 7 ie io pꝛouołe 
him to anger, p hee might leaue off ſpeaking 
to the people, which had nowe almoſt lol 
their obedience and keare of the ſeditious. 
CU herfpze the ſeditious ſpake thus vnto the 
Romans, It is better fo2 vs to die with han 
ger, x to be killed in this affliction, ſo to coine 
to the bliſle & light we hape fo}, then to (we; 
and ſee the moſt holy temple of God deſiled 
c deſfcoped, UWhen TL ſaw this, he rom: 
manded anitonram to be let to the wall io 
batter it, that hee might deliuer thoſe poon 
wetches out of Schimeon, Eleaſar, lebo⸗ 
chanans hands, who held thẽ in as captiuem 
At the ſame time as they erected that engine 
to the wall, it foꝛtuned there was in Þ campe 
a certaine- yong man whoſe name was Mr 
maganin, ſonne of Ant iochui of Macedouts; 
one of the kings of the Greciaus, whorang 
at Yaſpaſians commandement to aide Tits; 
The ſame young man was . 
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, and a hardie ſouldiaur, but he 
— cretion. He came to Titus and ſaid, 
— cannot but maruell at thy ſoulviours that 
vanquih all nations, aud dare not let vppon 
theſe Jewes to kill them. 

Titus hearing the pong R. ſap ſo, ſmpled 
and ſaid, Dow chances it, that bemg of chis 
iydgement, thou buckleſt not thy ſelfe, and 
makeft,thee readie to do like as thou ſayeſt* 
Why dꝛaweſt thou not ont thy ſwoꝛd, to de⸗ 
clare thy manhoode vpon them: (Aberefoze 
the pong king incoꝛ aged himſelfe, and called 
tigetber al his Macedonian ſculdiours, then 
app2oched to the Tews,® began to ſuirmiſh 
with them, Gooting with their bowes and 
arrawes apace. Wut at length che Tewes 
handled them ſo, chat not one dl the Matedo⸗ 
maus, ſaue only the pong king, which by his 
good kootmanſbip and ſwifc running, gat a⸗ 
wap, and returned to Titus, That 41 emege- 
nin was of che kinren of I lex ander þ great 
king of Macedonia, which bad the dominion 
of the whole world, and whom all nations 
qt people ſtood in awe of, Toſephus the pꝛieſt 
demanded of him whole ſon he was; He an⸗ 
lwered, J came of che ſeede of lexa nder, 
am the tenth kram him. /oſevb laid. It map 
well bee as thou haſt ſaive, that thou art ot 
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— the lewes. 
che lutte ſlion of Alexander, toꝛ the valium. 
neſſe of thy heart that thou haſt ſhewed de⸗ 
clareth no leſſe. Powberr thou ſhalt vnder⸗ 
Land. that the Romanes haue done wiſeip to 
abſtain from the afſanlt at this time, becauſe 
they knew thep ſhoulde haue ta doe witha 
molt valiant nation, which thau hauing (s 
wel tried, maiſt repoꝛt and teſtifie when thou 
art aſked the queſtion. 

After this, Titus diuided his whole armie, 
and laied them paiinly-in anibuſbes round a 
bout the wals, Me p:epared mo2eoner fovre 
Rammes of Iron to batter the walles, 
£Ofthele, one bee planted vppon the ſive of 
the place called Antochia, the Engine 
was thirtie tubites long. The ſame night 
raptaine Iehochanan with his company illus 
£d forth, and under mined the ground under 
the wheeles- of the wagons that bare the 
Namnies, putting pitched booꝛdes, opled, 
and done ouer with bꝛimſtome, in che tren · 
ches under the wheeles, and vnder the 
heoꝛds they ſpꝛead leather, which likewile 
was {meared and done ouer with piteh, ople, 
and bꝛimſtone. Then they ſet fire vpponthe 
Hoo2ds, which burnt tul they came to the 
fecte of the Rams: and they oneeſetafire 
9 burnt, the engins fel{ vpon the wateh — 
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ves appomuced to keepe it, being alltep, any 
killed chem . Whereat the Romanes were 
nuch diſmated; Eſaid, It is not poſſible we 
ſhould -aſlaul this citrie hereafter : ſoꝝ they 
haue burnt all our engines of warre, where: 


Þ with we baue ſubdued al other kingdomes: 


ſo that now of fiftie yzonrammes which we 
ought with vs, we had but ſiue left, and 
the ſedittous Jewes baue burnt three of 
them, what (hall we now do: How ſhal we 
batter the walles hereafter: The Zewes vp» 
on the walles hearing their woꝛdes, flowted 
them, and laught them to ſco2ne, Ulherfoze 
Titus incenſed with anger, commaunded the 
other chiee rammes ts be addꝛeſſed in the 
place of that which was bent. an the meane 
leaſon, while the Romanes were at wozke 
foure poung men mooued with great zeale, 
whoſe names were, firſt Thopetius Galileus, 
then Mag ers Chebronite, the third, /ormi- 
zus Schomronits the fourth Artus leroſoly- 
mite, Thele all armed, iſſued out inta the 
camp of the Romans, that then tand about 
their 3.engins and \conrams,venifinghows 
tobatterche walles of the cittie, of whome 
lome theſe yong men killed, the other fledde, 
Thentwo of them ſtoode at defence ro keep 
al all them chat apporhevnigh the engines 
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The warres of the Iewes. 
while the other two, Jero/o/imiitaru ann 
Sthomronita daubed the timber, with acer; 
tame matter which they had pꝛepated u 
make it take fire, and ſtrait way ſet ſire vj 
an them, lo that ſodaineiy the rammes wen 
on a light fire . Then they all foure toptiing 
together wityſtoode the Romans, that the 
ſhould not come at the engins to quench thy 
fice,, Shoꝛtly the rammes fell dowine, g the 
Romanes ſtoode aloofe. burling ſtoncs en 
ſhooting thicke at them: foꝛ they were alten 
to come nigh them, becauſe of their great 
fiercenes , although:they were 3000. mt 
that kept che rammes. Pet thele foure 
nothing by them, noꝛ neuer went off 
ground, till the rams wert cicane byynt by, 
Wot the Nomanes nouer ſo thicke at them, 
T ituchearing of the valiantnes of theſe pong 
men, and the harmes they had done vnto the 
Nomanes, made ſpeed with his whole hoaf 
to ſane the rammes from the ſire, and to ap 
pehend thoſe pong men. Then foozthwith 
iſſued out Scimeon, Iellochauan, and Elia 
ſar, captaines of the ſcritwus, with their 
fouldiers, ſounding their trumpets, & made 
the Romanes retire , that they toulde not 
tame nig the fire , and ſo reſcued the ſtre 

vong men from the Nomans that had env! 
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ned them round about. In that ſkirmilh 
„ were killed 10000 men, and 500. Then 
gathered together al the whole armie of the 


ty Komanes,to allault the Tewcs at once,ap- 


yoching hard to the walles of Jeraſalem, 


ing there they cryed vnto the Jewes, ſaymg,

al? withal & Aherkoze the Roman Carpen- 
ters caſt a trench, to prepare and ſee vp the 
rams within it, in ſuch place as Tita had al⸗ 
ſigned th. The Jewes were ware of it well 
tough, but winked at þ matter as pet, vn⸗ 
til they had planted the maiſter beames be- 
tweene che Kanding poſtes . Do when the 
votke was finiſhed, enen to phangtug vp of 
}engins berwixt the ſtanding polls, to ſhake 
the wall withall , W — 
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The 1 the Iewes» 

arid voide of care, nothing miſiruſting that 
the Jewes would kur, becauſe they due bu N 
quiet a fewe nightes, an neuer iſſued fa 
of the citie. Upon a textaine night, a mem 
while befoꝛe day, the-thyee pꝛincipall cn. 
taines of the ſeditious, came and caſt then 
hcades toguber, to deuile what they ſhould 
dot. Eleaſar gaue this counſel, and ſaid, Peu 
two the laſt time iſſueo out, burnt 3. rams, 
and got pou renowne ,. and J kept the gates 
the while, nowe keepe ye the gates, and 
mill iſſue out with my men againſt the Kee 
menes to get me a nme alſa. The other an; 
ſwered, Gde then a Gods name vyco them, 
the Loꝛd God of the ſanctuary which is in 
Teruſalem Call be ppeſent with thee, but 
beware thou be not ſlaine, and in any wile 
thou be not taken aliue. To whom hee m 
ſwered, The Lord God ſhall keepe me, in 
upon the truſt ofthe righteouſneſſe of my fa. 
ther Anani the bigh Peſt, and his ſincere 
ſeruice unto God, J will ſe: vpon them. E. 
leeſar therefore choſe 100. valiaant ſoul: 
diers , and with them hee iſſued out ofthe 
tawue beloꝛe day, The ſame nigiit the R0- 
manes had made fire-about their engines 
where they watched, betauſe of the cold. The 
areificers and ſouldiers that kept _ 
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Theawrrecs ofthe Tewes, 
yard abouthe rammes, were in number a 


te moneth of XI, which was the ninth 
monech that 74tus hadbelicged Jeruſalem, 
Heaſer and his company thus beiug iſſued 
out, came and found ſome of the Romances 
ſnozting about the fires, other watching in 
their wardes, killed them all, that not one 
ttmained. Then ſome of Eleaſars compary 
et fire vpon the rammes: burut the ſtanding 
poſts, ropes, chaines and other inftrumencs 
of war, The artificers 2ᷣ were there, they ap- 
$zchended aliue, and burnt them, ſs that no 
man eſcaped; I hen it was dap, T was 
aware of the molke of the fire, mounting 
bpvery foule, and ſtinching df the woed 
and men togither; bee dꝛewe towardes the 
pace therefoze with his hoaſt, to fee what 
the matter was: Eleaſar iu the meane ſea» 
ſan, and his companie, tooke as they might 
get, euery man a peere ol the engines out of 
the fire, oz ſome of their heaves that they 
had killed, and returned with great iop, flou⸗ 
ting the Romane g, and laughing them ta 
{cone by the way till they came to the gates 
of Jeruſalem, where they were teceiued of 
Schimenn and I 1 8 wich great box 
wur.

A riſtius alſo the Scribe, one of 
the noble men ot Feruſalem , was killed at 
the ſame time, and tenne tuft men mo of his 
kindꝛed and houſe,becauſe they mourned fo 
v veath of Ariſtius. It fozruned while Schi. 
meon was a killing of thoſe ten,cert2in ſub: 
ſtautiall :ich men paſſed by, and were won 
derfully amazed when they ſawe the thirg, 
ſaping one to another, Bow long will God 
ſufler the malice of Schimeon, and will not 
ſearch out the blond of juſt men. noꝛ reueng 

them 2 CTertaine ſeditious perſons hearmg 
this, told it vnto Schrmeon , who comman 
ded tbem to be appꝛehended, and murthere 
the ſame day. After this, there paſſed by 11, 
of the nsble men of Jeruſalem, which ſeeing 
42. innocents to be put to death by Schimer 
they lift vp their eies to the heauens, x ſaid 
© Tom God of Israel, how long wilt thot 
hold thy hand, and keepe in thine anger 
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gainft theſe tranſgreſſozs ot thy wills which 
when Schimeon heard of, hee commaunded 
them to bee appꝛehended, and killed them 
with his awne handes, Elecſar the ſonne of 
A naxithe peſt, ſeting the malice and wic⸗ 
kedne ſte of Schimeon'to be great, that hee 
made away the tuſt and godly men of the ci⸗ 
tie, and that there was no hope lelt, he tooke 
the towꝛe of Jernſalem, remained in it, and 
kept it with bis. Ieh dar alſo a captaine auer 
athouſand men, which kept a turret that 
Schimeon had made to put iuſt and God men 
in, got him vpen the top ofthe walles!, and 
cried tothe Romanes|, if pgraducnture they 
woulde delmer him, and the reſt that were 
at Jeruſalem. Therefoze he went about to 
eſcape with his 1000. men that he had with 
him, and came toward the Romanes . But 
the Romanes truſted them not, thinking he 
had ſpoken this fo) veceite : wherefoꝛe they 
tame not to belpe him. Schimeon vpou this 
killed Tehxdes, and the thouſand men which 
hee hadde with him, and commanded their 
bodies to bee tumbled ouer the walles in 
the ſight of the Romaines. Then Schime- 
on cried to the Pꝛinces aud captaines of 
the Komanes, ſaping: Loe, theſe are Ichs 
dus tompanp, theſe woulde haue come fozth

There were certaine men ok Jeruſalen 
at that time, that came to the gates, ouer: 
came the warb, and got out with their wines 
and childzcn, aud ſo eſcaped to the Romans, 
becauie they coulde no longer abide the fi⸗ 
mine aud the iniq ute ofthe ſedittous, They 
were faichfull citizens and of great authozi⸗ 
tie, whom when loſeph heard of, ge bought 
to paſſe that Titus ſpared tbem, and recetyey 
them to mercie., Fo2 19/eph bare witnes and 
teaoted fo; them, that they were noble men 
of Jeruſalem, : Wherekoze the Romans re- 
cejued them, and gaue thera foody and ſufte: 


nance, but certgine.of them could not bzooke 


no? take it, becauſe of their great hunger 
wherwith tbey had bin long pin ed, and when 
the meate dilcende down into thee bellies, 
thep died rauf beit little childzen all 
when they ſaw bead, they fell vpon it, and 
receiued it indeede with their teeth, but they 
were not able to chew it, and died holding 
the head betwixt their teeth, Titus ſeeing 
them die when they taſted the meate, hay 
xuth and compaſſion vppon them, and — 
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wrie ſozie, ſaping vnto Toſep/, hat ſhal J 


do foz thy people, which as laone as they be: 
gin to eate,die ſtraitwap: loſeph aulwered, 
my Lozd, Jremember 3 haue ſcene this ex⸗ 
perience, that they which faf long, andafter 
would take meate, firſt they muſt dunke a 
little ſodden milke, 02 elſe cate of a certaine 
toꝛne called Semel, ſodden in milke, where- 
with they ſtrengthẽ their bowels befoe they 
take meate:ſpecially ſucy as walked thꝛough 
wilde rneſles, whole bawels were long emp- 
tie, when they came to places inhabited and 
founde meate, they were wont to vſe this 
meanes, Therekoꝛe 7 :r#s commanded his 
men to doe as loſe h bade them, whereby 
many of the Tewes recouered and many di⸗ 
ed ofthe flir. Theſe Jews which were eſca- 
ped. thus out of Jeruſalemtothe camps of 
the Romans had ſwallowed. vp their gold, 
ſiluer and precious ftones,to hide them, leſt 
they ould be found of the leditious. 

They there foꝛe which recoucr:d and bꝛoo⸗ 
ked meate, when they would ſatiſſie nature, 
they went alone cut ofthe campe, and after 
ſought their gold and ſiluer ano pꝛecious 
ſtones, which were diſgeſted in their txcre 
ments, and ſo did they euerie dap. At length 
certain Aramitet and Arabiant, eſpying the

rabians and Aramites (hould be baniſhed 
the camp, and that no man hereefter ſhouldg 
commit anp ſuch hainous deede againft the 
Jewes. Notwithftanding, when as any A4 
ramite 02 Arabian could get any Jew farre 
out of the campe that na man might lee it, he 
killed him. Of the Romanes in the campe, 
no man either did oꝛ ſaide any euill vato the 
Jewes, ſaue certaine vngodly ruffians , 
1 & which had learned at the Aramites and A4. 
biant thoſe euill and wicked pꝛankes: foꝛ 
they allo when they chanced ta meet with a⸗ 
ny Jew out of þ camp, if there were no man 
by, they killed hun, and tooke awap bis 
cgolde and ſiluer that lay bid in his bowelleg. 
Chen this came to Terur care, bet tom. 
manded to make pꝛoclamation in this wile. 
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knowne any thing of this hozrible deede, 
which is committed of certaine Romans vp- 
on the Jewes, oꝛ whoſoeuer hath done ante 
ſuch thing himſelfe, tet him come and make 
relation bnto Titus, which it he do, che mat⸗ 
ter ſhalbe foꝛgiuen him, if not, be ſpall beare 
heburezen of his owne wickedues, & ſtand

at his perill, if any thing be pꝛodued by him 
hereafter, Theretoze certaine Romangitha 
knew with themlelues that they hav commi 
ted the deed, and being afraid of Ties, reals:

wildome learch out theſe offenders, and pu- ble 
niſh them by death, . Whercfoze truſting 
vnto 7'iews wo2ds of the pꝛotlamation, they 
came all, whoſocuer had either done it him 
ſeife, 02 knowne other to doe it, and decla; 
red it ts Titus, ſaping, This haue J dont, 
this haue J knowen, this was J acceſlarie 
vnto, and haue not hitherto made chee pyi⸗ 
uie thereunto. There were of them in num- 
ber, 320. men, that made this confe ſſion, al of 
thoſe Titut commaunded to be caſt into hote g 
duens, and to be burned. This doone, the 71 
Jewes were moꝛe lake ener after in the No- 14 
manes campe without all ieopersy, nd man tl 
burting them either in woꝛd 02 deed, Yea, f 
any Roman found a Jem abzoad wandzung, u 
be conducted him gently and prateably mis { 
the campe, There was a certaine Scribe Ul | 
of Jeruſalem at that time, a faithfull man, 
whole name was Menachen, ſonne of Sera 
the Scribe, whoſe aunceſters bad ferued 
Eſdrat the Sctibe of woozthy —_ in 
avps

Pabilon: and being akeeper of the leaſt gate 
which was in Jeruſalem, vpon that ſide to. 
wards the bꝛooke Kidron, noted the number 
of the dead that were caried fozth to burying 
by that gate, &.found they came co 11 5. M. 
8. C. and 8. perſons, which were al ofthe no⸗ 
bles aud gentlemen, oz at the leaſt of the lub⸗ 
ſtantialleſt men of the Jews, Tita vppon a 
time (Joſe 7 being p2eſent) alked the queſti- 
on of thoſe pꝛinces of the Jewes which were 
fedde vnto him, laying, charge you vppon 
pour fidelitie, tolbew me how many Jewes 
be dead in the cowne, ſince the time J beſie⸗ 
ged it to this day. They gaue him the num- 
bertherfoze,euery man as far as they knew, 
of the dead that were catried fooꝛth at all the 
gates to be buried, and the ſumme came to 
70057 5. belives them that every where 
ay dead in the houſeg and ſtreeces : beſides 
them alſo that were ſlaine in the temple, and 
hey that lay here & there vnburied. Mhich 
when Totat heard, he maruelled greatly, and 
lad, It is well knowen to the Loꝛd Godot 
beauen , that Jam not che cauſe oftheſe e- 
mlles. 01 I defired to bee at peace with 
them oftner then once, but the leditious e.

*bended againft the walles, to ſee ik there the 
were anp ſouldiours left in the Towne, lo dei 
tout as they were in times paſt, Uhen av 
the Captaines of the feditious fawe that, I th: 
'thep iſſued out. with their companies a- as 
-gainſt the Romanes., and flew verie many I tle 
"sf them inthat ſkirauſh, UWherefoze Tits ab 
-Laide, It is not wiſedome to fight wu be 
dem aup moze, bat rather wich the 3 wi 
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tohake and battet the wall, foxthey haue 
to moze but this wall left, and ſo we may 
lying dur whole hoalt at once bppon them, 
and ſubdue the leditious. Thrs counfaile 
of Titus was likeprof all: the Princes and 
perle. The Captaines ok the leditious 
miſtruſting na leſſe then the Romanes 
entended, that they woulde bee occupied 
here after in battering the wall, beganne to 
buyld a cauntermure within, ouer againſt 
the place where the Romanes wꝛought 
with their Ramme, which was in the 
plaine by the Tombe of lochanan the high 
ꝛieſt, fo2 there was none other place be. 
ſides, that they might appꝛoch vnta, with 
their Rammes, and there the Romanes had 
made two bꝛeaches in the two other walles 
befoze, ' The ſevittous made this tounter⸗ 
mure, becauſe they were not able toburnt 
the iron Kamme as they had done befoze, 
being nowe almoſt famiſhed, and ſo pined 
away, that they coulde ſcarce ſtande vppon 
theirtegges, Foz if they had beene ſo luſtie 
as they were befoze, and able to lette a fire 
the engines, the Romanes had neuer beene 
able to winne the towne , but chould haue 
beene compelled to leaue the allault, as they 
were conſtrained to giue ouer ſkirmiſh- 
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ing and fighting. Dna certaine time, w 
the 5 25, the leditiaus __ 
andkilling manie of them, laid, The Re 
manes will be weary, leaue off their ſiege 
and go their wales, that we may dwell at 
bertie, and turne to the Lozd our God, An 
when they returned at this time (02 at any a 
tyer time) pꝛoſperoully into the towne, th. 
oppꝛeſled the people moze cruelly, exacting 
food of them, and ſaping, Giue vs me ne, Mak: 
pe will not, we will eate pour fleſh, and pon dun 
ſonnes, But the Romanes tooke courage t: 
themſelues, to fight ſtoutly, and ſaid ont it 
another, let vs ſticke to it hard, and be bal 
ant in our ſigbts, it ſhalbe. ſhame foꝛ vs t 
flee from theſe keeble and hunger-ſtarue 
Fewes, which are mqzelike dead images, 
than liuing perſous.

Then a certain 
da- (ouidicr of Tut, whale name was Golinus, 
voy a valtant man, as was ate ainangt all 
ven the companie of Kuttiim, hee (ceing the 
no Jewes to pꝛeuaile, and to haue the vpper 
nay hand of the Komares , which new had lekt 
ay of fighting and fied, the Fewes purſuing 
es, them: in a rage he ranne againit them , and 
noꝛ mct them at the wall which Herod builded, 
aue called Antochia, Doge tuem backe, & made 
uld them to take the entrance ofthe Temple a⸗ 
arty game, whereas pꝛeaſing into the rauts of 
ot) the Jewes, hee was fore woundedof a cer⸗ 
tatne Jewe. And when hee perceined him⸗ 
ſelſe wounded, her would haue leapt backe, 
but ſtumbled at a ſtone in the pauement 
of the court of the temple, and fell downe, 
Cc 2 where 
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where he fought pet till, till a certaine Jem 


killed him outright, Me fought indeed verie 
boldly and valiantly, but vawarily: foꝛ hee 
conſidered not his ground wherein he hay 
to do with the Jewes, 

Titus waiting fo2 Golinus returne, and hea, 
ring him to be ſlaine, would haue gone him: 
ſelfe to reſcue the reſt of his that were with 
him: but his men would not ſuffer him, 
fearing leſt he himlelfe ſhould be flaine, The 
Jews therfoze gat the vpper hand that dap, 
and flew wonderful many Rotnanes in that 
battaile, ſpopling them allo(which were kil⸗ 
led)of their armour, 

Theſe were the names of the Jewes that 
made the ſkirmiſh . Ok the companie of 
Cavtaine Tehochanan, Elaſa, and Iphtach: 
of Schimeons companie, Malchiah, and Iai- 
kob, a Prince of the Edomites: and Arſe. 
mon, and lehuda, of the companie of Eleæſar 
the lonne of. J nant. Thele with their com- 
panies made this flaughter ofthe Romans 
in the entrauce of the Temple, and dzoue 
them backe to Antochia , where they kept 
them vp that they could not get out. WWher- 
foze when Titus perceiued that the Anta. 
chia was in the Romans wap, and hindered 
ſhemihe couled it to be raced F pulled dewne 
(8 
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to the ground, theſe things were dane vppon 
the fifth day of Stuan, the third moneth, vp- 
on the even of the ſolemne feſtinall day of 
weekes, which otherwiſe is called Pentecoſt, 
and that was the 14. moneth from the be⸗ 
ginning of Titus tege againſtthis citie. 
Shorelp after vppon the third day of the 
fcaſt of weekes,the Jewes as many as were 
at Jeruſalem, kept holyday, and celebꝛated 
the feaſt, Titus taking with him To/eph the 
ſoz: of Gorion, went vato the houle of the 
ſanctuarie, where the ſeditious and lauldiers 
of the Tewes were gathered together, and 
called unto Tehochanan and the reſt of the 
taptaines of the ſedittous, to whom he ſpake 
by che meanes of lo/ep4, being bis enterpꝛe⸗ 
ter, in this wiſe. Nhat hath this Temple 
offended thee (thou ſeditious le hoc hanan:) 
why haſt thou bzoughe vppon it this great 
tuill and miſchiefe* if ſo bee it thou cruſt la 
much to thy ſtrength, come keoꝛth ta vs 
with thy men into the ſieldes, and wee Hall 
fight with thee thy fill. Is not this your 
ſolemne feſtiuall day: why then wil ye fight 
in the place where pe (ould offer your ſatri⸗ 
tices Pee pollute and vefile the Sanctua- 
tie of pour God and his name, and we ſpare 
it, knowing it is the houſe of God. And 
Ce 8 the 
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The warres of the Tewes, 
the orely cauſe why we make twarrevppon 
you, is ponr tubburne fiffeneckednes, that 
yon will not lubmit pour ſ:lues tu vs, whom 
God hath giuen the dommion unto, whoſe 
will, ye labaur in vaine to diſappoint. Either 
theretoze it pee will fight ramoze; humble 
your ſelues under our ſ{ubteccton, that pee 
way laue pour lives 2 02 elſe tf ye be deter; 
mined Till deſperateiy to fight with vs, then 
get pe kooꝛth from hence, and let vs gie in. 
to the fieldes, there to ſet aur battailes in 
aray. Why vil pe deſile pour Oanctuatie, 
and hinder the wozliipping of peur God? 
Much mote beſives this ſpake Tus, partly 
blaming their fubbrrunes.1n that they had 
de filed cheir temple, and pet ceaſed not t6 
pollute it moꝛe and mioꝛe : partly with faire 
woꝛds and gentleneſie , exhoꝛt ing hem to 
peeld, admoniching the not to refit ſo migb⸗ 
tie an arme, when as they could not doe it 
without danger oi vtter deſtructian. Thelt 
and manp other thinges Joſeph expꝛeſſed in 
Mebꝛew to the people. as Tetas willed him, 
but the Jewes anſwered neuer a word: fo} 
Jehochanen had giuen charge that no man 
ſould (ſpeake, 
Then Captaine Tehochanan anſwered 
Tus himlelſe laying, We can * L 
Ius 
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lind ol ſacrifices moze acceptable ta god, cht 
to vow, teopatd, and abandon our owne bo: 
dies and blood, to2 his name lake. TAhere⸗ 
foze Wee will die free in this our towne, ana 
wil neuer come in bondage to ſerue ou. 
ug made him anſwere by /oſepb, ſaying, 
this pour citie, J grant is à holy cittie, and 
pour Temple is wot holy, which no man 
doch dente, But pe haue greeuduſly ſinned, 
n that pee haue polluted che temple of the 
Loꝛd pour God, by ſhedding in it the inno⸗ 
tent blood of ſaints and pꝛieſts ot God, with 
other moſt godly and holy men. By what 
telon can ye then ſay, that pe ſhalbe accepted 
to) ſacrifices and offrings befoze God: Pea, 
tather God abhoꝛrech and deteſteth pou vts 
terly, whcnas hee requireth in his ſacrifices 
that they wuld haue no default no2 ſpot: but 
pe are al to beſpotted, ſo that no ſound place 
is in you.

For it is better ta die valiantiy, then to come 

into the ſubtection of his enemy that goeth a- 

bout to pluck hem from his religion, & driue 
imout of his countrey. But Þ came not hi- 

ther fo2 that intent, to dꝛaw pou from pour 

und, noꝛ to banich pou out of pour land, oz 
lie to deſtroy it aud paur citties: but this is 
the cauſe of my comming hither, to offer you 
pcace, and to make a league with peu, that 
re (ould take vpon pou our poke, ꝙ be our 

ſubiects as yee were befoze.Ahere did pon 

cucr heare of a people in al the woꝛld, p hath 
ſhewed themſelues fo mercikull and gentle, 

both towards other, # cowards pan, as we 
haue donc: Hannibal the taptaine ofthe 
Carthaginians , after hee had waſicd our 
Countrcp, and at length was taken by vs, 
was he not had in great Honour and reputa⸗; 
tion of vs, and with ſuch humilitie handled, 
that we made him king of his people: And 
ſo dealt we with Antiochus the Macedoni · 
an, and other Kings that wee toske pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners. Me bzag that ye keep the watch of your 
God: why then follow ye nat the example of 
Iechaniah your Ring: who to ſaue the tem⸗

(ence ofthe captaines, and of che ſeditious 

bery bitterly, but they nothing regarded it. 

e ¶ſeyh there foꝛe ſeciug that Titus could dot 

ie Yro:hing with the ſeditious, ſaide vuto their 
u zmnces, J maruell nothing that this tittie 
„end to deſolatian ⁊ deſtruction, kes J knom 
the ende of it is at hand. Put this is it that 
II marnell mod, that pee haue read in the 
ll bocke of Daniel „and underffand it not, 
which is nowe fulfilled in all pointes, and 
pet neuer a one of pou doeth marke it. The 
continuall Dacriiice is alreadie ceaſed a 
good while agoe, the annointed pꝛieſt is cut 
away and put domne. Theſe things though 
they be moſt mantteſt, yet your hearts can: 
not beleeue them. And many other wozdes 
ſpake Toſeph , fall of admonitian and tanſo. 
lation, but the Jewes refuſed to heare him. 
Ahen he had made an end there foꝛe, and the 
ſeditidus bad {6 hardened their neckes, 77. 
tus turned him, and de parted out of Jeruſay 
lem, laping, Let vs goe hence, leſt their ſing 
deſirop vs. MAherekoze he pitched his tents 
without 
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without the Citty , in the ſame place whergÞb! 
he encamped at the firſt. Fo2 he was afrait 
both faz himſelfe and his armie, left th 
Hould be circumuented and cloſed in, ant 
Name cruelly in ſo great a City as that was 
Certaine of the pꝛieſtes of that time, and oi 
the nobles of the towne , with other gadl 
men, did wiſelp ſee to themſeſucs, & came 
forth to Titus, ſubmitting themlelues to hys 
mercy, and were receiued of him peaceablyfe 
with great bonour: wham Tu, commann: 
ded to be conducted into the land of Gol. 
chen, where in tymes paſt the Jſraelites 
dwelt inthe dayes of Tacos theyꝛ father, ani 
Toſeph Lowe of Egipt. 

Thither lent he them, and gaue it them 
ka poſſeſſion , to them and to their he 
fo2 euer, commaunding a companie of the 
Chaldees to ſafeconduct them, til they cam 
to the land of Goſchen. Titus directed ys 
letter alſo to the Noman ſoꝛeſident which 
was ſet ouer Egypt, to take pittie of the 
Jewes that hee had placed in the lande or 
Goſchen, to ſuſtaine and ſuccour them, 
and to ſee that no Romane no2 other ſhould, 
doo them harme , or anop them by any ma: 
ner of meanes. Many other alſo ofthe 
Jewes, coueced ts goe fo2th of ** 
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but they were diſappointed by the ſeditious, 
that they could not do as they intended, And 
en ubo can tell whether they were entangled 
ih their owne ſinnes, and deſtenied to de⸗ 
'ruction with their leditious bꝛethꝛen, when 
Ws cheir handes allo were polluted with the 
rueltie c iniquitie ofthe ſleditious : & Ahere⸗ 
ne the ſeditious cloled vp all the walles a» 
out the temple, that none of che Jewes 
phich were in Jeruſalem might get out to 
ita. Then 7 itus knew that many of the 
Tewes were deſirous to flee vnts him, and 
ld not becaule of rhe ſeditious: he went 
gain to the place where he was befoꝛe, and 
/eph with him . Ahom when the people 
10 to be there with 77, they fell a wee⸗ 
ing. and laid vnto him, TQe acknowledge 
ur ſins, and the tranſgreſſions ok our fa« 
ers, wee haue ſwarued aut of the way a-

The Romanes therfoze made ſpeed to deli: 
uer them out of rhe handes of the ſeditious, 
Do role there a frap in the midſt of the tem 
ple, berweene the Romances andthe Jewes| ® 
The Komanes fied into the place called “ 
Santtum ſanctorum which was the holteſt o 0 
all, and the Jewes followed after, and flew] l 
them euen there. Titus ſtanding without, 
cried vnto Ichocha nan, and laide vnto hun, 
Deareſt thou, thou lehochanan, is not thy 
wickedneſſe pet great enough: Alt that 
neuer make an end of thy miſchiefe's Where 
is the honour of thy God: Is it not anten 
in the lawe of pour God of the /n tem ſan 
ctorum, that no ſtraunger ought to come at 5 
it, but only the high pꝛieſt, and that but once 0 
a yeare, becauſe it is the holieſt of all. Ant h

J b2alle, to pour own budoing, Foꝛ pe ſhal 
fl carrie pour 8wne ſinnes, aud die in the land 
ofthe Romans, J and ni fathers houſe are 
innocent and gil:lefie of pour death, as the 
Loꝛd anv his temple , in whoſe preſencewe 
ſans, (hall beare vs witnelſe this day, But 
when he lawe that none of the ſeditious gaue 
any regard to his woꝛds, he chole out of the 
Romanes 30000. valiant fighting men, 
and gaue them commandement to take and 
occupie the entrte ofthe Temple, which is a 
holy court, and determined to go with them 
humſelfe, but his nobles woulde not ſuffer 
him, but willed him to remaine bpon a high 
place, where hee might behold his ſouldierg 
Y ficht : and when they ſee thee a far off, their 
hearts (hall be camfoꝛted, and they ſbal fight 
attoꝛding as thou wilt wiſh them: but come 
not at the entrie of the Temple thy lelke, leſt 
thou be deſtroicd amongſt other, 
us followed the counſaile of his Cap⸗ 

. » and went out at that time with 
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The warres of the Iewes. 

his men to the battaile, He made chiefe ca 
taines of that hoaſt of 30,M, one Kari/ 
and Roſlius, two noble men, whom he com 
manded to {et vpon the Jewes that night 
when they would be alleepe wich wearings 
The Romans therkoꝛe doing after his com 
niandeneat, ſet vppon the Tewes, buc the 
Jewes haung intelligence of the matter 
kept diligent watch, and withſtood the tg 
mans allthe night. Wut the Roinans wen 
not haſtie to fight in the darke, fearing leſt 
nught turne te their owne harme. As toon 
there foze as it was dap, the Tewes diuncq di 
themſelucs, and beſtowed their compenegz w 
at the gates of the entrance, and fonght ikYh 
men, Karilus andRo/7ius beict the Truly 
ple round about, tha: not one of the Jutz 
might clcape out, and {o the batta:le encttaß a 
ſed betweene them koꝛ the ipace of {ranch 
dayes, lomttime the Nomanes getting the 
vpper hand ofthe Jews, dꝛiulng e them wich he 
in the entrance: lometime the Jcwes ene 
rouraged themſelues, made the Romane 
retire, and purſued them to the walles 0 
the Antochia: in this manner fought the 
theſe ſeauen dates, Afterward the Roman: 
returned backe from the Jewes, and woul 
not fight hande to hande with them at 
Moze

«(MY Jewes could ſteale no moze fram'thence. 
ca ffterwarde notwithſtanding - they armed 
eig themſelues, and iſſued ont at the Eaſt gate, 
hand brake the wall that Tr had raiſed fox 
ibis owne lafetie, leſt the Jewes (ould iſſue 
en out vpIn a ſodaine, and come vpon him at 
ea vnwares. A ſoꝛt of tall fellowes therefoꝛe ot 
ol the youth ok the Tewes iſſued out bp the 
A beaches of the wall, and got vp quickly to 
che mount Oliuet, whereas thep found Hoꝛ · 
es, Mules, Aﬀes, and much other cattel, & 
ma laying their keepers, they dꝛoue them befoze

them with great ſhouts into the towne. The 
Romanes perceiuing that, purſued them, 
CUherfoze the pong me deutded themſelues 
into two bands: the one to dziue the booty, 
and the other to reſiſt the Romans, Do there 
was a ſoze fight betweene the, but the Jews 
got the vpper hande, and went their wapeg 
cleere with the pꝛap towarde Jeruſalem, 
Foz the Lewes came foo2th. conſtrained by 
the nereſcicte of hunger, and fought foꝛ their 
liuing: rhe Romanes had no cauſe to fight, 
ſaue onely foꝛ fhame, to ſee their cattell dy 
uen away befoze their eyes, foꝛ otherwiſe 
they put not their liues in icoperdieto fight 
vnto death, as the Jewes did, pet was there 
many of the Nomanes ſlaine in that fight, 
The Jewes while the Romanes purſued 
them in vame, they gotte into the Towne 
with their ſpoyle and pꝛap, and ſtrait way 
turned vppon the Roinanes, and dꝛaue 
them backe, purſuing them againc till they 
tame almoſt to Titer Campe, which when 
the other Romanes ſawe, they iſſued fozth 
to the reſcue oftheir fellowes, and purſued 
againſt thole pong men, either to kill them,

vicb their ſwoꝛds. Ju that fire was a certain 
da noble man of the ſtocke or kings, whoſe 
tF name was Long inat, to whome the Jewes

WJ atthe gate, fearing led the Jewes woulde 


nnd thzuſt himſelfe thꝛough bekoze their 
nil faces, Another noble man allo was in that 
Ffire, vooſe name was Artorius, who loo⸗ 
ing kooꝛth from the top of the houle, ſawe

kill him. Mherekoꝛe he dꝛem ont his ſwoꝛd, 
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one ok his deere friends by Titus, which was 
talled Lucius, to whom Artorius called ſay, 
ing, My deare friend Luciut, get on thy at. 
meur and come hither , that J map leayy 
downe vpon thee, and thou maieſt reccine 


me. Ik J die, J make thee my heire, if thou 


die, thy childꝛen ſhall inherite my goods, 
GQberfoze Lucius ran and held his lap open 
at the houſe fide, and Artor ius leapt down, 


and light vponhim with ſuch warght , that 


they both died therewith, T7 commanded 
the conenant that they two made befoze their 
death, to be wzitten on a lwoꝛde wich blood, 
and their friendſhip to be noted in the Cho 


nicles ok the Romanes, that it might bee an 


example to all men to learne true friendſhiy 
by. At that time therefoze the Jews reuen: 
ged themſelues meetely wel vppon the Rs: 
wanes , The fire b2ent till it came to thi 
Chichiiahic king pf 1chudghb, and had almoſt 
taken the temple of the Loꝛd, which the Ro- 
mans ſeeing, fled out of the Towne, and 
got them to their tents, a great part of them 
beeingdeſtropedby checrueltp of the Jews, 
ſo that fewe ol them remained. The tet 
therfoze lap ſtill in their ſiege round about 
the towne, ſaping, Ne (all not be e ble te 
winne the towne by the (wozd, but _ 
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vt muſt be kaine to o iue them to yeeld by 
famine, wherkoꝛe bey tompaſſed it on every 
ſide, In the town was nau no victuals left. 
There was a certaiut noble rich woman at 
ine Jeruſalf, of a noble houſe alſo, whoſe name 

f was Miriam. her dwelliig was beyond Joz« 
„ dane: but when (he perceives che warres 
pen to grow msze and moe in the time of /- 
nt, pan, he came vp with her neighbours to 
hat Jeruſalem, bzinging with her, not onely her 
ded men (ernants and women ſeruants, and all 
heir her whole family: but alſo her goods and 
od, riches, which were verie great. hen the 
20-Y hunger was grieuous at Jerulalem, and 
au the ſeditious went fromhouſe co houſe cg 
biz ſeeke meate, they came alſo to this womans 
en houſe, and cooke away from her bp foꝛte, all 
do that euer ſhe had, and left hir nothing remai⸗ 
the ning. By this meanes ſhe was oppꝛeſſed 
zoll with be rie great hunger, ſo that ſhe wiſhep 
0 her ſelfe out of che woꝛld, but her time was 
zndY uotper come to die, MNherefoꝛe » (he mighe 
em flake ber hunger, and ſuftaine her ſelfe, (ee 
vs, | began to ſcrape inthe chafte & duſt fo: beaſts 
el dung, but could finde none, Shee had one 
ſonne , and when ſhe ſawe the famins ware 
greater and greater vppon her, thee laide a.

Render thereloꝛe vnto thy 
mother, that which ſhee gaue vnto thee, foꝛ 
thou cameſt dftzer, and thou (hylt return in« 
to her. Fo2 Þwill bing thee into the ſclfe

{o thou dꝛeweſt vnfo thee, and in a ſtrie cha /I 
riote thou tarriedſt them vp into beanen, It 
Thou ſmoteſt the teates of the king of. 

Thelf 
and diuers other thinges haue J learnedofſÞi 
mp foꝛefathers:pea, and Ioſeph the Piteft, « 
verie wiſe man, hath told me a great partof 
the ſame. Andnowe Loꝛd God, this people 
Which J haue ſtriuen againſt, J would haut 
aid they had truſted in thee: but thou ſeel⸗ 
they truſt not in thy ſauing health, but in 
their owne [woꝛde. Thou ſeeſt alls hows 
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agnes and wonders, wherewith thou halt 
Lfought on my ſide againſt them, which they 
vill not acknowledge; They ſay ,. there is 
o man can bꝛing vs vnder,becauls the Lozn 
gur God will helpe vs, yea although wee be 
(Wvicked : fozalmuch as for our lakes, .herat- 
ed bzead downe from heauen, beuideathe 
Sea, brought qut waters foozth of the hard 
ock, and ſtaped the courfes ofthe Sunne, 
Hand al foz vs. But they conſidet nat that thou 
ſhemedſt thoſe ſigues to their fathers fog. 
their rightcoulneſſe fake, and theſe taz their 
wickedneſſe thou haſt ſlroken tu our warres; 
to make their land deſolate, and to laß waſte 
al their cicies, becauſe of the multitnde of theit 
h, Ntranſgreſſtons, and haw haſt thou canſumed 
en, Itbem wich ſwozd, peſctilence, and fanune, 
that they are fame to rate the fleſh of their 
Ichildꝛen. And pet for all this, they cannot 
ind in their hearts ta bumble themſelues be ⸗

the defence thereo?,no2 che Hentues aiſo did 
nat without a caule fend golde and filuer to 
this Teinple, krom the further partes ol the 
woꝛld. Jfo2 great 45 the gloꝛꝝ of this tempie, 
it far. pa ſſech the temple of the Romans, 
and all the temples oi the Sentilcs that eutr 
Jſawe, The God ok heauen, which is the 
Godot chis houſe, take vengeance of the ſe⸗ 
ditious, whole mitchieuous and hamons 
deedes haue bzought this euill vpon it. The 
ſedittous that pet remaincb at Jetuialem, 
ſceing the Sanctum ſanclarum tg be burnt, * 
they let the reſt of the Temple aſtre them: 
ſelues, and all the houſeg that were filled 
with treaſure, and ail kind of pꝛecious iew⸗ 
(ls, And where they knewe were was pee 
ſame victualtes left, thep let it afre alſo, left 
the Romans ſhould haue anp commodity, by 
U „laping, Now that the Sanctum ſanctorum 
is waſtes; what ſhow! we luue anp longer, 
and theu hat nerdahgue wee of aun other 
buildings oz houles 7, Alter this, the Ra⸗ 
manes quenched the ſire, and let hp cheir i⸗ 
dols and images in the temple, and oſlered 
burnt ofirings unto them, blaſube ming, rai⸗ 
ling, and mocking at the J cwes aud their 
lawes,t in the pꝛeience of 7555 idols.

once. And at the lame time as the arte ap: 
peared in the time of che folemne feaſt tallet 
Paſſach, that whole night the temple was 
as light and cleere, as though it had beene 
midday; and it contmued lo by the _

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ſeuen dapes of the feaſt; The men of vnder⸗ 
Y fandingc in Israel, knew well enough that 
this was an 2ill ligne , but the reft of the 
people interpꝛeted it in good part. The very 
ſame time alls chey bꝛought a heiffar foꝛ a 
burnt offering, which when ſhe was feld and 
ſirooken downe that they might dꝛeſſe her, 


g He calued a lambe. This myꝛacle they ſaid 


ke wile made foꝛ them, & dꝛetended good. 
2s alſo this that followeth they interpꝛeted 
to good. There was a certaine gate that 
was called the Caſt gate, a great and won · 


id derous heauie gate, that was neuer opened 


19) ſhut, but twenty men had enough to doe 
about it, the creaking of the gims and Hooks 
whereof, might be heard a farre off. This 
gate was found open without any mans 
helpe , and they could not ſhut it, til a great 
number affembled and iopned their ſtrength 
together. After this, there was ſcene auer 
the Temple, and the Sanctum ſanctorum, by 
the ſpace of a whole night, a face of a man 
wonderfull terrible. There appeared alle 
at that ſame time fierp charriots and hoꝛſſe⸗ 
men, and great beaſtes in the ſkie » com. 
ming nigh to Jeruſalem, and all the land 
of Juda. In the feaſt alfaof{Creekes, the 
Dueſtes hearde a manne walking in the

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temple, and ſaping with a great and a won. 
derkull terrible baſe vepce'; Come let Vs got 
amy out of this Tiemple , and let vr hence; 
But eſpectalip there was one paſſing all 
theſe, A cettaioe man in the cittie, of a baſy 
and law degree, whoſe name was Tehoſcu, 
the ſonne ol Chenareiahu,benan to crp vpoy 
che feaſt of Tabernacles, with aloude voyce, 
du this wile, A voice fromthe Eaſl, à voice 
from the eſt,a voice from the fuure Winds 
of the heauens, 4 voyce againſt ſeruſalem. a 
voce againſt: he Temple, a voyce againſt iin 
bridegroome, 4 voice againſt the bride „ 4nd 

4 Voyce againſl the Whole people. 

Thus hee cried very often, lo that the 
citizens of Jetuſalem bated hun, and ſaide 
vnto hum, What crieſt thou alwapes this 
crie; But the Gonernour that then was 
in the cittie, koꝛbade the citizens to (ap anit 

thing to him, luppaüng hin: to bee befives 
huniĩelte and madde. Theretoꝛe he neuer leit 
crying for the ſpate of toure peares , till the 
warres began, ſayi ig, Moe 20 Heernſalem, 
and tuibe Santtuarie thereof. i Then as the 
marres were once begunne, and the towne 
beſitged, u foztuned as hee wandered as 
bon vppon the walles, crying alter his old 
_ J hee adding this, \Woe hay 
9 elke: 
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ſelfe: and with that a ſtone came out of an 
engine from the Campe, and (mit out his 
h:aines , At that time alſo there mas a wyt« 
ting found, grauen in a ſtone of old, which 
the Fewes read : the wozdes were thele, 
\What tune che bui'ding ot the tẽp le (hatl 
be brouglit to foure ſquare, then it ſhalbe 
de ſloied. Nowe when the Antochia was 
taken and raſed by the Romanes, and the 
walles of the Temple were all broken, che 
Jewes making ſpeede to repatre the ruines 
and delapidatiõs, without any remembꝛance 
of this ſcripture,thep made the temple faure 
ſquare. Beides this, there was a lcripture 
found in the wall of the Sanclum ſanclorum, 
ou this wiſe, When the w Hole building of 
the teinple ſhalbe foure ſquare, then hal 

a king taigne ouer Iſrael, and that king & 
en hal raig ne ouer al the land of Iſrael. 

Some interpꝛeted this vppon the king of 
Iſtael. But che Dneſtes (atde, It is the 
Hing oz Ruler of the Romanes » The 
whole armie of the Romanes being nowe 
tome into the Temple, and the Tewes al⸗ 
ſo fied ta the mount Sion : the Romanes 
{ct vp their Idolles in the Temple of the 
Lozd, and offereb ſacrifice vnto them, blaſ: 
pheming and railing af the Itwes and their 
God. 
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God. At that time there came downe to the 
Romanes, a little bop of the pꝛieſtes from 
the mount Sion. which went to a captaine of 
the Nomans that was keeper of the temple, 
and deſired him to giue him ſome water tg 
di inke. De toske pitie of the boy, and hade 
quite him water. The boy taking the veſſell 
that the water was in, firſt dꝛanke himlelke, 
then ranne awap with the reſt. The captam 
rau after himſelłe, but hee would not ouer: 
take him, of a purpoſe, becauſe bee was de: 
lighted with the botes doing, wherefoze hee 
let him go foꝛ the nance: ſo he got vp to the 
pꝛieſtes, and gaue them dzinke, On a time 
when the Nomanes were at their ſacrifice 
m the pzeſence of Ltur their Loyd, certame 
of the Bꝛieſis came and beſought Teras that 
be woulde not kill them. To whom Tits 
made anſwere, TAhy doe pre with to liue 
now, and not rather die with pour bzethzen 
that haue abidden death koꝛ the Gods ſake 
of this houſes Then Titus commanded his 
men to kill them, and fo died they. After 
Schimeon and lehochanan ſent Embaſſadoꝛs 


to Titus to require peace: to whom Titus 

made aunſwere in this wiſe. Yee aſke this 

thing tos late, and how commeth it to paſſe, 

that pe nau intreate fo} your liyes , *

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that of ſo great a number of people, ye haut 
elt none ſaue a verie few, When ag alſo ye 
haue waſted all things moſt cruelly and de⸗

ell ſired you neuer lo oft. Foz it pittied mee ta 
fe, ſee your people, ſom to be vexed with hitger, 
am and ſorne to be caſt out of the citie without 
er. mie bur iall. But pee hardened pourneckes, 
de- end would neuer admit ame peace, cill al the 
hee people were deflrated, Therefoze 11 xt⸗ 
the hehended them with manie other wozdeg, 
me ſaying unto them, Tel me you ſeditious, yore 
ice © wicked and finfull perſous, baue pou not 
me ſlatae the people of the Loꝛd 4 You let his 
vat boule on fixe, you bzought vpon this ci. ie all 
this miſchieke.

The captames ot the ſt dit ious, Scherneby 
and Jehochanan, made aun{werets 1, 
Mee baue lworne by the Lozd our On, 
who is God ol heauen ent) earth , that wet 
will neuer beare ihy poke, no? ſerne thee, 
nm make ame peace with thee , to bre fab: 
iect vnto hee. Now? therefoze if it bee thy 
plealure io ſbewe vs metcie; to ſuffer vs ta 
goe out of the Citie, and we will tanke out 
tourney into the wilderneſſe: which ik thou 
wilt graunt vs, wee will repozt' tat wee 
haue found fauour at thy band: ik not, wee 
will rein ine in this place, to ſee what wee 
Wall determine, and what maner of death 
wr will vie.

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From thence they went ta the Temple; 
where they kound certaine noble men, a 
coptaines, whom 7icvs had put in authon 
tie about the tempie, of whom thꝛee were 
chiefe: one captaine of the hoꝛſemen, the ſe: 
cond of the charets, and the third of the fact 
men, him they killed, and tooke his compa, 
nion aliue. T his be ſought them that had ta 
ken him, v he might be bzought to Schimeo 
their captaine ; let him (ſaich hee) doe with 
me as be liſt, and in this one thing let me fin 
fauour at pour handes. Thep agreed, and 
bꝛought hun to Schimeon, who commanded 
his ſeruantes,as ſaone as hee was come, to 
flep hint. But while he that was appointed 
to this buſineſſe made delay, and Killed hin 
not by and by, hee whipt dawne off the hill, 
eſcaped, and came to Titus: who comman- 
dep him out okhis ſight, being wꝛoth with 
him, that be had not fought buto death, fa. 
ther then ta he taken quicke. 

But with the Tewes was he wonderfully 
diſpleaſed, that thep had ſo deſpightfully oj: 
dexed his men: wherefoze he commanded ta 
kill all the Tewes, as manie as coulde be 
found in the ſtreetes of the Citie, whom hes 
would haue {pared hefoze, and cauſed pu. 
clamation to bee made ch2oughout all vr 
camp 
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NY cimpe fo2 their ſafetie. Then died many of 
the Jewes , fo that cuerie place was fullef 
dead bodies, The men of war ofthe Edo · 
ned mites which were with $chimeon , percei⸗ 
le. ung how the matter went, ſent emballadoꝛs 
oY to | 72s ro delice peace, and to ſaue their 
pa} ues : which when it came to Schimeon:

ted ces. The ret of the chiefe men of Þ Jewes 
zun that were with them, ſeeing them now to be 
ill, bed, came downe from the mount to Titus, 
an- I aud fell dene vppon their faces befoze him 
ch Ml vpon the ground, whom 7«2-recetued gents 
ra Ml ly. 2sfo the ſzditions that were with Sebi 

WU neon and Jebothanan the fought till they al 
died together. 

Then came foozth onto Titus one 55 a 
Peſt, ſonne of Schafta, the high Priel, 
winging with him two Candleſtickes of 
gold which were in the Danctuarie, and the 
Tables of gold, with other veſſels of Sil; 
ver and Gold, and allo " bole we] 
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decked with gold and pꝛecious ſfones, al 
thoſe he gaue to Titus, who made him chiel 
pꝛieſt ouer them that remained, next vnto n 
feph the pꝛieſt: foꝛ Titus gaue Ioſeph auth 
ritie as wel oner the pꝛieſts and Leuites, u 
auer the whole people of the Jewes. The 
was Gor/on the father of Ioſeph that wit 
this hiſtozp,bzought out of pꝛiſon, with his 
wife and childꝛen, among whom was ene 
Bonien, loſephs ponger byother, hee was 
verie wiſe and godly Pꝛieſt, by whom Bo 
beſtowed many benefits vpon the Iſraelites 
Foz Titus left him at Jeruſalem. and tooke 
him not with him, as he did Joſeph. Ioſeph 
father lined after the citie was taken, twey 
tie moneths, and died. They cooke then all 
one Dine ar a pꝛieſt, who was keeper of (4 
Treaſure houſe, he bew)aped and detected 
tothe Romanes all the treaſures of the 
peſts, and their Ueſtments ; he gaue allo 
vnto Titur a molt pzecious Dple, with 
ſweete odours and perfumes,and garments 
alſo of purple, which the kings ofthe ſecond 
Temple had giuen. TUherefoze both this 
Phineas and loſua whom wee mentioned 
foze, tranſgreſſed the couenont ofthe L 
8nd offended Ood, in that they deliuered 
Aewels to the enemies ol his rear 
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all ep oughe not to haue done, but racher ts 
baue died fo2 the glo2p of the Lozd, as the d. 
cher pꝛieſts did, which caſt themlelues into 
che fire, Thus was the citie of Jeruſalem 
naten, with all the pꝛecious things that 
were therein: and Lies went vppe to the 
mount Sion, tooke it, and raced the walles 
df thereof, Upon a thꝛee dapes after, Ichochs- 
an, loze bext with hunger, left vis place 
where he lurked, came to Lu,, fel downe 
afoze him, and kiſled his feete, ſapiug, Saue 
me O Loꝛd king, Ti:«s tommanded him to 
be kettered with iron chaines, and when hee 
had cauſed him to be carried about the camp 
ſo bound, and to be mocked of all meu by the 
ſpace of ſeanen dayes, hee commaunded to 
hang him, and ſo gate he a tuſt end and fitte 
reward foz his crueltic. Afterwarde came 
Schimeon allo fooꝛth of his Den, being d2t« 
uen with famine, hee had put on kingly ap⸗ 
parrell, and thewed himlelfe a farre off to the 
Romane hoaft; who ſeeing him, were afraid 
to go to him, but hee called vnto them, and 
alke fo2 ſome Captaine, Then one tame 
ſooꝛth and laid vnto Schimeon, tell me who 
thou art, and J will not kill ther: chimeon 
anſwered therefoze, & told him, J am schl 
neon that ſeditious captaine of the Jewes, 
Ff2 which 
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which haue made you ſo mitch avoe, now J 
beſeech thee, ſhew me ſo much fauour as to 
bying me to Titat thy maiſter ; which he did, 
Titus there foꝛe when he ſaw Schimeon be 
commanded him to be faſt bound, and to be 
led about the whole hoaſt, that he might he 
deluded and mockt, Afterward he was put 
to a {oze death: firſt his head was ſtriken off, 
then he was cut in many peeces and caſt bn: 
to dogs, So he died an abhominable death, 
being puniched fo? his iniquitte, 

The number ok the Tewes, as well citi⸗ 
ʒens as other, that tame vnto the feaſt to Te: 
ruſalem, which were flain partly by the Ro: 
mans, partly by the leditious , during the 
whole time of theſe wars, was knowne to be 
eleuen C. M. beſides them whoſe number 
mas not ktiowne : Dnelp they where coun: 
ted which were ſlaine and buried, Beſides 

hem, they alla were not reckoned, that after 
the death of lehochanan and Schimeon, dicy 
with X/e«ſar, the ſon of Anani the pꝛieſt. 
They that were led pꝛiſoners by Titus to 


Nome, were 16. thouland men, T zt«s there⸗ 


foꝛe with loſeph, went to Rome, leaving 
Bonian Ioſephs hꝛuther at Jeruſalem , who 
was appointed the chiele pꝛieſt of them that 
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above there: foz. that did Ioſeph requeſtof 
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Tims, which he perfozmed. The ſeditious 
were all flaine in p battaile which they tooke 
in hand foz the peoples lake, and the temple 
of the Loꝛd. They alſo that Titus tooke pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners, were put to vile deaths, Foꝛ he re- 
ſcrued many to be mockingſtockes in euerte 
city where he palled by in the way to Rome, 
and in euerie towne he commanded ſome to 
be bꝛought foꝛth and caft vnto the Lions, till 
they where all conſumed, 

There were certaine people at that time 
dwelling amongſt the mountaines ok Arat, 
8 were called Alanites, whoſe power 4 
lexander king of Macedonia fearing, cloſed 
them in on euery ſide, This people although 
thep had na knowledge of the vſe of Jron 
no2 armour, pet this was their mannek: 
that one of chem with a great pole burnt a 
little at the ende, woulde put to flight a 
hundzed good Souldiours, were they ne⸗ 
ner ſo well appointed and armed. Untill 
this peare they were alwaies (hut in, but 
nowe being oppꝛelled with a great dearth & 
famine thzoughout all the lande, they ſent 
Embaſſadours to the people of Hurkan 
their netghbours requiring them that they 
would open the ſtraights of the Moun⸗ 
taine s, that they might come fozth with their 

1 wines 
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wines and childzen to ſeeke them foode, 
The Hurkans granted their requeſts,any 
opened chẽ the entrances of the mountains. 
So thep came fozth mandering here & there, 
ſpopling diners cauntrepes, till at length 
they tooke their tourney toward the moun: 
taines of the lande of Madai, Where they 
found hozſes, namely in the delart of Madai, 
amongſt the people af Arat. They got thoſe 
bozſes,[capt vpon them, and entred the land 
of Madai. The Pꝛeſident 02 ruler of the 
countrep hearing thercof, fled into the high: 
elt hilles, leauing his wife and childzen be- 
bind him fo2 haſte, hee was ſa afraide of the 
Alauttes, knowing their valiantnes. Strait⸗ 
way hee (ent to them Cmbaſſadours ta 
make peace wich them, and hee would let 
them haue bictuals vpon this condition, that 
they hould not ſpoyle his countrey. They 
made anſwere, If ſo be it hee would keeye 
them, and let them haue foode fv2 the ſpace 
of one moneth, till the cozne in their owne 
Countrep were ripe, they would returne 
home againe at che moneths ende. Foz wee 
deſire not (ſap thep)thy gold 82 ſiluer, bei 
yu boch krom : entercourſe and trat. 
que with other people, noz any thing elle 
then foode we ſecke not. " 
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This their requeſt the ruler granted them, 
and let them haue a certaine graine called 
Mil, ſodden with one kind of fleſh oz other, 
The number ok them was ſeuen P. one hun 
ned and fiftie, and five M. one hundzed and 
fozty perſons, Wh? the moneth was ended, 
che Alauites vnderſtoode the coꝛne in their 


ofthe land ol Padai, accozding as they had 
ſwozne, and returned towarde their awne 
tountrey. And as they were a going home: 
ward Michridates king of Ararat came a-

Chen one of the yo ung men ofthe Aanites' 
in deſpigbt put a rope about 24irhrydates 


and cut aſunder the rope and fled, To whom 
the Alamites looking backe, ſaide, Goe thy. 
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ded to waſte thy land, no2 pet to kill thy 
people. Foz if we had euer intenved it, could 
we not haue done it long agde, whenas ng: 
thing is betwixt vs and you, but the moun, 
taines of Ararat: But wee were-of this 
mind, that wee ſhould greatly offend to kill 
men of our owne ſhape &nd !ikenefſe, Ste 
nowe how. Alexander, which went about to 
ſubdue the whole earth, T to declare his 39: 
wer, cloled vs vp within aur land, why*%l;; 
cauſe he was afraid we chould rom? eur v 
on him, But we laught him to ſcope when 
he did it, I we had lilted, we could haue let. 
fed him from ſhutting vs in, and to maker 
peace with him : but we fore ed nat of his day 
ings, Foz it is our cuſtome to h zep vs with: 
in our countrey, wee lecke no other laut, 
whenas our owne land is becter then any o⸗ 
ther, It pleaſed vs well that he incloſed vs, 
that the cruell wilde beats which are in the 
mountains of Ararat, could haue na paſſage 
to vs. The cauſe wè came cut now, was 10 
thing elſe, then that we were grieued with a 
great dearth e we determined ta bee no lon⸗ 
ger from home, then til our owne fruits were 
ripe, then to returne, as pon ſee we do. Jf 
we had bin minded to win your land, had we 
not bin able viterly to haue ouercome pon, 
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to haue gotten the do minion ouer pon? but 
neither pe noꝛ your country did cuer delight 
vs greatly, fo our maners differ faire from 
pdurs, Behold,the king ok Madai, when he 


had kept vs fo2 a moneth, wee harmed hun 


not, we are not wont to hurt men as pe are, 
that cannst be content with pour owne tate, 
but muſt deſire other mens li:heritaunce, 
Now therefore go and returne to your owne 
tauntry, and ſo will we to ours, without do⸗ 
ing eu any moꝛe hurt: wherefoze pe neede 
not be afratde or vs. Oo the Alanites went 
home to their owne countries, hauing ſlaing 
of Mithriydatet people, thꝛee hundꝛed thou⸗ 
ſand men, and neuer a one of their owne 
was killed. Titus hearing of this, was bes 
ſirous to goe vnto them, to let them vnder= 

ſtand his valiantnes, but he could not com- 
paſſe it, becauſe all his beſt men were ſpent 
in the, warres at Jeruſalem, TUherefoze he 
determined to returne to Rome, after he had 
taken Jerulꝭ lem, where be abode as pet be⸗ 
ſides the Zutochia. There hee had intelli- 
gence that diuers of the Jewes were ga: 
chered together, with whome was Eleaſar 
the ſon of Anani the pꝛieſt, who during the 
ſtece, fled vnto a certaine hold called Me- 
Va, whereuppon many of the ou res 

== 4. ozted 
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Cozted ta him, 7 exc hearing this,that mam 
had ioyned themſelues co ,E/e«ſar, fearing 
teſt alter bis departure, Eſc4ſ«r might from 
thence make a rode, and take Jeruſalem, 
and ſo kil vp al the Romanes, which ſhould 
be no ſmall domage to the Roman Empire. 
Clherefoze hee made out againſt him, and 
ſent thither one S:/cham a Noble man of 
Rome, with a great hoſt ta beſiege Mex3r«, 
but he could not get it. M herefoꝛe hee ſent 
vnto 7 itus fo2 an pꝛon ramme to batter the 
walles withal. Thich after he had receiued, 
he beate downe the walles of Mex-r« there: 
with, The Jewes ſeeing that, raiſed a great 
countermure within a wood & timber, which 
the Romanes ſet fire in, and burnt, After 
that they aſſaulted the towne from mojning 
till night, at what time the Romans left off, 
luppoſing they were notable to pꝛeuaile a 
gaiuſt S leaſars defence in the darke. 
Eleaſar in the meane ſeaſon, called ay 
aſſembly of all che chiefe men of the Zewes 
that were with bim, and ſaive vntothem 
in this wiſe, Come hither pee feede of A- 
braham and kingly prieſthood, which haue 
vntill this day euer pꝛeuailed aga inſt thee: 
nemies of God : Let vs heare pour aduice 
What is belt co be done agaiuſt this multi 
* tut 
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tide that is come vpon vs at vuwares, Ye 
ſee that at this time chiefly it becommetch vs 
to follow the courage and valtantreſle of 
our fozefathers, wherewith they were in 
tune paſt endued. Conſider mozeouer,that 
encrie thing hath his ende, and there are 
ſome times in wars, when as men are wont 
to follow the purſute, ſometime to flee from 
the (ame whome they purſued, and to hums 
ble themlſelues bef5ze them, And it is no 
ſhame to be humbled and diſgraced, when 
2s all things haue their determinate end, 

Albeit wholo i is of an hauty courage, he muſt 
ſo eſtablich his heart, that he quaile not with 
feare,then ſhal he be deemed a valiant man: 
Tf pce therefoze be of that courage that pee 


feare not death, then will J call you valiant 


men, and wozthp* Conſider the foztitude of 
Abraham dur father, and the fact that he did: 
fo: hauing but one onely fonne, whom Sara 
bare vnfo him in her age, he neuer ſtaggeren 
no? ſtared at it to offer him vp to che Low 
God fo2 a burnt offering: foz be thought not 
that he hould kill him, bat perlwaded him- 
felfemoſt certainely, that he houldpzomote 
him to the life and light of the Lozve, fozaſ- 
much as fo2 the loue of God, and at bis coms 


mandement, he Gul haue killed him, wy 
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the thing that loſch+ib the iuſt king did, 
who letting at nought this wzetched like, aud 
aſpiring to euerlaſting felicitie, woulde not 
auoid the ieopardie of his like, when as hee 
might haue done it. Foz although Pharas 
Necho ſaid he came not againſt him, but a: , 
gainſt the king of the Chaldees, pet woulde 4 
not loſchiia hu heate him, but rather pꝛocee⸗ 
ding againſt Paras tn atmes, was ſlatne I 
in the battell, and went vato that great light ud 
in the garden of Paradiſe , which is the lot J 
and inheritance ofthe iuſt. We knowe that 
in this woꝛld no man receiues the reward of 
his tighteouſneſſe, but it is laid vp fe2 him tl 
lathe other wozld : where he ſhall reaye the 
fruite of his righteouſneſſe, that hee hath 
ſowne in this wozld, Neither doth long life | 
in this wozld pꝛolite a man to the o3:etning p 
of everlaſting bliſſe, except hee wozk righte- 
oulnes,and leade his ſoule fo2th of darknes, . 
into light: like as contrariwile, ſhoztnes of n 


like hindered no man from eucrlaſting hap⸗ g 
pineſſe, if ſo be it, his ſoule haue no defect 1 


in thole things that pertaine to the wonld to N 
come. Fo2 Abel which was ſlaine of his byo- F 
ther, lived no long like: yet when he had £u- p 
ded it, he obtained enerlaſting reſt:but Can q 
that liued long in this wozld, was a wande⸗ 
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The warres of the Iewes. 
rer and a runnagate in this earth, and after 
is life, went to perpetuall miſerie. Now 
therefoze my byeth2en,if we alſo (ball liue a. 
nie longer, our life ſhalbe a miſerable life, 
our dates, dates of vanitie and trauell : pea, 
our ſoule as long as it hall remaine in this 
bodie, it ſhalbe toſſed with great tribulation: 
but if it once go fozth , then ſhall it retopce, 
and neuer be afraid. And all the daies that it 
! 1 in the body, it neuer Imneth weeping and 
mourning: fo2 it is the ſpirite of life, which 
is hedged in within che bodie, finowes, 
ones, and other members, none otherwiſe 
: then if it were bound with chaines. The ſpi⸗ 
litts alſo that which quickneth the flech, that 
' 15 taken of the duſt of the earth, foꝛ fleſh can 
ut quicken the ſpirite. Belides this, the 
ſpirite ts that which ebſeructh and marketh 
5 the ſieſh, and ſearcheth the wozkes thereof, 
bo long as it is in the body. Yea the iteſh can⸗ 
rot [ee the ſpirite, but the ſprite ſeeth the 
fel), alwaies, neither is there ante member 
of the bodie hid from it. The eyes alſoofthe 
bodie cannot perceiue what time the ſpirite 
reſozteth to the fleſh, and departeth from 
the ſame, foz the ſpirite of man, which is his 
loule, is from heauen: but the fleſhe is taken 
{tom the earth. Wherkoze the loule mop res

maine without the body, but not likewiſe 
the body without the ſoule : and whenthe 
ſpirite comes to the fleſhe, it viſiceth it as a 
neighbour is woont to go and ſee his neigh, 
bour, and quickeneth it: and when againe it 
departeth from it, the flefh dieth, and if the 
foule will follow the deſires of the fleſh, then 
this is the death of the ſoule: but if it giu 
no eare vnto the flethe , then (hall the ſouls

Mherekoꝛe the ſoule is glad when it de: 
parteth out of the body, like as one that hath 
bin bound, is well apaied when be is diſmil⸗ 
ſed out ot pꝛiſon. Fa all the while that the 
ſoule is kept cloſed in the fleſhe, it is as it 
were a ſlaue, in moſt hard and greeuous bon- 
dage vnder a hard maiſter, Therefoze when 
it departeth from the bodie, it is glad, be- 
cauſe it muſt go to the garden of Paradile, 
Thus ye ſee that in this life the ſoule is com 
pared to a bond ſeruaunt and ſlaue. Much 
mo2e then this did he diſcourſe of the immo 
ealitie and bleſſedneſſe of the ſoule betont 
them, which we haue omitted here. And m 
king then a digreſſion from that, hee lamen 
ted and wept moſt bitterly foz the cale of the 
ricieof Jerulalnm;laping, _

1. tious Adrian. FirSinyaned them Sanherib, i 
Sennachetib. And tranſpoled the Rubenites, the Gadites, 
and the halfe tribe of Mana ſſe. Bee tooke a; 
wap alſo the golden calfe which /eroboun 
the ſon of Nebat had made. De led them mn; 
to Halab Haboꝛ, ta the flood of Gozan, 5 to 
the cities of the Medes. This captiuitie was 

in the time of Pehzah, the lonne of Remalia. 
2. The ſecond captuiitie. Foc the ſonue 
of Ela remained, and ſiue P:444, the ſonne of 
Remalis .

vppon Judta, hee tooke iu that couutrey a 
hundzed and filtie cities in the which there 
were two tribes, Juda and Simeon, whom 
hee cooke with him, and caufeychem foozth- 

with to be led into Dalah and Habur, vncilf, 
the king of the Echiopians xe belles againſt, 


bim, whole kingdome was on the binder 
partes of Egypt. Then taking Tuda and 


Dimeon with him, he made wapre with the. 
king of Ethiapia. So the holy and blefles
